Emperor's Spirit, and believing k might be txm^ 
fiiccefsfully renewed as another Seafon, he oblig'd 
him almoft by Force to retire ^ ^but before he Im 
the Prefence, making a profound Reverenec to 
Auguflus : * Sir, fmdhe^ give mc kavc to h<^ 
^ your juft Bounty will create a Change in your In- 
^ tencions^ which doubtlefs will be more equitable 

• than that youhatd fiiffcr'din behalf of ri*#rf«x. 
He ftaid not for an Anfwer, but retired .with' 

Mi^rcellus in fuch troubled Pofbire,. as he caalt 
(carce be known by his Friends, whom''theNoi(e' 
of hi^ Return had called from all Parts of the Ci« 
ty to vi(it him. As he came out from, the Em-- 
peror, he met Tiberius attended by a great Num- 
ber of fawning Courtiers, that fince tne fweliingf 
of his FoQUfie aod Favour^ throogpd about him^ 

• * on 
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on all Sides, the two Rivals pafled by one ano- 
ther without a Salute j but tnis Encounter con- 
,firmed Corh/anus, by the Aflurancc he ihould not 
meet his Rival there, in a fuddcn Refblution to go 
(ce Cleopatra^ and deeming it unfit to retard his 
Vi(it any longer, he went immediately thither, 
attended by tne whole Troop of his Friends to 
the Door, though Marcellus and he only entered 
the Princefs's Chamber. She had heard of his Ar- 
rival, and, to clear a Path to his Attei^pt of an 
Interview, fhe had cau(ed it to be given but among 
tbo(e that freouented her Cham):)er, {he was not 
then in a condition to receive a Vifit. 

In effcdl, thfe grief Ihe had taken from the Em- 
peror's change, and Livia's perfccutions, had re- 
ally cau&d fome alteration in her health, and the 
two Princes found her upon the bed in her nighc- 
atrirc, in the pofture of a perfbn iudi(po(ed. The 
approach of night had already caufed the Tapers 
to be lighted in her Chambef ; and by the help 
ofthofe, Corioldnus tniimgy beheld his fair Prin- 
otfs with an amorous amazement, clad in the beams 
of a thoufand Beauties : She raifed herfelf up upon 
the bed to receive him, and while he put his knee 
to the ground, and took her fair hand to kifs it^ 
{he Jet fall her head upon his, and laid her arm 
apon his Ihoulder, with an adion full of fweet- 
nefs and affedlion. Thedifpleafuresof.my Prince,^ 
for fome moments, were moft delightfully charm-' 
ed by that reception, nor could his defires have 
invented more felicity, than to pafs away the reft 
of his Life in fo happy a condition : Ac lad he 
rofe from his ktiee by the Princefs*s command, and 
while Marcellus^ to leave a hberty of difcourle ro 
the Lovers, enicrtainM hrmfelf with her Maids^ 
takii^ a feat by her bedV(ide, and greedily feeding 
his £yes upon her &ce from whence they had

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long been wean'd, he wa$ opening his 'mouth to' 
(peak, when the fair Piincefs preventing hin:i, and 
taking the Word with an Air replete with grace 
and Majefty; 
* After your glorious efcapeof fo many dangers,^ 
fiidjhe^ which have given inc a thoufand fears 
in your behalf, I cannot behold you a trium- 
phant Conqueroirr, wichout betraying all the jo^ 
I owe to the high reputation your Valour ha^ 
purchafed 3 yer my gladpe^ had come nearer to 
perfection, could I have fcen you here upon the 
fummons of fome other motives than that which 
called you home : And now to give you my nak« 
ed thoughts, know Coriolanus^ that the change

Let Livia (pllicite for himy^OidAuguftus opcti^ 
ly profefs his partiality, they' will both be too 
weak to (lagger my fortune, (b long as my 
Frincefs props it ; and as her afiedion only gives 
it a perie^ being, if I lo(e not that, I can I0& 
nothing eUe that is capable to afflid me.

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to whom, after Cleop^rtiy iny Maftcr defign'd the \ 
payment of his firft rcfpcds ; That good Pcincefs^ 
after {he had received him with all the (igiis of a- 
real amity « and confirmed her 3ons Wotds, of the 
good opinioi^ and high efleem Ihe had of hiai>< 
proteflcd, that po cooftderation ihould ever me- 
nace 'or entice her confcnt co Jean to his preju- 
dice : My Mafler kifs'd her hands with a greac> 
deal of fubmidion and acknowledgment, and tak-* 
iog his leave inftea4 of retiring to his own iodgr- 
ings, he went and, lay chat night wirh Mur^piims^ 
as well to fatisfy his Friendiiup, which wooki. fMt- 
permit fo quick a (eparation, as to take a more 
particular account from .hi^ mouth, ii) rekftion (o^ 
Julia, than his Pen had given him. 

I have tyed myfcJf fo ftri^y to my MaCler*!^ 
Adventures, as I half forgot u> follow the thread of 
hdarctUus his unlucky love tq Juiia \ iiat I will 
ifow comprife in a few Words ythax hfippened ia 
Qur abience, whetewith my Maimer was .partly- 
acquainted by his Friend's Leccers, and more foUy- 
indraded from hisow^ mouthat our return c « ' 

The fpight that Marfdi/us took to fee himfelf ib 
hghtly abandoned by JuJia^ kindled fuch a tfi^ 
fcntment againft her, as would doubtlcfs have 
quefich*d his Paffion, if a juft anger could have 
over-match'd it ^ but if he had too Utde .pow^ ro* 
exile, at leaft he had enough f(^r a time to ^ftcaitf 
k, and keep the fond e&^ of his Love, in lff3id% 
which that giddy Fri^^f/} had fo iugratefuHy a^siftP 
ed. In efte^, he began to retire his obfervanees fy 
coldly, as inftead of keeping up the cuftom of 
wa{Ung whole days -in her attendance^ he now 
fcarce rendered her two vifits in two weeks j in: 
lieu of feeking occafions to find her alone, he iledL 
them openly ; and when he was oblig'd to etu 
tercain £cr,, h^ fyi it widhk a ccfpe<% mii^kd wick 
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fi> inuch coldncfs, as ic was cafy to perceive, ht* 
lac&er treated het as the Daughter oi AuguJIus^. 
and ib (as many reafous advis'd bim) did honiag^:- 
to her Quality, rathccthaoasa perfon to whon) he' 
had ty'd him (elf by any ochct chait} than the 
CQofidcracion of bef Fortune. Julia^ who obIer<» 
ved bis behaviour, and was not igiK>rant of the 
cauG:, did at firft fo lictje regard it, ( her thought^^ 
beiog onJy bent at Cw'wUnus^ who was Ki\\ freih- 
ki het meiiHKy ) as ihe paid his perfbnated cold-> 
nets with one la real and remarkable, as it was- 
quickly obferv'd, and grown the Pifcourfe of 
moft of the Courciers, who pafs'd jhcir Judgv 
anents upon it according ce (everal conjeAuccs. 
By this icoroful carriage of 7tf//«, the anguiihof 
poor Marctllm was (b augmented, as his body 
took infedion &om his mind, and fhared a pare 
of the malady, which fi> decrcAed the looks of chat 
lovely PriiMoe, as ihough the Emperor, who was 
one of (he firft that discovered it, did o^n exa- 
mine his Nephew's melauchoUy, he had ftill a re^ 
ierve of discretion to conceal his Daughter's incon- 
fiancy \ and diough Agriffit who was particularly 
CDttched with the torments of MareeiJus^ had told 
ihe Emperor tha« it doubcleis proceeded from 
fame petty breach between the Prinoefs and him» 
yet chqr found it impofilhk to dear that di(covery 
by MJfuilhss confefGon.. 

In Hne, (he fad Eftaie of that abofed Prince 
from Day to-Day seceived fuch fcnfible Aggravaci-* 
Qns, as ti)ey began to &id a. filing m Julias Spi^ 
ric, whofeAffedion, though faded in the Flower^ 
was ftiU alive in the Root ^ befides, the Defpight ihc 
took to fee her felf difdained by C&r'toignus^ madd 
her reTolve to caM home thofe partial Glances, and 
ckaring her Soul of all the violence afitdion had. 
kindlfid> ihe bc^ to open her Eyes afrcih npdn 

thar 
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diac deferving Prince, and repented llie had left 
bim for a Man who had openly mifprized her ; 
to this I may add, chat the Princefs Seribonia her 
Mother, who reputed as ihe was, yec lived in 
Rome ai a confiderable height, and was often tI- 
fited by her Daughter^ underftanding the fcarvy 
Ufage flie gave Marcelhsy and well knowing her ' 
Advancement depended upon her Complacence ca"" 
the Emperor's Will, fharply checked her for the 
little Care fhe took to conform her (elf to it, anct 
reprelenting Livias dangerous Power with Ckfar^ 
which in all Probability would carry his Afre^- 
<5ns along theStreaim of her own Blood, atid leave 
her ho more than the naked Name of Auguftus*s 
j>aughter, di(po^d her no longer to dcfpiCe the 
gleans of prcfcrving her- Interelts. In fine, whe- 
ther by a real remrn of her Affcdion, the Care of 
her own Advancement, or her Indignation a^infV 
my Mafter, Julia rcfolved to recal MarceUus to 
her Favour; and, that once concluded, fhe was 
fo httle able to bridle her revived Flame, as fhe 
was ready to throw her(elf at his Feet, and vencr 
it in all the fubmiiRve ways ihe could find to re-^ 

fain him. - At the firft Difcovery of her Defign, 
e flighted the Nets her Kindnefs fpread s and, as 
yuifa had given him a jud Ofience, Co he ex- 
peded a Reparation, which he (aw fhe w^ ready 
to tender, that might balance herlneonftatfty. Be* 
ingonet)ay in the Emperor's Chamber, where, 
dividing himfelf from the reft of the Company, 
he was retired alone to the Corner of a Chimney, 
againfl; which he leaned in a deep Meditatioi>, 
when the Princefs regarding his melanchoUy Po^ 
fture, and not (brry to meet that Occa(ion of Dif^ 
oottt/e, fhe went to him 3- and finding him 0» 
bufied with his Thoughts, as they had not fufier- 
cd him to fee her, diougl^ £he flood at bis Elbow,

T^his En^ounter^ above alt the 
reft, ipftruded ,X9e i|X;thf fijiiidnefs of amorous 
Pa/nonifts *, on^ though I. believe that y«/i^ did 
fepenc W Inconftanqy, and really mk^vf^A, her 
Love to Marciilusy (had; not chat Prince,.. who in 
all Eflays bciidf>.had ever an excellent Wit and- 
dear Judgment; ac command,- been, fo powc/rf^Uy* 
prcpo[ie(|^d) h^ would' never have fuffpt'd him- 
felf to be abused, by *tho Reafons (he /ii^n'd fbc 
herjuftificawn.

The 
PrihccU was ever exceflively forward and frank 
in her Behaviour, of a free and confident Humour^ 
beyond the common Rule; obfervcd by Perfbns b£ 
her Condition ; (he put noching either luliecLookss 
or Language to repulfe Prefumpcion , and if faec 
Beauty had Charms enough to fee the whoief World 
OH fire with Afic£tion, fhe wanted that fevcrcGra* 
vicy, which fhould have taught them Fear that at- 
tempted it. Nor did fhe pattern the haughty Garb 
of Pf rfons born to an equal Dignity> by a£»^g 
a redoubted Majefly in her Looks, but rather maJc 
choice of an a<flive Sweethefs, and was never bet- 
ter pleaied, thati by difcerning that ihe drew die 
Hearts, as well as the Eyes, of all that law her.' 
Her eafy Accefs lent Con&lenoe to many Perfbns 
( when other Rea{bns refufed ) to unmask theic 
Paflion J and if they reap*d no other Fruit from 
thefe Atteinpts, at leafl tneir Difcovery met na 
Rigour from the Princeft. Many Soni of Kings^ 
and Kings thcmfelves, that were either AUies^ ot 
Tributaries to the Empire, and thm refident ac 
Rome 3 did an amorous Homage to her Beauty : 
But the Confideration they kept for Mareellut^ 
whdfe Credit was able to ruin their Affairs with 
t'dfaYy and his Virtue, all their Thoughts chat 
might difpleafe him, made them chain up a pare 
of their Refentments. Julia ^ whofe nimble Eye 
faw their Thoughts through the Mask, was wil* 
ling to allow them kind Looks in exchange ^ and 
^metimes treated them fo obhgingly, as Marcellus 
could not fupport it j without entering into fenfible 
Difpleafures, and uttering mofl paffioDate Com- 
plaints; which ytf/M fbmetittses^neard with Pa-

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<tience, buc it other; would fiy ja Choice ; Aad 
once, as fhetvcc vnnced a Bridie cq hetThoaghqs, 
'* MareeHtts^ fsMf jhcy M^te, I always obliged %q ^

•* mylelf moft unhj^ppy. I love yoi^, find you

'vahiing him ^aJone, above all the reft together, ac 
laft ihe lelcaied herfelf entirely, to him \ and bv 
«hc freqnent Tcjftimonics of her Love, againft 
which the Soul of MsrceHus had no Rampart, ihe 
k& no Pkce in his Bceaft to ihcker Jealoufy : 
And, to oompleac jThe Cure of that which referred 
to my. Mafter, (he oft^n fpoke to Cleopatra in his 
Favour, always took his part againft Tiberiusy and 
appeared not Idfs concerned than Marcelius. in his 
hopes of.HapfifiC^ by <hat Princefs's Afixdion. 
Upon thcfe Terniis 'Wtx^MarceiJus andy«/i« when 
wc returned to R^rm, and my Mafter had the Story 
» kaerb from the .Mouth of his Friend, which his 
Letcechad fuccin^y and but confufedly cold him . 

In the mean time, all things were prepared £ot 
the ruin of my Mafter's Pretences; and Tiber ius^ 
by the AfGftance of Liviay had made bis Party ib 
ftrong with Augufljiii as he fcarce harbour*d any 
Doubt of poflcffuxg Cleopatra. The very next 
Day after our arrival, the Fmprcfs went to vifit 
her in her Lodgings [a Str^io bcypi^ the Maxims

found her in her Chamber, in company of (bme

however all the reaCbns he altedg'd to reclaim hts 
.PaiConwererownin fand, and maugre htt^ad'vice, . 
iuid chat of all Friends/ he immediately re(bIv<dto 
igo and ptefent himielf co the £mp^r6r { whom ^e 
.£ad not (een (incehe forbad him the light of G/p^* 
fair a) and complain to himfelf of the itijudicehe 
lie had done him* Marceihs unable to divert, was 
refolv'd to accompany him, not fearing to incur 
any disgrace v^^iti* Auguflusy for ownfng his In- 
ttreft in fiich a ffitfnd. With Marce^hsy young- 
Bt&kmy xhit.^Vk oi Antli^ny and- C/raj^/^#/'am ^ 

aa 
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an illuftrious company of the noblcft among the- 
Romans, woald needs follow him -, and with thac 
proud train he audacioufly appeared at the Paface, . 
where the common Difoourfe treated of no other 
fubjed, but his difgrace, or at lead the td vantages ; 
his Rival had gotten. Upon -the top of the Stairj 
that led to the Emperor's Lodgings., nc encountrcd 
775f r/i/x, . who was newly parted thence, and fol* 
lowed by numbers not interior to his, with a pride - 
in his looks that'exprefs'd the fuctefs of his defign* 
Corioianus changed colour at thac encounter, an^.- 
had not Marce/lus with-hcld him, bv urging the 
r^ard that belonged to the place, he nad doabtlels ^ 
been traufported to fomc violent attempt upon his 
Rival i not could he fo moderate the agitations of 
his angety. but in the very middle of his guard he 
ftborded him, and taking hold of his hand, which 
he pre{s*d in his, with an a^lion wholly Prions : 
'Remember, Ttberiusyfdtd be^ it is the advan-. 

* uge of thy Services and the Arms wherewith • 

* thou art only bound to dcfjpoil me o^C/eopatra, 
^ if thou att aole, and that all other ways are ba& - 

* and unworthy of thy Courage. 

Tiberius was going to reply, and doubcle(s had 
done it very Iharply, . if Mec£nas^ who with d^- 
"f&is other persons came then from the £moeror> 
Jiad not thrown him(clf between them, and obliged 
idarcellus to conduct my Mafter into the prcfcnce, 
while he forcibly led away Tiberius to another 
Quarter of the palace. Corhlanus entred the En;- 
peror*s Chamber, with that fair number of his 
Friends behind him, and AuguftuSy who had nqc 
fccn him of a time, and who inwardly felt {bme re- 
proaches of confcience for the injuries he had d6np 
liim, was a little furpiiz'd at tlic fight of his an- 
jproach in to fierce and hatdy a Garb. Cor/^A:- 

nus came up to him with as much aflurance/ a^ 

if 
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if he had then newly rcturhM in Triumph fcom a 
frcfli vidory upon the Auftriansy and owning no 
nociot of the c^ouble that appeared in Augttfius's 
vifagc : * 3ir, faid be, I fhould forbear to prcfent 
my (elf before you, after thcfe effe«Sls of my mif. 
chievous Fortune that has betrayed me to the for- 
feiture of thefe precious afiedions, wherewith 
ou have heretofore been pleafed to honour mc; 
at fincc it is only my Misfortune, or rathcr> 
my enemies happinefs, that have ravifhed it from 
me, that I feel no remorfc of any adion, that 
might draw your indignation upon me ; and ia 
fine, am no lefs innocent, than wnen you thought 
nie fit for the honour of employment in your 
(ervice, I will not fear to appear before the face 
of Ctf/^r, to receive from his mouth either a 
new patent for my Life, or the final fentence of 
my ruin j C^far^ they are both in thy Impe- 
rial bands. If I be worthy of Death, I here prc- 
fent my aiminal head to your lufticej but if I 
have no way finnM to the defert of your anger, 
you cannot take away Cleopatra from me : It 
was from your confent in my budding years, tha( 
I drew the encouragement of my boldncfs to 
ferve her, and only upon your parole, I aedited 
my hopes to poflefs her. 1 have fince done nothing 
that can make you repent your firft bounties, and 
though I am forbiddcu by your order the fight 
of C/eopatray 2nd that Princefs be commanded 
to efpoufe T/^^r/«x, I found it hard to believe, 
my tore, that for my fake only, you could ofJcr 
violence ro that delight, which you ever tookia 
doing'juftice, and confent to doom a Prince to Co 
cruel a Death, who has rievcr appeared ingrarfeful 
to your bounty, nor ever fpared his bldod, when 
you gave hini leave ro hazard' it for your 
Quarrel. 

Corio* 
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Coridlanus fpoke in this maoner \ and chough* 
Augufus was not well plcas*d with his Carriage^ 
ycc the ^ftccm he ever cherifhed for generous, 
perfbus, helped h^jm, to digeft the liberty of hisi 
Language, an4 preferY« a part of thofe thoughts 
unruixi*d, which he fntercain'd to his. Advamage!} 
but, being refolved tp be abfolute in his £mpito> ' 
a^ judging the proceedings of Coriolanus had 
ibocked aucnority, held up the fame feverity thac' 
appeared at the mft blulh in hrs vi(age, and tak* ' 
log the Word as.footi as Ofrialanus was come to' 
his Period : ' I declar « my intcnuons plainly* 
enough, Jiiif be^ wkhput Ir^jng a neceffity to' 
you lor repairing to ray piouth, fof: a further' 
exphcarion ^ and yoo undecAood itltoo wril b> * 
£>re, to find a pi;e{enr Excufe'for your difobp^' 
dience. You knew it was my refolution co give' 
Cleopatra to Tiberius^ and to make you no cou- 
tcmmiblc pprtion of thpfe Oowns which youc 
.Father bft'byi thc'Law.of Arms^iycf, wichooc* 
. confidering^ thac^ by an etcc^ of jboimty I: ha^e ' 
done more for ypu.than I oush;» yov have de«' 
J fpis*d my o^cr$, and opposa my ,will,'I couW* 
make \t appear that it is in my power to make* 
you know your duty j buc I have cndur*d the* 
fiiidts you have committed, for M0rcellusy and* 
. mySiuer.0^tfv/>:S Oikc, whointercfithemfclvcs' 
. mo^ than becoi^es t^^mj in your behalf; aad»' 
in confideration of them, tho.ugh you have in-^ 
'.gracefully a^*d;theXj^ifc I have prof^r-d, I am 
yet willing to; feijofc you Mauritania under ^ 
ccibnce, upon coj;idic;qu you murmur no tnore^ 
and (in lieu of the condefcenfion you are tore^ 
. ccrve of our bounty) from this very mon>ent>. 
toczXLy relcafe all your pretences to CUoPatra. 
At this PiCboucfc oi 4t(£ujlus ( any of a lowcD 
Spirii thati my,Mafiet*s, might- have; timorouH}^ 

taken 
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taken an oecdL&>n to be fadftlied) Corhlanus appear^ 
e^ ro the Eyes of all the beholders, (b enHamed w irh 
Choler^ as he fbuiid it impofSble for alt the temper 
aod nK^derark>n he could make, to chedk it.

£iriou{!y rihng from his feat, he was infsdtilihr 
about to pronounce fome dreadful Sentence againft 
itty Mafter, if Marcelius on one fide, and Agrip* 
/^ on the odicr, hadnot haffily £dJlch ac his feet, 

and* 
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and ftrcightly embracing his Knees, conjur'd him 
to forgive the tranfpotts of a defperace Man, and 
rather impofe the punifhcncnc he dcfenred, upon 
them, than let the cfFe^ of his relcntment hit-' 
heavy upon their Friend. 

AugufittSy who himfelfercus'd a Paffion, fhac ^ 
feldom leaves us tKe u(c of reafbn, when it ru(hes> 
to (iich extremities, feeing two Men at his Feer, , 
which he tendered as ifiuch as himfelf, began to . 
coo] in his fury, and turning his 'Ejts from my- 
Mader s Face, for fear it fhould re-inflame him r* 

* Let him live, y^i/^i&f, (iiKcyoudefircit^ bntim- 

* mediately get him om 6f our fight, and depart^ 

* Rome within three days, if he has no mind tt>^ 

* di( an ignominious Death. 

My Mafter had no time to undbrdand thefe lafl - 
Words, to which he hstd infalfibly reply'd, what- 
ever peril had menaced himj for before C^tfat- 
was come to hit period, lakrcettuf ixvi Agrifpa^ 
da]>pMiz hold of him Oft either Hcy had almoft - 
dravrn him by force oiit of the Chamber, for Itac 
his anfvrer fhouFd wind up the Emperor's choler, . 
ft high, as would po(e all their p^wer to appeafeit. 

When my. Mafter was gone out of the pyefcnce, , 
Marcetlus^ Agrsffay aitd the reft of his Friends, 
deeply afBi(fic3 aLthis difafter, and not J^nowing : 
which way to reverfc the Emperor's Orders, ap- 
peared with a^pcatcr dejeftron, than doobclefs thcjr 
would have fhcwcd for their proper Intcreft ; but 
Carhlanus reading their trouble in thtit lookt, . 
aftd flighting that which inftruflcd their Fricnd- 
ftip, to admit fear m his behalf^ after he had re- 
garded them with a confident Eye : * Let not my 

* Dcftiny, fiiid'be, dlfquict you, the Gods will ' 

* take care of it, and poffibly mine own arm may* 

* affift their Providence : 'lis Csfar's will that I * 

* go otit olRome, and lamtcfolvcd toobey him = 
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* in fadi a manner> as^perhaps he will quickly wifh 

* to fee me again withi a the precind of his Walls . 
When 'his Friends had conducted him home, he- 

there pafled away the reft of the day, and though- 
by Man£ff!Ius*s means, he might have feen C/p^- 
pa^ra^ in the Evening, he was fo fen/ible of his 
own diftcmpcr, as he would not appear before her 
in that condition. Marcellus was much to fcek 
fbf advice to give him, and only conceticcd him- 
felf to tell him \ that his Intereus Ihould ever \i<c 
in. an equal ballance with his own, and that he 
wpuld not {lick to ferve him in ail occafions, and 
againft all forts of Enemies, only the Emperors 
fafred Peripii excepted, as that of his Father and 
his Benefador. Though my Mailer could not 
diftnifl Marcelius^^ yet he thought it not fitf to 
uomask his intentions to him, fuppodng by the- 
advice of divers reafons, he would flriye to dif 
fwade the refolucion he had taken ; and the nexc^ 
day knovfing that IjberiussVfSS gone to fee CleO'- 
patra^'m Vefias Temple, who there alHfted at 
fome Sacrifices with 0/Eiavia^ and divers other • 
itoman Ladies,' he went chicher with the youns^ 
Prince Pulomyy followed by thofe of his Friends 
that came to vifit him at his rifing j all thofe that- 
faw him enter the Temple, difcovered in his Face 
a .large part of his inquietude*, and pafling by fuch ' 
o( his acquaiatance with a furious look; as. flood . 
io his way,, without lending the leaft regard to , 
ai^, he went and plac*d himfdf right againfl Cleo^ . 
phtra, not far from liber iufy who retir*d his Eyes , 
from the Priucefs, where they had been tafling/ 
(bme raricies, to fix them upon his with a Goun- 
teoaiice, wherein I read the contonts of trouble 
enough. My Mafler made choice of tliat ^acred ■ 
place to fpeak to him, well knowing that he . 
^ul4 not have taken the i^rse liberty iu. any.

cchcr, and that all the Romans were Co wdl ih- 
firaded in their differences, as their DfTcourfe

fome of her own, that were very advantageous 
and obliging ; but the Prince, feigning that he 
was not advanced far enough to taice a free and 
veafy view of her, he Quieted the place where he 
ftciod, and went up to Tiberw. Tiberius ftaid 
for him in his Station, without the LoH of any 
AiTurance $ and when my Maftcr came near him^ 
joining his Cheek to his, that he oitight not be 
heard by thofe thatencompaftd them : ^ Tiberius^ 
faidht^ do not hope to ^(IkisC/eopafraj while 
I am on this Side my Tomb ; *tis a Fortune 
that will not be peaceably cnjoy*d, till thou h^ 
fought with me, and cut me ^m the World $ 
my Birth is now no Way inferior to thine, ahd 
my former Anions may happily invite thee to 
gain an Improvement of Glory upon me ^ the 
Weapons are a^ thy Choice, the Place of Comr 
bat at thy Pifpofal, and if thou haft a Courage 
wortl^ to fcrve Cleopatra^ fure thou wilt as 
readily faciKtate the Means of this per^al De** 
cifiooy as pofUble.

He letit'd to his Chamber, but (laid not there, 
for fear the Words . he exchanged with Tiberius, 
being ca^ied to Auguftuis Ear, misht bring a 

. fudden Siege of the ]^peror*s Guaros about nis 
Lodgixigs, and (b defpoil him of tiie Means to 

' cxeente his Intentions. In Homage to chcfe 
Thoughts, he mounted prelcntlyon Hor(c'back» 
and fusing no Peilbn with him but. myfelf^ . i^e 
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.got out of Rpm€ through fovac bliud Hiife^Qt^ 
Stvcets^ AAd iofte^d otkccpipg die High-w^y, wc 
.croi&'d oMcr the Fields t^-z Imt Village^, ro whi^k 
. we made oiu .lUcreat, wkcre my Mafter r<etbiv^d 
to (Uy tke leeiainder of that Pay,, aod cbe Nigbc 
foilowiog. 

There did hcpafs away that whole Time, id tiie 
ftraogefl Condition that ever I beheld, and all 
thofe Reafoos which Irom the A^^c^oo he bad 
•ever fliewed me, I took the Liberty to urge, could 
4K>t draw him to Co much as a Moment's Trace 
with his furious Thoi^hcs. * Thou jQbak die, 
^ /iid bt^ thou niibleat Rival, lavage Euemy, 

* and all the Tyrannick Puiflance of thofe tmt 
'^ (uppon thee aga^uft me ihall not guard thee from

Such DifcQui^s as thefc, with Thoughts of the 
fame AUiance, fwallowed the whole Night, aod 
the next Morning, without imparting any oth^r 
Command ihan toUo w him, we ^-mounted Quc 
Horfes, and bent our Courfe back to die City. 

8y this time nothing made To greac a Npift at 
Rome^ as the Marriage between Tiberius and 
Cleopatra 3 aH Things were proyided there for the 
Solemnities, and the Preparation advanced ib &r, 
as none doubted but, three or^four Pays would 
confummateit* Ip vain CitopfiU-a had deeply pro- 
tefted her Averfioo to elpoufe JH^erius', in vain 

engaged 
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tng<xg*d Oifiavtay MarceiltHy with the reft of her 
Friends, moft powerful with Mgujlus^ fincc a31 
theit Imreaties did rather blxfutace than foften his 

-iObftinacy, forxthe fame Day wc went to theVil- 

-lage'i he came himfelf to .^eak with C/eopatra, 
and^ in ftigbt of all the Rhctorick of her Grief 
tnd Reaton, exprcfs'd in Tears and Words, he 
redoubled his Coimmand in fo ah(blute a Manner, 
to prepare hcrfelf within three' Days to tie the 
Knot with Tiberius^ as flic loft 2^\ hope of ob- 
taining milder Conditions. I know ndt how her 
Refoiution was then ten>per*d, • but flie ha^ (ince 

' deeply yowed to my Mafter, Ihe w6uld rather 
l)ave taken a'Difpeniation from Death, than give 
her Confcnt to this Marriage. Whatever Difcretion 
ftood before at the Helm of her Words and Ani- 
ons, all could not now hinder her from appear- 

: ing desperate ; Marcellus was torn upon the Rack 
of a violent Gxvd -^ OSiavid moft exceffivtiy af- 
^ii^A^ ^xd^lTihef'ius with his Party &ng their 
triumphant lo*s in the forward Expcdlation of a 
Happinefs, which he was not coo wellafiur*d of. 

This wiis the Conftiturion of Affairs when we 
enter*d Rome^ and advancVl towards the Lodgings 
of TiberiitSy at the Hoiir he was accuftomed to 
^o wait upon the Emperor at his Riling $ my Ma- 
iler had the (ame Horfe under him which he 
fcharg'd upon in the laft Battle againft the Aufiri- 
ans'y one of the ftiongeft, fierceft, and fairdl in 
the World, and chofen by him as the fitteft in all . 

- his Stable, for the Execution of that hardy Defign 
which then bufied his Thoughts. We had twice 

■ paft 'by the Corner of a Street, where we waited 

- the coming out ofTtheriufy when at laft he ap-^ 
pear'jd, as my Mafler expcded him ; he was tnonnt- 

" cd upon a little white Nag, with atich Caparifbn 
embi^oidcrcd with Gold, and fct with Jewels that 

traird 
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ttSLiYd after him upon the Ground j Caius Drufus 
his Brother, and Marcus Sulfitius^ rodeondtner 
Side of'bim, upon two Nags of the (ame Stature; 
alter tbem followed a large Train of People oa 
ioo£» as well Servants as free Perlbns, that fawn- 
ed upon the Fortunes of Tiberius^ -with a fervile 
Complacence : My Mailer no iboner fpied Ti^f- 
rhiSj but without fpending a Thought upon the 
Numbers that followed him> he fnatch'd out his 
Sword, and fpurring up to him with a Swifbeft 
comparable to Lightning : ' .Behold Hhriuiy crfd 
* hfy (ee here the Bridal I prepare thee;' He xaA 
(carce fihifhed thefe Words/ when he joined up 
10 him> and though Tihtrius had been allowedf 
Leiiure to get out his Sword> the Aflault of my 
Afafler was & prompt and impetuous, as before 
Us Enemy cou*d put himfHf in a Pofbire of De- 
fence, he was quite ran through the Body bir 
Cwioianusy and mmbl'd all bloodv in the midft 
of his Men -, but if his Sword overthrew Xiberius^ 
the Shock of his Horfe at the fame Time did no 
lefs to Drufus, and perceiving Sulpitius had got his 
Sword in bis Hand, and lifted it up to oppofe his 
Paflag^, by a fudden Blow il^ith the Edge of his> 
he fcnt it to the Earth, with the Hand that held it» 
amongft the Horfe's feet -, after this prompt Ex- 
ecution, he ea^ly open'd himfelf t Path through 
thofe that were on Foot, among which he found 
none hardy enough tb oppofe his Fury \ and tho* 
we met at the Eud of the Street with fomePr^ff^- 
rian Bands that were going to relieve the Empe- 
ror's Guard, my Mafter broke through them Hke 
a Thunder^bolt, encountring no Refiflance that 
had Power to flop him. So few endeavoured to 
flop my Carrier, as I found it not hard to follow 
Um at t.be Heels: Befides, I was monated upoa

This Difcourfe, with others upon the fameSub- 
j^y held us play till we arrived at the Hou(e, 
where we alighted, yet dill holding our Horfes 
by the Bridles, and ftanding ready to make a 
fudden Retreat upon the Alarm of any Noiie that 
de(ervcd Sufpicion $ the Night was no fooner 
come, bat we mounted again, and taking a great 
Compafs, returned to the City, which we entered 
by a Gate that was very &x from that we came 
•at at, and palled through a blind Street to the 
Houfir of one Strato a Eutbful Slave of my Ma* 
fter^s, on whom, for feme important Service, he 
had lately beftowed his Liberty, with a bounce* 
OQS Donative to fuppon him in his free Condi' 
tion. 

To this Houfe, unknown to all the Court, he 
father chofe to retire, than to any of his Friends, 
whofe Quality might ingeuder Sufpicion i and fo 
hj fhelrering him, expoie their Credit to ruin in 
tnc Breaft of Cafar, 

Strsto^ who, with therdfl of Rome ^ had learnt 
tJieDifaflier of Tiberius ^ no (boner faw my Prince 
ac the Door, but throwing himfelf at his Feet with 
all the Motions of paflionate Loyalty, begged of 
him not only to difpofe of the G^ds he neld of 
his Bounty, but employ his Life too in the Service 
•f his Ddigns. Coriolahus being entred the 
Hou&, and having caufed the Horfcs to be car* 
zicd away> demand News of Strafe^ what the

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City talked of his laft Adian, how Cdfar refenc- 
ed it, and \\ovf Tiberius fared 2 Strata j who was 
very difcreet, and whofe Afiediion to Ixis Mafter 
had carried him all that Day about the City^ to 
inform himfelf of Things wherein it ^ave him (a 
great an Inrcreft, prefcntly toH him, that Tiberius 
wasNiiot dead, but almoft pad all Hope of Reco- 
very 'y that Cafar had appeared tranfponed with. 
' fuch an Excefs of Fury, that he had not only fcnt 
vad Numbers in his fearch, cau(ed his Lodging 
to be feiz*d, and confifcated all the Goods he haa 
at Rome^ but proclaimed a Promife of two hun- 
dred Talents to any that could bring him his 
Head, and one hundred, to him that could dcted 
the Place of his Refidencc.

icribed his Name, and 'caus'd it to be (et up iA- 
(he Streets, (as in the time of the Triumvirate ) 
vith a propofal <^ a recompence to his Murderer^ 
his jaft: retentments were wound up to the re£blu- 
tion of a revenge upon his Enemy, by a way tbac 
ihould lead him to. his lawful Heritage. This 
was thedefigtt he imparted to CliopMtray and the 
£im£ chat :made him fend me for Hippias tini 
Lifippus* . ' 

Thefe tw6 Men (ravilh*d at the knowledge of 
their Prince's abode) for whom they had all .the 
preceding Day iuflered (b many feats, immediately 
parted from their Lodginga; aiid came along witk 
file to Strata's Houfe* My Erince no foonet law 
and. embcac'd them, but he declared his dedgn t& - 
(erve their honed de£res, in chaiftng the Remans 
out of his Father's Territories ^ be ptomisVl he 
would be residy to go away with them the foliow'* 
ing Night, and bad them J^e afTured he would noc 
be fpating of his Life, to requite the injuries of -^«r*^ 
guftut; mt nrtke himfdfan inconftderableGiftto 
that People, who had prefeiycd £o much afiedlioa 

fcrhis Fajpajly. ; . 

The 
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The Mauritaniafts, almoft bcfides thcmfelvcs 
with joy at this Difcourfe, fell both at his Fccr, pro- 
tefting;thcy would be ready co (erve him as faithful 
Guides till he Get his Foot upon thofe Dominions the 
M/omans had ufurp'd, andafTuredbimheihouldnoc 
find a Man in both the Mauritania's, that would 
aot willingly hazard bis Life to beat out the Romanr, 
and gladly fubjedk himfelf to his Sovereignty. 

This refblution confirmed, and all the circum- 
ftances ifetled, the two Moors went home to order 
•heir a£urs ft:Kr a Journey, and prepare themfelves 
to go away with us thefoUbwing Night : I fay with 
MSy for though I was born^ Rontan^ and defcend- 
4^ from a Family noble enough, ib real an afiedlion 
ikA me to my Mader, as neither the intereft of 
tny Country, nor the love of my Kindred could 
ilacjc my carreer in running his Formne. ^ 

Strata having carefully ^ught up the faithfulleft 
«f my Maf^efs Servants, without difclofing where 
hk was, afligned them to be ready about the be^ 
ginning of Night, at a place he appointed^ the 
left (laid behind at RorHty for fear too curious a 
(eardi oOill Ihould hetray us. 

Every thing thus difpos'd of, We paft'd away the - 
Day at Strata's Houfc, the greapeft part of which 
my Mader, wearied with his former watching^-, 
l>mow*d in fleep, at leafl as much of ity as the 

frief he took to part with CUopatra would permit 
im. So fboa as the Night was a little advanced^ 
we mounted on Hor(e-back, and rendered our/^lves 
at Ofiavia's Garden -gate, which was presently 
opened us, where with Chopatra^MareeUuSy young 
Ttolomy^ and the Princcflcs her Daughters, O^avia 
came herfclf ill Pcrfon, to hid Coriaianus Adieu. 

My Prince, very (enfiblc of the favour, paid his 
acknowledgmei)C oo that great Ptincefs, in the 
Jiumbleft Language he could ucter^ but after fhe 

had ^ 
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had rpent iome time in his company, accepting; 
his thanks for her friendly ofEccs, and renewing. 
tbc proteflacions of hec Fhendihip, with a promiic 
to employ her whole Life, as well to mediate his 
peace with C^e/ir, as pre(cr?c hira frcfh in C/eopar' 
tra*s a&^ion, ihe would needs leave him the 
ficcedom of taking a private leaving of the Princefs 3 . 
^wfacnt after ihe nad often embraced him with as- 
tender an indulgence, as if fbe had groan*d for 
his binfa, ihe retired to her own apartment. It 
would pofe me to repeat all the endearing Lan-^ 
goage, chat Love and Friendlhip directed to Co- 
rhSfftus at this parting, as weU> from a Princefi 
ib paiGonatdy lov'd, as a Friend So dear, and A- 
wonhj of his Frietidihip« ' , 

MMrceilus^ Ptohm^y and the Siftefs,. made th^' 
like retreat as before^ to give CorioUnus an un« 
'wicncfled ieifbre of entertaining C/ro^/rfr^i andr(;«' 
filming the fame Difcourfe, ne let fall at his lad 
porting) and repeated the N^otiacion betwixt hM 
«md the two Depimes of. JiZ4rx^r/jif9i/r, and men^

- My Matter appeared fo over-Joy 'd at this Pro* 
mife of his Princefs, as it put a large Part of thac 
Grief tp flighty which be took to leave herv'bac, 
afrer he had cender*d her a thoufand Thanks at her 
Ecec, in the mod paflionate Language t^ Love- 
could utter, ridng from his Knee in a deep Suc<^ 
ceflion of Sighs^ that witnefled the return of hit 
Woes to their old Poflcffion, and a Face over- 
flowed with Tears, which rofein RebeUion againft- 
his Courage, he diCpokd himfelf to take his leave* 
The Erincefs we|>t czceflively^ and. my Prince an4' 
ihe fidtithje Pangs of their Affli6iiou rife to thai 
Height of FomuK) sis they both drew an unlt^cky 
Aiigaty from that Separation. 

C/eipatra kept him a long time dofc VtiConct 
in her Arms ^ Dat> having at laft unlock'd thofe 

ncsiL villains, ana let Jiim go, atter ine naa leic 
him her laft Adieti, fhe itcired to her Lodgings 
in ib woful a Pofture, and fo enfeebled with 
Grief, as it had fcaroe left her Strength enough to 
guide her Fck>t-ftcpSi Young Ptohmy and the 
Princefs her Sifter were fad to Extrefnes j but- 1 
think the parting of Maretilus and my Maftec 
would have fbfmed all the Souls upon Earth, thac 
tvcrc moft incapable of Amity : A hundred times 
did they part, and a hundred times came bacfc: 
ctgain into each other's Arms, mingling' (uch pa& 
^onarle and tender Language, which the Repetition. 
of every Embrace, as I that <|uittcd my Country,, 
iny Friends, and the nearcft of my Blood with, 
a moderate Regret, could net look upon them^, 
and not melt at the Eyes with a feminine Weak-* 
Bcfi. At laft, Neceffity rent them afimder, and- 
they deem*d it not {akioc MarctHus cither to go 

' . him* 
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him(kl£, or fend any Company with Corii^mtvs^ 
•o bring him part oi his Way» for fear the Coar^ 
tefy fhould make too much noi&s ^"<1 ^^^ there' 
Aould be found (o cheap and (brdid a Soul among 
Marcellifis*s Folk>wa:s, to fell his Fidelity for the 
iEmperor's Reward, in revealing our Deparmte^ 
•aiid the Way vtt bem at. 

After this cruel Adieii, wt went to meet the 
€wo Deputies^ who with Strato and our Horfes 
ftaid for us in Mars*s Field, where, my Pcince 
having armed himfelf) we marched oat at the 
lieareft Gate \ and, following the Track of oat 
Equipage, fwhich Mnrcelius (em away the Nighc 
More) we found them at the Fort o£ Brundifi, 
9fith fuch jof our Servants as our Order comman^- 
•d thither ^ and there finding fome. Veflels that ac^ 
cudomed to trafBck upon die Coafts of Afrieh^ 
ttipfias and' Lifippus hired one with the Mer« 
chants iu it, to whom they ^ave their Defires, ani 
Ire ^rcimly embarked with a fevAUrabic Windv 
and put off to Sea. Ah S how many (ad Looks^ 
and deep Sighs did C^rhianus (end back to the 
Italian Shore I hpw (enfibiy did he fed- him(etf 
torn from the Drecious Pawtk he left behind him ? 
Winds ! woul<the fomciimes cry, the more fcind^ 
fy you breathe upon our Defigns, the further you 
remove me from Cleopatra y^ nor am you be pro- 
pitious to our Voyage, unlefs yoa divorce me, hf 
a large Diftanoe, from the nobleft Part of myfdd 
fk (till enlarged his Difcourie upon that Subje^^ 
and undi(gui{iQg the Marks^ of all tho(e Inqoie^ 
tudes where wirh his Pafllon ihook him* 

In the mean time, our Sails were filled an4 
gilded with the Breath and Beauty of Heaven i 
nor did ever any Voyage of that Length bcgio 
and end with a Calm more agreeable: The Ho-^ 
(iz«a was j;iot fuUicd with a^ClQudj and we fde

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not Co much sis a BlaSi that was not requtike to 
(Well €>iir CaavaTs, and driye oo our fiarK to the. 
AfricMn Shote* 

Ac laft, after a Jiappy Navigation, we pafled 
UercuUs* Piltars, iind a few Days afeer, entered 
tiie Cape of Ampduja^ the chiefeft Promontoty 
upon all the Coau oi Afruk ; whece, difcmbark- 
ing oorlclTes, we mocmted on horfeback, and lay. 
tlie next. Ni^ at the City of Lifft^ (eased. upon 
the JUvec Lixus^ the MettopoUs of all Mauri'^. 
U»U :,f rom theace we marched to the City Babba, . 
aiid then faccQcded to Banafa^ where the pojpulat . 
Credit of Hipfhs and Ltfippus had greate(t In* 
fiuence s and there it was they thought fit my Ma- 
iler Ihould firft begin to own himfelf. They 
Qiufed the Report of nis Arclvai to be Town among 
chdr Friends, with the Dedgn that chev brought 
him thither ro dif-cnthral them >from tne Roman 
Tyranny, if tbev. bad Courage enough to draw 
c)ieirSwoi:ds witk him in the Quarrel, and prefer 
the Goyemmoit'of their natural Prince, to the in^ 
toJerabie Yoke the ftfimttns had impos'd . The Re* 
pntatioa of tho(e great Thiogs my Mafter had 
done, as well .of late againft the Cantabriansy as 
in the Tyrociny of his Arms in Gtrmanyy had 
tiaTcUcd through ^lAfrica^ and his Father's Sub* 
j^&s, who deeply csoncernedjthem&lvcs in the For* 
mac, had liftened to the Story that Fame told 
them of their lawful Prince's heroick Ads, with 
a Joy fiill of Af&dion and Tenderness. A thou- 
(aod and a thoufand Times had they figked for 
the (ameHappine(s, that then ofiered it(efiF to their 
Acceptance i and tbofe o£ Bansja no fooner un* 
derftoodthat he was. within' their Walls, bat they 
flew into a Throng to fee liim ; at the fir(k Sifmt 
meeting with that in his Face, which prbriiiied 
i«or<p than Report had fpokc of, they threw them- 

(cIyc? 
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&lvcs at his Feet, called him their 'Kiti^>a{idbegg*d^ 
heiivEDnld bring themoti co- redeem his FaeherV 
Subjeds from Slavery. But by littleatid little, the 
Prefs was fwolkn to Tiiizh a Bulk^ as the tenth 
Bart of tho(e that ran thither, could not get near 
CO CoriaAfUfi/s Lodgings and while- f/i/>^/tff (kid 
near bis Perfbn, Ltfipfus ranging through theCi- 
ty, and proekinting the Arrival otfuba*s Son, the 
People" rofe fo univerfaHy, its thte very Women 
and Children loudly cry*d out in the Strieets to be- 
ihown their Prince, to- let thMb fee the SOncf 
^uha. You 'will not think this ftrange when I 
liave told you, that the Romnns' having cterdfed 
an untroubled Authority '\nMau¥itaniay £oti\atc 
or four and twenty Yeats, and believing their hor- 
rible £xa6iions had ^w'd that Peqpb with too 
£eryxle a Fear^ to attempt theRemovaiof any Pre(^ 
fare, had negle^ed the Care of fuch Thitigs a$ 
Neceflity requited to prcfervc it, in ft) much, as 
(the Places of the greater Importance excepted) 
they kept no Garrik>ns in the reft, that were dot 
too weak for the Inhabitants \ befides, the Sokii^ 
crs had ingrafted them (elves into their Families by 
Gonjugal Alliance, and lived among them with a 
fcarleS Securirtr, though the Cruelty .of thek 
Companions that held the (Irongef Ffolds^ and 
the Rigour of iheir Vice-roy, had run theitir itiw 
de(perate Apprehenfions. - - ' 

TheGarti&n of BanafrnoCeoixx (aw the Tu- 
mult, of which they learned the Cau(e- as (boo as 
the Cidzens, but finding themfelves too (eeble to 
face the Storm, they quitted the City, and with all 
the Hal^e they could make, retired to a neigh- 
bouring Garrifon, while fome that followed too 
flowly, were torn, in Pieces by the firft Fury of 
the Multitude.

Thcfe Cries echo'dto every Side tbtough thfe' 
City 5 and to'anfwer them, the Prince iii feveral' 
Spttdies, encouraged a Peiff^eraiice in their loyal 
Intentions, with a Promife to fweeten his Govern- 
ment, with all forts of Mildnefs and Lenity ^ the 
principal Men of the City tendered him their Oath 
of Aliegiance, in^behalfoif the whole, aAd prelent-^ 
1?^ afttt they (em 1:0 all the neighbouring Cities xo: 
cscite them by their Example, to-^ake ofT thef^ 
Reman Servitude, atid acknowledge the Son of their. 
Xing, who pBdficr'd the'Etnpkrytoetir of thar Va- 
lour for their Delivery, which in his. blooming" 
Years had made him fo lamous at Romty and 
; carried bis Name to the utmoft Corners of the £m- 
[ pire. They needed not much fpurring to this. £n- ' 
; tcrprize,^ nn€d all ieceiv'd the News with as mulch. 
Height, afid Hear of Refbldtibn, asrho&df j?^- 
^^jff an^ in le& thatiei^ 'Days, the Cities of 

thcai 
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them oat> ot cue the Throats of their GarrifiiAs^ 
-vbeicen down the Raman Eagles on all Sides, aad' 
:Te-advanc d. the aocienc Sundard of MaurhMnia* • 
Never did Affair of that Nature ripen fb fuddcal/. 
to Suocefs ; the People that were up ftill fwelling 
in their Numbers, rowl'd on like a Torrent, arm* 
ang all the Country as thef went, and in left than, 
three Weeks time, caus*d all the Cities upon the 
Atlantick Sea to declare for the Quarrel. 

My Mafter perceiving this happy Pr egrets, was \ 
willing to make a prudent Uie of it, atvijudgii^ 
the Nolle it made, had alarmed Velufius ,9j^ Ym 
Lieutenants to march againft him, he formed the 
grofs Body of an Army of fuch Troops as Bocked 
m to him from all Quarters, voluntarily rais*d, 
and {ent in at their proper Coft, by the Cities of 
Ills Partv, espofing their Wives Jewels to Sa)^ 
with all their richeft Furniture, to relieve thcic 
^ince^sNecefficies, Every Day contributed a large 
Addition ^to his ^otjces, till at lad my Maftec 
thought himfelf ftrong enough to take the Field, 
and marching out of Banafa^ he pat himfelf into 
the Head of 1 5000 fighting Men ^ thus attended, 
he marched up to the Gates of fuch Cities as ftill 
held for the Romans ; and his Fortune was Cuch^ 
a$ in lefs than th^ee Weeks Time, without draw* - 
iQg jSL Sword, he rang*d all that Country, that lies 
between the Promontory of Amfelufay and the 
Mountain ^//tf J imder hfs Obedience: The City . 
oiAntotoU at the EntraujCe of Getuiia^y which the 
"Ramans had better fortified than the refl, was the 
firft that made Refifbnce, and my Mailer was fee 
down before it, when Canidiusy Lieutenant . to 
Valufius^ with 4000 Horfe, and iiooo Foot^ 
ipceded towards as by large Marches, while F^- . 
lufius was bufied in gathering of a gteatcc Body* 
CO oppofe the Torrent of om Progccfs. 

Ouc 
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Oar Regiments were already grown fo Full, as 
the Army marched not lefs than xo,ooo Comba- 
tants, the thitd Part of which Coriolanus left be-r 
fbie the City, to continue the Siege, under the 
Command of Lijtppus, while himfclf marched 
with the reft to meet Canidius. I cannot ezpre(s 
ihc fierce Joy that People flicwed, as they foUow'J 
their Prince ^ they went to the Combat as to a cer- 
tain Vi^ory } and thoagh a great Part of the Ene- 
mies they were to charge v^mViomansy andfb by 
Conference the mofl; formidable and redoubted 
Soldiers upon Earth, the Confidence they repofedl 
in their valiant Leader, taught them to defpile the 
Foe with a brave Scorn, as if their Army had been 
compofed of Lydtansy 6t (bme other Nation yet 
more fbfc and effeminate. 

The Romans^ as your Judgment will tell you, 
had difarmed the Country as they march*d, but. 
the Cities that declar'd for us, after the Defeat of 
their Garrifbns, had feized all their Arms, where- 
with my Prince had furnifhed his Soldiers, and 
from the fir ft Day of his Command, had ever 
trained them to the Roman Di(cipline, taughc 
them the Leflbns of War as perfectly as the Ro^ 
mans themfelves could repeat them* 

It was upon the Banks of the River Cofinu^ 
near the Confines of the ScelatiUs Country^ 
where we encountered Canidius^ and there did 
my M after range his Battalions with fuch mili- 
tary Method, as inftruded his new Subjedls, hoir 
wen he was skilled in the Trade of War, and 
led them on to the Combat with forward Hope$ 
of Vii^tory ^ to .which, both as Captain and Sol- 
dier, he hewed them a Paflaee by Adlions Co full 
of wonder, as his Africans^ nighly animated by 
Jtiis Example, poured themfelves upon the Enemy 
with a Storm too impetuous to be refifted« At the

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jkft Shock-thc'y difordercd therr Battalions, ^j>d ' 
giving them rio Time to fally ^ ipy' Ma(lcr cjiiarg- 
ed'throcfhahd' through "with (o much Fury, .^ti 
at laft they werc\ forced to abandon them (elves 
.t6 a general Flight; the Slaughter was very great, 
Canldtus fighting in the Head of his Ranks like 
a valiant Man, fell one of the firft Sacrifices to my' • 
Mafter-s Fortune, and of all that Number hc^ 
brought into the Field, there was not fayed above . 
IT or 1 500 Men that were taken Prifbircrs. . 

This .firft Succcfs fo prided the Mautjtanians ] 
Courage, as they cry*cl,to their Prince to lead 
them tnrough the World, that all forts of Enemies 
ihould finothem invincible, fb long as he foughc 
at the Head of their Ttoops. After this Yiftory be 
returned to fe-inforce thfe Siege o^Antotok^ but he ; 
that commanded it for iht Romans\ had no fbop- 
cr und^rftood the Defeat of CanldiuSy upoii wbafe 
Fortunes his Hopes depended, and diftrufling noc 
only his own Strength, biit the Citizens Faith, 
whom he knew to be his Enemies, and affediip- 
nated to thePripce, he marched out of the Garri- 
fon upon an honourable Capitulation. ' , 

My Prince, contrary to the Moors Advice, fcnt 
back all his Prifoners without a Ran£bm> and 
treated chofe that fell into his Flands with a g?a«« 
rous Humanity, of which that Country had never 
fccn a Parallel ; after the taking of AntotoUy lie 
over-run all Getulla ; wliercof the Cities, wbece 
the Garrifbns were wcakcft, received him with 
open Gates, and the others, that the Romans Kad 
fortified to abide a Siege, were part rendered by 
Compofition^ and the refl carried by Storm, \iipx 
a great Slaugker of the Soldiers that defended 
them, thougli Coriolanus did all was poffiblc to 
favc them from the Fury of the Mopfi- 
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IiomGetulia wc marched into the Province of 
tbp Scelatifesj, wl^ere my Prince continued his 
i'togrefi, and defeated (with as fignal Adyantages 
a^ thofe he carried of C0nUius) Cecinna*zndSi/- 
Janfus^ two other Lieutenants to Volujtusi thcic 
Troops were all cut in Pieces, and our Soldiers 
•enriched thcmfelvcs with their Spoils : Every City, 
>and all therCoantry, as we pafled, gladly coutri- 
l)ated Money and Viduals to thcEncercainnienc of 
«ur Awy^ they in ejcchangc received a Treatmenc 
from the Soldiery that cairtied a nearer Re(cniblance 
to a brotherly Vifit» thao an Invafion. 

From the Scelatitesy whofe Country was totally 
reduced, after we had pafled the Rivers Daraih 
and Palfusy we fuccccded to the Province of the 
Pbarupam^ on this Si4« the Promontory ofBarce^ ' 
and there it was thzxVolufius^cQTitt^ty to theRuks 
of military Prudence, having drein*d all his Gar- 
riions, and drawn up the Forces that lay iipon tht 
Frontiers, refojvifig to cruih us in Pieces with" one 
gc'eat ££>rt for all, came up towards us wit4i 
Jiooo Horfe, and above 30000 Foot, ftrowing 
the Way as he paf&d with proud Menaces againS 
tis, which daily arrived at our Ears, and indeed 
the feeble Rehfta^irerithe Romans had f^rmetly 
ibund in tjiofe People my Mafter commaudedy 
gave him fo cafy a Confidence of the Vidory, as 
-with an uhteafonable Providence he had already 
<]iiipoied of all Things that were to (ucceed it. 

Our Army ftiil receiving additional Numbers 
from every Pla<£ we touched at, was then com- 
pofcd of SoooiHorfe, and 3 1000 Toot, which 
my Prince had already imbued with fo fair at 
Di&ipline^ as the &^mtf» Legions could (carceboafb 
a better Order, or a xxiore exad Obedience* 

Xou kt. Sir, I have given you this Relation in 
a^iaarrow Prcciuds^po{K>le^ though I believe 

D * yo«c 
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jtmz Patience had fufTcr'd in the Recital of divers 
Things whereof the Knowledge may poffibly (eeA 
impeicinont to my "Maker's Life. 

The Army of Velufius being now within a 
Day*s Journey of ours, my Mafter, who till then 
had advancVi to meet him, refled his upon a fair ' 
Plain, fome Furlongs from the City of Daridt^ 
where he refolv*d to exped his Approaches, ahd 
pmdently lay out his Time in the Choice of (ome 
local Advantages : That Day he received a Letter, 
or rather a Defiatice from Vohfiusy in which he 
prof&red him to fight the following Day. I think ' 
the Words were thefc: 

SeptimiusVolufius,PraPtor efih^ fw(> Mauritania V, 
and General of the Romaa Armies ^ to Corio- 
lanus Son of Jahn* 

W£ have underftood,that in Contempt of what 
* thou oweH: to die Roman Name,and the 

* Saaed Authority o^AuguJius C^far, thy Em- 
' peror and Benefadlor, thou art come upon the(e 

* Provinces which thy Father loft in a juft War, 
^ to raile his Subje^h, and trouble the Repofe of 

* his People; and though tiii^ Ingratitude againft 

* thy Lord and Mafter would be better requited 

* by an ignominious Punifhment, than the Glo* 

* ty thou may'ft reap in combating the Roman 

* Army, yet we have not difdain*d this Imploy- 

* ment of our Swords againft thee, to try if the 
^ Roman Education has rendered thee worthy to 

* inherit thy Fathet s Dcftiny, whofe haughty Ai- 
' tempt to ihock our Puiflance, was rewarded by 
^ a glorious Death from our Hands. To morrow, 
< if thou haft Courage enough to attend lis, we 

* {hall decide thy Pretences by the Battle we O^ 
^ thee, aod pay wbatjwc owe to the Memory of 
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* fultus C^fary in aflariiig his Conquells by thy 

* Defeat', ftay fbc us, and by a generous Re-

My Mauer having read this Defiance of ¥$1^- 

Jiui aloud, mock'd at his Arrogance ^ a^ turninj^ 
towards us with a Smile full of Indignaoj^n, *- He

\ hey before to-morrow's Sun has ended hi^ 

* reer/ Yet be would not fend back the Mel 
ger without an Asfwer s and calling for Paper, 
made it fpeak in thele Terms. 

'Juba Cofiolanus, Jirtng of the tvjo Mauritania's, 
Enemy to the Roman Empire^ and iegitimate 

. Heir ta bis Patb&*s Crowns^ to Septimius 
Volufius. 

* 'HP HY prottd Threats, that have rather pro- 

•l- * vok*d ourDeriiion than Anger, could not 

* difTuade us to vouchfafe thee an Anfwer ; and 

* (houg)i we owe not JfuAification neither to thee 
^ noF C^tfar thy £mperor, and thy Mafter, bur 

* not our*s, we declare the defire of recovering 
' our lawful Heritage was lefs officious to arm us 

* in this Quarrel, than that of delivering our Peo- 

* pie from the hard Servitude, wherein thy hor« 

* rible £xa£lions, and daily repeated Cruelties do 

* hold them. Csfar has refuted the Juftice they 
^ demanded againil thee^ and tbey have found 

* out their natural Prince, who, by the Gods Af- 

* {iflance> and the Juftice of his Caufe, does climb 

* the Throne of his Predeceflbrs, which the i?o- 
' man Tyranny bad injur ioufly ufurped. If my 

* Father fell, his Fortune save way to the greateft 

* Man that ever was s and thou art too ihort of

This was my Matter's Ahflvof, ^^o employ\i 

the reft of the Day with ai nrtrycJloiJs Care and 
'Knowledge, in preparing a)l -thftig^ for the Com« 
bat ; and the next Day, a little after Suh was rffen, 
4)ur Scouts bringing Intelligence that the Enemy 
was advanced within a few-Fcttlong^ bfoui: Aroiy, 
he compoTed it to a fighti^ig Pdftnre with an ad- 
mir^le Method, rode bare-headed thj^bugh all the 
Sijuadrons, expofing the Vifege of their Prince to 
the Soldiers View, which they conteiiipktfed with 
a facred Veneration, and fpunifig their Sprits to 
the Combat with an eictraordinary Ardotir. 

There are few Men endowed with an Elbqucncc 
comparable to his -, and that Day, particularly ani- 
mated by the Importance of the A<SMbn he was 
to perform, the Force of his Rhctorick left an Im- 
preHion of Courage uporl the;coldeft Hearts.- Hi's 
new Dignity bad ^Mcd' Ma)efty to his Aft>e^^ 
and though it brought no -pride alorig v/m it, - 
y«t his Face r<^em'd to give ncy^ LefTonsbf Refjpc^t , 
to all thofc that regarded him. To tfhis every thing 
about him contributed,' the mingled Beauty of bis 
Arms glittering with Gold and Jewels', the (lately 
Pride of his Horfc, aH things fitly Jfuitcd to the 
A4viant«ges of bis Pcrfim. ' - * ' ^^ " ' 

He 
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He had almoft gone through all the Ranks, 
vhen Volufius^s Troops began to appear j at the 
fight of which, CUP Army fent up a loud Cry a> 
Heaven, which niarvelloufly confirmed my Prince 
in his Hopes of Yi^lory 5 all the Sacrifices promis*d 
a hatppy Auguty. And at the Enemy's Approach, 
there remained no niore bat the laft Signal, which 
tv^as given by my Prince's Command 5 who, »ir 
vancing before the reft, a thouiand times more 
fierce than Achilles himCclf, often called upon Vo* 
lupus with a loud Voice 5 but he was then bufied 
in the midft of his Battalions with the Fundions 
of his Charge, which he would not abandon, to 
engage' with a young Man in a particular Copif 
bat. But, my Lord, I detain your Attention too 
Ions, and my Story has infenfibly led me to 
abufe your Patience," by drawing it out a length 
roo tedious. ^ At the laft Sound of the Trumpet, 
the Armies joined, and the BaUfe proved the 
bioodieft that had been (cen in that Part of the 
World within the Memory of Man. My Ma- 
ftcr, putting down the Yi*or of his Gafque, bc' 
ibrc he rufh'd ii;^on the Enemy, • Cleopatra^ crfd 
' be^ if this Day my Sword does not purchafe 
* a Pair of Crowns for thy Temples, I will not 
' furvive it.* This (aid, he darted himfelf into 
the Enemies Ranks wiph a Fury, that where-cvet 
Ic carried his Sword, threw down all before it: 
After the Combat had lafted an Hour, the Army 
afVolufim ^cottipos'd either of Romans^ ot fuch 
Others as had gotten an equal Animofity from their • 
Example) prcfs'd upon our's with fo much Rcfo- 
turion, as the Courage of the Moors began to 
ihrink, and already theit Battalions were fo ihak- 
cn, as my Mafter (who tho' in the Heat bf his 
perfbnal Gallantry, ftill kept the Eye of a Gene- 
ral upofi ail thiic pafs*d) bega'n to dread the Lofs 
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of the Baale» that Fear brought him back throogh 
a Throng of his Enemies, which he had doyeo 
with a precipitate Fury j and running up to tho(e 
he {aw moft (lagger*d, he prefetited him(elf at the 
Head of them, and , galloped along jthe Ranksr 
without a Cafqae, that they might (ee bis Face, 
wherein Choler had lighted up itfelf. in a fiery 
Bluih : * My Friends, cry*d be. If you judge mc 

* unworthy to command you, let me die- by your 

* Hands $ or if you dcfire I ihould livCy do not 

* di (honour the royal Prefcnt you give me, by a 

* Cowardife unworthy of yourfclves and mc too t 

* What, will you quit a Vid^ory that our Enc- 

* mies are now Mpon the Point to abandon } Ah 

* no ! my valiant Friends, let us either vanquifh,. 
' or die together $ there is neither Safety for voa 

* nor me, after the Lots of this Battle.* Wnilc 
he brought forth thefe Words, his Soldiers thought 
they had (een Rays of Flapes break away from 
his Vi(age i and to give their Courages a greater 
Rouze, the Prince perceiving Vo/ujtus in an cag^c 
Purfuit of the Vidory, which the Valour of his 
JM?R had &!ready ftartedj ran up to him with a 
Rage Co impetuous, that as well by the Shock of 
his Horfe, as the mighty Blow he let fall upon 
his Ffcad, he tumbled him in a Trance at the Feel 
of his Men. This A^^ion, join*d with the Words 
of Coriolanur, gave Fire to his Soldiers Hearts 
with a Relblucion Co vigorous, as after they had 
firmly for a while kept their Ground, and fti- 
ftainM the Shock of their Enemies, they not only 
0oppcd the rapid Scream of their Fortune, but b^ 
gan to repuKe the Forwardcfl, and by little io im- 
proved their Advantage, as at lad they, opened 
their Ranks, broke their Order, and after a very 
obftinate Dilute, inforc*d them to rarn their Backs» 
and refigQ the Yi&»vj. What iball I lay more i 
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The Glory of chat Day remained as intire to my 
Pri|)ce, as his own Wifhes could cotirrive it ; and 
the Maflacre of the Enemies was (b great, as C^ 
rh/auffSf by bis Orders, could fcarce flop che £xe- 
;cution at the End of the Day y more than 30,000 
Men 16(1 their Lives upon tne Place, a few fav'd 
chemfeives by Flight, and the red, whereof the 
greatefl Part, covered with Wounds, were taken 
Prifoners, and with them the General Volufins* 
I prefented him myfelf to my Mader, having 
lighted on the Portune to fave him from the Hanas 
ot fome Moorsj who had infallibly killed him, if 
I had not (eafonably arriv'd to his Refcue. 

Cariolanus receiv*d him with Honour, tad him 
.caflieer all his Fears, and drive to fweeten the 
Sen(e of his Di(grace, with very arable and obli- 
ging Language : He would needs have a Wound, 
cnac Volufius had raked, to be fearch'd by the 
fame Persons, who had newly performed that Of- 
fice to himfelf, in dreding three {light Hurts he 
received in the Battle ; and maugre the Menaces 
and Words of Contempt he Cent him the Day be- 
fore, he caus*d him to be feiv*d according to his 
former Dignity, and forbad all his Servants to let 
fiill any Word within the Reach of.his Ear, that 
might di(p]ea(e him. 

After this Vidory (for I diall not day the Cur- 
rent of nay Story upon the Icls iipponant Panicu- 
lars that (ucceeded it, as the Order of dividing the 
Booty, the Prifoners, and interring the Dead) 
]avf Mader, fo fbon as the Cure of his Wounds 
wou*d permit him, having now no more Ene- 
mies to combat, he marched with ere6^ed Looks 
and expanded Enfigns, to hi the capital Gty of 
that Kingdom, ranging all the Places bf Strength, 
as be pa(kd, under his Dominion, without a Blow $ 
and having givta fafe Condud to che red of thq 
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Roman Garrifons, that were willing to give up 
the Cities they yet held, aiid tef itc to fomc Place 
of Security beyond his Dominions, in kfi than 
two Months time (chofe exttpccd that he heW his 
Priibners) he had not one firigle Enemy left ia 
all Africa. 
.# ' At laft he arrived at that proud City where thfcr 
Palace-Royal of his Anceftors was fcated, where 
having received the Oath of the Majfefinns, the 
Nigritesy BannuriaftSy VenuJtanSy with other 
, People of his Monarchy (rhat had iiot yet acknow- 
ledged him) by a general Aficmbly of States, and 
an uniyerfal Applaufc of his Subjeds, he was fa* 
lehinly crowned King of both tht Maur it anh*s^ 
under the Name of Jtita 5 for iiis People, Eiid- 
jnics to all that he held of Roman, wou*d never 
endure to call him by that of Coriolanus, though 
lie had ever prelerved it as Icfs barbarous than the 
other, ziid an Appellation,' u^ider which he had 
tcnder'd" the .grcaceft Part of his SefHces to Cled*' 
fair a . If my Relation has dwelt too long upoh 
Tome Particulars, perhaps f have made your Pati«- 
ence a bad Requital in paffiug thefc too fuccinft- 
ly, but I alTure myfelf you learnt at Viome all th 
■we did of greatcft Con(cqucncc. ' 

When my Mafter faw himfelf cftaWifti'd.in his 
Monarchy, he apply *d his marareflt Thoughts to 
confider of a Means toprefcrve it^ h()t doubriri^ 
but Augufius wtfuld ftf ive' to trouble him in his 
ticw Cohqueft, and puifTainly re-kiridlc the War : 
Loath to be tamely fiirpriz'd, he made grarrd Pro- 
vifion of Soldiers, Arms, Ammunition of alf Sorts, 
and caus'd a grcac Number of Ships to be rigged 
and made ready for a mighty Army by Sea, iu- 
tending to anticipate his Enemies Approaches* 

In the* mean Time, Voiujius bid ever been treac- 
led, and fervcd with as much Rcfpcft as was thie 
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to the proper Perlon of the King my Maftcr, whofe 
Authority was i^cflary to defend him againft the 
Hatred of the MoarSy who doubclefs would have 
faden^d (bnte Revenge upon him, to requite the 
Crudities he had exercis*d in his Government, if 
my Maftcr had not protcded him. So fpon as 
he had put^on theCrown, he grew dcfirous to re- 
ftore him his Liberty 5 and* to that Purpofe, cau- 
(ing him to be brought into his Prefencc : ' I am 

* fbrry, /aid he, for the Difplcafure you have re- 

* ceiv'd by the Lot of War j and if your Ufagc 

* here has been lliort of what your QiiaHty might 
* ' challenge, I muft allure you my Intentions have 

* been diilionoured in it. You may return to Rome 

* wh^n you pleafe, and bcfides the Liberty I give 

* you, you Inall have Shipping to tranfpon you, 

* with all other Rcquificcs for your Voyage i but 

* bccaufe in this Adion I have noDefign toobligp 

* AugufluSy who has treated m? unworthily, you 
' Aall addrcfs yourfclfto Marcellus^ to whom I 

* fend you j and in Requital of thofe Civilities, 

* which, fot his Sake I confer upon his Country- 

* Men, pu fhall demand, ff you pleafe, in my 

* Behalf, the Continuation of his Amity, 
Volvfiifs (whofc rude Deportment had pleaded 

no Tide of Defert of this Generofity ofCorhianus) 
gladly accepted it •, and protefting with a Humi- 
fity far- below tlie haughty Pircn of his former 
Atrogahce, that he would employ his whole Life 
to find but fit Acknowledgments for the Favout 
he had done him ; He receiv'd the Shipping, the 
Convoy, with every thing elfe that Necefliry de- 
manded for the Voyage, and with all the Romans 
that were Prifoncrs with him, parted from Jol^ 
and a few Days after embarking at the next 
Port, took his Way to Rofncy full of Shame and 
Coitfufiork ^ • V -• 
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The young King, perceiving himielf to Ht kik 
on his Throne, rewarded the Services he had re- 
ceiY*d of his Sabjc6bs with a grand Munificence, 
eQ>ecialI]r thofe of ///^p//fx and Li/^/)/>ttJ> who were 
raifed co the tallefl: Offices in -the Kingdom j and 
if the PoiTeflion of Riches and Honour could have 
tai(ed my Felicity, which I ever had bounded 
within other Limits, I had there full Caule to be 
fatisfied with my Fortiine. But (carce had tho 
People taded the fird Sweets of his Government^ 
when he was advertis*d by fome Veflcls that return* 
eri from (couring the Seas, that Auguflui had (ent 
out a 'Fleet a^infl: him, under the Cnarge of Do- 
mitius jEnobarbusy who of all the Roman Cslv^ 
tains had the deejpeii Experience in SeaCommam^ 
At the Alarm or this Intelligence (which was ib- 
far from (iirprizing my Prince, as his Ezpedati- 
en was ever prepared to receive it) he ramafled his 
Forces that were yet undisbanded, to whidi by 
new Levies hcL had added great Numbers, and 
jnarching dowti; to the Sea-Sde, he embark'd ia 
Perfou with them in Veflcls of War that lay thcra 
ready to receive them, and with more than xom"- 
Sail went to meet JEnobarbus^ who was already 
'Come- within Sight of the African Shore r The- 
Enemies Army did equal, if not outnumber out's, 
commanded by a great and famous Ca]>tain ^ yec 
Coriolanus aborded it with as. much Confidence-^ 
as if Face itfelf had aflured him the Vidory, ana 
without farther Delay presented,, and givse him 
Baule. 

There has not poffibly been fen a more forious- 
Confli£l upon the Sea, 5 the Advantages were hot- 
ly difputed on both Sides for a. whole Day toge- 
ther^ but at laft the infiiperable Valour of our 
Prince, forced them to an entire Stay upon our 
Party. The Enemies fleet was totally dcfeaicd, 
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their Ships Part taken, the reft funk^ and the Ge- 
neral Domitfusy perceiving Defpair had &ot the 
Afcendanc, favoi himfelf by the^Courtefy^lNighr, 
which began to hide the Werld abeuc the End of 
the Combat, and doubtlefs carried News tol^^nr^, 
capable to make Augufius repent the Injuries he 
had done n^y Maimer. 

After that famous Vidlory, he trhimphantty tt* 
turned to Shore, fuppoiing his Enemies (b en- 
feebled b^ that lad Defeat (the Raman Puiflanoe 
c?er confifting more in Land Forces, than the 
Number of Ships, or experimented Sea-Men), as 
he judged it would coft them a long Recroir, be« 
fore they could recover a Condiuoa, to difeom- 
po& the Peace of his Dominions* 

He was received like a God in all the Cities as 
he pa(&d, and being returned to the Capital, he 
fiaid there a whole Month, which (by Advice of 
the prudenteft Heads about him) he fpenc in redi- 
fyiug and reviving the Laws of me Kingdom^ 
which the Tyranpy of Governours had opprefled 
with grand diforders. 

But now my Di(cour{e has far enough foHow* 
ed the War, and. Af&irs of Stare v leome backto 
Love, which ftrikesthe grcatcft Stroke in my Sio- 
xy, nor could ever my Ma(ler*s Spifir, in the 
Throng ofliis ereateft Emplovments, obtain Li' 
csnce to lay aHckr that Paflion tor a Moment* Of 
this I am able to pafs a better Account than any 
other ^ for to me alone he did the Honour to com- 
municate his ThoU^ts of that Nature, and of all 
Men living, 1 was ne that lead ignored them ; a 
hundred Times, when iiwolv'd in the grcatcft Pre(^ 
fiire of Affairs, when the Threats of Danger (poke 
loudeft, has he drawn me afide to ralk of Ckc" 
fafra i that Rememlrancc has taken the Tribute of 

St handled Siglis a Pay from his Breads and ftill 
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in Occafions the moft important; the Idea of that 
Princefs re-aflailing his Spirk, forced him to be- 
tray continued Proofs, that Love was his^Mafler- 
Pa&OB^ ^ Emi/ius, >muld he often ftiyy the Gods 
f can attcft, that I woald not ftruggle fo Eagerly 
t ferthis Crown, hatd I not dcfign'd it an Offer* 
< ing to Cleojmtra j I am aihamed (6 long to (tt

-I- for prevailing with my (elf, to hide any thing 
from youy if your own knowledge did not in* 
ftruf^ you, that my filence fprung from the care 
of your fj^fcty j in giving my de(ign to your 
brcaft, againft C<r/<fr*s Intcrefts, I had cither have 
pofed your Friendihip, by ^xading too hard a 
proof, and if you had kept it entire, rendered 
you faulty to Augufiusy to whom your rcfpe^ 
and afiedions are the Children of Jufticc. I 
will (ay my projedions bave happily fucceeded, 
if, what I have gained by rheir event, has not 
lofl: me your Friendihip ; and if you be not fb 
nearly ally*d to your Uncle's refcntm ems, to Blot 
out the memory of a Friend, that owes you all, 
and from whom .you may command all things, 
I ihall Aiddenly be withvou in Perfon, to demand 
thofe proofs of your af^dion, and really to pro« 
teft, tnat the recovery of my Right, and the con- 
fervation of my Life, are things a thoufand 
bimes lefs dear than your Friend fiii p. 
Coriolanus had written to the Princcft O^avia^ 
but Ke feared an unhappv fiirprizal of his Letters 
might render her fufpedcd to Augyjlus^ and on^ 
ly commanded 5^vff« to deliver her in his behalf, 
Proteftatious of an immortal FideUty. If he made 
MO ufe of the fame caution for MarcelluSy it was 
bccaufe he knew C^far was too well inftruftcd in 
their intimacy, to believe alltliat was pad had 
power to cancel ir, and that his Letter would rather 
juflify ciian imperxh him. 

5'/r<7/orhusdirpacch*d,myMafler,as Itold you, 
befb wed fomc time in the reparation of thofe things 

thaf 
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that the wicked Governours had ruined, and in 
the difpjtbal of thefc cares, difclofcd a thoufatid 
Vertucs to his People that made them his Idolaters, 
and got him the admiration of aM that knew it. 
^ I Ihall now trace this fubjeft no farther,, be- 
-^caufe I am called to a recital of more importancr, 
atid after relating the happy events of my Mafkr*Js 
Idk^ 'tis fit my difcourte Ihould fucced to thofe 
that compose his prefent condition. 

Inflead of eafing the inward angutih, which 
Clecfatra's abfence had inflicted, by the lenitive 
of time, every day rendered it more fciifible, and 
the fame thing that to perfont lefs wounded would 
have Droved a cure, only ferved to redouble his 
malady, which got at laft to that height, as it 
chafed all.thinjjs from bis memory that ofiercd 
comfort ; the dcfire of returning, as hisi>romife 
bound him, to Cleopatra ^ to demand her in Marri' 
age of O^avia (as the Princefsand he refolved ac 
parting) and eondud her to the poflHfion ofthofc 
Crowns, which he had acquired for her only, tnadc 
him let fall the care that belonged to the conferva* 
tion of. an Eflate, but weakly aflTured from the 
DO wer of hirEnemies ; and though thofe to whom 
ne communicated any part of his dc/tgtr, advifed 
Jiim not (b fbon to abandon a Country, whereiti 
his prcftnce was very neceHary, and repreftntcd 
the inconveniences that might enfiie his departure, 
he was Co tormented with the violence of his paflion, 
as the prefervation of two fuch Realms cottld nor 
prevail for the reddence it demanded. 

After the reafon$ had been bandied enough on- 
both fifl^s, no longer able to- refift the motions that 
enforced itj he^refblved his departure, and no 
£>oner re&lved it, but remitting the Government 
into the Hands of Cieomeifest Arifiippu s , Hippms^ 
and Ltfipfu^ heputhiio&if upon the Way, HG 

covering 
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'4K)veriDg his Intentions to none buc tho(e four 
Pcrfons, in whom he rcpoicd more Confidence* 
cSian all the reft'. He wonid take no greater £qot* 
page. with him, than fuiced with a private Matt. 
Aiul thus ivich no mor© but t^rce Ships, we em- 
barked at the Promontory of Baf^ej afnd fcy the^ 
Help of a fs^rourablc Qale^ bent our Coufte to* 
ward Italy.. If in the Vojagc made the Year be* 
fore, my Maiter condemned the ofScioUs Haftc: 
of the Winds, that pofted us to the jifrtcan 
Shore, his Impatience now producing teverfcd 
Eiicds, made him chide their Sloth ler driving- 
Due Sails with too ibfc a Breath to wardiS Italy i 
^nd in all that vafl: TraA of Sea, which divides- 
if from Africa^ he fcarce changed a Word with 
any but myfelf^ with whom he had 6niy Powe^ 
to treat on that Snbjcdi^ which had entirely feized 
all his Thoughts. 

• Fortune, chat had ever favoured him, fince he 
cjuitted /?6mf , lent him one Smile more in apro^ 
|)itious Wind for his Voyage^ and after- a J>eace- 
able Navigation, we were already come wifhiti 
ken of the Italian Coaft, when we (py'd a Viffel 
making towards us 3 which, becaufe the Wind^- 
itvere Icfs (erviccaWe to their Wiihes than our's, 
came up very {lowly, but at lad we aborded, and 
prefently knew her to be the fame that was affigii* 
cd Strata for the Roman Voyage. 

Of this Coriolanus was no iboner advcrtifed, 
j)ut h« mounted the Hatches with a haftv Impa- 
tience to fee Strata, who wa^vUideed in tne Ship, 
and prefently pafling into our^t came to do his 
Obeifance eo the King our Mafter. Cortolanus 
greedily demanding the Succefs of his Voyage,

* poflefs the fatal ScifTars/ After this, concluding' , 
from Strato's AnfviMcrs to divers other Que/lions,^, 
ihsit Auguflus miift ftill be in 'Siciiy^ he com-^- 
matided the Pilots to turn the Prows ot their Ships, . 
and we bent out Coutfe that way, with all thd 
Diligence the Wind would let us make tife of r 
But my Mafter could not defend his Soul from 
the (ad Thoughts that aflaulted it, fince his meet- 
ing with Strata ; atid turning his Head towards 
ihe, as he leaned upon my Arm, * EmiliuSyfatei- 
'- bey this ubtutfcy Bcginmng inftruA? me to pre-^ 

* fa^e ail iriaufpicious Augury • land my fears 

. ,• Will deceive me, if I find that full Satisfaftion . 

* in this' Voyage , I proposM at the Underrakin^. . 

* Sityfald I^ I thought you had held it indife ■ 

* rent, to &ndC feopatra either AtRonie or Syracufay 
• * aad provided Ihe per(evcres in her firft Intenri- 

[' ons, you may find as fmooth a Path to the Exc- 
- * cutioii- 
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* oicion of your Deiigns in SicUia as Italy.* Ar 
this my Mailer fhaked his Head> and ftood long 
inthcPodureofaMan chat diftruAed hisFortube^ 
in the mean time, we purfiied our Courfe with- 
out the Encounter of any Impediment i and be* 
caufe of the nearne(s betwixt Sieiiia and Italy^ 
our Voyage proved but a litde longer than we de«> 
£gned it s after wc had pafled the famous Straight 
of SUJa, we landed at the Promontory oiPehrus i. 
there we learnt, according to our Hopes, that 
Auguflus was ftill at Syracuffy where fome petty 
Indifpofition bad detained him longer than his 
Stay was defigned, and that his Shipping lay ac 
the Promontory of Lilih^um, where he intended 
to re-embark for the Continuation of his Voyage. 

Wc left our Vedels with all our Men at Pehrus^ 
my Mafler re(blving to enter Syracufa^ with no 
greater Attendance than Strato and myfelf, in a 
Condition the mod unlikely to betray us. Thefe* 
cond Dav*s Journey brought us thither 5 but wc 
waited the Arrival of Night before we enter'd, and* 
fecured by the Favour of her Shades, fought for a 
private Lodging, which at laft we found with Toil 
enough (though Syracufa be one of the faircft Ci- 
ties of the World) becaufe of thofe vaft Numbers, 
whereof the Emperor's Court is compos'd. 

My Mafler pafled the Night with great Inqui^ 
etude, and knowing the fame Precind of Walls 
inclo^d himlclf and the Thing he adored, tbirfb- 
ed for an Opportunity to fee her with an-Impati* 
cncethat would not lufler Sleep to come near his 
£ye-lids. The next Day Morning, knowing ma-? 
ny Perfons at Court were too welfacquaincedwith ^ 
my Face, to fit me for a Day-Employment, he 
feut Strato to feek Mareellus's Lodgings with aii 
Opportunity to fpeakwith him. 

In 
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In the mean Time we {laid in our's, which wc 
had taken near to one of the City Gates, in a ve* 
;ry unfrequented Quarter : My Mafter not willing 
CO communicate with any, ihut himself up in hiS' 
Chamber, till Stratd's Remrn, who brought him 
Inteljigence that Marcellus was lately gone from 
Syracufa^ meeting with none that coiud inform 
him ofche Way be had taken, but that C/eopatrji 
was with OSlavia^ and the reft of her Family 
lodged in a Quarter of the City chat was called the 
Acrading. 

The Abftnce of Marcellus galled my Mafter 
vri^h a very (enfible DifpJeafure, from whom he 
«zpe6led all forts of Confblation and Af&ftancf) 
and without him knew not how to compafs the 
Means of feeing Cleopatra : *■ You fee, faid he^ 

* that my Fears for the'bad Succefs of this Voyage, 

* did not want the Defence of Reafon, nor cculd ' 

* my Apprehenfion fhape a greater Affliction than 

* is befillen me by Marcellus. • Gods ! furfued 
*• bCi 'walking about tbe Room 'with a Counte* 

* nance that betrayed tbe Marks of Difcontent^ 

* Haye I thrived by your Favour in thofe Occafi- 

* ons that fo httle imported to my Life's Repbfc, 

* to be abandon*d in chat, that has theCuftody of 

* ^ my Happinefs ? 

He (laid in a longer Controverfy of Thoughts 
about contriving the Way to gaip a Sight ofCleo-' 
patray without fighting upon any chat did not 
threaten too much Difficulty : There was not afin« 
^gle Perfen in the Court ot Auguflus^ that was % 
Istranger to his Face, nor could he fhew himfcff 
bv Day in the City, without running the Danger 
of a Difeovcry from every Eye that encounter*<i 
him. And cpnfider, if you pleaie, what a grand 
Hazard he attempted, l^ trufting himfclf in a City 

where C^far was in pet£>n \ CafoTi to whom be 

had 
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had giycii. fa gtjeaV, and fo Isuc Provocatious to 
>purfue him to Eleath^ and Qd^ar^ from whom his 
Ke^ft)^ coiild. never allow him to hope any Favour, 
if he o'tice fell inco hii Hands. Indeed, he: had. noe 
fo maturely ballanced that A6t, to dear him of Pre- 
cipitation ; and if he pre-contrived fame Cautions 
to keep; himfelf concealed, they were much Icfe' 
intended as Antidotes ag^inft his own Death, to 
the Fear of which I never knew .him let fall tbc- 
lead Roifped, th^^n to ft^rt Occ^^P^^ ^ promoting 
his amorous Defign. 

. In the H^eah time,, he fent back. StraU to the 
City, with order to walk before flavin's Lodg- 
ing, and ftridly obferve if the Princefles went our, 
what Company was about them, and the Way 
they bent at. In vain bad Strata ragged to ana 
fro ail the. Mocning-.l^irore O'^^viVs Gate, whea, 
^f^cx the I)ay . w^s half worn out. Fortune guided 
his %e to a^o Chariots that^ftood i;eadv in<the 
Court 5 and' keeping, near the Cate, with dcvers 
otherk of the City that came.on purpofe to gain 
a 'fight of tho(e Perlbns that were to go ifi tliom, 
after half an Hpui's waiting, he Tpy'd the Pha- 
cefs QkfffaUtai with hsx, two Siilers, the Daugh- 
ters of Af^tbo9i?f and Ofiavia, (Faces that were all * 
well acquainted with his Krio\vkdgc) eiKer otic^ 
of j:he ChariotSy ;withouc ,any other Company ,^ and 
three ot fopr/of tl^mWaids m^unt the. other, tar 
king not Co much as. a Man alpng with them» 
oply fbme Slaves t^ac followed the Chariots oa 
Foot. They no (boner turned their Backs upon 
the Lodging but Strata kept- at their Heels, till 
tKey w<:rc out of xhe. City .» and inquiring of one. 
odhf SlaveS) which wiay,. t|:ie. Indies intended, her. 
le^f^t, that of late thip Princefs.<Wf<f /«/>*# w.cnt [ 
€\(p{y.pay .oury'but thinly accbmj)^]^^,. to take: 
thl:| Ai£i;ttt;^ t}iep. tl^eyihad defignW a WaUc iar 

a vctf 
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Ay^ deiigbtfuiWood, near the famous Fountain 
oiAretbufr. . StratOy well fackfied whb thisDir- 
covery, pofted back to the Lordsiug, and: bad na 
fqoacc accoanced the Succefs of his Endeavours to 
n»7 Ma(lcr» but, full of Tranfport, he haftily 
commaoded three Horfts to be gotten ready % and, 
followed by Strato.^n^ myfelf, went out of the 
City by the fame Gate that, was near xmTLodg^ 
ing.: The ihortnefs of the way he was to ride in 
the Streets, made him a. Prcwability pf p^t^g 
without much Danger ^ and once one of the City, 
he had the whole Breadth of the rieids, that fur- 
rouoded the Walls, to fhun the Encounter of any 
that he £aw in his Paflage. Not that we were oue 
of the fliot of Danger, bat his Faffion had en- 
franchized al( his Fears ^ and to humour the Mo« 
tive wherewith that infpited him* he (lighted everf 
thing that recommended to his Care the Safety of 
his Life* The Fountain of Aretbufa is (o jHib- 
Y\c]s\y known ^hoxxt Syr acufa^ as we found it eafy 
to get Xfiredions of the Way from every Perfon 
we mtt % and, in a ihort time, having rounded a 
part of the City, we putourftives upon the Track 
of the Chariots, and followed the |^eat Road che 
Ladies had takoi. Half an Hour's hard ridings- 
brought us u^ithih (isht of the Wood s at the En- 
trance of which we &vix\6^ the Chariots whence the' 
Ladies were alighted to walk among^ the Tree^. 
My Matter forgot not to thank the Gods for the 
Favour of this Encounter ; and knowing norea^ 
(on to fufpc(a either the Sifters of MarccUuSy or 
thcuc Maids, he believed he might acco(b Cle&pa^ 
tr0 with the. greater Security, becaufe they were 
alofic,. and. all :the Skives (^aid with the Chariots 
by ^eir ConmaDd* We pafled a littlefurther by 
the Wood*$ Side, tilh we <came up n> an Avenue 
th^c kd ouc Eyes: to* the/ PciaoeflBBS^ who walked 

toge- 
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tagecbet hand in hand, their Maids (bated qpoti 
a green Bank, about an hundred Paces diftant. 
I know not what timorous PreGige helped the Oh- 
jod CO ftfike a Horror thtough all my Mailer's 
Joints, bat he fdt Agitations in his Soul that were 
not ordinary, and imputed them to the Height 
and Heat of his AfFedion, that after a wMe 
Year's Abfence could not be temperately reftored 
to the fight of her, that bad his Hean in cuflody ; 
and having commanded me to light with himfelfy 
and follow him, he left StrM9 at the Wood's 
Side with our Horles, and advanced with haft/ 
Steps towards the Ladies. When he was ap- 
proached within fifty Paces, the Noife we made 
flopped their Walk, and turned their Faces to- 
ivards us. : The Princefs Cleopatra s Habit was . 
jTKan, her Drefs negle£lcd, and her Face very 
pale y but dill, as my Mailer leflened the Diflance 
betwixt them, a wavering Colour often went and 
came in her Cheeks ; and when he came near, I 
obferved her (liffened with Aftoniihment, as if 
ihc had been Planet-ftruck. My Mafter quickly 
laid himfelf at her Feet ; and embraciojgher Knees 
with an amorous Traufport, his Paf»on rofe to 
fuch a Tide, as it drowned the Pailage of his 
Words, not fo much as fuffering the efcape of one 
£ngle Syllable : But Cleopatra had no (boner fiift- 
ned her Eyes to. his Vilage, and taken back the 
Afluraiice her fudden Surprizal had (equefter'd, 
but turning towards her Siflers, with an Adioa 
that ezpofSl the iecond Part of her Amazement, 
' Gods I faidjhe^ is this Coriolanus himfelf we 
' (iee before us ? ' My Mailer fared the Ladies a 
labour to anfwer her ; and raiiing his Eyes to fix 
them upon Cleopatra s Face, ^ Yes, Madam, /«/«# 

* bet 'tis C^ritianuT htmfelf s- and if yoa nave 

* thought his Memory worth the pic(ervii^» 
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* iic is not changed enough to pofe your Know- 

At this, the Princefs diflipatcd the Aftonifh- 
neuc tliac appeared at fiifi: Bluih in her Vifage, 
hat it was to plant all the Marks of a violent Cho- 
Icr in the place ; and regarding my Mafter withi 
Eyes that over-flowed with Rage and Indignation^ 
after fhc had rudely thrown open his Arms, that 
were tied about her Knees, * Bafe Man, faidjbe^ 

* is it pofGble thou fliouldefl: bring a Face into 
' my Prcfence, and not fear to find, among the 

* many Enemies thou comeft to feck, a Death 

* proportioned to thy Treacheries ? 

This Laugiiagc ftruck my Mafter into a deeper 
Amazement, than if an hundred Cart-Loads of 
Thunder-Bolts had fallen at his Feet ; and not able 
to manage his Refolution in a Difafter (b unez- 
peded, an hundred feveral Changes glided over 
tiis Face in a Moment, which pofHbly confirmed 
the- Princefs in her angry Error : Yet preiling his 
Courage upon the Employment of exploring his 
Misfortune, and unwilling to betray Co much In* 
nocence, by ftanding dunib to his Accufation, ^ Is 
^ it I, Madam, cryd he^ is it I that you impeach 

* of Balenefs and Treachery ? * * Yes, 'tis thy fclf, 

* repiy'd the Princefs : But fince thy Unworthi- 

* Bcfs has appeared not only to all jkomey but to 
' the whole Empire ; bcfides, 'tis to the World 

* ^;hoa owcft rhy Juftification, and not to me, 

* who does neither defire, nor will accept it at 

* thy Hands : If thou thinkeft the Addition of 

* thy new Dignity can fct thee at a higher Rate 

* than before, thou lliouldeft addrefs thyfclf to 

* -other Persons, than thofe that fcorn thee as 
' much, BOW thou art King of Mauritaniay as 

* :thcy prized thee before, while they believed Vir- 

* toe was all thy Patrimony. The Pcrfon thou

After thefc Words, which took away my Ma- 
fter's Speech, his A durance, and robbed him of • 
the very ijfc of his Reafbn, turning herfelf to one 
of the Princefles, * Let us go, Sjfter, faid jbe j 

* for Heaven's fake take me away from henc.©,^ I 

* can ftay no longer.' At thefe Words, propping 
herfelf on either fide with her Sifters, fhe fled 
from my Mafter as if he had been a Bafilisk, or 
fbme other Monftcr more dangerous : And run- 
ning as faft as her Legs could carry her toward ^ 
the Chariots, fhe left the Prince leaning againft ^ 
a Tree, without either Voice to reply, ox Force to » 
follow her, in a nearer Rcfemblauce to a MarUe 
Figure, than a living Pcrfon. 

Tis hcfc. Sir, I feel myfelf too feeble to prefcne 
the Grief that fliot itfelf through the Soul of my 
poor Prince, and ftill my Memory prompts me 
with the lamentable Eflate whereto. I faw him 
then reduced. I have a hard Task to kcpp the 
Marks of my Aiflidions from breaking at liberty ^ • 
cejuinly Woe did never fl^mp itfelf G^foic upon 
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any Spiric with fo lively, an ImpielGoni and had 
but Cleofatra (laid long enough to witnefs the 
£fie6b it produced, though her Anger had bor- 
rowed the Rcfentnacnt and Soul itfclf oi Tiberius^ 
it muft have relented. The fiift thing he did af- 
ter his Sen(es were once awake, and he had quit- 
ted the Tree that fupported him, was, to advance 
ibme Paces forwards, as if be had intended to fol- 
low her; and crying out with a feeble Voice, 

* Stay, Cleopatra, faid he \ and if thou flieft my 

* Juffification, at leafl: look back'upon the Satifc 

* &dion I prepare thee 5 1 will' not be innocent 

* againft thy Will, it is Guilt cnbtigh to be the 

* Mark of thy Indignation. 

At thefe Words, his Eyes mantled themftlvcs 
in an EcHple of Darknefs, his Forces forlbok 
him, and at the next Step he attempted to make» 
he fell upon the Grafs, without either Feeling ot 
Knowledge. 

I prefently flew to him all difmay'd ; and find-' 
ing lie was in a deep Swoon, after I had ofceni 
jogg'd and caird him in vain, \\ ran to the Foun- 
tain, that was not far off, and brought back Wa- 
ter, which I threw in his Face in abundances 
At laft his Faculties returned to their feveral Fun- 
^ions ; and jTerceiving himlilf between my Arms, 

* Prithee let me alone, Emilius^ faid hey Iwou'd 

* fain die.* * So you ihall. Sir, faid /, if this 

* Mifliap that fpurs you to it can ihew you a 

* juft Cauie to pick a Quarrel with your Life 5. 
' but, by the Gods Aifidance, I ihall not fufFer it, 
^ before you can make a clearer Conftrudion of 

* your Misformne." * And what greater lUuftra- 

* ti»n can 1 ask, replfd hey in a languijhing^ 

* Tone, than I have already received from C/^tf- 
^ patra^s Mouth, who, in Terms that needed no 

* Comment, has fentenced my Life, in condemn- 

E t Hng 
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* ing me to (ec her no more.* Wi(b that he look- 
ed .about for his.Sword, which, by^a timely Pre- 
caution, I had feized before 3 and the Gods were 
willing his Grief, afTifted by the Malady that then 
began to affault him, ihould fubdue his Strength 
to fuch an £bb; and the tender Affedioa I bad 
ever for him, Co redoubled my Mind, as what- 
ever ftruggling he made, he could neither wred 
mine nor his own from my Hands. *Tis true, 
his unwillingnefs to Jiurt me, would not let him 
employ all his Puillance, which I could never have 

. redded s but I ^ound my (elf into fuch a Pofture^ 
as he would luve found it hard to have forced 
my Refolmion, unlcfs he had kill'd me. ' Since 

' * thou wilt not fiiffer me, fas^ !&/, to fall by my 
* . own Sword, thou fhalt (ee me run otherwife to 

* my Death, whexein thou canfl act flop me. 

At thefc Words, whofc every Syllable was di- 
vided with Sighs, he roll'd himlelf upon the Graft, 
{lill pouring forth Complaints, capabje to have 
malted the mod lavage Hearts that ever gave 'a 
rocky Reddance to Pity. 

Atter I had fufFer*d him to take a long tiring 

upon his Grief, without Interruption, « Sir, /aid 

. * /, if you humour this Obdinacy, to run Co 

* eagerly upon your Death, for one finglc Proof 

* ol C/eopafras Anger, you will fhcw fefs Cou- 

* rage and Virtue than the meaned Woman. Had 

* Death divorced you from the Perfbn you loved, 

* 'were die married to Jiberiusy or any other, 

* whofc Felicity had Power to murder all our 

* Hopes, Dcfpair might then be pardon*d j but 

* for a ilingle Fit of Cnoler, thai may diflblve into 

* the very nothing that begot it •, for the Capri- 

* chio of Spirit, which, as it hath dray'd from 

* Love to Anger, may dcp back again with the 
^ Ame Facility from Anger to Afie^on; or ^ 

< Mala- 
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^ Malady, who(c Cure you carry about you for a 

* Di(eafc, whicli rifing from" no other Womb 

* but Report, and foftcr'd with a falfc Opinion, 
1 will give way to a finglc Juftification, and fly ' 

* like a thin Mift before the Beams of Truth 5 to 

* throw yourfelf upon Death, is a Defign u^- 

* worthy of your Courage, u»becoming the Luftrc 

* of your Judgment, and difproportion'd to thofe 
-^ great Endowments the Gods have, given you. I 
' allow Queen Cleopatra, CatOy and the King 

* your Father, bravely fled the World, to fly the 
^ Shame that was intended them •, but that a petty 
*^ Conceit ( either made by Jcaloufy, or any othw: 

* Motive) in AfFedion, fliould raflily procure a 
' SclfTfaaificeS Aii Sir t and where Inould be 

* the Judgment ? Where the Virtue ? Where the 
•" Refblution in Adverfity ? And where the Con- 

* ftancy I have {6 often known you preach to 

* others ? 

Coriolanus was too great a Mader of Reafbti, 
Aot to diCcern fome in diis Oifcour(e, but Sorrow 
had fo entirely prepoflefsM his Soul, as ReaCbn 
and Truth botn loft their Influence, and had I not 
added the Interefl: of Honour, of which he had 
ever been more fenflble than of all Things elle, 
my Endeavours had doubtlefs been too weak to 
draw him from the Precipice of Defpair : * Sir, 
^' fald /, I know it muu be (bme treacherous 
*' Pradice againft your Quiet that has raised this 
^ Storm in Cleopatra s Breaft, try to dif-invclop 

* the Truth, which once difcovered, will either 

* help you to difabuie the Princcfs, and wipe out 

* rho(c Impreflious have been given her of you, 
*, or guide your Revenge to thofe artificial Enemies 

* that plotted this Milchief againfl you. Siry I 

* afTume the Liberty to tell you, that your Honour 
^ binds you to allow thefe Rea{bns> nor can yon 

E 3 * * with- 
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* without finning againft your Courage, refign to 

* Tiberius (whom I fufpedl the Author of your 

* Difgracc) a Treafure which none but his Sub- 

* tilty can carry from you. 

All that I (aid to my Matter, though ill cx- 
.prcfs'd. Was yet fo ftrongly built upon Truth and 
Reafon, as he could find but little to refift it, and 
he liftencd To eagerly to the Propolal I made him, 
of fceking his Revenge upon thofe that had dc- 
ftroy*d his Rcpofe, as at laft he concluded to pro- 
long his Days only in Homage. to that Intention ;. 
and aft^r he had taken fome Time to ballance this 
Refolucion in his Thoughts, 

* Yes, EmiliuSy /aid bCy 1 will live, and but 
Oive to no other Purpofe, than to give Deatli ta 
' thofe whofe Perfidy has drop p*d Co many Stains 

* upon my Innocence^ yet I feel my Grief grown- 

* ftrong enough to poft me from the World, bc- 

* fore it lends me the Leifure to slA thcfe Thoughts^ 

* unlefs a timely Succour prevents : O Death ! pur* 

* fu€d he^ lifting up his Eyes to Heaven, as they 

* fwam in their own Tears, if by thy Means Cle^- 

* patra may be fatisfy'd, my Heart Ihall receive 

* thee with open Embraces/ And thus he went 
on enlarging his Laments, which would never 
have ended, if, (perceiving the Night at hand) I 
had not €onjur*d him to remount his Horfe, and 
xeturn ^o the City where I hoped his Wees would 
find a lenitive : As I ftill prels'd him more eager- 
ly to retire, by chasice 1 touch*d his Arm, and 
n)und by the high Diftemper of heat, that a vio- 
lent Fever had licizcd him j this fomented a frar of 
bis Life that encreas'd my Imponunity, which at 
lad prevailed (b far, as he grew contented to quit 
that unlucky Place, wher€ he had received (b 
bloody aDifpleafure, to go learn the Caufe of his 
Misfortune at Sjracufa^ and find out Ttberius^ 

whom 
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whom wc both fufpcdcd guilty of laying the 
Train. Earncftly inferring thcfc Hopes, I got him 
on Horfeback, and at laft drew bim to the City, 
which we entered without any Precaution, be- 
caufe the Night had akeady Ihed her Shades upon 
the Earth. Wc had (bme Trouble to find our 
Lodging, bccAufc the City was fo every where 
pcftcrccTand &a&d with perpetual Throngs of 
People. We were no (boner ^gotten thither, but 
perceiving my Prince's Malady cncreafe, I quickly 
got him to Bed ; he would not be perfwaded to 
take any Thing, nor did 1 much ptcfs it, becaufe 
■his Fever was grown very violent, but the next 
Day it raged to that hcignt, as I really feared his 
Lifr,^ and within three more it was almoft de- 
^ir*d by all thole that undertook him. 

I had no eafy Province to combat his AverGoti 
*f ©•Remedies 5 but the Defire of furviving the Re- 
venge he intended, upon thofe that had ruined 
him in Cleopatra's Breaft, which ftill by perpetual 
Orgings I remembered to imprint in his Memory, 
cx>rKributed more to his Cure than all other Con- 
fidcrations : But, to exafperate his Anguifli, the 
third Day after he fell fick, the Emperor parted 
from Syracufoy followed by the whole Court, 
with the Pfincefs Cleopatra, However, I infinuatcd 
fbme Comfort, by rcprefenting, that he needed 
not defire to be near his Enemies, fb long as his 
Malady ty'd 4iis Hands 5 that when the Return of 
his Health had once Unbound them, it would not 
be hard to find them out, and follow the Motives 
wherewith his juft Refentments infpiredhim. 

The fourth Day his Difcafe fofc to the height, 
that he (carcc fpoke any more by the Rule of Rea- 
fbn, and was ordinarily in a high Frenzy j yet in 
the greateil Fury of his Fits, he had ever the Name 
of Cieofotra in his Month, often thofc of Tibe- 

E 4 rius 
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yius and Auguflus ; buc I had the hardcft Task 
in the World to feduce the Attention of thofe that 
lerved him, for fear his wild Difcoutfe fhould be^ 
tray us. When his Senfes returned, and he knew 
there was none to over-hear him, he woEld break 
into loud Complaints agaiuft Cleopatra's Ingrati* 
tude$ and, (bmetimes figctriag to himtelf,^ that 
the harili Ufage ihe had given him, was the Child 
of Chance, and fprung from no other Womb 
than the Levity of her Spirit, coloured with a Pre- 
text of imaginary OfFcnas, referred to which his 
fttidted Examination could not find a Spot in his 
Innocence, he fell into a Grief that difclaimed all 
Comfort, and held a bi(cour(e with himlelf in 
the mod pa(Gonate manner tlfiat ever was brought 
forth by the greateft Pangs of A£Sh^ions i but 
within one Moment relapfing into his Frenzy : 
Ah I Behold Tiberius^ cry'd he, Stay the Traitor-, 
then addreffing his Language to Cleopatra, be 
brought forth a broken Difcourfe without any 
Order or Method, yet mingled fuch Things in 
' the wild Composite, as might have given dan- 
gerous Hints to the Standers by, had they lent Ai- 
lentiofl. 

When I faw his Malady was like to grow te- 
dious, by his Command I difpatched Strato to 
Pelorusy to fend back all the Perfons that follow- 
ed us in two of the Ships to Mauritania^ leaving 
none in the thirds buc fuch as were neceflary to 
condud u&. 

The 15th Day my Mafter had a fayourabfc 
Xrifis, from which the Phyficians concludedthc 
Danger o.ver-b!own, and a few Days after the Fe- 
ver lefc.him 5 but he was ftill fo weak^ as it was 
long before he could ufe his Legs, and it coft 
him Hx Weeks Time before he recovered a Coa- 
dicion to quit Iiis Chamber: About chat Time de^ 

manding. 
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manding News of thofe that icrvcd us, we were 
told that Fame talked of nothing elfe in Syracufr 
but the Mauritanian War, that the Emperor (rc- 
folved to pay back the Af&ont be received in the 
Lofs of that Realm) had not only fent looooo 
Men, -under the Command o£ Domhius Mnobar^ 
bus. and Strdto to re-invade it> but had armed all 
the African Countries in his Quarrel under the 
Roman Dominion, and denounced the Threat of 
War, in cafe they refuted, to march againft the 
King of Mauritania^ who in all Appearance, not 
able to refiil {6 great a Power, would quickly be 
sampled under Foot. 

Corioianus rouz*d at this Report with a Pique 
ef Honour ( for he could not bow to any other 
Intercft) was forry Mauritania wanted his Pre- 
fence in a Condition to defend it ; and I think the 
Defire to Arm his againd thole Enemies, that 
went to diCbub the Kingdom, advanced his Re** 
CO very. 

In Efie^, he made fuch hade to be well, as in 
a few Days he was able to ride, and difpos*d him- 
self to quit Syracufa^ when by a Succedion of 
Frowns, which as well as Favours, took their 
Share in his Formne, Lucius Varus, Governour of 
Siciiiay Friend and near Kinfman to llberiuSy 
having learned^ by I know not what Means, that 
xny Mafter was in SyraAtfay and the Houfe where 
he lodg'd, came with a great Guard into his 
Chamber, and took him Prifbner in his Bed for 
Cig/ar*s Intereft. 

This Accident marvelloufly^ furpriz'd me j but 
my Maftcr Ihcwed not the leaft Aftonifhmcnt, 
and regarding Fiir» J (whom he had often fcen at 
Romcy and known of Tiberius*^ Party) without 
Emotion : * Thou haft done good . Service 
* £oi thy friend Ttberius, [aid be^ who, while I 

E 5 •had 
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* had Liberty^ could never have worn "his Life 

* fecurely ; but now yVar us ^^on haO: given it him 
' iotire -, thou flialc do me a lefs Injury by taking 

* mine, than letting me live without a Power to 

* aflSft my Country. It is not the Intereft of 27- 

* teriusy. repfy*d Varus y but thofe of C£far your 
' declared Enemy, and the Obligations due from 

* myCharge, that makes me leize your Liberty. 

This faid, he led us to a (Irons Houfe in the 
City, where he (ct a ftrid Guard upon my Ma- 
fter. At the beginning, Animofiiy had tbe upper- 
hand in that Adton *, but he had not long fire- 
cucntcd my Prince, whom he often vifited, ht- 
fore his Virtues had fubdu^d him to a kind of Re- 
pentance, and (lackened his intended hafte df giv- 
ing ^^j^m/^i/j an account of his Surprizal, for fear 
}ie fhould pronounce (bme cruel Arrefl againft 
l)im, and pofObly he could have been contented 
to return him hisLiberty, if the Danger ofc^far^s 
Anger, and his own Life had not dilTwaded k, 
However, he caus'd him to be icrved with all the 
Hefped): his Condition demanded, yet held him 
Priioner three whole Months, which, by the Help 
of a greater Afflidion he fupported Co (weecly, as 
all the Time his Captivity lafted, he was never 
lieard to complain of any Thing el(e bat CUofa^ 
tra*s Unkindnefs. 

His Reftraint would have been longer, alad 
^oubtlefs more dangerous, if CUudiui Varus ^ Soa 
to Lucius y a vertuous young Man, that had ferv- 
cd under Coriolanus in Auflria, and been oolig- 
cd by many noble Offices to his Generodty, had 
not returned to Syracufa y-k^vin^ Auguftus in Mm ^ 
cedoniay who is fince pafs'd into jifiay on pur- 
pofe to come back to us upon the Invitation of a 
Defign. 

His 
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His Father a w*d by rhe Recjuifitcs of his Charge, 
aodthc Fear of Punifhmeoc, if he longer defcr- 
Tcd it, was at lad conftraincd co inform C<f/^r hf 
a Meflenger, that Corio/anus was taken ^ he that 
icarxied this Intelligence, addrefs^d himfelf lirft to 
his Maker's Son to prefent him to Cafar-y but 
young Claudius had no fboner leartied the Caufe 
that conduded him thither, but calling to Mind 
what a deep Score he was in to Corio/anus^s No- 
bleneCs, and preferving a marvellous £(kem ot his 
Vcrtoes, refolved to put by the Danger that was 
levelled at his Life, and could not have milled it» 
if once the Notice of his Surprizal bad arrived at 
jiuguftus's Ear. Upon chcfe Kefled:ions he under- 
:took to deliver the Meflage himfelf, and the next 
Day telling him that brought it, that Cdfar^ al- 
ready advertifed what his Bufinefs imported, had 
commanded him back to Sicily ^ with private In* 
ftrudions to his Father. He difmifled him with- 
out the Speech of the Emperor, and prefcntly put 
him(elf upon the Way to Syracufty where he ren- 
deced himfelf with a winged Expedition, <and 
cpiickly informed his Father he was (cnt by Cafar, 
to deliver him his imperial Thanks for the Af- 
fedion he had witneued to his Service, with a 
Charge to keep the Prifoner as before, till he re- 
ceived a new Order for his Difpo&l. In all his 
open Diicourfes he exprefled but a little Dedre to 
£ee my Mlfter, and the better to difguife his In- 
tentions, he hid all the high Thoughts he. had 
for him within the Mask of a perfbnated Severity 
againd him : But a few Days after, when we 
kaft dreamt of any fuch Affiftance, we faw him, 
about Midnight, or later, enter my Matter's Cham- 
ber. 

Coriolanus prefendy knew him, and raifirfg 
him&lf up in his 'Bed, co demand the Caufe of his 

coming 
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coining ac fuch an Hour : * Sir, Jaid be^ I owe 

* coo much CO chat generous Treatment I once ro- 
*■ ceived at your Hands, and know too well what 

/ your Vertues may challenge, to fuffcr your 

* loneer Stay where Danger threatens fo loudly : 

* Ri(cr Sir, if you pleafe, and follow me out 

* from hence, I fhall prefently ftcurc you your 

* Liberty, and put you in a Condition to turn 
. * your Back upon Sicilia, 

My Mader, coo well acquainted with the yeiv 
tuous Inclinations of that young Man^ to di- 
Aruft him, prefently calling to Struts for |us 
Cloaths : ' I am too unfortunate, faid be\ em^ 

* bracing bis Preferver^ to hope a Power of 

* weighing my Requital in an equal Ballaaoe 
' againft this noble Office ^ but if the Gods lend 

* me the Uft of my Life^ it fliall ever dwell 

* with my Memory, that I hold it of your 
' Goodneis, and wiU ever be ready to pay it back 

* upon your Intereft. The Glory that fprings 

* from the A£b itfelf, reply d y9ung Varus^ does 
^ over-pay the poor Service I have done^ you : Buty 

* Sir, if you pleafe, make hafte from hence> left 

* too long a Delay (hould forfeit the Occafioo/ 
This faid, he commanded a Slave to bring him 
his Arms, which, becaufe of their Beauty, he had 
taken care to preferve ^ and leading us down a lit- 
tle pair of Stairs into a Cave, we rofe again in^the 
Street, at a Breach made in the Corner of a Wall, 
where we found four Horfcs ready to receive us, 
(three of which were the fame that belonged to 
my Madcr, and a faithful Servant ef his chat had 
been inftrumental to the Conrrivance of our Liber- 
ty) which was to condudl us to the Promontory of 
Pachinusy where there lay a Ship ready rigg'd to 
carry us away. I iiialJ forbear the Repetition of 
my Mailer*^ Acknowledgmencs to Varus^ which 
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itW far ihort of what they would have been in 
another Seafbn, when a greater Eftimation of his 
Life might have feta higher Price upon the Bene- 
fit ; but as well as his Sorrows woold give him 
leave, heteftified his Refentments of the generous 
A6b5 and, by Varus's Importunity^, getting on 
Hor(e-back, upon the Pawn of his Word for the 
Alan's Fidelity, remitting himfclf to his Condudb, 
we quitted Syracufa^ and rode all Night at a great 
Rate towards Pachinus^ where we arrived betimes 
the next Day, and found the Ship ready to xxrceive 
ns. After my Mafter had rewarded the faithfiri 
Guide with the Gift of fbme Jewels, we prefentfy 
went aboard, and {pread our Sails for Mauritania, 
Two Days had we followed that Cour(e, but the 
third, meeting fbme VefTels, known by thofe that 
conducted our*s for Sicilian Metchams that traf- 
ficked into Afrieay my Mafter defirous to know 
what Report /poke of the Mauritanian War, ftaid 
to ask feme Queft'ions j; but we no fooner opened 
our Mouths^ upon that Subjed, when the Men, 
very forward to unlade their News : - ^ Mauritaniay 

* /aid tbey^ is reduc'd under the R^man Domini- 

* on 5 thofc which the King of that Counti y left 
' to command in his Place, have been defeated In 

* three Battles 5 and all the Cities frighted by this 

* Succcfs into their old Obedience, nave opened 

* their Gates, and implored the Clemency of Aa* 
^ guflus.' This News was confirmed th© fame 
Day by divers other Ships we eiKountercd, that 
paued us a. more particular Account *, we under- 
ftood that Hippias had been killed in a Battle,. 
Lifipfus taken Prifoncr, and carried to Rome j that 
die Inhabitants of the firft Towns they (lutmed 
iiad been all put to the Swords without diftiii«aioa 
of Age or Sex ; and chat this politick Rigour, joim 
cd with the dreadful Puiflancc Au^ujius bad lent, 
. * CO 
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to invade their Country , fo intremidaced all the 
reft, as they incirely (abnicted to whatever Con- 
4iitions the Conqaeror was plcas'd to impofe; char 
all the Fans Qpon the Coad of Africk were Seiz- 
ed and guarded fo (Irii^hr by the Romans^ sis it was 
ifflpoflible for any Veilel to put in, without pa{^ 
£ng their Ezamen : And in fine, we clearly an4 
iimn&iy underftood, xhsxCoriolanus was a King 
irithout a Kingdom, and of all that noble Con- 
^ueH:, which had coft fuch Seas of Blood (by a dif- 
tnal Viciffitude of Foaane) there remained no more 
than the naked Glory of thofe Adibns by which, 
lie effedled iu 

One thing, Sir, I mull tell you, that may claim 
your Wonder ; my Mafter whofe important Lofs 
might well have judified a grand Regret, let fall 
fb little Regard of Fortune's Malice, as his Face 
force acknowledged a Mark of a new Difplea- 
'itire; and indeed his Thoughts were (b ingrofs'd 
with the Senfc of Cleopatra s Inconftancy, as 
whatever Power it might 4iaye ezercifed upon 
.any other Spirit, his Soul had no room for the 
latrer Misfbnune. 

After he had ftood fome Time without expref- 
£ng his Thoughts ^y any of his Anions: * Cieo^ 
\* patra^ faidbey for thy (ake I only recovered a 

* Crown \ but fince it is fallen beneath thy Scorn, 
' and with it him that prided himfelf with a 
< hope to place it upon tljy Fkad, the 6ods all 

* know I have loAit, without the allowance of -a 

* Si^ ^ and after the ruin of thofe Hopes that 

* related to thee, there is not another Mi&hicf in 

* Fortune's Power, can (ink deep enough into my 

* Brtaft to find a Feeling.' At thefe Words, he 
caufedthe Ship to be (laid, and commanded thofe 
chat flood at the Helm, to change their Courfe for 
JiUx4mdria^ (where by Report of thofe that told 

us

us the Mnuritanian Story, Auguftus was fhoftly 
to be in per (on, and had already been expelled by 
feme that waited hts Arrival, to treat with him 
upon the AfFairs oi AJia) he refolved either to pe- 
rilb, or kill Tiberius^ whom Sufpicion could orrfy 
accufe for the lace Misfortune ; to this he eafily 
brought the Merchants Conferit at the Price of 
fome Prefents he made them. And fince it is now 
time to put a Clofe to this tedious Story, I Ihall 
only tell you, that after a happy Navigation, we 
landed fafely upon this Coaft, where our Stay had 
been three Days old when we firft encountred 
you ', fo (bon as we were (et afbore, he gave leave 
to the Merchants that had Propriety in the Ship 
to put off again to Sea, and go whither they pica- 
fed, never troubling his Thoughts with the Care 
of his own Return, and reserving no greater 
Equipage about him than Strata^ myfelf, and our 
Horlcs. We entcr'd very late and unknown into 
AliMandriay where we learn*d the Emperor*s Ar- 
• ri¥al was really expelled within a few Days, and 
that the Governeur was preparing to give him a 
maenificent Reception 3 but my Maftcr, impatient 
of knowing further, fent his faithful Strata to 
find out Auguftus y with order to inform himfelf, 
ii Tiber tus was at Court, and whether common 
Difcourfe made any mention of his Marriage with 
Cleofatra. 

The Expedation of this Intelligence, which 
Strata was to bring us to a Houfc where we 
lodg*d not far hence, has detain'd my Mafter here ; 
who, but for i3iat Reafon, would have made no 
Stop, till he had found out a fit Place to be the 
Scene of his tragick Deiign j in the mean time, 
not able to endure the Society pf Men, he daily 
•went out to breathe his Woes in the folitaiieft 
Walks be could light on, and fuch a melanchoUy 

Em* 
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Employ mcDC as this, guided him to the Place 
you had chofen, where encouncring the ydvuit 
Stranger, you I&now what obliged him to draw 
his Sword. / 

See, Sir, the faithful Rdation you defired of my 
Mafl:er*s Life,' for the vaft Extention of which, 
all his Adventures are my Advocates, to plead, 
your Pardon : And now. Sir, you have that con- 
firmed which I told you at the Beginning of my 
Story, of Forcune^s malicious Obuinacy in the 
Pertecution of vertuous Pctfbns. 

* Tis true, faid the Prince Tyridates, inter- 
rupting Emilius-, the World cannot boaft a Per- 
fon that has given a fairer Evidence of Yittae, 
and Grandeur of Courage, than the Prince your 
Mader ^ and had Fortune been impartial to his 
Deferts, it would not only have re-placed him in 
the Throne of his Anceftors,but like wife in that 
of the whole Univerfe* ' Thus he went Qn,cnlar- 
ging the Charadlers of Coriolanus\ Merit, with a 
^eater Variety of Praifes, which when he had 
ended, no longer able to {l:ay from his Sight, and 
perceiving the Night approach, he went from his 
Chamber with Emilius to go vifit a Guefl of that 
Imporrance. But now let us leave them a little 
in thjs EQace, to return to the fair Queen of 
Etblopiay whom we left in the Power of the Pi« 
rate Zenodorus.

tally wounded in a Battle, bequeaths Candace 
and his Crown , to Csfario, who^ after the 
King's Death, takes the Command of the Ar- 
my, deeply^ vows a Revenge of his Blood upon 
the Rebels, makes his Oath goad. in^ Jive Jign at 
.Vi^ries, and at laft cmpJeaJs-rt by the Death 
^Evander, the Enemfs^ General^ whom hi 
bravely kills in a Jingle Duel. 

HE Pirate Zf^f/ft^riyTj charged wirtf 
his rich Prey, flew fiom the Place 
where he had left Fiis Men engaged 
in Oiiibat againft the Princes, with 
all the Speed he could fpur his Horfc 
to. The fair Qiieen of Ethiopia, 
anoazcd with her Misforcune, and almoft intran- 
ccd with the Grief of her fudden Surprizal, was, 
at firft, too fecWe to retard his Carreer; nor had 
her Spirits recovered their uftal Vigour, when the 
Barbarian arrived at that Part of the Coaft, where 
Ac had left his Veffels riding $ but when his Eyes 
imfs'd them. there, his Aftoniflimcnt was mdtch- 
fcls i and enlarging their Commiflion, he perceived 
them afar, makin^ofFto Sea with* all Advantage 
the Wind could lend them. TKc %ht of this 
«tnt feme .Sighs from the Pirate's Breaft ; and, fuf- 
fcai^g liis Lieutcaaat's infidelity, ke vomited his

£rft Refentments, filFd with Menaces and Impre- 
cadons, againft Heaven: Yet he did not fb aban- 
don the Care of his proper Safety, but he refer- 
▼cd ftill Judgment enough to weigh the Danger, 
whereto his {lay in that Place was Hke to expofc 
liim \ not doubting but his Enemies (whom hie 
left in a Condition to obtain a fpccdy Vidory J 
' would foHow him thither, ib foon as their Swordi- 
were at leifiire. Not knowing what way to make 
choice of, nor how to prcferve his precious Booty, 
he was ballancing his angry Thoughts how to 
frame a Refolution, when the fair Queen begail 
to awake from her fiift Aftonifhment, and hct 
Spirits returning by degrees to their proper Em*- 
ploymcnt, ihe fell a ftruggling for Liberty with 
more Vigour, than ihe had yet been able to u(e ; 
and raifing her Hands to bid Battle to his Face, 
by the new Difficulty of that fmart War, ihc ha- 
K\\y determined his Refolution ( which was little 
older than the firfl: Propofal) to take the Shelret 
of an adjacent Wood. Then^, in fpite of her Re* 
fiftance, re-inforcing his Hold, and turning his 
Horft's Head to the Wood, he fpurr*dhim thither 
to the height of his Speed . His Companion, whom 
Clitte (defpifing her Safety^ fincc it only offered 
irfelf upon Terms of dcfctting her Miftrefs) had 
fufFered to carry her away with lefs trouble, fol- 
lowed him fo fad at his Heels, as in a fhort time- 
they had penetrated a greaf part of the Wood. 
But it was then no longer pofHble for Zenodorus 
to command Candace^s Forces; and tearing his- 
Vifage with her Nails, Ihc ftruggled fo power- 
fully with the Pirate, as, not able to keep his 
liold any longer, he was forced to let her flide ac 
her length upon the Grafs -, and as {he fell, her 
Garments giving a little way to the Rudcncfs of 
the Adion, he difcoveied the Beauty of a L^» 

chac 
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that kindled freih Defires in the Barbarian's Breads. 
This made him haftily throw himfelf from his 
Horfe ; while the fair Queen, afhamed of the laft 
Accident, nimbly darted upon her Feet, and ran 
with all the Force and Speed ihe could borrow of 
her Fears, towards a part of the Wood that was 
thinncft, by her loud Cries inviting the Pity of 
Gods and Men to her fiiccour. 

C/itie^ perceiving fhc had forced her Liberty, 
lidelity and Defire to follow her Lady, drew up 
all her Strength to recover her own ; and, bein^ 
detained by a- Man, more weak and Icfs interefted 
dun Zenodorusjt flie found it not hard to break 
the Pri(bn of his Arms ; and, throwing herfelf 
Upon the Earth, ihe fwifdy purfued the Steps of 
her Midrefs, with all the Speed that Loyalty could 
lend her. 

Zenpdorus was (bon upon his Feet \ and though 
Fear and Defire, to efcape the Ravifher, beftowed 
their Wings upon the Princefs's Heels, £he found 
them both too weak to maintain the Ground flic 
had sotten. Her Purfiier bad reeover*d the Space 
betwixt them, and already dretched out his Arm 
to feize her Garments behind, when (he fiid heard 
theNoife of divers Hordes, and prefently after (aw 
eight or ten Cavaliers coming, up upon the Spur,, 
whom the Cha(e had led into the Wood, and the 
Queen*s Cries had condu^d thither to her Refcue. 

He that appeared, and really was Mader to tho 
red, paufing a while upon theObjed> and placing 
his Eye upon the Pirate's A^on, ran to him with 
his Sword in his Hand,, and flew upon him witk 
a brave Anger. The. Barbarian grew pale at the 
Sight and Cry of his Enemy, and almod at the 
fame time, fell himfelf pierced thorough with bis 
Sword, and thrown to tiie Ground with the Shock 
of his Horlc. His Companion prefeatly turned 

his 
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his Back upon the Danger, iud fled ic with the 
Speed of a Villain's Fear to be over- taken j and the 
fair Queen, in on<: aufpicious Moment^ ikw her- 
fcif and Servant at hbeny.j yet her ftriving to out- 
Din the Ravi {her, and the rude Toil fhe fuf&red 
in getting loofs ftom his loathed Embraces, had 
wtought her to fo much Wearincfs, as her Forces 
£ii]ed juil at the arrival of Refcue j and ihe no 
iboncr £iw her Enemy fall, but her Weaknefs re- 
duced her (a few Paces from hina) to make choice 
-of the fame Pofture, whither C/itie pre&ntly can:ie 
to repofe herfelf at her Lady's Feet. 

The principal of her Prefcrvers, whofe Face 
i^ake well in his Behalfi and expofed the Index 
of an eminent Dignity, no (boner beheld her in 
jhat Ck)ndicion, but he and part of his Men left 
their Horfes', and advancing towards her, his 
lEyes accepted the Invitation of her Face, where, 
^e found Employment for a delightfiil Contem- 
plation ; but he had hot gazed many Moments, 
before he paid the Homage of Adoniihment and 
Wonder to that, admirable Beauty. At firft, his 
Amazement could command no better Expreilion' 
than his Silence^ with a Look that fpoke itfelf 
over the Shoulder to his Companions j but a De- 
fire to unt^e the Hands of his Reafon, on purpole 
t0 ftudy the Objcd better, diffipating his firft Sur- 
prizai, he approached the Queens and faluting 
her with an Adion fiiH of Civility, * I know noc 

* your Quality, faid he^ that have forced the Ad- 
-* miration of Pcrfons, who thought thcmfelves 

* able to fee the faireft Things in the World, with- 
< out Aftonifhment 5 but, whoever you arc, I am 

* Co (enfible of the firft Encounter, and fee you 
*- yet in an Eftate, fo little conformed to the Judg- 
^ jLPcot I have pailcd upon your Pet(bn and Con- 
f dition, as if it w«re not in my power to offer 

* yott 
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* you Comfort, I would learn to think myfclf 
•* very unfortunate, 

. At this Difcourfe, tl|p fair Ptmcd^ raifod her 
£yc to the Vilage of him that made it y and find- 
ing fomething there that might claim the Refpedi: 
4]ue to an uncommon Per fon, ihe beheld him with 
a Regard that began her Acknowledgment for his 
Protedion. This double Confideration ih fax 
abridged her Wcaknefs of its due> as to raife her* 
fclf half from the Earth: * Whatever I am, (rf 

* ^V Jhey in the fame Language he fpake^' 

* wherein Jhe ivas vtell skilled) you fee an un- 

* fortunate Perfon, that owes you her Life, and^ 

* pofBbly, fomething cKc more precious : What 

* you have done in my Defence, has fairly cha- 

* radlered your Generofity s but there is yet fbme- 
^, thing .more to do, that will add new Graces to 
^ its Beauty, and invite it to a brave Employment, 
*. in carrying Succour to fome Perfons, whole 

* Worth will defcrve your Affiftance, which, not 

* far from hence, were bafely adapted by a great 

* Number of his Fellow Villains, whom your 
^ Sword fo lately paniihed. 

The Queen*s Difoourfe was delivered with 
Charms too invincible to fail in the Defign that 
framed it i nor was the Perfon that received it 
kC& obliged by them, than the Duties of his 
Charge, to grant her Dcfires : But he had already 
fo faltened his Heart to thofe Delicacies he found 
about her, as her Face difpiited againft her 
Tongue, and rendered her Intreaty incapable to 
divide him fo foon from her Prefence ', only, 
turning towards his Followers, which, by the Ad-' 
dition of frelh Comer«-in, were already fwell'd 
to the Number of twenty, he commanded the bet- 
ter Patt to take the Queen s Inftrudions, whcre^ 
CO find) and help hcc difirdled Friends j and» 

keep- 
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keeping the reft about his Per (on, be prefcntcd a 
Couple of Horfes to hcrfcif and C7///V, with a 
well- framed Imrcaty to ^Cccpt a more befit- 
ting and faicr Retreat, than any Egypt could elfe 
afford; but, perceiving by her Face, that her 
Thoughts agreed not in their Votes to that Pro- 
pofition : * To clear all your Scruples, /aid be^ 

* of receiving my Services, I am obliged to lee 

* you know, that I am Cornelius Gallus^ Prator 

* of Egyfty and by Cafars CommifCon, abfb^ 

* lute Mafter of this Province ; from me you are, 

* and ought to hope all Sortr of Comfort ; nor 

* can your wifcft Fears make Choice of more Sc- 

* curity againft your Enemies, or the Menaces of 
' any other Danger, than my Alexandria docs 
^ promife ^ the City is not many Furlongs hence, 

* and, if you will give your Patience the Injury 
' CO wait it^ I will lend fpr a Chariot cp coudu^. 

* you thither. -, . 
The Queen's Tnclinatidns inthely bettt hcr^ta 

that Place,where fhe might ej^amine hei; Cafario's 
Danger, which yet Ihe could not refblve to qlO:^ 
without too blunt a Rcjedion of the Pr£tor*s Ci- 
vilities, and the Tye of fb gteat an Obligation, 
linked with the Awe of his Autfiority, !hewe<i 
her too much Reafbn in her Fears to refufe his 
Prof&r \ be fides ihe then found herfelf no longer 
Miftrefs of her own Actions, nor coujd C^r^f/i^x 
be accounted a Friend to his Honour, by his Per- 
noiflion to humour her own Defires, in going 
unguarded from a Danger, from which he fa 
lately defended her. By the Advice of thefc 
Thoughts, after ihe had turned a Glance upon C//- 
//>, toat fignifieii ifhe was not yet at Liberty to 
o^vk her. IntentionSr fHe told Corneliusy that the 
Confidence ihp rcpoftd iii his Virtue, and the Re- 
niettibrftnce of (b fteSti aa Engagement, had lefc 

no 
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no Scruple to oppofe her Q)n/cnt of cncrcaiiiig 
his Train to Alexandria^ and their accepting the 
Retreat { for a few Dap) he had fo nobly ofiqr- 
cd her 3 flic refufed to ihy the Chariot's coming 
Cornelius would have fent for, and fuffering her 
felf to be (ec upon a Horfe, was prefented with 
two Men to fuuain her on each Side, ihe accom* 
panied the Troop to Alexandria^ where within a 
quarter of an Hour they arrived* 

At the Entrance of that proud City, Candact 
felt her Heart grow tender at thofe viable Hints 
of tier Cdfario*^ Intereft j but that Remembrance 
ftuck it (elf there with a deep Sen(e> when flic 
faw her felf in the Palace wneie he was born, 
and had beep nourifhed. 

Cornelius (who had. already learn*d from his 
new-born Pailion, the Requiutes of an extraor- 
dinary Refpet^ to the Lady) condu£led her to t 
ri'ch and pompous Lodging, where the greac 
Queen Cleppatr^ had paUed a part of her Days, 
And by Fortune's Contrivance the very iamc, 
Where flic had difclofed to the World that Son of 
Cxjar ; her Attention to the Recital was made 
lier of that Tragedy, was mingled with abun- 
datice of Sighs, and awaked in her Soul a Rc« 
inembrance full of Pity and Veneration, for the 
Fortune of fo great a Queen. ... 

Cornelius was ready to leave her to her private 
Repofe, when he (aw a Part of tho(e enter, thac 
by Candace*s Intreaty he had fent to the Prince's 
Relief, who being demanded how they had thri- 
ven in their late Employment, it was reply 'd» 
they had laid out their Pains in vain ; for being 
arrived at the' Place, whereto they were guided 
by the Lady's Diredions, they, had only, there 
found the Marks of a gre;^ and bbody Comsat, 
xhe Earth covered wiui BIpod» and fifcceu oc

twenty Men lay ftretched upon the Ground, a- 
mong which, rheir endeavour to learn the Truth, ' 
liad found two ftill living, who related the Event 
uf the Combat, and confefl: themfelvcs, and all 
ihofe that lay dead about them, to be Soldiers be- 
longing to the Pirate Zenodorus^ that they had 
been brought into that Condition by the inyinciblc 
Valojir of four Pcrfons, and that after their De- 
feat, the ViiSkors were gone thence upon the Spur 
(jis they conceived) in Purfuit of a Lady, whom 
their Captain had carried away. 

From this Difcourfc Candace took Abundancic 
of Comfort, or at lead her Heart was cafed of 
much difquiet, by this A durance that her dear 
C^far was cfcapcd the Danger, and upon this 
pleafing Subjed, her Thoughts began to grow bu- 
iy, when Cornelius ( unwilling to debar her that 
Liberty) took his leave, and left her alone with 
Clitie in her Chamber. 

• From that Day he took Order fhc Ihould be 
icrved as a Perfon, whofe Qualiiy he fufpecled 
Ad much over-top her pre(e nt Garb and Appear- 
ance, and, though he was defirous to learn the 
Truth, he was not willing to betray an impatient 
Curioiity, till Time fhould , offer an Occafion to 
<k) it with a more becoming Pretence. But if 
Cornelius had a Defire to know, the Queen had 
as great a Defign to conceal her Quality, and to 
that end inftru<5tcd Clitie for her fuwrc Demean- 
our. This Caution involved no Ingratitude fot 
the Service Cornelius had rendered ncr, though 
£he could do no lefs than regard him as a Perfoa 
that ufurped the Right of her dear C^farioy and 
a Lieutenant to the cruel Enemy that had pafled 
fiich a bloody Sentence on his Life. Besides, flie 
had discovered in his Face and Language, fome 
Signs of a budding Affedlion, and that lole Con- 
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^deration guitkly grew faithful enough to be the 
Mother of thofe Twins, Diftruft and Seacfy. 
Nor was her Sufpicjon groundlcfs 5 and that Maii»,. 
who, poflibly had part the p|-cccding Part of his 
Life, without fecHng that the Boy had a Bow,, 
had received Co powerful an Indination from the 
firft Rays of Candace*s Beauty, to ierv* her, and 
that fb fenfibly augmented, by the inchanting 
Sweetnefs of her Garb and Language, as in a few 
Days Time it became ftrong enough to Jeave no- 
thing free in the Soul of Cornelius, His firfi: 
Night's Reft was interrupted by the agreeable 
Idea of his fair Gueft, and almoft wholly con- 
(umed in the Entertainment of fuch Love-iick 
Thoughts and amorous Mufings, as had yet beea 
Strangers to his Breift. 

At nrft he made fomc Attempts to defend him* 
felf (already taking Fears from tiie firft Inquietudes: 
he had fuffered, from this incroaching Malady) 
but in the Sequel, all their Arguments ftruck fail 
to the pleafing Flatteries of fuch Hopes, as a Maa 
fo confiderable in Perfon and Quality, might pro- 
perly conceive: ' If this Lady, yir/Vi'^, be ot aii 

* illuftrious Birth, as there is much about her to 

* fettle that Opinion, which takes another Proof 

* from fo many Accidcnts.and Effects of Fortqncy 

* who, (as we daily fee) makes it her Sport to. 

* tofs fuch Tennis-balls, I may (afely raiie«ftDd 

* own my Pretences to her lawful Pofleflion, 

* without offending my Honour : Butif berVein$ 

* hold no Blood tKat will defer vc my ADiancc, I 

* will try to find another Way to fatiate my De- 

* fires ; in the mean Time, I ihall leave noSoooc 

* unrolled (by the f'afe and gentle Ways of Scr- 

* vice) that may win me her Ailerons, ani^ 

* fince the Gods have put her inro my Hands, by, 

* an Adventure fo uncomaaoo, I will try to im- 

1 ' prove 
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* prove that Advanrage, nor ihall any Confidcra* 

* tion pcrfwade mc to refign her Liberty. 

This was the Pr£tor*s Kefolution, whereof the 
Queen's Ignoiance defended her from a fad Re- 
rcmmcnt. In the mean time,, that tedious Nighc 
became a witnefs of her reftlefs Apprchcnfions i 
and the Image of her dear C£farioy who wound- 
ed (as her Thoughts had figured him, and rang- 
ing on all Sides in quelt of ner) dill returning to 
her timorous Fancy, fcarcc left her one Hour of 
Skep that was not broken by tho{e Inquietudes. 

The next Day ilie was vifited by Cormlius^ 
who endeavoured to divertife, by (hewing her all 
the Beauties of the Palace, and draining his Fancy- 
to find out di^rs other Inventiohs, that mighc 
ofifer her Delight, but all had little Power to di{^ 
poflcfs, or deceive the deep Melancholy that op^ 
prcflcd her Spirit ; and though by a difcrcetCom- 
plai(ance> Ihe paid him her Regards with a Vifage 
lerene enough, yet it might & v:S'Ay ob(erved» 
ihe could not repuKc thole cruel Agitations, thac 
her Heart fent thither. 

Every fingle Adion of hers blew up new Flames 
in the Pr<f/(^r*s Breaft, but whatever Violence he* 
fclc they inflidcd, was all clofe Prifoncr to Can* 
4lace*s Majcfty, which imprinted a Rcfped that 
impofed his Silence, and left kim no Power to 
ice any of thofe Thoughts at Liberty. 

After he had pafled a Part of the Day in her 
Company, he was called away by fome preffiiig 
Affairs tliat demanded the reft, which the Pffin- 
ccfs (pent only with C//f/>, upon the ordinary 
Task her Melancholy impofed. She thought it 
required of her AfFedlion and Civility, to fend 
(bmc body to Tyritiates*s Houfe, aS well to learn 
(ifpoflible) what became of cJfario^ as receive 
the Knowledge of that Prince*s Coodicion, and 
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render bim an Account of her own, to whoni' 
Ihc rcmerabrcd herfclf fo deeply obliged; but in 
this Rcfoludon flie wanted a Perlon proper for that 
Employment ; and chough Ihe did nor^ doubt but 
Cornelius would readily furnilh her, fhe thought 
there was more Circumfpcdion due to the Fear 
of difcovering that by an imprudent Confidence, 
which both her Defire and Dilcretion devoted to 
Silence. 

It was then the feafbn of the year, when the 
Sun over-w^armed that Climate, with a Prodiga-. 
fity of beams, and that Evening ( the Night be- 
ing well advanced before deep could faften any 
charm upon Candaces Eyes) to take a cool rc- 
freihmcnt, by tailing the Eveningjs dewy breath, 
fhe went to walk upon a Terrafs neat her Cham- 
ber, where fhe had already taken forne turns be- 
fore.the Night's arrival. This was a large open 
Gallery, fupported by Marble Pillars, whence the 
un-rcfl: rained Eye might freely gather a pleating 
Variety of objeds, both from the Sea, and all the 
adjacent places to Alexandria $ her Chamber was 
not the on^ Neighbour to this Terrafs, but (be- 
ting of the fame length with that fide of the Pa- 
lace) ir ran all along by divers other Lodgings 
near to hers. To this place, the fair Queen, clad in 
lier Night-Cow n, attended by C/itie, was come 
ro take in fome frelhcr Air, where ( by the fight 
of the celeftial Tapers ) fometimcs walking, fomc- 
times Icaninjg upon the Baliftcr, whence llic fcot 
her Eye as far upon the Sea, as the dusky Night 
Yould give it leave, one while parling with her 
own thoughts, and then difcourfing with Cliiic 
upon the lad cftare of her Fortune. 

In this Employment flie had already pafled 
lome lime, when approaching to that Terrafs fur- 
theft from her Chamber, Uiiie upon wbofc Arm 
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ihe leaned, made a fuddcn (lop to cell iier, fhe 
perceived they were noc alone in that place, and 
that ihe had icen a Glimpfe of fome other Perfbns 
near it, and over-heard their Difcourfc, The 
Queen ( who in a deep Difcourfe of her mrlan- 
choil); thoughts had neit<hcr Eye not Ear at Icidire 
for iuch a difcovery) took fbme aflonifhmenc 
from CHties Words, unwilling to be fcen in the 
condition ihe was, and defirous to efcape a fur- 
prizal at an hour fo fufpeded, was turning to go 
back to her Chamber, when her ileps were arreft- 
cd by the fweetnefs of a voice, which ihe prefcut- 
ly Knew proceeded from «a Perfon of her own 
Sex. This was mingled with many fighs, and rho(e 
iucceeded by fome plaints > which delivered thcni- 
felves at her Ear in (b fad, and yec ib charming 
a Harmony, as ihe found it impofHble to carry 
heriilf away, fo (bon as ihe refolved ic. Th if* fix- 
ed her for a time upon the place, and giving 
Cliiie a (igu to make no noiie, ihe lent attention 
unto the Difcourfe of ibme Ladies, whom a de- 
iign Uke hers had conduced thither : * Treache- 

* rous Element ! faid a Perfon, the tone ofvjhofe 

* Wfice feemed the moji delicate and agreeable t$ 

* Candace that, ever feafied her Senfe-t Faichle(s 

* Element I Whom I have trufted with too much 

* indifcrction, either reftore what thou haft taken, 

* or take the raifaable remains of what thou haft 

* robbed nae of : But why ( purfued Jhe ivitb a 

* Jlorm of fighs i that for a time denied a^^aff age 

* fa her Words) why ihould I demand a Gem

* with the greater Infidelity, and may with more

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•This afflided Perfon pronounced thefe Words 
with fo {ad an Accent^ as wcoughc upon the Queen 
to go a fKare in her fufierings, but her (lock of 
pity was much improved, when after fomc mo- 
ments of filqnce ihe heard her ^go on in this man- 
ner: JuflGods, if youiiave allotted a puniihmene 
for my difobcdicnce, why is not my Head the 
only mark for your bolts.of Vengeance^ without 
difcharging your anger upon Innocence and Vircse 
it fclf ? And thou dear Perfon, whofe lofs I de- 
plore, and whofe Memory I ought to embalm, 
with tears refined from my pureH: blood, thou 
knowed by that unfliackled intelle^l, which,

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* MzdAmyfaidfly^if it bepofliblc, receive fome

•diefc Words (he loft her Speech, and fell into a 
fwooh in the Arms of two Women that attended 
h«:, for (b Candace judged it by the Cries that came 
^frota them, often repeating the name of Madam \ 
^anA reflwMiig by this adventure upon the ftrang?t's 
iiiffc(r«i|»s witha nrtdre paffionate intereft, ^l^^n 
•cdtzid ht expcdfed from a Petfon, in whom the 
ISenfe of another's mifery' might well have been 
crullied by the fad weight of her own Misformnes, 
flic dircdcd her fteps that way with C//7/V, with 
an intention to offer het fuccour; when the Wo- 
»ien haftily carried her into her Chamber, which 
<was «eac ^iot place, and fhttt the Boor aftet them.

though the fair Queen had uot yet (cen the Face 
of this afflided La3y, the fwectnefs of her Voict 
and Language ha4«^heady gotten fo much credit 
in her thoughts, and her Plaints (]imn*d to ^ 
near re(emblance with her own Misfortunes ) had 
bcfpokc fo juft a Pity, as fomc unlicenfed tear {bote 
into auexpre^on of her excellent nature unto that 
Per(bn*s condition: * Ah I C//V/>, cryd fie, I fee 

* We are not the only marks of Fortune's malice, 

* nor has ihe fpent the ftock of cruelty upon us 5 

* if I apprehend aright, I have found a Compa- 

* nion in mifery, and if I may be petmitted to 

* fee this dejedcd party, we will mutually ftrive to 

* dull the Senfg of each other's woes, by compa- 

* ring our Calamities. 

At thefe Words ( led by a curiofity, that hii 
no other Parent but a generous Commiseration ) 
Ihe went (bftly to the Door, where they were 
newly entered > with an intent to endeavour an 
improvement of her dif<»very 5 but befides that 
the Door was clofe bolted^ there was fo littfe 
noile made in the Chamber, as after the naiafpend- 
ing fbme fcrious attention, Ih^ gave over the hopes 
or prcfent 5atisfa<Slion. 

After this, fhe took fome turns upon the Tcr- 
rafs, difcourfing with C//V/>, upon that Adven- 
ture, which had taken fo large a pofleffion of her 
thoughts, as for that Night, it barred out the re- 
membrance of thofc that a hand in her proper For- 
tunes. After flie was got to bed, her Cogitations 
dill glided and glanced upon this Subjed, nor could 
her Fancy get loofe from thele rcfledions, till 
deep crept upon them unawares to quiet them.

* j^Sioce you arc fo nobly refolved, anfwerd 

* Corneliusy ihc ihall prcfently know of the Ho* 
' iK>ttr you intend her, and 1 aflive myCelf, that 
"* Co Cooa as fhe is drcft, fhe will pay you bet 

* Acknowledgment in a Vific. . Let her only 

* know, if you plcafe, faid Candaccy if Ihc be 

* in a Condition to fuffer the Interview of a 

* Stranger, that I think myfelf obliged to pay 

* that RcfpciS to a Perfon (b affli^cd, and pol- 

* fibly indifpoled as herielf j and by the Account 

* you have pafled o( ker Beauty, you have already 
' given me fo much Impatience to fee her, as it 

* will tK)C permit me to ftay for her in my Chani'* 

* ber. 

ClitUj who by her own Defire to know that 
Lady, was interefled in her Miftrefs*s Curiodry, 
readily a<^cd h€i Commands, and a iliort Time 
after, k was returned, that the Fair unknown ha^ 
found a little failing in her Health, bv (iiffering 
the Violence of feme Fits the Night betore j how- 
ever, ihe would make liafle to Apparel Kerfelf> 
with a purpofc to prevent her Defign of a Vifit. 

The Queen (wlio knew the Privilege of het 
Sex allowed her the Liberty to invade the Cham-' 
ber before ihc was dreft) was defirous to acquit 
that Trouble to her weak Eftatc •, and CorneUtts^ 
to wfadm the Reqaifites of Civility denied that 
Frced<:>m, only contentud himfelf to condudt hec 
to the Chamber-door. When Candace entered, 
her Face carried News of a grand Addition to the 
Star- light of Beauty, whicli Ihined in that Terrc- 
ftrial Orb, nor could thclc two Perfons encoun- 
ter, u'ihout the filent Confcllion of a mutual A- 
ftoniihment. Our former Defcription of C'tf»- 
dati"% Beauty difpenfes with a farther Recital ; 

but 
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but we llibuU deal unjuftly with the Fair un- 
known, ihould we hide them inSiience, in whonl 
the Queen found many Delicacies that had a far 
better Title to her wonder, than the Prator*s Re- 
lation could challenge. The new fall'n Snow was 
tanned, in Com pari (on of the refined Purity of 
that white that was the Ground of her Complexi- 
on 5 and if Sorrow had gathered the Carnations 
of her Cheeks, fham*d toYee herfelf furpriz'd half 
naked, though by Perlbns of her own Sex, had 
replanted of hers there, with fuch frelh Advaii- 
lages, as any weaker Eye than Candace*s would 
have flirunk at the Brightnefs of that mingled 
Luftre. Her Mouth {as well for Shape as Com- 
plexion) fhamed the Imitation of the bcft Pen- 
cils, and the livelieft Colours -, and though fbme 
petty Intervals of Joy wanted the Smiles that 
Grief had fequeftred,^ yet fhe never opened it, 
but hke the Eaft at the Birth of a beautiful Day, 
and tben difcovered Trcafures, whofe excelling 
Whitcnefs made the Price ineftimablcj all the 
Jeatures of her Face had fb near a Kindred of 
Proportion and Symetry, as the fevered Maftcc 
of Apelles's Art might have called it his Glory 
to have copied Beauties from her, as the bed of 
Models. The Circumference of her Vifagc 
ihewed the £xtreams of an imperfed: Circle, and 
almod formed it to a perfed Oval, and this A-» 
bridgment of Marvels was tapcr'd by a Pair of 
the brighteft Stars that ever were lighted up by 
the Hand of Nature. As their Ludre might judly 
claim the Title of Celedial, fo their Colour was 
the fame with Heaven's 5 there was a fpherical 
Harmony in their Motion, and that mingled 
with a Vivacity (b penetrating, as neither the 
firmed Eye, nor the dronged Soul could arm them- 
ielves with a ^eiidauce of Proof againd thofo 

pointed 
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pointed Glories. Their very languiihing Dejec- 
tion darted more Charms through the Clouds 
oF Grief, that darkned their brighreft Glory, 
than al! others could boaft in their cleareft Sun- 
(hine; nor were they ever fodimm'd with Woe, 
but they had ftill Vigour enough left to open them- 
(clvcs a PaflTage to Hcans defended with the great- 
eft Infenfibility. Her Head was Crowned with a 
prodigious Quantity of fair long Hair, whereof 
the Colour as fitly luited the Beauty of her Eyes, 
as Imagination could make it. To thefc Mar- 
vels of Face were joined the reft of her Neck, 
Hands and Shape, and there (cemed aConteft be- 
twixt the Form and Whitenefs of the two former, 
vfhich had the larger CommiflSon from Nature to 
vork Wonders y and if ihe was not fo tall of 
Stature as Candace^ in revenge of that Ihe was far 
more (lender, and her Face much iefs than the 
fair Queen of Ethiopia s. In fine, her Beauty 
was miraculous*, and though the Queen *s had 
(bmetbing more majeftick and more powerful to 
itDprint Refpedt, ycB the fair Stra»iger's was far 
more delicate, and poflibly more exa<^ly confor- 
med to the nice Rules of Proportion. The Regards 
ofchefe two fair ones were equally ty*d to con- 
template each other's Perfedions by a ferious At- 
tention ; their Anions quickly confefling their 
mutual Aftoniftiment, and reading over thofe Mar- 
vels in a few Moments, that merited as many- 
Years for a fit Perufal, they had much ado to re- 
ftrain their Wonder from breaking out into loud 
Inter je^ions. The fair unknown, at firft obliged 
by the Queen's Civility, was difpofing herfclf to re- 
pay it in ackuowledgmenr, when the Queen whofe 
Courage was more unlhaken, and whofe Mind 
and Body kept a nearer Degree to Health, began 
the Complement} and accouing hctVith an Adli- 
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on chat confefTed thcEfFcds oF the Strangers Beau- 
ty, and partly accounted for the Pity her Soul had 
already promi(cd to her Mifetics. ' Cornelius, 

* faidjhet would have given me caufe of Qom« 
' plaint, had he longer debarred me the View of 

* fb admit *d a Petfon. I come. Madam, conti* 

* nued Jhcy ((aluting and embracing her with an 
^ ASedion that feldom tries to fuch a Height, ac 
' the fird Interview) 1 am come (if poiOble) to 

* bring Comfort to your Calamities, and either to 
' interweave my Misforiune with your's, or aug-^ 

* ment mine own, by fufTeringmyShare of tho(c 

* that compofc your AfHidion.* The fair un*- 
known, whom the Majcfly of C/i»^tf^«'s Mind^ 
and the gentle Proffer of fo much Courtefy, h^ 
already touch'd with a deep Refpe^i, and a tender 
Refentmenr, receiv'd her Careiles in as graceful a 
Manner, as her (ad Condition would fuffer, and 
fttugling with her Grief, that ihe might not ap* 
pear either Aupid or ingrateful, after fhe had (ileac* 
!y (hud fbme time in her Arms, and tenderly Uti- 
ven to pay back Part of herKiiidnefs in the diuob 
Elegance of Embraces: ^ Madam, /^r/VyZ?^, The 

* Confufion I borrow from the(e defer ved Maiks 

* of your Goodnefs, has left mc no Liberty to cx^ 

* prefs, as I ought, how my Soul regents it ^ aqd 
' I Ihould now learn to believe myfelf lefs unfgc* 
' tunate, could I find out a Way to merit theGom<^ 

* paflion of Co excellent a Per(bn.* ' I think the 

* World has few, reply' d the Queen^ that would 
*• rcfufe ro bear a Part in your Alai^tions, nor can 

* fuch Afpcds as your*s want the Power to ftam^ 
^ all the Paflinns, even upon thofc Mcarts tW are 
^ able to make the ruded RcfiQance. I am furc

vours you have given roe, ihou'd I wrcftlc with 
my Woes, to accept as 1 ought, thcfc generous 
Effcds of your Pity. Tis of them, purjhed^ 
Jhe figbing^ I implore a Continuance, and I 
may lafely affure you, for Truth itfelf avers it,. 
(repeating her Embraces with an Albion capable 
CO tbften the rocfcicft Hearts) the Wrath ofHca- 
yen cannot poirtt you to a Subje^ that has bet- 
ter claim to your Compaflion, nor a Soul that 
can receive it with a deeper Acknowledgment. 
As fhe liiiiihed thefc Words, fome unruly Tears 
broke away from her Eyes, which yet Ihe ftrovd 
to hide asflnuch as polTible, and (lopping theCur* 
fent of her Difcourfe to prcfent a Chair to the 
Queen, Ihc (eated herfelf at the Feet of her Bed'. 
Beauty and Handromcnefs had here got Reafbii 
on their Sides to produce their ufual Effeds, and 
thcfe two excellent Ladies (in whom the Knowledge 
of each other's Quality was yet limited to the mu- 
tual Conftrudion of their Eyes, and the Remem- 
brance of their Telve^, might well have difpenfeJ 
with aH that Refpcil that was not due from their 
Grandeur to piivae Pcrfoiis) did yet render all 
that concealed Juftice re^iur'd to each other, and 
ooly took a mutual Edeem from Yiew> which 

does 
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does not u(e to give fuch Intelligence to other 
Pcrfons. 

So foon as they had fcatcd themfclvcs, they re- 
affuraed their Difcourfe j and if the fair unknown 
found abundance ofCharms iuC/7»^«rf 's Language, 
the Queen cncountred Co much bewitching Sweet- 
nefs in the Stranger's Genius, as it pcrfcdtly com- 
pleated what her Beauty had begun with much 
Advantage, .and whether caus'd by the Conformity 
of their Fortunes, or the Encounter of thofc admi- 
rable Qualities they equally poilcfled, which in- 
deed, alone were capable to produce as prompt and 
fudden Effe<fts, but never did new-born Amity, 
ihoot up to fuch a Stature in fo Ihort a Time. 

After they had given (bme Moments to the en- 
iargemcnt of their firft Difcourfe, the Queen de- 
firous to lay the Grounds of a greater Confidence 
\i^ith the beautiful Stranger : ' Think not Madam, 
faid jhe-i that Fortune has us*d me more civilly 
than you ; the Age of Time is not much increased, 
fince with a LoS that poflibly was not defiga'd 
in the Frowns of your Fortune, I have fighed 
for another that may fill the other Scale againft 
your Afflidions ; and if (a few Days fince) my 
Soul did receive fome Solace, there is yet a Re- 
mainder left uncured, that infiids Mifery enough 
to juftify Hiy Declaration, that there arc fevr 
Perfbns in the World, who(c Woes arc more 
ftrongly woven than mine. Think it not ftiaoge 
this Difcourfe feems to imply {bme Pre^ intelli- 
gence of your Fortune-, all I know that concern- 
ed it, was received from your own Mouth, by 
Chance over-hearing you t laft Night's Complaint 
and Di(courfe with your Women, upon the ad* 
joining Terrafe. This Contrivance of Accident 
firft begat the Compaflion, and then the Afic(5li- 
ou I have for you, and from thence was born 
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a Defile (which has (ince took a confiderable 
Growth from the Chara^r was giyen of yout 
Beauty) to fee and know you ; be noc troubled 
chat I have difcover'd tbat without Defigii^ 
which Lihould havebecnr forry ra have known^. 
had I thought yon could not part with the Se* 
cret without Difpleafure, nor will I demand a 
ereater Illufhation, till you fhall think me wor-*. 
CUV of a greater Confidence 5 in the mean time^'^ 
take the Obligatiou of my Promife, chat mj 
Thoughts iKafl fcan what I know with no other 
Curiofityi than what may improve my Powcrji^ 
to comfort and ferve you. 
If che Face of the Fair Stranger confe6*d a ^afh^ 
M Surprizal, at the Beginning of this Difcourfe^' 
the gentle Clofe of it reftor'd ner'fbme Affurance;^ 
yet ihe could not fo fuddenly repulfe (bat adive 
Vermillion that had invaded her Cheeks, but there 
(bil (laid (bme behind, chat d wek not there ; which^ 
endeavouring to hide with her Hand, ^ You have 

* poIGbly beard enoagh fi'om my Mouth, Jaiii 
■* jbej to purchafc me a fevereCenfure in the Opi- 
^ nion of thofe that are lefs indulgent ; and, if 

* not to defend myfelf with InCenfTbility againft 
' che AlTanlt of a Perfon's Af&dion, that raifed 
^ his Batteries upon extraordinary merit, and nox 

* to fupport his iofs without a violent Grief, be 
^ a Crime, I ihali be, doubclefs, a Deliuquenc in 

* your*s too. Indeed, I Ifaould ever be prcpoflcf' 

* fed with Caution, ro hide my Follies from fuch 
^ Perfbns as yourl^lf ^ poflibly they are like to find 

* left Favour from your fablimc Virtue than others, 

* whole feeble Frailty may render them liable to 

* the fame Imperfedions. However, fince this MiC 
' bap has befallen me, I will endeavour to uke Com« 

* fort from the Opinion I have of your Goodnefs j 
I and of chat, I think my Obferv^on has already 

* made 
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made fuch clear Difcoveriesy as 1 need not fcruple 
to crufl your Knowledge with the mofl impor- 
tant Secfcts; of my Lite/ * No, reply d the 
Quefffy I deike pot t;bac, till TinFie ihall ripen 
you an Occafion to accord me your Amity y 
nor tW^ll I at)u(e th^^t Opinion you have enter- 
taitied of mcy by demanding the Proofs of it 
with fo haily an Indifcretioo.

At this mutual Difcourfc, the two Princefles re- 
newed the Protedattons of 'their promifcd Amity j. 
and that Parity of Defcent kindUng equal Defires 
of Refpe£t and Afi»aion^ they fwcetly exchanged 
many tender Careiles, and hid the Foundation of 
ftrom and perfedl: Friendfhip. 

Afwr (bmc Difcourfc, fram*d on purpoft to con- 
firm what they had (aid, the Princcfs Elifa thus- 
continued : * Know well, Msidzm, faid Jhe^ that 

* jto this Declaration of my Name and Quality, 
« 1 ihoold adjoia (he Recicil of thefe fad Acci* 

* dents 
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and Vific$, with a precife Sedulity, and took the 
Tide of every Oiccafion whcicin he might rc- 
fyc&iydy ikew me Ibme Sparks of his Flaiiie ; bat 
I liV'd with him in fuch a manner, as he found 
it hard to £i{len any Judgment upon his own In- 
tsreft in my Inclinations. And though a feir 
IVords I lee &I], while his Wounds kept him in 
Bed, befides, the fignai Conleilion of alJ my Ac« 
tions (that betray *d a peculiar efteem of his Mi* 
lies, above the reft that faw roe) might ihew him 
the Dawnings of {bme Hope ; yet he found Co lic- 
de Difpoficion either in my Language or Behavi- 
our to fuch a particular Tye of Affcdion, which 
bis Defires were levell'd at, as he could gather no 
Hopes from either, but fuch as were faint and 
fickly s and, to fpcak the Truth, I cannot think 
it ftrange, if he were pos'd ax the Valuation of his 
own Eftate in my Breaft *, for as yet my (elf was 
ignorant how to rate it, and it coft me a lon^ 
time in fitting my Thoughts and Deiircs, before I 
had Power to difcern in what Fafkioa I had re- 
ceiv'd him there. My Confideration took the 
Height of his Birth at the full Stature, and I regard- 
ed the marvellous Qualities of his Perfbn with Fa- 
vour enough : I muft fay more, thsu I had a (ecret 
Sen(e of Obligation for the Afiedion he exprefled ; 
and finding nothing in it that de(erved my Ceu- 
fure, I refleded on that, and the Peflbn that pro-i» 
fefs*d it, with a Complacence that ftrangly bene 
itfelf to fomething extraordinary ; but I had fuch 
a natural Avcrfion, to the imbarking myfelf 
for Cupfd*s Traffick,that thofe Difficulties he had 
already cleared, in winning my Attention and 
Permiflion to the foft Langiuige of his Love, were 
none of the greateft he had to fubdue in my 
Pifpofition. 

Thw 
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Tkus his Condition was ftated, when one Day» 
with Ciitie { the (ame Maid you liow fee in my 
Company, whom I ever entirely tttjftod) taking z 
Walk in one of the Palace Gardens, ihc leading' 
me along by the Thread of a cunning Difcourle 
(while the reft of my Maids were difpers'd in the 
feveral Alleys) into an unfrequented Arbour 5 whcre,^ 
after ihe had lightly touched fome other Sabje6ts, 
by which ihe inCenfibly drew' me into the Net of* 
her Delign to talk of Cafarie. 

* Madam, do you think, faid Jhiy if Fortune 
were (b happily uublinded, as to place her Boun- 
ties right, and let fall her Favours upon a juft 
Proportion of Merit, that the Prince Cleomedofi' 
might not pretend, with an unqueflionable Title, 
tb a large Part of the World , ^and that the Gran- 
deur ofhis Birth (which to us is no Secret) could 
never be betrer fuiced, than by the admirable 
Qualities of his Perfon ? ' * Tis confefsM, faid 
J, thitCleemedtm is highly commendable in his 
whole Compofiires and that the skilRillefl De- 
fire could hardly fanor one excellent Part, r^ 
quired in the Frame -of a;n accompliih*d Prince, 
which is not to be found plentifully ftored, and 
harmonioudy match*d in him/ ^ Have you ob- 
fcrv'd, nfp/d CJitie, that incomparable Grace ^ 
that Ihines'in aH his A^Hons, the Swectnefs of 
his Converfe^ the Vivacity ofhis Wit, and thofe 
thouland Marks of Greatnefs- that throng toge- 
ther, without Difofder, iu his Face and Lan- 
guage • ' * I have remarked them all, fatd /, 
wirn an Appreheniion as clear as thine, and I 
really confider Cleomedon as a Perfbn extraordi- 
nary : Bar what ^o you ftrike at by this Con- 
fcmon thou haft gotten from me ?* ^ \ would 
fain induce sy on to cotoMsy' Jaid Clitie, with an 
jMhn Jffs-forhusy. ihu your Judgment has 

*noi 
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* not fhcwM you fo many grand Qualities in a 
^ Prince, ^and in a Prince that dies for you, with- ' 
^.out touching your Soul with fome .fcntinients 
^- of AfFedion. Indeed Madam, furfu^^jhefmil- 

* ing^ methinksyou fhould not be (b (cnfible ; 

* and fincc, in nne, you Heart is too tender to 

* be either Stone or Brafs, would you allow me 
' the liberty to (peak my Conjedures, I would 

* dare to fay, that it has not Tcaped the AfFedion 

* and Deferts ofi Cleomed<in without a battery. 

, This Difcourfe of Clitie brought Ibme Blood into 
my lace, and regarding her wirh an Adion more 
compos*d than hers: * However it happens to Day, 
Ja'id /, methinks you are not very wife j and I 
know not which of my Adions could inftrud 
. you to raife thcie Conjedures of me. 1 did not ^ 

(ift from any x>f your Adions, rtplyd the Maidy 
, but my own Reafon, which to me appeared a 
fitter foundaiion for my Opinion, than any proofs 
you have yet betrayed : But iii fine, fincc your 
Illudrious Birth does not injoin you to fhutyour 
Eyes upon the merit of a Prince, whofe Ex- 
rradion is neither inferiour to yours, nor any 
Perfon's living j and the feverity of your Virtue 
cannot juflly forbid you the re(entmeuts. that an^ 
AfFcdion fo fill! of refped may challenge : What 
other confideration can raife forces enough to 
oppofe the thoughts I have paflcd upon it, by 
the fole afllftance of an unbyafTcd rcafon ? Doft 
thou not know, reply d /, that I was never 
prone to regard a Perfon, with any other In- 
tered than fuch an efteem as we all owe to Virtue 
whereeVe we find it ? Nay, did my Inclination 
place a particular valup upon C/?0f»^//<^;»'^ Perfbo, ' 
I would make it bow to that obedience is. due to 
the King, my Father's will, which ilialL ever be 
therulcof all yiti J. thoughts,, find X ought to judge 

* them 
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them very criminal, ftiould they dare to ad by 
any other power than his Commands.' * I doubt 
not, faid Cliiicy but your intentions are the fame 
you fpake them ^ but, granting that, I find no 
caufe to difapprove ray opinion, the King your 
Father, who has long iincc perceived Cleome^ 
don*s pretences, would never have (iiffercd, or 
at icaft not favoured their progrcfs' as he has 
done, had he thought »hat Alliance defer ved his 
rcjedbions his behaviour in this Afi&ir might 
cafijy inftrud yoii to btlicvc that he had looked 
upon the prologue of his amorous disfigus with 
a fcBcne afpedj and finding in Clewnedon^ Pcr- 
(bn^ all that his wifhes would contrive in that 
of a Prince, whom his thoughts voted worchy 
of the honour of your Bed \ you need notdoubt, 
but he will prefer him before all his neighbour 
Princes, on whom, though Fortune poflibly to 
ihew her Uinduefs, has bedowedfomeCrowns, 
yet Heaven has neither given them a Birth (b 
illuflrious, nor a Vinue fo eminent, as its bounty 
lias conferred on this brave Son of Cdfar, 3e« 
fides, Madam, you being his legitimater and only 
Hey-^ 'tis vain to think he wnl fix his defires 
upon any addition tp your grand Inheritance \ 
and *cis the opinion of Perfbns farmore prudent 
and politick than I, that be will riither fear than 
dv<-iire the Alliance of a ftranger King, and deem 
it far more requifite to. give a Prince incircly to 
his People, than tranfport their fubjedion to a 
Foreign Scepter. When it once arrives at iliac 
point, reply d /, I can do no lefs than avow 
unco thee, though poflibly not without a blufh , 
that I will receive Cleomedon from his hands, 
widi lefs repugnance, than if ke had rifled die 
whole flock of Mankind for another choice^ 
and, indeed 1 coiife6> thou wcit not wholly dc- 
Yoi.. II. G * ccivcd 
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* ccived by thy thoughts that concluded me neithrt: 

* blind nor infenfiblc to the merit of his Pcrforf, 

* nor the proofs of his AfFedion. ^ 

I had thus no fooner difplaid my hidden thoQghiSi 
when I beheld C^fario^ (whofc approach I iheli 
lead expeded ) enter the Arbour, and throw hint- 
felf at my^Feet, with a Face that boafted fuch a 
complement of joy, and fatisfadion, as I tiitio- 
roufly concluded he had heard alLdiofe Words 
I fo lately let fall to his Advantage. This called 
a fiery blufh into my cheeks, ana I was at firft 
ibrpri^p'd jwich (b much ihamc, ar wantsng the 
confidence to look kiim in the Face, I ^covered 
mine own with my hand, on puTpo(e to hide a 
part of my confunon. The Prince, who cori- 
mued the cauie of it right, was ready to borrow 
repenrance of his tender Atfedbion, for the per- 
plexity he had given me, and left the excefs 6i 
iiis joy, corrcdcd to a fober modvrz¥{on> by a 
belief that I was not fatiified with this-paf&ge'; 
however (loath to. forfeit £o fair an oc«anon ) He 
began to rally bis /battered Spirits , and tmbradng 
my Knees with a tender, and yet a paffionate'AN 
dour : ^ MsAzm^faJd bd do not grudge ]3ie the 

* Fortune that Heaven hs^ given me wishoot your 

* coalent ; and be nor troubled that I afn indebt- 
" * ed for a happiiicfs to this encounter, fbr which 

* I might long have waited ('(tiil the companion 

* of my own Woes) before I had obtairtM it of 

< your goodnefs. Madam, what I learned from 

* your £ir momh, has taught me to believe nay- 
^ (elf the happieft, and the mod glorious Prince 

* in the World*, bat all that you have filidhas 

< given you no ')v& caufe of ihiafne or f^peMance^ 
^ unlefs you draw it from the choioe you have made 

* of a Man Co unworthy of that predotis privi- 

* kge you have giten him u^^your btcaft) yoiir 

* iMtea* 
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* incntions arc fb nicely wrapt within the ftridi 

* rules of Duty and Virtue, as when the King 

* your Father (though advis*cl by the (cvcreftPec- 
' Tons upon Earth ) mall underftand thfem, they 

* cannot (can this Aft with Juftice, and paft any 

* thoughts upon it to your Difadvantage : For 

* myfelf, Madam, I receive this knowledge with 

* a rcfpcdl fo profound, and fo perfe<5Uy conform'd 
*~ to the devout veneration I have for you, as you 

* fliall ever find a greater cncrcafc in my (iibmiC- 

* fions to yout will, than in thofe hopes you per^ 

* mit me to conceive. 

While he fpake in this manner, I recovered 
fbme confidence to difparkle the aftonifhment ha^ 
Iciz'd me j and whether my opinion of his dis- 
cretion, or the innocence of mv intentions, plead- 
ed beft to myftlf in my own oehalfj in cfled, I 
^as prompted to believe, I had not lavilh'd any 
Language that left fuch a fpot upon me, as fhamc 
fir ft taught me to imagine. With this perfwafion, 
taking my hand from my Face, and licenfing my 
Eye to regard him with more affurance than be- 
fore : • How Cieomedony' faid /, • are' thefe the 

* proofs of your Refped ? do yOu think you have 

* not forgotten what you owe me,, thus by an am- 

* bulTi to intrap my Secrets, before you knowr 

* how I would relilh or receive the freedom ? I 

* had rather die, anpwerd Cleomedon^ than give 

* you any juft caufe of difpleafurej but if you 

* find it in this encounter, believe ir. Madam, it 
' was only Accident, and not Defign that plotted 

* the Offtnce. Let it be Defign or Hazard, re- 

* p(y*d /, I do not think you can conftrue my 

* Words to that Advantage you pretend, nor can 

* believe you could find out reafon enough to beget 

* a doubt of mytbcdicnce,' which was ever taugtit 

* c# bow It fctf to the King's command/ nor of 

G X . ♦ that 
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tbatdefirc, which I ever tenderly prefcrv'd of a 
coral fubmiflioD to his, will, not only in what 
regards the great Sacrifice to Hymen^. h\it tho 
enrire difpo(al oF all my Anions, Co long as the 
thread of my Life is uncut. No, Madam, r^« 
ply'd C afar to y I never doubted it, but I was 
uncertain whether your inclination would de^ 
dare with your obedience in my behalf, and 
prevailtokc AfFcdion go a iharc in that, which. 
Duty has only power to cxa6k at your hands. 
'Tis that. Madam, is the bafis oti which I build 
all my glory *, and if I may have leave to mingle 
a little Intereft with it, will fay, that (if my 
opinion does not abufe me) your own inclinati- 
ons will have all the power to com pleat our 
Dcftiny, fince the King's hath ever fo tenderly 
comply *d wiih yours, as they, can never permit 
him lo offer any force in the choice of a Hiit - 
bai^d. 1 confefs my hopes look the fame way, 
faid J, and fincc (• hnugh againft my will) you 
have gotten fo large an acquaintance in my 
thoughts upon the confidence I repofe in your 
Virtue, and the Relpe^l which can never give 
you leave to abufc tliat intelligence you foivc 
got in the bread of a Princefs, not unworthy 
of your AfTedidn, I (hall not fcruple to confirm 
what you have already learn'd from my mouth, 
but will repeat you my promife, that if you can 
oblige the King to approve your defign, I will 
fubmit myfelf to his command, without tlie 
leaH: repugnance to receive you. 
CdfariB did not throw himfelf at my Feet to 
thanic me for this promised Favour, for he had 
not ftirr'd from thence fince he enter'd the Ar- 
bour ', but my Words had committed fiich a Rape 
of Joy upon his Senfes, as it was long before he 
could get any LajigQaje at Libecyf to cxprels it i 
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vet ac laft it broke loo(e, though much out of 
joint with £xce(s of PafTion, which yet me- 
thought told the Talc of his AfFcftion better in 
that difbrdcrM Elegance, than I ever underftood' . 
it before ftoirf its untroubled Compofare, and' 
oon(irm*d my Refolution to prefer him (if evet 
my Di(po(al were releaftd to myfelf) above all 
the Perfons in tht World. 

SiiKc that Day he lived with me, not ufurp- 
kig Licence from Succefs, to enlarge bis Liberty 
©r Behaviour, for he ftill kept hirtifelf ctadly 
within the Bounds of that Rciped;, ^hich was 
born a Twin, and had ever fince grown up withr 
bis Paffion 3 and had he chanc*d to break beyond 
cbem, I knew how to reduce him Co ha nd Lome- 
]y, as I could \cvrh him more Confidence of his 
Happinefs, a fleeter Rcpofr, and ri»et Hopes 
than ever. Being yet too young to do it Virh 
Dec^runty he thought it not fit to ttufl: his In* 
tentions to the Kiiig till fome impottabt Service * 
might ilate him fo' powerfully in hts-Breatft, to 
repair the Defcd of thofe Crowns he had loft, 
and help him up to diat pitch in his Opinion 
which he might haire flowri at, before the di(^ 
aftious Fall tA Anthony and C/eipatra. 

In this Ezpcdatipa he pafied above a Year in 
Our Coort, and thrived fo happily in his Defign 
to endear himlelf to the King, as he could not' 
have received more Indulgence, though all the 
Blood in his Veins bad ftream*d from no other 
Fountain but Hydajfes ; and with me his k>vely 
Qualities prevailed fo fucoersfally, as at lad he 
Ixad got as large a PoflefHon in my Heart, as he 
could fancy in his forwarded Wiihes: Indeed, it 
was no eafy Task to defend myfelf from him, 
for Cdfaj^io is ftruck fo full of incomparable 
Gfaccs, in both the Faces aad Features of Body 

G I and 
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fttid Mipd, as ic is impo(fible for the fcvereft 
Judge of Worth to fee and frequent hicD> and 
J30C quickly confefs him a Perfbn, in whom the 
di^'ine Bounty has treafuc'd the Marks of an ex- 
aaordinasy Grandeur ; and to thole rare Endow- 
saents were added a Compiacenoe, and Afliduity, 
and a Discretion fo uncommon, as by a fweec 
Violence were able to enforce Afie^on, even in 
thofe Cynical Souls, that are mo(t incapable to 
take the true height of Merit. Of me he received 
ail the fpotlefs Teftimonies of AfFedion» that Jo- 
90cence .w^ld avow, atul though thty were pre* 
cilely Goiifiu*d within the Limits of .Severity e- 
nough, yec his Knowledge of my Humour^ 
ihew'd him cau(e to content himCcliy with whao 
I was willing to allow hioi. He would fbmc* 
times grow very melancholly, when his. Thought* 
chanc'd to cefled upon his battered Fortunes, and, 
I remember, when I asked him the Cau& of hit 
ludiipofitiofiy he has often anfwered me to this 
Purp0i(e: * Madam, 'UM^tt/d hi fsy^ it does ooc 
r trouble mc to be* in Debt for aU i hivfi to yarn 
and jouf$p not wpu}d I hay out ipnt fingk Wiik 
for a Foitwiie thiatcomfts UM cither from you, 
or for yon y biit wbett I bok upo»> myielf as I 
am deipoil'd by chat giddy Deity >of all thofe 
Grandeurs and Dignities, that iiiviron*d roe at 
my Birch, and find that I am (Iript of all at a 
Time, when tbcir Serficc was fo neceflary to 
prefer me to yours, I caonoc dilTemble. my DiA 
{leaTure, oor hk my Eyes to you widi tanjAC^ 
uirauce, when my Meinocy wakes thoie aael 
Thoughts that teU me, if your generous Father 
bad not given me a Santeary, I Ihoukl now 
be deflicute of a Retfeat among Men ^ that I 
have now no proper EAate, no Rank^ nor any 
of (hofe Scepiecf mmemiy Ancsdors pofiefied ;

rhofe fading Glories, (ince I find that in vour 
fclf alone, which will give you the uppcr-nandi 
io my Thoughts, of him that commauds the 
UmveFfe: Besides, your Honour has no lute- 
reft in your Misfortunes, for you fuffered theni 
at an Age Co helplefs and infeniible, as allows ' 
you nd Rigl^ to go any Share in the Shame, or - 
the Glory'of gocA or bad Succefs : If the Go^s ' 
fhall one Day Rirniih you' with Forces .to rib-* 
ccive the Quarrel, you may yet difpute the Em-' 
pire of the Werla with that Ufurpcr of your ' 
Right, and Perfccutof of your Life ^ and if they 
•refufe the Means, and break down rhe Stairs' 
by which you ihould remount the Throne of 
your Farhers, you may polfibly afoend another, 
that is large enough to bound a reafenaUe Am- 
vbicioB. ' . 

The Son ofCdfar received fbmeComfort from 
this Di{cour(e, yet not Co clear a Satisfadion, *to 
hinder him from perplexing me with his daily 
Proteftations, that none were fie to ferve me bac ' 
the Mailers of the World, and that Cok Confi-. 
deration made Envy their Condition. In the 
mean time he faw and di(cburs*d me without the * 
leaft Reftraint, with all Sorts of vcrtuousXiberiys 
and the, King, who without a' purblind Under-' 
(landing (could do no le(s than difcover a Part of' 
the Truth, was Co far from difap proving, as the 
Satisfadion exprcil in his Face and Anions, was 
a main Fortiacation to C^fario's Hopes \ whea 
Fortune, after fhe had ihin'd with an unclouded 
Flattery, ujpon the Morning of my Age, began to 

iftake 
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make Faces and railc Storms, which have (iuce 
lofs'd mc to that Coiidicion, wherein you encoun- 
tered me. 'Tyribafus^ whom 1 mentioned in the 
beginning- of my Difcoutfejwas Hftcd by rhc royal 
Javour, not ouJy to the talleO: Advaticemei« 
among the Etbiofiansy but was little ihort of the 
King himfclf, cither in Credit or Authority. Nc- 
ytt did Favourite fly at ib high a Pitch in the 
Sphere of his Mafter*s Love 5 and Nydafies^ had 
iiot only depofited to his Truft, all i\\t Places of, 
-Importance in the Kingdom, and left the Manage-; 
ment of his Revenue with all other Charges to his 
Difcrction and Difpofal, but given him anabfblute 
Power, both in the Heart and Frontiers of his Do- 
minion, to command the ^Idiery 3 and in fine> 
had mounted him to that Pitch of Greatness and 
Glory, as though he had defir'd, it was now no 
longer in the Power of the fannie Hand that rais*d 
to ruin him. Tis true, Tyribafus had never gi*v 
ven him Caufe to repent his Bounty, and having 
climbed to that Sublimity of Power, by the foic 
AfOdance of his own Virtue, he had kept himfclf 
there with fuch an Evcnnefs of Difcretion, as the 
King's own Dcfires cotdd not mend any thing iti 
his Vigilance, Courage, or Fidelity. He was a 
Man of extraordinary Gallantry, his Pcrfbn hap- 
pily cpmpos'd with all thofe Features and Propor- 
'tions the Bthiofians accounted handfbme, and iir- 
dced worthy to top that Dignity, if he could have 
taught his Ambition to (lop there and (lep 116 
higher. Whethcr'thaf, or Love, or both conjein*d, 
dnrcdted his Aims at me, I know not; but what- 
ever rpurr*d him to thoCe Undertakings, it was 
much about the Time that I was upon the fame 
Terms with Cdfarhy which I laft related, when 
the Speech of his Behaviour began at fir ft to ftam- 
mcr ixis fiiucy Intentions to a DiCcovery, He had

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alieady betray *d a more ftudicd and pactiailar R^ 
fpc^ unto roe than formerly he had a(ed> bat EiU 
I referi'd (hem to other Caufes, being very remote 
from the leaft Imaginations, th^c a Man,fWho ap- 
parently before lu^d never afpir'd at any thing but 
great and glorious Anions, Ihould now lean t^ 
Sgh for a fofter Paffion ^ and chat a Man, who 
could prove no Defixnt from a royal Stem, fliould 
lift his Defires to the only Daugkter of his King. 
If my dull Apprchenfion had couilru'd them righe^ 
t^oCc firft Eflays of his bold .PalTioii had been cc- 
Ceiv*d in another Manner, but at laft the Repetiti- 
en of tho(e half Difcoveries infaifibJy remov*d she 
X^loud from my Eyes, and I began to cake la- 
firudions from divers Marks which till then he 
had carefully conceal'd. 

I was yet ^ot no farther than an uncerrain SuC-^ 
picion could mform me. When he had adventur'd 
lo cleat all my Doubts, I remember the firft Time 
he lhew*d me the Face of his Paifion without a 
Mask, we were in one of tbofe beautiful Gardens 
of Meroij that are delightfully folded within the 
fihcv Arms of Ni/usy and delicately imbellifhed 
with the faireft Treafure that Art and Nature 
could bring to adorn them. I was then upon the 
Bank of the Channel with a great Number of the 
chief Court }.adies, (porting our felves with every ouc 
an An^e in our Hands, a Divertifement we of- 
ten ufed, by Reafon of the great Number of Fifii 
that frequented that Place ^ but that I!>ay I had no 
Luck at SpcHt, and had often caft in my Line 
without getting a Bite, when Tyrtbafus^ who had 
been long walking with the King in the fame Gar* 
den, came to me, and perceiving fomc petty Dif- 
content in my Vifage, demanded the Caule: * Do 

* you not fee Tyribafus.faid J fmiltng^ how For- 

* tuuc lowecs upoft my Sports to Day ? And while 

flic 
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^ ihe.hangs a Filli upon every one's Hook, fhe par- 
tially pafles mine^ and fuSers noc one fo much 
as to rafte my Bait/ * Ah, Madam, [reply d 
Tyribafus, ivbo found ihofe Words bad hinted 
a favourable Occafion^ to conduSl bis Tbougbtt 
into the Scene) Hotv licde Rcafou you have to 
€ayy this trivial Hap to your Maids, who while 
cbey aniufe themselves wich captivating a fevr 
feeble and innocent Cieamrcs, your Hooks are 
much more dangerous^ and yoo take Prizes of 
£ir greater Importance^' * When People take 
what they Angle. for, reply d /, their Dcfircs 
are (atisned, in being arrived at the End they 
aim'd at.' * But when with the Gime they aim 
ar, faid bij they take fomething that increafes 
the Quarry, they are fortunate beyond Intention. 
Madam y your Highnefr, faid be^ is of that 
Number, nuce with thofe Nets your Innocenco 
fpreads without any Defign of Prifbners, yon 
take all that {by, and all that are dedrous ta 
£y you ^. event when you negledl the Pains of 
purfuiiig che Game, nothing can efcape you, oc 
if any does, they are fuch poor irrational Crea- 
tures as thefe wno run away from the Glory of 
4ying in your fair Hands for want of undcr« 
itanding it. 

. Tyr'^baCus brought forth thefe Words with a 
Sigh, and X was not fq ixuiocent, Ocfpccially being 
pxepo(r£Cs'd with ^ Focmer {Iiijpicion] as not readi** 
ly CO ^ecceivc ,whac Mark he ihot at, apd deiirous 
to let him fee this kind of Difcouflc did not pleafc 
me, I darted at him a difdainfut Look, and then 
prelently Retiring my Eyes from his Vifa^je: ' I 

* thought, yi/V /> you had a Mind to make yout- 
' (elf merry, and perhaps you think you havecho- 

* fen a Subjcd veiyfc lotyourPurporc.* * Alas, 

* Madam^ anfwfrsd Tyrrbafu^y my Reafon can- 

not 
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* not be fo bliud to feck here for Divcniferaent j 

* where I have found my Ruin ; and how ill would 

* fuch light-hcei'd Thoughtij fuit with his fad, 

* Condition, from whom you have already takca 

* his Repofe and his Liberty. 

Thefc Words, which I did not cxpcd would 
have been fo dear and intelligible, lighted up fo 
fierce an Anger in my Soul, as a Part of the Heat 
dew with a deep Die from the Waters to faftea 
them on his. ' To me Tyribafus, fatd /, is it 

* to mc you dirc6bthis Language ? It would high- 

* ly concern my Life, anfwered hey that I had 

* Power enough kfc ft ill to make vaj Addrefles to 

* any but yourfelf ; nor am I blind or deaf to any 

* of thofc Rcafons, that would difTuade my bold 

* Thpughts from the Daughter of my King •, buc 

* it is the invincible Force of my Deftiny, or ra- 

* thcr your*s ' that decrees i<, againft which, all 

* human Rcfiftance will fight but with a feeble 

* Arm. 

Thc(e audacious Words wound up my Refent- 
mcBt to the higheft Extremity, and no longer 
able to diflcmble it r ' I IhaH know hereafter, fiitt 

* /, with an A6hon full of the Marks of an cx- 

* traordinary Motion, how to cut off all thofc 

* Weakncflcs from my Life, that have thus en- 

* couragcd you to offend me ; and if that fails, to 

* reduce you ta your Duty, ril" try whether that 

* Excels of Favour the King your Maftcr's Bounty 

* docs allow you, will prove too ftrong for hit 

* Affedion to his Daughter. 

TyrtbafitSy who had already forefeen how his 
firft Anfwer would be received, was but little afto- 
niihed at this anery RepoKe, andiiavrng hardened 
his Refoluiion to fland the firft fliock with an im- 
dauntcd Obftinacy, he was preparing to reply^ 
when turuing his- Hegd^ be perceived the Compa- 
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ny Co near us, as be durft not purfue his Dcdgn 
for fear of his Ovcr-hcarers -, this made him change 
the Subjcdb, and find out fbme other Difourfe to 
entertain me^ but I was foftung with that he had 
already, as I vouchGifed not (b much as one fin* 
gle Word to ail that he (poke bcfidcs. 

From that Day I began ro hate him heartily, 
though till than I had found out nothing in his 
Pcrfbn that I could juftly (ay was odiouspbnt my 
Belief that the Pride of his Heart (which fptung 
from the King's Indulgence) had rais'd him the 
Confidence to lay his PaflTion fo naked, provoked 
me more fiercely againft him, than I fhbuld hare 
been to other Pcrfbns, though they had been his 
Inferiors. 

* He thinks, Jaid /, that without raifing him- 

* fclfy he may lawfully fly his aTpiring Pretences 

* at the Daojjhter of his Kifig, and by the Help ' 

* of that Infolence, to which his Mafter's unme- 

* ritcd Smile*; havetranfported him, he does doubt- 

* Icfs imagine, that he can love nothing bclov 

* me, without offending his up-ftart Honour; 

* biit ril-takc care to cure him of*that Error, if 

* he flill continues to ihew me the Symptoms, 

* and poffibly throw him as much beneath his 

* preftnt Condition, as his afftonicd Ambition 
' would raife him above it. 

In the mean Time, he took no Defpan* from 
this firftRepuUc I had give» him ; and if he cun- 
ningly k^pt' hisPaffion under Hatches to the 
whole Court, he k)ft no Occafion wherein he 
might (hew it to me in particular. 1 cSircfiilly 
avoided all thofc that migrit probably betray mc 
to a fecond Surprizal by Tiim in private, and in- 
flru£lcd all my Adions-^a aflTure him, that the 
farther he ftcpp'd in purftiit of his ambitious Flafncs,- 
thc deeper he engaged himfclf in my mortal Ha» 

trcdi 
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trcdi all the Rffledioiis I could make. upon i^. 
flill. added freih Fupl to the Flame of my Chola;^. 
and being boru to Co lofty a Courage> as cou]<L 
liardly judge the Son of Cdfar worchy to fcfvc 
me, I could not fufier the Thought that one of 
my Father's, and a Man that was no P^ncc^ 
ihould openly prefume to difcouife me bis A£di- 
on, withouc lettiug myfelf be carried with Impati«" 
cnoe to the Exaeams of a Hatred againd him I 
J^ad.iio Power to preserve the Truth of this Acci- 
dent in Difguife from CUjatio^ and his ]ealoufy 
(which was ilarted up to a (Irangp Height iQ the 
very Day of its Birtli) ?nade him receive thi^ 
iDtcUigepce fo impatiently > as had 1 a)u(ented 
to looien the Reins, which I ever kept upon his 
Will, he would havCydoubtleGr^ eiioeaTour'd to 
puniih the Prcfumption with coo loud a JFury, 
. which my own Quahcy and Credit obHgcd me to 
hide from the whole Wotld> but my Commands 
(by the Autliority he had given .me in his- Heart) 
held him bac^ fo (Iridly. from any angry At- 
tempt upon bis Riyaly as he dutfl not fufier the 
lead Sign to a{'pea£ in any of his Anions that he 
knew it. 

Tyribafus often laid wait, in vain, foranOcca* 
£on that might help him in tike Privacy of .a re»> 
cond Parley j but I uill countermined his- Canning 
£> caie^lly, as. in more than three Months Time, 
be never lighted upon the Libccty to fpcak with 
me, but diU fbine Company were by to interccpc 
him } which, I (iippoie,. gave him a Refohnion to 
turn the Courfe of his Dcfig^ anotlier w^y, and 
refer that to the Mediation of Time, and the lucky 
Emergencies of fome futute Occa^ons, which {^ 
hi^ Conditioa was theo^^JihAed) he had little hope 
toobcain« ■ , 

If 
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tn pdrfiiie of. this Rjefolve, he waited one Day 
(m Ke had often dobe ac feyeral other nines) at the 
foot of chofe $iairs chat lead lo my Lodging, 
upon the point of my tcrarn from the City ^ and 
advancing with a Number of Courtiers, that fawn'- 
cd upon his Forunc, to the Boot of . my Charior, 
he oBcred me his Hand to help me out, and led 
me up the Stairs. Whatever Repugnande I had 
to receive that Ofh'ce at his Hands, I could not 
KtfidfooKrly rctiile iiim in the Prefenceof Co many 
'Witndles ^ betides, perceiving the King with hn 
Face towards me, looking oUt of a Window, and 
my *S€|ttire being rcfpedtully retired to give him 
that Honour or Precedency, I found myfelf ob- 
liged to knd him a Hand ^ and being defceuded 
from the Chariot, I began to mount the Stairs 
with him. 

Tyrihafus turning his Eyes round no fee if any 
followed us near, and perceiving Re(jpe^ had kept 
all thoic that came after at a becoming Diftance^: 

* Madam, fitid be^ (letting fall his Voice as low 

* as it might well be uuderfl:ood)-had . I been borh 

* among the Enemies of your royal Houfe, and 

* with a native Enmity, hatched Ocdgns againft 

* the Inteteft of your Eftates, and the King your 

* Father's Service, you could not employ a more 
' fcorn&l Care to £y and avoid me, than you 

* have done already.* * The Realbn, reply*d /, 

* interrupting bim^ is eafily apprehended, (ince 

* if you had a^d all that you nave urg'd for the 

* Caiifcs of Avetfion, your Offence had been Ihorc 

* of that which your Tongue*s Indifcreaon did 

* Co lately betray.* ' I did not think, rtfhf^dTyri' 

* bafusy that any Conftrudtion coukl draw the 

* Proofs of an obieqaious and rcfpef^ive Pafiiofl, 

* within the Number of Offences ^ and if we fly 

* from thofc cbac.bve us, mechiuks we ihould 

' feck 
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feck out Punifhmcncs for chofe that do no! (b/ 
lyrihufusy fsid /> to evade Difconrfes of this 
Nature, is the Reafon that 1 (sek to cfcape you, 
as I would do Plagues or Death \ and if ever 
you adventure again to offend mz with the likoi . 
I'll tell your Story to the King in fuch a Man- 
ner, as all the Incereft and A^d):ion you have 
in him,' perhaps may prove too weak to defend 
you from his Indignation,' * No, Madam» 
anjwred Tyribafus, njoith a feri9ui and com^ 
pos*d A^ion^ do not accufe roe to the King, if 
you pleafc, for a Fault my Fate inibrc*d me to 
commit, which I am refolved fhall no more be 
repeated, finceyou forbid it, if there be a Pofli- 
bility to avoid it. I would neither di(plea(e the 
King my Mafter, nor my Sovereign Princefs j 
and if I cannot fuddcnly exile the unlucky Paifi- 
on from my Heart, which has iender*d me wor- ^ 
thy of your Anger, at leaf): I will take (uch Care 
to govern and corred it, as it £hali never noift 
itfelf any more in your Ears, nor make a (econd 
Purchafe of your Difpleafure. 
As he finil^ed thefc Words, he found himfelf 
near mv Chamber- Door, and without flaying for 
an Aniwcr, he made me a very low Reverence, 
and Co retit;*d, leaving more Satisfadion behind 
him, by the Promi(e he had made, than I thought 
he had brought. 

Indeed he began to be a very fhid Obfcrvator 
of his Word, and confitied his Behaviour to Terms 
chat were very remote, and almofl Aliens to the 
former Teflimonics pf his Love j fo that in fve 
or fix Months time, not fo much as perceiving 
one Spark of his Flame bfakc outwards ; at firit 
I believed his Diicretion had kept his PafHon Pri- 
foner, on Pucpofe to pleafe me 3 and in fequel I 
thought he had iutiicly dnven it from his Heart. 
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O^tfario himfclf was of the fame Opinion, and 
all cho{e (who firom feveral Signs had received a 
glimmering Intelligence of his Loye,- perceiving' - 
rne fcvcrilh Heat of his ofEcious Behaviour to- 
wards me, rctiir tofbch a moderate Temper,, as 
implied, no particular Dciign) concluded with us, 
that the Difficulties he cncountrcd in my Spirit, 
had doubdeft beaten ofFhis Batteries, and oblig'd 
him to rai(c the Siege ; for myfclf, I was erowii 
£o confident, I had not miftaken him, as, by lif 
tte and little I had ahnoft quitted all my Rcftnt- 
liicot aeatnft bim ; and perceiving whatdrid Rules 
he • ftill oWcrved iit his Carriage towards me, I 
began to regard him with alihoft as fhiooth an Af> 
piDd^t'as before the abortive Birth of his Affection. 
' But it {eems I had rowed long enough in a 
Calm, and my Fate thought it time to acquainc 
jne with thofe cruel Storms of Misfortunes, that 
have fince coft me (b many Sighs. * 

At that Time Nubia, which had heretofore 
been a pUiiTam Realm 6i' irfclf, * and was then 
rang*d as a Province under the King my Father's 
l>ominion,'by the (ecret Ptad^ices and Inftigatl- 
ons of our Neigf^bours the Ethiopians^ or rather 
the Romans y who had newly ufurped their Em- 
pire, univerfany ro(e in Rebellloh with (b unbe« 
lieved an Expeuition and Promptitude, as before 
the certain Intelligence of it could arrive at Merge^ 
the Infedlion was fpread- through all 'the Provin- 
ces of that Coumry ; thofc that had exprcfs'd any 
Fidelity to their Pdhce, were all inhumanly mur-^ 
4et'd,' and the Nubians y having crown*d a King 
of their own called Evangfery derived, as they 
pretended, from the Sleeping Pedigree of their an- 
cient Princes, were aheady grown to an apparent ' 
Condition of maintaining their new Monarchy 
agfinft all the Force Ethiopia could make. * Thei^ 

Com- 
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Commander (who was brave among the Harvcft,. 
aiid known by a thouianil AAious of Valour> 
lyhich had gotten him a iugh Repute) did fiot. 
promifc bimfelficfs chaii chc Conqueil ofall ciio^ 
Countries chac obeyed my Jacher, and not oi^y^ 
thought he fac fure in the Po{Ie£oa of ehatl^- 
had already u{urp*d, bat piepared co itirade ouc's< 
i¥ich a very formidable Paiflaiice. 

The Arrival of this ftcange ISews fpread a ge- 
neral Amazemeuc xhrough the whole Courts hue. 
the King» who had ever proved Jbimfelf a coiara^ 
gcpus aiid magnanimous. Prince, quickly hm^i 
care to (lifie the Aftoniliin^nt^ and dextqro^iihf; 
rallying his difperfcd Forces^ he di(pacch*d a putfn 
fant Army agamf^ die Rebels,' updci the Condu^i 
ofTyrihafus^ as he of all his Nobility, oa wbo/c' 
Vabur and Experience, his Ezpedbations kan'd with, 
tbe greatcd Confidence, 

Cltomedonf like a young Lioo, fiercely kaf *ii 
aj; thif Alarm, and chougl^t he coukt not chiutcrpf 
marching under the Command of Tyrikaf0^^{ 
'W.iiihout S^me Reluctance ^ yet wich.a warlike ArTi 
dour, p;:efering hi9 intended Purchaft of •Gjoi^T 
before the ^bame of obeyiiig a Man, vrhofe 0iab; 
had made him his Inferior, Ik refolved ta gothac^ 
Expedition ; but the King ( who(c Head was bAtch^- 
irtg other Defigns (oi him) wculd no( faSti him-. 
to march with tliat ^(k,Oimf4»ia, and (though* 
i^ith much adp} at lad he moderated chc Isnpatir! 
CDcc ef his. eager Spirit, with a.P^omiii to giv^> 
him command in the aex;c£(^pbymeiit, whec«jitii 
he might* fignalize himfelf to a greater Advan-^ 
tagp of Glory ,* to the KingV Amhority I iuided 
xnine, whicb pro/d not too feeble to arreft ium ^ 
and in fine, over-power'd by the douUe Obedi« 
CBce, which he. ev«r divided betwixt the Father 
aod tbe Dgaghtq:,^ gsew oiBJtt&icd co ftay^ wkb 

us 
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US ac AitrffCy though ilill exprcflin^ his generoas 
loipatieiicc, with all the Signs of aii illullrious 
Courage chat coold be ckfired in the Son of C^tfar, 

In tbie mean :time, Tyrikafus masched af ainft 
the Nubians^ and not to trouble you with a vain ' 
Rcdtal of his particular Adions, I wiU-only teli' 
yoiL, chat be did a great many brave Feats, both 
as Commander ana Soldier, that were wonhy 
to.be ran^d in the number of thofe that oompolc 
his haughty renown : He defeated the Eiiensy 
in two great Banels, but usfortunaoelj engaging ' 
in a third, about the end of the Summer, at a 
place where oar Army could nor fight, without' 
much Diiadvantage, he led the Day by fo confix* 
derable a defeat of his Troops, as that iiogie'^ 
^Misforonne piuck'd all the Ftuir of bis fermer 
Sttcoefles, and Co ftrangely altered the Face of 
our AfiEiirs in that Coancry, as all we could da 
for the reft of that C^fania^ was xo qait ilhe o^ 
foafive pact, pcefecve w^t he had gotten, and 
flop the f^'^zcnt ef out (iiemi^ pibgoefsw^ Hd 
might yet have probably recovered his Advaiita<»-i 
get by a IftrgexoeruititheKiw was ready taieod 
bim, when to double tbe di^fter^ hanging (lood 
the fhodc of manv a ciuel Storm, and eipos*d 
himiclf CD exccffive toil while the Winter lafted, 
be fell fick of a defperace Malady, that ied bim 
to the very extreams of his Lifej in that interim, 
wittk bis di(eafe denned him Prilbner, the Even^ 
ing. had almofV fiitiihed the ruin of our Affiitrs, 
and ^hea his greateft danger was o^vev-blown, 
his heakh made her approaches with faeh Jan* ' 
goifliing and ftaggerin^ fteps, as all his Phyfici* 
aas allur*d him, that if he chang'd not the Air, 
they had ktde hope to compleat his Cure. 

The Ktng(adlyreoetved thisNews> not doabt« 
ing but the^ictun «f Tyubafui would leave all 

things 
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things there invoW'd in a very hopelefs confii- 
fion i but as he ever tenderly iov'd his Peribn, 
and paHing his thoughts ^od the inconfiderable 
Service he was able to do him in the Army, 
while his indifpofition lafied, he lefolv^d to call 
him home, and prc(ent]y fent him Orders to re* 
cqrn to Mtroe^ with all the expedition that bis 
health would permit. He fent him not this Com- 
mand, before he bad refoiv^d to go fill up hif 
empty place with his own Perfbn, and to that 
etid haf^ing thofe Levies were pre-defign'd for 
Nubia ^ his Preparations for the Voyage went for- 
ward with (b, dexterous a diligence, as when*?)'- 
rikafus entcr'd Meroey the King was ready to, 
mirch our. 

Tyribafits appeared at the Cotirt with a very 
pale Vilage, that ftill ihew*d xht Foot-fteps of his 
foarce departed Malady, andrheKing received him, 
not only as the worchieft of "all his fubje&s, bat 
as his own^ and onlv Son, or ( if any Fancy can 
find out fuch a Pcrloa ) as fomethii^ yet mote 
deeply indear'd. 

> Before his departarc» he left the Governmene 
Jatircjy in his hands, declared him Prefident of 
the Council in his ablence, and committod his 
Kingdom, his Daughter, and all his Affairs, wick 
aa entire Confidence, and an abfblute power to 
the difpofal and management of his Care. 

. If Tyribajusy by the cunning coontiiMianoe of 
his diflimuiation, had not already (brangled-^ 
the Sufpicions I had of him, 1 had oppoied ali 
my power againft that abfoluce Authority the 
King left him, and Cleometbn would never have 
fi^fered me to (Uy under the Guard of a Peribn 
fo fufpeded $ bat in all bis Adtons, both before 
his N«^/>ff expedition, in his departure, and ac his 
tecum, he nreaicd ine with a coldos^ So iocompa- 

tiolc 
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tible with afFcdion, as I eafily beii'eved there was 
not £b mach as one (ingle Root of it left alivt in 
his Spirit. The KinwThaving left this order at 
JHer9e, difpofcd himunf to depart with defario in 
his Company, whom neither he nor I were then 
any longer willing to detain front the War ^ not 
that his abfence ( fince I loY*d him as dearly as 
decency would allow ) did not de^ly perplex 
me: But feeing the King my Fatbcr was going 
to ezpof^ his own Perfon^to* rhe Hazards of the 
War, I thought I ihould Siii too much againd 
C^tfario's Virtue, 10 keep the Paflagc againft him 
in his Way to Glory, or detain him with mc, 
vfhere now he could not ftay with any Safety to 
liis Credit j he waded divers whole Days in the 
Repetition of his paflionate adieus, and if he 
made me a thoufand Vows of preferving an ih- 
Yincible and immorral Fidelity^ I recited him 
with a thoufand Affurances, that I would ever 
^prefer him (till Death divorced us) before' all the 
left of Mankind. 

The Day of that cruel Separation being arrir- 
cd, I took leave of the King, and CU$medon of 
me, wirh all rhe fincericy and tenderefV l^roofs 
that were ever cxpreft byaffedion, and the part- 
ing with bothy aifaulced my Soul in feveral pla- 
ces, with aQriet fo violent, as receiving the King's 
hH embraced, 1 was like to fall at his Feet in a 
fwoon, timoroudy gathering an unlucky Augury 
from the exquifite Senfe of thofe redoublings of 
afiedion. The King who perceiving it, endeavour- 
ed to fweeten my apprehenflons wi^h fome com- 
fortable Words, but they were not ftrong enough 
•o put my Griefs to flight, nor baniih thofe oro- 

Ehetick Fears from my Soul, which {^aid cnere 
y the Authority, not o«ly of known, but uii- 
difcoYered cau(cs. 

CAf#- 
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C/eomaion pisc mc the ficft Adicn, and per*. 
Bciviiig the reft of the Company ( whifc he was 
takiag his leave) to be ail fb bu(kd aiaoar the 
King) as none were neai enough to over- bear 
liim: * It's impoCible Madam, /aid bey I (hould 
carry myfcif away from your Prelencc, without 
a Torment too violent for my Face to diflem- 
ble, bat I will learn to calhier a large part of 
ray Woes, if your Compaflion gives Comfort, 
and aibws me to hope, that neither time, ab- 
sence, nor an^ of tho(e Accidents that may crofs 
oar Fortune, (hall ever have power to cxercife 
your Tyranny, upon that privilege Phold of 
your Bounty. For that, Jsid /, you have my 
Promiie, and fhall ever knew me as inviolable 
in the obfervance of it, as 1 hope to find you 
Loyal dnd Religious in performing the Vo\ts 
you have made.. That confidence, Jaid bey cre- 
ates mc happinefs that infinitely tranfcends^my 
merit, and I hope to carry your beautiful Image 
into places where it mud infallibly gather the 
Bays of a glorious Vidory : I cannot borrow 
meaner hopes, faid /, from my opinion of Va- 
lour -y but among all tho(e dangers you intend 
to brave, do not tye yourfelf to ftri^y ro the 
thoughts that you sttc C£far*% Son, to forget the 
propriety Ctmdaee has in you. 
After thefc Words he kiflcd my" hand," and 
ktviitg taken his laft leave, he left mcto the King, 
who came with open Arms to bid me farewell : I 
had a Face overflowed with Tears, which might 
•well fcrch their Pedigree (in rhe dOmmon opi- 
nion from no other Fountain than the King's dc- 
parmre, and thofe that frole into the Flood fee 
Cieomedon^ iikc, ran along with the reft, as if 
they had frarted from the fame Source, thot^k 
(if I may fay it, without ofitnding the Laws 
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mB a filisd Pkty) they our- fwclled the reft m 
-Bombet. 

I faw them both mount their Horfts, and 
seaUy Ck<fmt^$n ( for in that my opkiioii wa$ the 
kgicimate Chtid of truth, and no way led aftray 
by the -Ri&fs of af&^on ) appeared in a pofture 
fo Heroick, as might kindle Envy in thdfe Soub, 
xo whom Nature had lav i iked the greateft Advan- 
tages. He was that Day cbvcted with Armi^, 
that were rather defigned k>t Parade than Scr- 
iFice, and t^at was the fitO: time the 'Roman Ea- 
gle was (een to difplay her Wings, and proudfy 
cr€^ her two Heads amidft the GoW and Jewrfs 
chat adorned hei Cafque and Shield. Near the 
Imperial Eagle appeared a young one, that with 
a bold Wing and open Eyes, fec'med toftra'in Hfe 
-Pinions againft the Sun to prove his dcfcent Le- 
gicimate^ with theft Words : The Tvorthy Son pf 
filth a Fafhr. C^fario had only added the Ea- 
glet and Mbtto to the ancient device, 'havirig re- 
ceived thofe fair Arms y his departure from Ale^i' 
mndr'iMy as a Gift from rhe Queen his Mother, in 
whofe cuftody they were left by Julius Cafaty 
^ after they had fai.hfuHy (ervcd him in moil df 
tbofe dangerous Battels that got him the griatcfk 
name among Men. 

Under thefe beautiful Arms the youri^ Warrior 
ad^atitageoufly mounted, appeared fb fierce and 
ydc fe noble, as endeared him ro the aSe<^ion 
and rtfped of every Soul that beheld him j but I 
doat too much upon hi^ Defer iption, and inddecf. 
Madam, to comprehend it right,, 'tis but fir his 
Pourtriiiture Ihould be limned as well to the Life 
in your imagination, as my Heart has drawn it 
upon it felF, 

» Tkis^yonngHeroe mirching by thcKtng^s fTdc, 
and di?cled with the genetal applaufc or all the 
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Ethiopians^ went out of the City, and left mc 
half buried in a cloud of (ad and fearful appte- 
henfions behind him. 

Tyribafus whom the Phyficians had forbidden 
CO ride, fiaid fome time with me in the City, and 
imoloyed a great part of it, in ftrzring to confute 
and divert my melancholly thoughts, with a Face 
.{b (erioudy honed, that none could ever think it 
belonged to a, Man that was hnked to any othor 
Imered than the Service of. his Mader. 

I did not then refufe his Converfc, in which he 
was To far from uttering a Word, as he did not 
Co much as mingle one Look of Love p and I was 
grown fo confident in a blind opinion, that he 
had totally disbanded all his paifionate Follies that 
difpleafcd me, as I began to incercCs my (elf in the 
seturn of his Health , and was glad to (ee his co* 
Jour and flrength coming to their ufual Vivacity. 

In the mean time you need not doubt but mj 
thoughts were entirely tyed to the remembrance 
. of what I loved j and if I ^nt any Vows to Heaven 
for the King my Fathers (afety, you will eadly 
believe I forgot not to mention Cafarh's, whole 
,image was pourtray'd fo lively in my Hean by 
the innocent skill of a chad Ancdion, as the vafl 
diftance betwixt us was utterly uncapablc to blot 
or blemifc it. There were few hours in the Day, 
that I did not dedicate to his memory $ aodietr 
Days wherein I did not often trembli; at the 
thoughts of thofe ' dangers he was going to ef|r 
counter, when I chanced to hear thofe that r&> 
turned with Tyribafusy difcourfc of the Nukians 
Valour, and their Commahder*s Gallantry : ' Ah I 
,* they arc too too Valiant, would IJaidy for my 
^ dear Cafar, and their mcrcilefs Swords will poi^ 
^ fibly divide the thread of liis Life, with wnicK 
^ mine is infeparably t willed* 

I 
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I had more reafbn to acdic my Fears £)r him, 
than the King, well knowing that his tailing 
youth wonUliurry him to, a precipice of perils, 
10 which the folidity of my Father^s raacurer Age, 3 

and the care that guarjded his Office, would rare^ 
ly ezpoiie him. 

I unladed all my thoughts of this Alliance into 
the breaft of Ciitie^ who was ftill the panner of 
sny fblitary walks, both in the Gardens and other 
pates of the Ifland, that were fitted: to flatter me* 
imdiolly, where we ftill entertained the time 
with di(lx)urfiag upon the fubjed of mv apprc- 
henfionf } but we were often incerrupced by Tj^p^ 
rihsfit^ who cunningly forbearing fuch Language 
•s might probably unrake the embers of his Pa& 
fion, did yet ftrive with an adlive induftry to 
prefer himtelf to fome credit in n^y thoughts, and 
eagerly faftned bis endeavours upon every occa-' 
fion uiat might give me a good opinion of his 
Peribn, and advertife my apprchenfion how much 
he had obhged me. 

And it is time to leave talking of myfelf, and ac« 
quaint you how our Warriors behaved themfelves 
iaSubiM^ which I intend as fuccindly as poflible, 
as wdl because the Sex excufes my ignorance in 
Military matters, as that I am loath, with a long 
Difoourle to be uncivil with your patience. 

Before the Kine fit forward in Perfbn, he had 
felt 30900 HoiSy and 50000 Foot upon theic 
march cowards NukU^ tailed out of thofe Fro* 
TiiTces that were adjacent to Meroty as thtTrogh* 
iitesy Attatalesy MemnonUns^ and divers others, 
which after (in a few Days journey) he had ovef* 
I. taken, and rendezvous^, he march at the heail 
againft the Ntf^itfifj, who (having defeated thofe 
idiques of a (battered Army that Tyrikafus bal 
hk in their Country) proudly crcffed with fuc- 
Yoh. lU H cefsi 
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ccfs> tad' already left their own nhiits behind 
them, and begun towavc their Enjigns upoc^Qu^ 
Territories. ' i • . ■ . - 

At fir ft Cf/Jrr/V, excufuig Ms refufaj eiiConxj 
mand, with the incapacity of his yqutliv would 
tieeds combat without 2iny Charge ^ but it t^^ 
firft encounters, thar offered hi;n occa/ioor ta fign^- 
lize himfeJf, the King perceiving. that with Jbii^ 
admirable Valour' there was linked a. Erudcoce 
little ihort of his Tagcft and'moft cjfciicnCci 
Captains, would nee^ (without admitij«g as^ 
more of his modtft denials) inf^fcc. cKe-^Co^ 
tnand- of his Vaunt-guard upon' Kim} 'and waf 
infinitely pleafed to lie -him dajfy ^taw out Par? 
tics from the Troops of his Cavalry, and chargie 
others that were ftnt out by the Enemy fo bravo- 
ly, as he ftill brought away moft remarM:>le Ad- 
yantages. All thofe that faw him %hc^ ipread,r&;> 
ports of his Valour, thatpofcd' the belief of flic 
reft that had not yet beheld it^ aad ctxe'mc^ineft 
Elogy they could give him, was, thaf, iif broif 
through the Ranks of his ..Enemies like j^ Wh^irl- 
wmd, with a brave difdain of danger, d^ed h{oi' 
(elf into the thickeft throngs, throwing dowpt all 
chat oppbfed his paflage, and that he aloae, by 
the prodigious effefts of his Valour, and the ex* 
tmple he ^aVe to thoCi few that followed hiiB) 
often rduted whole Stjuadronj^, 

The King who daily faw him come .bonact 
charged with the fpoij, and coycred wiiili the 
blood of his Enemies, grew inflamed witK Iq-vq 
and wonder at bis incomparable Gallantry^ wh^ 
haftned the compleating of thofe defigns he naJ, 
long been framing to his A^vanta^. Thiis tbes 
wafted more than tliree months in Facing^ aod 
Skirmiftics, before they cQuId d^w the fccmy. 
CD ^ general Battel ^ aua |hri;'Ccgmp4pdcr,i ;^ 
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was wife, as well as valiant, (confidering he was 
then m an Enemy's Country, prudently coodu- 
dedy he^coold not hazard a deciding blow, with- 
out Tcoturing more upon the game than we $ 
befides, he had a hope, by his temporizing delays 
( while he ftill inforced his own by continual fup- 

Jlies). to deftroy our Army by a lingring di{eale» 
^ in charging our Troops, when any Advants^ 
inyiKd, either in (Iraits or difficulc paflages*, yet 
at laft marching up coa place that the King had 
bcfieged, with intent to put in a fupply of Men, 
he was infenfibly engaged to a combat, (though 
the greaeer part of both Armies (buck not a blow) 
and in fine, the Vidory declared for us, by the 
; lofs of more than 1 5000 of his Men . 

The King pre(ently fent us this newstoiff^ro^^ 
and I receiyed by the fiime Ferfon that brought 
It, who was one ofCieomedon's Servants, two Let- 
ters together that were both infinitely welcome ; 
my memory has loft the Words *, but if that which 
came from the King was (lufc with Cleomedan^s 
prai(es, to whom he attributed all. the gbry* of 
the Viftory 5 the other that fpokc from Cdfarh^s 
handy contained nothing but deep Vows (put in- 
to very paffionate terms) of an immortal Fideli- 
ty : He (ince fent me divers others, by which he 
powerfully confirmed him (elf in the pc^flcdion of 
my Heart ; nor did I make any fcruple to afTurc 
him of it by two of mine, which (encouraged by 
% confidence that the King would not take it ill) 
I adventured to write to nim. 
' After this Advantage pur Army had gotten, 
Evsftifer tzkino advice of neceflity, retired a little, 
and gave the King hbcrty to fit down before di- 
ners places that flood in bis way, which bccaufe 
they had no time to fornfy themfclvcs, were cafi- 
Ij cttritdi b«t in chat interim- there faded many

tnemorable Eticouatcrs, of which I {tiU received 
^ cicftr account by divers letters from CUonudon* 
But why iihould I longer defer the fad tecical of 
my Misforciuies? Since my Relatioa canuqt paft 
to a period, without couching chat by the way« 
what pleafure can I take to retard it } Six rail 
months were already run through the Glafs of 
Time finoe the King cnrered Subta ; and oor Ar- 
my had alrrady ctic off in divers Combats above 
40000 of the Rebels and lofl; at Icaft half that 
number of our own Men 3 when about three Days 
journey from Tempfisy the MettopoUs o^Nuhim^ 
upon the banks of liilus^ that travels with his 
Silver dreams through that Country, «4is well as 
Ethiopia, Evander having reinforo^ his Army 
with very numerous fupplies, piefeoced him Battel. 
The King (though his Forces were far fluxct 
of the 'Enemies number) accepted the ofier» and 
drawing up his Squadrons into the form that he 
judged mod advantageous, he refolved to lead 
them on to the Combat in his own Peribn^ 
though much againd the mind oi Clt9m9don^ and 
the advice of ^ thofe whofe loyal care kept a 
fin^ Ceaciiiel upon his (afety. Never was there 
icen (as 1 heard from very intelligent Perfons in 
the Trade of War} a more beautirul order obfir* 
ired in the ranking of Mm on both fides, nor ever 
A16, two Armies difpute a bloody dif&renoe with 
a greater overflow of courage and obftinacy than 
thofej the Nubians behaved themfelves that Day 
more like invincible Warriors than barbarous Re- 
bels i and the Etbiofianf animated by the prdcnoe 
pf their King, did feats worthy to be lificd iji 
Story as a pattern for furviving Ages. Thean&c- 
tunate ffydsffes kd on by the cruelty of his Fate 
with all ibrts of unlucky prefages, hotly charged 
into the £apmics ranki and forgot the Gcn^afs 

part 
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part Co unhappily, as engaging his Perfbntoofac 
within a throng c^ his Enemies, he was twice bea- 
ten friom his Hbrfe ; but as if tho(e two falls had 
been given him on purpofe to raifc C^f/iri^'s Va- 
lour to a fublimer pirch of glory, the young 
Prince dill keeping a carcfel Eye upon his Perfon, 
flew in (b happily to his reftue, as he boch times 
drew him from the jaws of danger, bravely 
mounted him again^ and cut bim a Targe paflagey 
at the infinite exjpence ofSukian Blood, through 
a numerous preis of his Enemies, whole bhnd 
Swords would have made no diftin^lion betwixc 
his and common Lives. €U/krio often earneftly 
intreated him to fet a greater price upon his fafe- 
nr, and retire beyond tire reach of thofe dangers 
that loudly threarned hini $ but he feemed of^ 
fended at that requeft, and greedily defirous to 
open himftlf a way to Vidory with his own hand* 
he mihed in the uiird time among the ranks of 
his Foes fo unfortunately, as receiving two dee» 
wounds in his body, he fell from bis Horfi hm£ 
dead to the ground. 

Cleomed^n { whom excels of Courage had caf" 
ried a little too fat before him ) chanang to turn 
bis head, and perceivitig how hotly it was fought 
on both fides aoout the King, who was then new- 
ly beaten from his Horfe, came back like a tern* 
jKd upon his Enemies with a rage (b irrefiftible. 
as all thofe chat flood in his way, received dif^ 
patch fot the other World, and never needed to 
(rouble a Chyrargion, if any of his blows hit right 
upon them j and thus his Sword, having made 
liim a lane large enough to get up to the dying 
King, with a loud interje^on of grief, he threw 
himKlf from his Horfe, catched up the King in 
fats Arms, and with a prodigious force, which 
chediftraiftioii of his ibrrow hM mock augmented, 

H3 laid 
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kid him upon his {houl<krs i by chat great A£b 
ilriking dich terrour thiough all thof< Eoemies 
tbat flood in his paflagc, as not one had the dar- 
ing to oppofe the piety of bis defign. Tis true, that 
fome of the faichiullcft among the Etbhpians carafe 
into the alCfbDoe of his generous intention, and 
(rpurr*d by Grief and Anger, then the twins of 
Loyalty ) they fiercely flew among the thickeft of 
their Enemies, and fcatcered their throng (b hap-» 
pily, as Ci^farh hsid Ubetty to^arry the King out 
pi the Fight to his Chariot, which was left near 
that place at the bqgiiH;iing<€f the Combat. 

Immediatclf >afcer the Night ; arrived, dad in 
her deepeft bjack, and parted both the Armies* 
before the Signal of retreat could be given by the 
Trumpets of eidier party ^ and though our £nc-« 
mics led more Men than v^c^ yet then the Am 
mies fell off £{om each c^ber, the; Vi^ory betwixe 
them, as yet irrefoluteto which ^my ihe fliouU 
ihciw pai^tiality. 

In Aie mean time the (ad Chfrnedan pQthi:mfelf 
into the Chariot with the King, and whAe he mado 
it move gently towards ^is Tent, with incon- 
ceivable grief, he perceived that poor Prince ^raw 
near his end^ but when they were come thither, 
the King laid in his Bed, and the Chyrurgions 
that fearched his wounds ha4 pronounced theoi 
jnorral) the defoladon was great, ^ if all Etbi»* 
fia had periihed with him, and received an arrcA 
from Death, to go and nay him their old AUe< 
giance in tbe.other World.. 

Hydajpet was only he that appeareduntroubled^ 
dnd peraivine Ch9medon ( whom he tendered 
with an afic^on that might well have ferved foe 
an only Spn ) tp weep, tear his hair, and torment 
iiimrelf io a defperate manner, he fell a ftn^ling 
with his:ow& wfialuifc& to ^iixhim- outtfort, and 
. . forced

forced hK Soul to ftay her flight for a while, till 
fceiad-^alVincd acaitift €£/ario*s afBidion, with 
focfe af ^mt-y'ofi^ifc, as rtrrnejd all the affiftauca

In fiht, percdTing the Glafs of Life was turned 
for tiie laft Hour, and by the help df many Tor-* 
c^es that were lighted up in his Tent, ^cing th& 
principal Commanders in his Army ftand round 
hi^ Bed, after he had regarded them with a (criottt 
and affiired AfpeA: * My Friends, /i/Vi&tf, do not 
•-lb tamely lamein the de(Hny of a Prince, wherein

Hydaffes fpake in this manner, while all the 
affidants almod fwam in their own Tears to hear 
him, and though they highly approyed his g^ne* 
tous and yet prudent choice ot Cieomedon for a 
Succeilbr^.yec tuctd of Grief fo oversowed the 
pafTage of their Words, as they were pofed for the 
prefent to express their re(entmenu « and wclk 
might be, fince he who alone had more inteFeu 
than all the reft, cTcn Cieomedon himlclf^ inftead 
of paying his acknowledgment for a fayooc chae 
topped his tailed wiflies, appeared in a more de- 
je^d and dyiiie pofture than the King himielf. 

Ac laft, my Father ftretching out his hand, and 
calling him by his Name : ^ Cieomedon^ [aid hOy 

* I leave thee my Daughter and my Crown, ac- 

* cept the Prefent, my Son, fince I have nothing 

* more precious to bellow upon thee.' Cleomedom 

Gtting one Knee to the ground^ took the King's 
md and kiftd it, but be had not the power to» 
bring forth one fingle Word \ and the Kjng after, 
a few other fhort-nreathed Difcourfes, wBereia» 
among other things, he commended T^^r/^^r/i^/ tp > 
bim, as a Man very capable of State-employ-, 
menr, his Spirits wafted chem(eves by dq^teea 
Co that low Ebb, as in fine he loft his Spacb» 
and within an hour after his Life. 
* Pardon me, Madam, ^yr/vy Candaoe, v>M 

* a Face cover d foitb tears ^ if I cannot]^ this. 

* Tra^ck pan of mj Scoryi without ptyiog tb^ » 

' ' • watry 
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' * waoy tribute ( demanded by Nature and Reafbn ) 
^ to the Memory of fo (ad a lofs : Madam, I [oft 

* a Facber, to whom I was very ia^t i and a 

* Father whole Virmes merited tne cfteem anl 

* lore of all that 'knew him. 

He ieniaiu*d cold and jp ale in Cdfarh*s Arm$, 
and chat Ptinoe whofe former afied^ion to Hy^ 
dajhet^ as his PtoteSori his Benefactor, and the 
Father of CsmUce^ was paflionatcly inaea$*d by 
bis hft fene of kindneG» after his death appeared 
in a condition Uttie diflering from his, as if one 
Soul had animated both their Bodies, and the 
fame time fbrfbok and unflimifhed her double 
maafkin. From this profound aftoniihment he 
fbooeeded to fighs, and then by degrees found 
a tongue of his griefs, which deliTerdthemfeives 
in 6m doleful accents, as wrought as much pity 
from the company, as the b(s of their King that 
caus*d them. All the credit that his Governour 
BtiocUs had with him was then grown very ne* 
cel&ry, and after he had fuf&r'd him to wafle 
that whole Night in fighs, tears and plaints, where- 
of I (hppofe you willing to bate me rke recital, 
he could find no other way to reduce him to 
himlelf, than by prefentiog me to his memory ^ 
that proved the (Irongeft bridle, to retire the over- 
flowing of his woes s and began to lead }ii$ 
thoughts afide from the Lofs, to a refledion upon 
the Legacy. The Day following he grew more 
flexible to thofc reafons that aflaulted his melan- 
cholly 3 and at laft knocking offche Manacles of 
his grief, and rcftoring his Courage ro a pcrfcA 
liberty, which indeed (as the general intcrcft of 
Ethiopia was then tempered) necefllry enjoin- 
ed 3 after he had cans'd the King's body to be 
embalmed, with an intent to lay hi.Ti at Meroe^ 
Wicb the Afhc$ of his Ancefloxs, and remcm- 

H 5 bring 
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bring the "Encniy was near> by a general Couftnt, 
Ihc took the Coromdnd oF the Kimy^ with a, fb- 
Icmn Oath, t» prcfcnce, of all.rtie Officers, that 
lie would never turn his Bacl& upon Kubiay tiU 
hc'hadbach'd his Revenge of their Kmg*s De^tb, 
ia whole Rivets of the Rebels Blood. 

This Promife was fortunately followed by Ef- 
ft&Sf and the next Day. having taken a general 
Mufter of hi& Army, and finding it ilill confiiled 
of more than 10,000 Horfe, and 35^0^0 tFoat> 
b^put himfelf in the Head of it, and marched 
dirc&Iy to Tenuffis^ whithet the Enemies Army 
was newly retir'd. It yet amounted to rnore thaa 
50,000 Combatants, and their General JLvandtr, 
(who had already been advertis'd of the King*s 
peath, with which he fed the faired Hopes of 
bis Succe^, and diidaihing to fear a Man wholTc 
mtpradlired Youth he concluded iucap^bh: to. mfi- 
nage fo great a Command) marched up to him 
ivith a Confidence full of Pride, and oftcfed hi|n 
Battle. 

Cdfario accepted this Defiance with a fierce 
Joy, and adively appeared at the Head of his 
Troops, in an Armour, whofe deep Black rcprp- 
ftnted the Sadnefs of his Soul, though now half 
turned into a roble Anger j he ki them on to the 
Combat with fuch a daring and undaunied Re(b- 
lution, animated the coldeft Courages^ with Ex- 
amples £b brave and beautiful, and fpy*d them , 
' out Advantages by fuch a ptudent and quick-fight- 
edCondud, astheVidory, long difputcd by hot 
Arguments on both Sides, lifted herfelC-on our 
Party ^ but Ihe came in Scarlet, for the greedy Fu- 
ry both of General and Soldiers, ftill humii;g for 
Blood to quench theThirft of the Revenge for the 
King's Death, did that Day facrifice to his Ghoft 
above ^o^QQO Nubians, ana compcll'd ihq reft that 

cfcap cd 
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cfcaped the Slaughfcr, to feck thcit Safety within 
rtie Wolh^of ftnnffisy which opened its Gates to 

AvcHi/ their Retreat. 

' Thtce 6ay*' after/, the ^iftotiotis Cleome^on 
(though he had taken fome flighr Wounds in, the 
Bartlc) fat dovrn with 'his Army before it, but 
becaafe the City was (Irongly fortified, and now 
drf ndc^ by above io>ood ?5len, it held his whole 
>ArmyPIay for at lead three Months time, during 
lirhich, -Evanderi who difdained fo lliut 'hitnfeff 
^p within the Walls* of a Town, dcxtcroufly poft-

* Inclinations, and I find myfelf too weak to rc- 
' £ft a PiufTance he has injurioafly wrcficd from

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* me by Ufurpation. Cxime away men, my dear 

* defariOj with aJl the Forces are left you, to 
^ diipute pretences of moDe ixnportaioe, dian the 

* recoYcry of Nubia^ againft Enemies more cruel 

* than any yew have there to enconnter. •. I had 

* rather ]o&- that part of my Dominion, than 
f prove a fad witnefs to the lofs of thc^c hopes 

* you have juft conceived of C/f»/i^tf<?^'s Affedion. 

I trufted this Letter to the carriage of one of 
iny own Servants, whofc Fidelity I xnew deferr- 
ed no fufpicion, but it never attivcd ac C/effme" 
don's Hands, and undcrftood a long time after^ 
that not only my-firfi; oicilenger. had bem inter- 
cepted and. imprifoiled by Jyribufusy bat aU the 
reft that I fent betides, which denied me a poifibi* 
lity of receiving any news from Nubia, 

In the mean time, Tyribafus was not ready ro 
improve thefe beginnings to a progrefs, and iuice 
the iaft undifguihng of his aims, pretermitted no 
occation that might openly fhew his defigns, and 
acquaint every common Eye with his amotoas 
addre^5, as if he had entered the liils .of Lote 
-upon e^ual terms, and borrowed iits boJdnefs 
from a parity of condition. I had. abnoft? died 
with defpight at his effrontry, and he no fboner 
opened his mouth ro re-(bllicite his fuir, but 1 ftiil 
gave him a rude repuhe, in terms £b jhacp aud 
galling, as would have infallibly urged any Spi- 
rit but his, to have railed bis ^t^ 9i doubtlefs 
.himielf had done, if his .LQve and Ambition had 
not drawn in the fame yoke, aodhisde£ceof p>(^ 
fcfling tne, J>£cn frclhiy fupply'd wtch.new'.hBats 
from his afpiring de^n, to &t a poond'GriMPra 
upon his head. 

One Day oficring/me his hand to lead me to 
.the Temple, and . perceiving : that . after a SSAsan- 
fiil rejcdion of bis» I had ta|iicn.<ny'.5]q[«ijc : * I 
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fee. my ScT\icc$, /aid be^ arc very diftaftcful, 
though I know no other rcafbo, thau because 
they are ofFer'd with more zeal and ardour, 
tl^an all you receive befide from the reft ,of man-' 
kindy and poJ(CbIy the fame reafon your Ma- 
jefty ukes for a juft incitement of your cenfure, 
would prefer them to eftimation and acceptance 
in another Spirit. I ihould not refufe to receive 
them of you, nplfd /, as they arc due from 
a Subied, if you would only pay them upoa 
that Icorci but if they arc brought to back any 
ocher aims, I know you not, becaufe you have 
forgot to know me ^as you ought. It (hall be 
the JLdlbn of my whole Life, anfvser'd be^ to 
know you as my Sovereign Queen, at whofc 
Feet my Soul lie^ proftcate by the Command of 
a' double Authority, nor will 1 ever entertain 
one lingle wiih toget adifpenfationof thatho- 
mjige. I here fteely quit you, npiyd J, of all 
y^u owe mc, provided you will fee me vio more j 
and *cis.that, Tyribafusy the beft and rooft agrea- 
ble Service I ihall ever receive at your hands. 
Tyribnfiis perceiving I began to kindle at this 
Difcourfe, would prc(s it no further, but, lofing 
sll hope in his dedans to vanquifh mv averiions 
in thefe weapons, he r^folved to worK his ends 
ivith ruder inftruments than Love and Sweecnefs* 
which he plainly faw had done him no fervice : 
.Sufpedliiig the ptejudice delay might produce, 
.and fearing that Cleomedon returning from Nubia^ 
and winning all the honeft party to efpoufc his 
Quarrel, mi^ht give a danKrous fliock to his ill- 
gotten Authority, he concluded from the argu- 
ments of an impulfive neceflity to defer the blow 
no longer. 

He, was ready aflured of all the ftrong places 
in the Kin2dom» to the command of which he 

I * had 
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had ftill obfervcd the caution to prefer no others 
but fuch as were- all at his own devotion 5 the 
Treafure was wholly in his hands, or in thofe of 
his Creatures, and without his order neither Gar- 
rifons nor {landing Troops could reccirc any 
payment 5 he had (o perfcdlly bought the Offi- 
ceis hearts with his liberalities that Aill camefroni 
my Cof!ers, as they were all at his difpofal, and 
when he flew at tji higheft pitch of his Ma{Wr*s 
favour, having made it his care to gain himlelf 
a popular efteem , by procuring fomc Royal Grants, 
that carried the Face of a publick good, he thriy* 
cd fo ftrangely by thofc fly infinuations, as there 
were few Perfons among the Ethiopians (and 
thofc of the beft quality, who becaufe of their 
Birth and Virtue, would not be corrupted by his 
Gifts and Flatteries ) that he had not engaged to 
favour his Ambition. Bcfides, finding a pfetexc 
of making grand Levies to fend into N»^/tf, where 
C/eomedons Forces, by fighting fo often, were 
much enfeebled, he had raifird in divers parts of 
the Kingdom above fix fcorc thoufand Men, which, 
difpofed into (everal Bodies, inftcad of marching 
towards Nubia^ he had lodged in Garrifons, atia 
cau(ed them to be exadly paid 5 by which nteans 
he made himfclf fure of their hearts, and held 
them readily difp6fed to ad his Command, withonc 
ballancing any thoughts upon theCauie or Quarrel. 
Thefe traitorous pra^liccs were not fo fccretly 
carried, but I had notice of dhem, fromfomethac 
iufpcded his drift, and dill prefervcd an unpoi- 
foned FideUty «, yet I found my condition too 
weak to countermine his Plots ; befides, I had 
caufc to fear, that if I firft declared, I IhoUld but 
fpur him to greater fpccd to his haughcy Entcr- 
prize, from which a little patience might pofEbly 
divert him till C/eomedon's arrival) in whom 1 had 

circled 
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circled all my hopes : But I- received not one an- 
fwer to all the Letters I had written^ and, thai 
ignorant bow the treachery ofjjfrihajus had ufed. 
them, I injuftly accofed my dear C^t/arhy for u- 
king fo {light and (iipinc a nocke of my afiairs 
jtnd his own. 

When Tyribafus had ripened all his Contrivan'- 
ces for the purpole he intended, he re(blved to 
(lay the execution no longer, and one Moro-i 
ing before the birth of Day, there entered, by 
his Orders into Aferoe^ at fcven or eight (everal 
Gates about 30,000 Souldiers,. under the Com- 
mand of his Bzothet Anterior y and two other of 
his Friends, and prefently feizcd upon the cro(s 
ways, the ends ol the Streets, and all other places 
that were mod fortificable in the City, to prevenc 
or oppofe the People's rifing, if any fach thing 
ih<)uld happien. 

The City was no fooner reduced to this condi- 
tion, when Tyn^ii/cix appeared in the Streets, with 
a throng at his neels ef his chiefed Partifans, 
vhereof the grcatefl; number were of the mo(l 
conHderable Perlbns among the Etbhpiansy whole 
abjed difpofitions had lifted themfelves Co many 
fawning Slaves to his Fortune, and ih^wing him- 
lelf in publick places, he made Orations to the 
Soldiers and People ( which the Novelty had 
drawn from their Houfe) interlarded witn ma» 
ny artificial reafons : He reprefeiited chat he had 
taken inftrudions from the common Intereft, and 
not his own, to contrive and hatch that defign 
for publick fafety i that though his bread had 
long incloicd a Padion for me, yet he would ne- 
ver have lifted his Pretences to an Honour, he 
confeded was much above him, if I had not oblig- 
ed him to it, by the di(coTcry of a refolution, 
to £ec the Crown of Ethiopia upOn the head of 

i 3 the 
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the young Stranger, a Fugitive, abandoned of 
God and Men, without either fdpport or refuge, but 
'Whsx he had borrowed of us : In fine, a Man 
to whole Regency he knc\;^ the Ethiopian No- 
bility would never fubtnit, and one they could not 
fuffer to fharc the Sovereignty, without provok- 
ing Augufius their morral fencrtiy, and the whole 
Puiflancc of the Roman Empire againft them. He 
then infintiated they might make a fitter chdice 
of a Prince in their own Country, whofe incli- 
nations and integrity they had known by a loiig 
tratft of experience, and a Man that neither wan- 
ted Wifdom nor Clemency to Govern, nor Va- 
lour to defend thcra from all forts of Enemies j 
that the Quceu, though prcpoftfled with fomc 
patriality to the young Stranger, would in time 
DC reduced to do homage to Rcafbn, when once 
flic faw herfelf obliged by the univerfal Votes of 
htt Pfcoplc, and undtrftood by the advenKement 
of Time, that this petty violence was offered her 
to Efo other end, than het own advantage. He 
larded this Difcourfe with other likely arguments 
to take with a People that were generally inclin- 
ed to wifh him well *, and then flipported by 
Force, and ailided by Fear ( which of all the Paf- 
iions has the gteated operations upon bafe and 
vulgar Spirits) he obrained all his wiflics of an 
in'iinidated People. 

The honed: Party fighed among themfelves, at 
the injuries Were offered to their afflided Prin- 
cefs, and the King their Maker's Memory, but 
they were too feeble both in Force and Number 
to divulge their difcontents \ aqd the Soldiers fitft- 
beginning to cry. Let Tyribafus be our Kingy 
let him efpoufe our Queen Candace. Which was 
feconded (o loudly b^ the general acclamation of 
cho£e thftt favoured his ambitious Interefls, as by 

Itftk- 
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litde and Htcfe that Beallr the mulcirade (ever a 
iPriehdr to Novelty an^ Diibrder) afid now flattered 
by Tyirikafus*s promifes, took example by liis 
•friends and Soldiers to (ing their parts to the 
fiunc Tnne through all the Streets: Lff Tyribafus 
he our Kwg^ let him effoufe our Queen Candace. 

The principal Inhatntants of Ateroe that would ^ 
not cotuenr to this bafetiefS) and were iiot^ftronc; 
enough to oppofe it, either kept them (elves clblk 
in their Houfe^ or forfook the City, that they 
migkt' efcape the guik of beinf, fuH^rers or fau- 
^ocs of fo black a Treafon ^ and there wanted 
not fome among them tharfecrctjy dole intoNir^ 
hra widi a parpoic to find out; Cleomedon^ and 
belay him to vindicate the Quarrel of their injured 
Queen, or £ill a Sacrifice to Loyaky . ^ 

After the coivfent and acclamation of the Peo- 
ky TyiY^tf/tM* catkd a Conneil th^t confifted of a 
zvt principal I^fbns about him*, ^ cau^d him- 
icfftjo be -voted fiance of the EtifSifpiamy not fiip«- 
fo&m;iz && (for ftarbf growing odious by' too 
manifeft' an Ciuxpation) to^ttme the quality of 
King before he had efpouied their T^ritKefs. 

Y^u may eafily jttd^e th« all thefe things 
(though begun in the fkflr infjaityofDay) could 
not pafs Without any knoirfedfi;e, yet the intclli- 
^'nce came late to my Ear, and I feft received it 
with 6aak a tnoubled appreh^ifion, as it was long 
befeie my aftooifhedReafen could come to rtfelf, 
or put any Thoughts in order rocompofe a Refo- 
lution i at lafl: calling for my Ck>achs (for I was 
ftiH in Bed) I went out of*^ my Chamber, only 
followed by my Women, with a few of my faich- 
fialieft OfficeK, that had taken an Alarm from 
the Noife, to attend -my Perfon 5 I went haflily 
down the Stairs, with a Purpbfe to Ihew myfclf 
CO the People^ and if poffiWe, by my Prelciiae, 
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put a Stop to the Progrefs of that Mifchief ^ but 
croffiog tkc Palace-Coott, inftcad of my ordina- 
ry Guards, I found at the great Gate two Batta- 
lions of Soldiers with unknown Faces, that de- 
fended it, and infolently laid hold of my Cnarioc- 
Horfts as they were paffing throngh ^ and whcB 
I was lighted and come on Foot to the Gate, re* 
felving to ihew myfelf in the Streets in chat Con^ 
ditiou, tho(e that guarded it, not daring to op- 
po(e my PaHage with the Points pf their Halberts, 
ihut the Gate in my Pre(eiKe, which at that In* 
ftance gave me Intelligence, that together witli my 
Crown, I had Ipft my Liberty. • 

I Ihall forbear to repeat the paflionatc Com- 
plaints my Refentments (ent to Heaven, againft 
the Injuries of Fortune, fince to allow them a 
Place in my Story, would be as ulelefs, as them* 
iclves were vain • Yet I ftrogkd very hard to keep 
a htcle Moderation dill at the Fielm of my Beha- 
viour, and ferving myfelf withfonje Courage that 
Heaven had natuially given me, I' turned back to 
my Chamber, betraying lefs Apprehenfion in mj 
Looks, Words, and Anions, than would poflA- 
ble have been confefled by other Perfons of my 
Age and Sex, in a like Diforder. 

When I was entef'd my Chamber, all my Maids 
throwing tbepilclves at my Feet, fell a bewailing 
with bitter Sobs, Tears, and lamentable com- 
plaints the calamitous Condfttoo and Captivity of 
their Miftrcfs j but inftead of bearing my Part, I 
fcU a chiding the Extreams of their AfRidion, and 
fo ftr^ngly over-rul'd my own Griefs, with (tick 
a Conftancy and a(Itxr*d Afped and Geftu re, as my 
Enemies could not Co much as fiad a Footftcp of 
a Tear upon .niy Vifage. I would needs have all 
the reft compote their Looks by my Model, and 
IP difpoie them to it: < Comfort yourfclves my 

* Piicnds^ 
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* Friends, faid !, with this Belief, xhazTyrikafus 

* may be your Tyrant, but he Ihall ncrcr buyout 

* King, if he muft firfl be Candaces Husband. 

After cliefe Words, with the Addition of a few 
others to the (ame Purpofe, I laid myCelf down 
upon my Bed, where I refblvcd to cxped my 
Defliny with Patience. I Bad continued in that 
Fodure a good Part of the Day, when (after he 
had brought his ambitious Ends to the Pa(s I re- 
laccd) Tyribafus came into my Chamber, follow- 
ed by a Part of thofe Traitors that favoured his 
Defiga, who now no longer treated him as a par* 
ticular Man, but a lawful King. As he entered 
mj Chamber, and ajpproached my Bed, he ftill 
amrded fome Form ot Refped \ and inftead of do- 
ing Honour to his new Dignity, 1 receiv*d him 
without fo much as ftirring from my Place, oc 
almofl vouch(afing to turn an Eye upon his Vi- 
iage. This Coldnefs ftrangely furprizcd him, be- 
ing doubtlefs prepared to receive the Shock of feme- • 
thing more violent and impetuous *, and this un* 
expelled Encounter ftruck him dumb for a Seafbn> 
and fet his thoughts on work to find out fome 
other Difcourfe than what he had premeditated to 
comfort me ; but 1 gave them no Time to finifh 
it, and throwing a contempmous Look or two ae 
him : ' You have done a brave and gallant A^b, 
^ faid /, in defpoiling a young Princefs and your 

* lawfiil Queen (committed ro your Guard, by 

* her Father your King and Maftet) of her Crowti 
' and Liberty, repaid that Confidence with a grand 
' Fidelity, and made a generous Ufe of your Ma- 

* iler*s Favour, whofc inconfiderable Bounty rais*{^ 

* your crawling Fortunes to this proud Height 
'•and Greatnefs wherewith yott have lutn'd liis 
' ouly Daughter. ' 

I 5 * Tyri^ 
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Tyribafus was deeper galkd with Shame at 
this calm Reproach, than if I had edged it with 
fharpet Languaj^e and more Vehemeucej nor 
could he cover it (b quaintly that it was not ealily 
perceived by thofe were near him ; but ^s he liad 
deitcroufly learned to remove all the Oppodtion 
that Shame or Remorfe could plant in the Way 
to his Ends, he quickly recovered him (elf, and re- 
garding me with more Aflurance, than the Senfe 
of his Crime might well have left him : * You have 
(bmc Caufe to accufc me, faid be^ for counter- 
Ycning your Inclinations, and taking Part with 
your Subjc6te to oppoft your Deftgn in the Choice 
of a Stranger, whom you could not have mar- 
ried without the Ruin of your People, My En- 
deavours are dedicated to the Prelervation and 
• not the Robbery of your Birth-tight j and yoa 
have too long been Miftrcfs of my Liberty, for 
me to attempt any thing againft your*s : You 
arc ftill Queen of the Etbiafiani^ and ihallever 
be fb, fince Tyrihafus will rather die than di- 
vorce you from that Dignity : But fincc NecefE- 
ty requires that a Man ihould (hare it with you, 
and with it obtain another a thoufand times 
more detirable, and as much more glorious, 
you need not think it ftrange that the Defire of 
acquiring you rather than that of reigning, 
(hould wing my Purfoit of sr Fortune in that 
Path where Poflibility was my Guide, after I 
had trod all others that did but lead me silray.' 
That Fortune thou talkeft of, reflfd /, half 
mad 'voltb ffigbty is neither thine by Birth nor 
Merit, dnce there is too much Bafenefs in the 
one, and too little Worth in the other; and 
(hou'd I ever prove (b degenerate, to think n 
Subje6b might defer ve my Choice, (are I fhon'd 
iiQt iolc fo much as % Glance upon him, that 

* fecks 
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* ftckrno other way to prefer him^lf, bt^t by Vi- 

* okucc and Treafon. Wha'cvcr thou doft by 

* the Licenfe of a vile Ufurpation, neither thy 
*■ plundered Authority, nor my Wcaknefs can dil- 

* guifi our Conditions, and in fpight of both, T 

* fliall always be the Queen, and tnou Ihalc ever 

* be my Subject. ' Youfliould always have been 

* my Queen (replyd Tyribaftts, diffemb/hg the 

* Fi^ue he received at my Words) though Hea- 

* vcn had not given you a Crown, and I ihouM 

* ever have been your Subje'd, though the gieattft 

* Monarch upbn Earth j but in your Authority 

* and my Submiffion, I fhall not lofe a Grain of 
*• the Glory I pretend to,- and when- Time and 
^ Reafon {whigh I hone will quickly undondyour 

* Majefty's .Eye$) fhall riiife a Power by Degrees, 

* to dimpatfc yourfirftRefcnrments, I know they 
^ muft'be fiicceeded by others of a gentler Strain, 

* t^aC will no Idfiget fuffer you to regard him as 

* an Enemy, a Traitor, and Ufurper, that adores 

* you with fo powerful a Paflion, and fo perfecSt 

* a Rcfpcdt, and a Man whofe only Zeal for your 

* Interefls, hascompelledhimto difpleafeyou. 
He had faid more in his own Defence, if af- 
ter, cbmnundii^ him tb leave liie to myRepofe, I 
bad not aiflually affurcd him, by turning away to 
^he other Side, that I *was theti tefolved to ex- 
c!langc no more^yllatles with, h im . He thought 
it rtor fit to importiinc roc further, and after he 
had ftridly charged thofe Perfons about me to 
fcrve me with the fame Care and Diligeiice as be- 
fore, he quitted the Chamber, . 

He ftfli left me the whole Palace to my(cJf^ 
with (bme^hadbw of Refpfed, and a Guard foi; 
■toiy Pcrfon^ little diftred in Number to thofe that 
formerly waited, but they ftin followed me, not 
&} much ' for Honour and Defence, as to abridge 

mc

mc of my Liberty, and though with their Atceiv 
dance I was allowed to vifit any Part of the City, 
yet I never eflayed to {hew mylclf in publick, but 
I dill found all the Parages (lopped, and the Gates 
Ihut upon mc. The Scnfe of my Captivity gaird 
me more than the Lo(s of my Kingdom, out I 
endeavoured to (iipporc .both with an invincible 
Couflancy, till the Hand of Heaven ihould fet z 
Date CO my Afflidions, which I had little ^e»- 
fbn to hope from the Help of a human Arm. 

In the mean time Tyribafus appeared with all 
the difplayed EnCgns of Royalty, kept the fame 
Number of Guards and Officers about him, that 
always belonged to the Kings o( Eibiopia, prefi* 
ded in State Af&irs, with an abfolute Authoricy, 
and though he placed my Name with his, in (uch 
Difpatches and Coqimiuions, as carried the royal 
Signature, yet I was never called to their Counals, 
nor my Confcnt or Advice denianded in any 
Affair of Importance. 

The Tyrant perplexed me with his daily Vifirs, 
and (liU difcourfcd me his Pailion, I confefs with 
tittle Alteration of Refpe^ i but he did Co plagiis 
me with his own» and the SoUicitations of others 
to efpouie him, as his cruel Persecution often 
drove me beyond the Bounds of that Moderation 
I had proposed to myfclf. 

One Day, by an exceflivc redoubling thcfc kind 
of Torments, he had put me paft 3l tnj Let 
foDS of Patience, and after I. had fuflered nim a 
While, not without Conftraiar, to talk me his 
amorous Trafh, 

' Tyribafus, fa$d /, hold youtfcif to your firft 
' Intention, which is to reign, or (to name ic 

• better) to tyrannize over my Etbiofiansy and 

• trouble yourfelf no more with the other, on 

• which you would hayc never bcffio wed aThought, 

• if 
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if yojir Ends had not led you to drcTs Ambition 
in the Cloaths oftovcj had you loved the Pcr- 
ibn, and not the Crown oFCandacg, youwoa'd 
have fought out fomc other Way to exprefs it, 
than by ufurping her Eftatc, and detaining her 
Perfon in cruel Captivity j and if you cannot 
make that Crown fit lure upon your Head, 
without efpoufing the Legitimate Heir^ know 
you fhall never be lawful King of Ethiopia -y the 
ihorceft Way for you had been to cut mcoflffrom 
the World $ and though I now know you rc^ 
(blved to be my Executioner, that full Afliiraucs 
could not render me more your Enemy, than 
thofe hateful Injuties you have already oflcr*d me. 
He (eldom got better Language than this at my 
Hands, which yet he recciv*d with an unmoved 
Afped, expreiling by all his Words and Adions, 
chat he fixed/his ^reft Hopes upon Time, for 
the Change of my Humour. 
. In the meantime, I fighed away my QlA Hours, 
in this deplorable Captivity, while the King, my 
Neighbours, my Allies, and moft of them my 
near Kindred, were all fo bafo as to let me lie in 
my Chains, wit];iout attempting my Liberty, fo 
ftrangely had the Puiflanceof TyW^^i/i^j-afFriehted 
diem^ yet. I flrove to fiipport their unkind, oc 
rather cowardly Oblivion, with a calm Relent- 
xnent V but I could not pals a. Thought upon C/eo^ 
ntedoHy that was not the Child of comfortleis Grief, 
nor find out the Shadow of a Reafon, why he 
fhould be fo ardent for my Interefls in the Nubian 
War, and (et fo (light an Efteem upon my Let- 
ters, which mcthoudit was but too plainly pro- 
ved, by the Sloaih ofhis Obedience to come away 
a^ my Command. * What, 'would I Jbmetimes 
* /^yf '^ifb ^ Sorm of Siebs and Sobsy can he, 
I for whom alone I fuSibr fo many Difgraces, ap- 

• * pear 
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* pear fo infenfiblc, a^ not to voucbfafc one Line 

* in anfwer to my Latcrs ; and am I ftill fuch z 
« Fool to link my Soul to an Affc£lion, with fo 
« much Obftinacy, that has made me miserable, 

* while he dif-eftecming my kcpofe, runs hotly 

* on his Chafe of Glory, perhaps not allowing 

* one hght Rcflcdion upon thofc Torments I, 
« fuflfcr forhis Sake; ah, SonofC^yir / is it pof^ 

* fible, that among fo many grand <5.aaliticSj 

* which inhabit thy Soul, Ingratitude Ihouldfind 

* a Harbour ? Haft thou tied thy Heart fo b!ind- 
' ly ttf the Dotage of a vain Reputation, to cafhier 
' the Remembrance of a Princefs thou didft onc9 

* love, and a Princefs that has loft her Crown 

* and Liberty, only hccaufe flie would not lofc hcc 

* Interefts in thee. 

* Sometimes this Thought would put me into ve- 
ry violent Rtfcntmcnts againft hiA, and might 
have poifibly produced fomcrhing x6 his Di6dvan- 
ragc in my Breaft, ifTyritafas himfelf had not 
(crved for his Juftification ; one Day (to convince 
my Aflfcftion to Cleomeden) upbraiding me with 
ibmc Words he had fees in tne Letters I wrote 
him, and this hcedlefs Confcflion of Kis Frauds 
by the Help of a Queftion or two fuddenly asked 
liimto that Purpofe, intangled him in fuch a Di- 
lemma, a^ he could neither difavow their Surpri- 
aal, nor deny that he had ever fincc detained my' 
Meflcngers in Prifbn . I received no flight Comfort 
from the Knowledge I took of C£fario*s Innocence ^ 
and though I now delpaired of conveying a Let- 
ter to his Hands, fince I milled that Maik fd un- 
expcdedly, while I had my Liberty ; yet I che- 
rilhed a Hope, that the loud Noife of ray Mif- 
fbrtunes would quickly travel with fuchaq A)atnt 
tD his Ears, as would infallibly bring him home 
to my Succoor. . 

This 
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This Hope was credited with a great deal of 
Reafon, and to feat every thing with a juft Me- 
thod, in its o\tn place, that relates to my Story, 
you are now to know, that while I languilhcd 
in Prifon, the vi^orious Cieomedon had compleat- 
cd his Conquefts in Ni/^/'/i, 'gained the laft Battle, 
and witli his own Hand killed Evander, the 
Enemies General, in a fingle Combat, when thofc 
faithful Ethiopians^ that forfook Mer^^ the 
fame Day niy Misfortunes began to appear in 
publick, witn divers others that followed him 
that Way from (cveral Places, arrived at his Camp, 
and brought the (ad News of all that bad hap- 
pened. He received and refcnp^d it (as I fincc 
heard) with fuch Apprehenfibns as became his 
AfFcdion 5 and after he had openly profelfed the 
'Dcteftation of Tyrihafus*s Treachery, in Terms 
that exprcfled'a noble Indignation, in a few Days 
Time he fettled the Nubian Affairs, with as much 
Prudence and Precaution, as his Impatience to be 
gone would permit him ; and leaving that People 
DO power to re-attempt fuch Anions of a long 
Time after, nor will to eichatige the Bleffings of 
a quiet Life, for the Troops of Miferies that march 
with an intedine War (after he had rewarded 
their Rebellion, with the Death of 200,000 of 
their Men, the taking in of all their Cities, and 
fix fignal Overthrows in the Field) he put him- 
ftlf upon the Way to Meroe^ in the Head of his 
vi&orions, thougn fhattered Army, which now 
icarce amounted to more than 10,000 Men, the 
Remains of fb many Combats, where their Com- 
panions perillied ; but they were fo entirely af- 
fe^cd to Cieomeden\ Interefts, as they all took ^ 
Cblenin Oath, cither to die with him in the Quar- ■ 
rel, or revenge and re-fcat their Queen in the 
Throne of her Anccftors, 
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In this Confidence they had given him, with- 
out informing himfelf of the Enemy s Strength, 
he marched towards Meroe with an admirable 
Expedition. Tbo(c Places in his Wav that held 
foi Tyribafus did but vainly oppofe his Paflage^ 
for he made all fly before him, with a marvel- 
lous Facility ^ and his Army was now enaeafed 
by the coming in of fome faithful Siib)e6b> tliar 
lifled themfelvcs in his Troops with the additi- 
onal Number of four or five thoufand Men ^ yet 
he could BOt make fo much Speed in his march, 
but Tyribwfys had Notice of it before he had left 
half the Way behind him j the News made him 
hade away Di (patches on all Si<les, to rally his 
Forces chat lay fractcred in their (everal Quarters^ 
into one grofs Body -, and while this was doing, 
he (ciK his Brother Antmor^ a brave and valiaoe 
Caprain, with 30,000 Combatants, that were 
then 'ready for a march to go meet Chomedon* 
Anttnor advanced towards him with great Ex- 
pedition; nor did Cieomedon make lefs hade to 
come to the Encounter ; the two Armies faced one 
another aboiii fix Days Journey from Meroe ^ that 
of Antenors confided of frefli and tried Men, 
better armed and appointed than Cafario'if and 
much the (Ironger in Number ; however, C^farto 
(perceiving he could not fafcly allow himielf the 
Leifure to (lay the ballancing of tho(e DiGidvan- 
tages) presented him Battle, and fought it fb 
fiercely, as there had never before been aded Co 
bloody a Tragedy upon the Stage of Ethiopia. I 
know not how to give you the Particular$> but 
fome that were A dors there, have fincc related 
•me Things that were altogether prodigious. Cie- 
Jario flew upon his Enemies like a furious Lion, 
and fought more Lke an enraged Hercu/esy than 
a valiant Warrior ^ and afcer he had doae Things 
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which would never have found BeUef among 
Men, i{ the uncormpced Troth had not been 
T>rought away by fo many Witncfles j he fought 
oat the Brother of TyrihMfus^ killed him in the 
rery middle of his Squadrons wkh his own Hand; 
and ^hat Day fbfFering an Excefs of Choler 19 
trample upon the natural Sweernefs of his Inclina- 
tions to Pity, he animated his Men with fo many 
bloody Examples from bis invincible Arm, as 
Antenors whole Army were cut in Pieces with 
their Captain, and there was fcarce one Man that 
cfoapcd their .Fury : But to qualify this Fortune, 
there were five or (ix thoufand (lain on C^fario*^ 
Pany, many of the reft hurt, and himfelf had 
received two or three deep Wounds, that in fpight 
of his Spirit forced him for divers Days to be a ' 
Prifoner to bis Bed, not without fome Danger of 
his Life. 

He was ready to die with Difpfcafure at 1^^ 
Confinement, and his own Reafon did adure him 
that the Succefs of his Affairs depended npon his 
perfonal Diligence^ fo he might- eafily forefee 2 
Fart of his allowing Misfortunes through the 
prefent Prohibition of his Liberty by thofe un« 
iQcky Wounds. 

The News of Anten0r*s total Defeat quickly 
flew to Meroe 5 and if Tyribafus was torn with 
Grief and Rage for the Death of a Brother, whom 
he highly eftocmed \ I did not celebrate my C£far's 
Sucoe^ with a mediocrity of Joy, nor oStt the 
Gods any cold or fluggifli Vows for a Continua* 
. tion of their AfHdance. 

TyribafuSf diftra^d with Fury, and deeply 
vowing his Brother's Revenge, made fuch impa- 
tient hafte to draw up all his Forces to a general 
Rendezvous, as before Cejarlo could quit his Bed 
and inarch fi:om the Place where bis Wounds had 

detained 
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detained him» we beheld above loo^ooo Comba-' 
canes drawn together before the Gates oi Merae; . 
9iXiATyribafus9 after he had fet a flcong GuaiiL' 
upon my Perlbn, and left another in the City,, 
put himfelf into the Head of theia, and marched 
Ugaind Cltomfdon, But firfl;, he came armed ac. 
aji Points to take his Leave of me, and mc-^ 
thoughts I faw his Anger fpatkle in his Eyes j* 
howev^, he (tcuggled with himfelf in my Pre«> 
fcace> to fwoeten the Fieranefs of his Looks i. 
' Madam, faid be^ Till now I have fpared CiSro*; 

* medon^S Life, becauie you loved him ; bbt the 

* Death of a dSai: Brother hath (Irangled all the 

* Pity I had for him, and I am now going to 

* facrifice him to the Ghofl of Anttnor and my 

* own Repofe, to which he would be a perpetual 

* Trouble, iliould 1 dill fufies him to ftay in the 

* World.' The Tyrant's numerous Army, aad 
Cp/^r/V& Weakn^fs, of whkh I wass^turod by a 
certain Intelligence, had already filled me wicb 
Fear of a (ad Evenc,- that was tbundcd upon too' 
much Rcafon *, but this lad-Threat that Tyrikafiw- 
uttered with ib proud aConfidctKC^ froze my Soid 
with a mortal ApprehenHon •, acd regard in^ him, 
with an Eye that could not day fome difobedieaK. 
Tears, which aepc away iipou my Cheeks: 

* Didd thou go againd Cieornedan^ frid /, wicii' 
' Forces equal to his, | would not harbour the 
' . lead doubt of a certain Vidory ; bat feeble as 

* he is, I hope the Gods in fighting &r him, 
*.wi.ll drike in my Quarrel with dhe Sword 06 

* Judice/ Tyribafus quitted my Chamber with* 
out a Re{4y, and in a ihott Time afler^ the 
City. 

CUomedon dill kept his Bed- in a very weak 
Condition^ near the Place where he defeated Ath' 
Unor\ Axmy, when he katoed that Tyrikffus, 

was 
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vras coming to fight him in the Van of 100,000^ 
"Mciii his Aritiy fcarcc confifting of 1 6,000, and* 
of chofe 10,000 wounded ; bcCdcJ, his own thrte 
Hurts Co exceflively pained him, as they might 
well have difabled any other Perfon of a more dc- 
Jicate Complexion to fit on Horfeback \ but all 
thefe Reafons could not oblige him to fly the 
Combat, nor lend any credit to the Counfel of 
his Governor and Friends, who earncftly prefled 
him to retire, as it was yet Time enough if be 
had been willing. ' Were there but theleaft Ap- 

* pearance of a Poffibility, /aid bey to rc-inforcc 

* our Army with any frcih Supplies for the 

* Queen's Service, I would providentially reiervc 

* my Life for her Intcrcfts 5 out fince all my Hopes 

* are dead, only a few excepted that ftill breathe 

* in your Valour, I had rather die generoufly 

* with yoa, than take my Life upon fhameful 

* Terms, and carry it where it cannot be ufeful. 

* I fhall not blame any for retiring that can be 

* afftighted with Death j and with the help of 

* thofe undaunted Courages that dare ftay with 

* me and affiont ir, I may poflibly ftrikc (bmc 

* Fear through the Soul of TyrihajuSj in the very 

* Centre of nis Army. 

With this Refolution he called for his Arm5> 
HXkA mounred on Horfe-back, he advanced with 
that handful of Men to meet his Enemies, who 
trcre all refolved to die in his Company, 

The next Day he came in View of Tyrtbafus*s 
Army that covered all the Campania, and ftretch*d 
ilftlf out on either Side, with two long half 
Moons to environ him ^ but he took not the lead 
Aftonifhment from that Objc6t, and turning to- 
tVards his valiantCortipanions, with as much Vi- 
vacity and Afiutance in his Looks, as if he had' 
gone to Triumph : « My Friends, faid be^ we" 

* mui^: 
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• muft all die to Day for the Service of out 

• QutCD J but in our Death find a Glory prefcr- 

• rable to the Condition of our Enemies, and' 
< offer Cnndace ^%h^x a Saaifice as ihe ought to 

• h©pc from her faithful Subjects. , • 

At chefe Words he charged in through a World 
of his £nemies> who not acquainted with his de- 
fien to die, ftood amazed at the prodigality of 
his Valour } they were all prefently encompafled 
by the Tyrant's comniand, which they never fb 
much as endeavoured to hinder \ and Cdfario (eek- 
ine none but Tyribafusy made his name found ott 
alffides, and loudly call'd him to Combat where* 
ever he addrelled his ftcps or blows : Yet he had 
found it impoflible to aboard him, by reafbn of 
thofe vad numbers that defended his Perfon, if 
Tyribafus (who indeed was a valiant Man ) had 
refufed the challenge. In fine, Cdfarh throwing 
down all l)efore him> with blows that might bet* 
Cer be called the e£Fe£ls of a defperate rage than- 
a human Valour, (Tyribafus premng towards him 
CO facilitate his Encerprize) buckkd with his Rival 
in the midft of his Men, gave him two deep wounds 
in the body, and threw him from his Horfe to the 
Earth in- a fwoondj but Tyribafus was quickly 
relieved by a great number of his own Men that 
£ew into his refcue, and took him up. from the 
place where he lay, and Cafario (conflraincd 
by the throng to turn his Sword another way ) 
received Co many blows from his Enemies on all 
ildcs, as at laft by the great efFufion of his blood, 
and the lofs of all his Forces, he fell from his 
Horfe among the dead, without either feufc or 
knowledge. Scarce one Man of his little Army 
escaped the flaughter, but they did things before 
they died, that may juflly claim a preheminence ia 
the ftory of thofc brave Lactdm^nians^ th^ ac- 
quired 
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quited (b beautiful a reputation, by perilhing with 
their valiant King at the Battle of 21b^;^wo/>j^/f. 7/- 
rikafus loft twice that number of his own Men 
that compofed their Army, and himfelf ran a 
greatcr.rilque of li(e, than ever he encountred in 
ail his former dangers. ' 

' In the mean time, I ftayed at Meroe bufied with 
Feats, Tears and Prayers, wherewith I inccilantly 
(bllicited Ikaveu for C£fario*s (afety 5 every thine 
my thoughts could glance at, ferved to feed thote 
apprehenfions that deft^oyed my repofc, and I 
had already worn out many tedious Nights, with- 
out £0 much as dofing my Eye-lids, when to re- 
double my cruel inquietudes, the Day before I 
learned the fad news, my Fears had Co often fore- 
told, Ciitie delivered me a Letter ihc had newly 
received from an unknown Soldier as ihe came 
back from the Tempfe; fufpeding the truth, I 
opened it with a trcfhbling hade, and met with 
thefc Words which the poor Prince had wrote, 
hazarded to that Soldier's fidelity fome few hours 
^before he bad charged his Enemy.

The perulal of thefc Words laid a greater weight 
cf woe upon my Soul, than ever yet it fupporced, 
^Md tEough of late it had been argued with masy 
•anxious Perplexities, yet I now reiented Co auel 
an encreafe of my milcry, as rendered roc inca- 
|)able of company and comfort j I fpent that Day 
in tears and dghs, but the next that (liccecded it 
was yet more dolefully employed, fince it brought 
mc the accompliihment of all my Fears, in th^ 
fad news o£Cdfano*s bloody defeat, with (helo(s 
of his whole Army -, all thofe that had made mc 
the recital, affiired me he was feen fall dead frcan 
his Horie, after he had left fome imp^fficm of re- 
venge upon his Rival in two dangerous wounds 
he nad given him, and done Adions befides of Co 
ftupendious a Nature, that they ieemcd to hold 
as great a difproportion to Truth, as thofc fidious 
Tales of our ancient Herpes. 

Madam, You will cafily judge, how cruelly the 
fcnfe of this diiafter ftretched my Heart-ftpngs, 
^nd to confirm that thought, you mf^y plca(e to 
inow.rhat I funk dead in my Womans Arm*s, 
<and lay a long time in that condition, before the 
remedies they applied could bring back my Sen- 
ies that were all fled away from their ufual O£oes ; 
and when at laft they waked me from my Trance, 
). fell a wailing my lofs in the dolefulleft accents, 
that were ever eafpreiled by tjbe lawftiUed and 
Aioftimpewpys Gmi: Aftd^limy Aftipns pcr- 

Twaded 
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fwaded thole about me, that I was become an 
Enemy to my Life. My Women durft not ftir 
^om me in chat ^ftate wherein they (aw cau& 
enough to Teat, that my own haD<is wouM diG- 
patch the bnnt)e(s of my De(patr; and all that 
Day 'I was Ari^^Iy guarded, rather as a diftraded 
Pet fbn, than -a Princefs, that in tht preceeding ac- 
ridents of her Life, had given the World fo rair a 
Sample of 4ier G^nftancy. 

When my fighs had left me Come Liberty to 
i^eak : * My dear Cafar, cryd J, fincc thy Soul 
•-* is driven from her iweet habitation for my In- 
^ tered, Vis'but reafon mine Ihould fellow her to 
^ the othicr World, 'and I am very willing to go 

* keep thee company by refignittg that Life, whieh 
' thon baft bought too dear at the price of thine; 
"* would ^o Heaven I could have condition'd with 
' thcDeftiflies afbrdiand to eitcufe thy thread foe 
' mine, thon ^uld'H: have (een me ran into the 

* Arms of my pale Bxectitioner, with as great a 
'* greedinefs as hurry 'd thee to this nneqaal Com- 

* bat I but fince the OeitieS deny*d me tiiac favour, 

* believe it, 1 will do (that without repugnance to

that over- heard me s the Forces o5 my imaginatidn

day and night,and tny reafon wasfometimcs fo gid- 
dicd with Sic violence of my Grief, as I talk'd to my 
pooc Prince in fuch difcouriivetermS) as if 1 had (eea 
^m there in a condition co return meananfwer. 

My forrows were rifep to this degree, when 
Tyribafus came back to Merocy or was rather 
brought ba<i in a Litter, with the marks' of Cleo* 
inedon's Valour ftill about him, which had made 
him run fuch a manifefl: hazard of hiis Life. He 
faw mc not of divers Days after his arrival, as 
iveil becauCe hi^ wounds confined him to his 9ed, as 
that he yet fear*d ( undcrftanding to what d<s 
fperate eftatc the violence of my Grief had 
brought me) to appear in my preiencej but (b 
jfbou as the fuccefs of his cure would give hira 
leave to take the air, he came to my Chamber. 
My padionate deteOation of his laft h€t had (liU 
held it (elf up at the fame impetuous height 
whereto it was rifen at its fit (I conception, and I 
no {boner faw him that was the ctucl caufe of it (et 
his foot in my Chamber, but breaking into a furious 
out'Cry againd him: ' Barbarous Man, crjrV/, 

* dofl chou come to fhew me the bloody (poils of 

* Cieomedon ? And cQuld'ft thou not content thy 
« fclf to rob the World and me of fo great ft 

* Treafiire, without increafing. my horrour, by 
' bringing the pace of his inhuman Butcher ia 
' ; my tight ? Com'Ot thou to infult upon the mt- 

.^ feries of a wretch, that. is taking caie to die, 

* fiuce thy cruelty has bcreav*d her of him fiw 

* whofe only fake flic lov'd her Life ? And can'ft 

* thou not think thy rcveuge compleat in the 
' Murder of him that merits my Af&dion, to the 
' prejudice-of thy unjuft pretences, bt^ (thou muft 
^ rudely prefs into ray prefence, to aggravate the 

* weight of woe thou hail brought to my Soul for 

* CffctV Tjfriksfuf gave way to this torrent of 

Wqtds, 
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Words, wliich was viokmly followed by divcts 
hers of rhe fame ihtnp, till they had wearied out 
my wcaknefs to admit, from a tumuk of fighs 
and Cobsy the ihon interruptioD of fome moments 
filence, in which vacancy > ftriying againd the 
ftream of his own thoughts, co ezpreis fome forcour 
for what he had done : *• I am too deeply oonccrn'd 
in your difpleafiireyytf /V bfy to fiiig any Jo Pcfaiiz 
in your prefence, for a thing that immode- 
rately afSids you ^ and xhougb the death of my 
Brother, with divers of my Friends befides> the 
dangerous impediments he ftrewed in the path 
of my intentions, and his particular dcfign 
againH: my Life, might leave me little came 
oT xegrec for the lofs of Cleomedon \ yet Truth 
herfelTis my witnefs, that his death cannoc 
fink fo deep an impreffion of Grief in your 
Spirit, without damping {bme (enfibility of 
the fame Nature in mine^ and were it now 
in my power to give his Life, though I knew 
it would prove yet a greater Foe to my re« 
pofe, believe it, Madam, he fhould live again 
upon your fcore , but fince the Gods have neither 
left it in my difpofal, nor your power, by thus 
tormenting yourfelf to change his condiciop, 
whole Obfequies you honour with the laviih 
ezpence of fuch a treadire of Tears, chafe a re* 
iblurion worthy of yourfelf, and leflen your 
Griefs fbi him the Deniuies have raviih*d, with 
the Confideration of what they have (lill left 
you ; when you have once put all things in the 
Scale of your Judgment, you will not find your 
Misfortunes weigh fo heavy as you tboughc 
them \ and time may poflibly convince you to a 
belief, that your repofe could never be better 
eftabli(h'd> than upon this lofs, to which your 
* Eyes have paid fo rich a Tribme.

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He had further purfu'd this Difcdurfc, if ( no 
Idnger able to endure it) I had not thus paflio- 
natdy intercepted the Progrcfs : * Ceale wicked

* by thy bafc diffimulation, and injnrious Coni- 
« fort,- I do not cxpcd thou Ihonld'ft drop any of 

* thy Crocodile tears upon the Grave of C/eo^

* how to temper my Sorrows 5 thou baft not ' 

* gorg'd thy cruelty enough with CUomedon*^ 

* blood, and the Game of thy Ambition is but

* patchcft this orlicr half of himfelf that he left 

< behind him. Thou haft no other way to fix 
« the Crown upon thy head, which fo long as

* when thou haft once re-united me to that part 

* of my (elf from which I cannot long be fepa- 
^ rated, I will forgive all the bloody injuries thou 

* haft done me. 

To thefc Words I added many others with 
fuch an Ezcefs of Vehemence, and (b large a 
Quantity of Tears, ^sTyribafus (not able to re- 
fift fome Rifings of Pity in his Breaft) qnitted 
my Chamber, and left me a little Comfort behind^ 
him in his Abfence. Madam, it would ask too 
long a Time to repeat all the pafltonate Complaints 
that confufedly bubbled up from the Source of my 
exccflivc Sorrow: My Affli(f^ions were ftroog 
enough to block up all the Paflfages of Nature j 
and the Contempt of Life would infallibly have 
laid me in tbeDuft, fince Grief alone had Strength 
to drag me to my Tomb, if the tender Care of 
my Attendants had not half compdled me, by per- 
petual Sollicitatious, to receive (bme Nouriftiment j 
or rather the Gods to whom rhe State of my Con-

dition was better known than myfelf, had not de- 
creed me a longer Life, I think, on purpofe to 
make it the Mark of more Misfortunes. And 
thus by their fecret Order, I drew out my lan- 
guilhino; Days in fo lamentable a Manner, as 
doubtlefs might have furniihed the rockieft Souls 
with a Senfe of Pity. The Name of deomedon 
was eternally in my Mouth, and his Idea incef* 
(antly in my Memory. The continual Torments 
I inflided upon myielf had already frighted the 
frefh Colour from my Cheeks, and that flender 
Stock of Beauty, wherewith the general Opinion 
till then had flattered me, began to ihrink ic- 
felf behind a Cloud, andfufier fofickly an Eclipfe, 
as thofe Perfons that were mod familiar with mj 
Face, had much ado to know me. 

I would now no longer look upon Tyribafus^ 
but as a Monfter that was ever ready to devout 
me ; and whenever he approached my Prefcnce, 
I ftill fled from him, if it were pofllble, as I would 
have done from a Tyger, or fome other Beaft 
more lavage. 

After havings fuflcrcd for a Time (I confeft 
with fbme Patience) this rigorous Ufagc at my 
Hands, he began at lad to change the Face of 
his Behaviour towards me, and he now (ought ac 
6veral Encounters, to make me underdand, thac 
fince Sweetnefs and Refpedl had failed to win me, 
he would ferve himfelf in a fevercr Manner, with 
the Power he had in his Hands to fubdue me j 
but I held my Life at fo poor a Rate, as it cafily 

fave me Contempt of all his Menaces, and the 
cep Vows I often took in his Prefcnce to be my 
own Executioner, whenever he attempted any 
thing upon me by Violence, arrefted the Efle(fb 
(for a Time) of his .wicked Refolutions. Thus 
had I liyed near two Months time fince the Lofs 
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of Cdfario, and now I had quitted my Chamber, 
and began to walk in the Psuace-Gardens, a Li- 
berty was allowed me in the Prefenceof my Guards, 
'who ftridly pbferving their Maftcr's Command, 
attended all my Motions, only when I walked 
the Alleys with my Women, they kept thcmfclves 
at a DiUance s and provided I was within a Reach 
of the Eye, they took Co little Care to be nearer 
my Per (on, as fbmetime they iuficred me to be 
two or three hundred Paces from them : At the 
beginning of my Reftraiut, they were much more 
cxadl, but Tyribafus was willing to lengthen my 
Chain a little, with Defign to foften my Heart, 
aud fweeten my Rigours againd him, (ccuring 
him (elf with a Confidence, that finee he had laid 
C^far to in the Duft, he had no. more Enemies 
left, that were- capable to enterprize any thing for 
•my Deliverance. 

For the moft part I fuffcrcd no Man to come 
near me in tho(e Walks, and my Efquifes, with 
the reft of my other Servants in ordinary, whole 
Offices enjoined them to be near my Peribn, Haid 
by my Order with them that guarded, while I 
admitted no other Attendants but tho(e of my 
own Sex % nay, I often commanded my Women 
too to (lay behind me at a DiQance, while prop- 
ping my (elf upon Clitie*s Arm, I fought out tne 
iblicarieft Places to entertain my (ad Thoughts 
with C£fario*s Memory. 

One Day I was bu(ied in this melancholly Em- 
ployment, and (fupported on either Side by Clttie^ 
and my Governefs Eurinocy in wHbm I repos'd 
an equal Confidence) was walking in an Alley, 
about ICO Paces from my Women, and more 
than twice that Dillance from my Guards and 
Officers ^ when at the Corner of an Alley that 
led to the fame Arbour, where C£fario fuipriz'd 

the 
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the fecrct Darling of my Heart, I fpicd two Men 
coining towards us very faft; they were black, 
as the greatcft Part of the Ethiopians are ; but me- 
thoQght I obieryed fomething in the Shape and 
Garb of one of them that invited my Eye to a 
panicular Attention. As they made their Approach 
nearer, I read fome Aftonifliment in their Looks 
and Gefture, and well they might borrow it from 
the Change they enoounter*d in my ViCigc •, ihcy 
made a Scop right againft us upon Clitie's Side, 
and giving me a low Reverence as I pafs'd, ac- 
cording to the^ Country Mode, one of them caird 
C/itiebj her Name pretty loud: CUtie turned her 
Head towards them j but fuppodng the Men had 
only named her in their Diicourfe without parti- 
cular Defign, went on with mcin her Talk, with- 
out any rarther Glance at their Meaning, when 
the fame Man that had named her advanc*d fome 
Paces after us. * Clitie, (did he, with a Voice as 

* loud as we might well underfliand him) Clitte^ 
' contrive it Co tnat I maj fpeak with you.' And 
after he had uttered thde Words, he turned his 
Back upon us, and foftly retir*d with his Compa- 
nion towards another Alley, that they might avoid 
the Encounter of thoie that followed us. 

If Ciitie was aftoniihed, myfclf was not lefs 
fur»rized at this Adventure $ and methought I ap' 
prenended fomething in the Tone of that Voice, 
that carried through my Ear an eztraordiRary 
Alarm to my Heart. CUtie regarding me wholly 
irrefblute: * Madam, faidjbey whatdovou pleafe 

* I fhall do ?* My Thoughts would not ret me ob- 
ferve her Queflien, fo well to anfwer, when Ew 
r/»«tf taking the Word: * Madimy faidjhe, m«- 
' thinks *tis very fit that C//V/> fhou*d go fpeak 

* with this Man ; who knows but he may nave 

* fomething to impart of a deep Concernment, 

Kj ♦and 
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* and as your Condicion is now temper*d, fuch 
^ Overtures cannot be defpifed with a Safety of 

* Difcrcrion. 

Ciitie perceiving that I did not oppofe this Ad- 
vice,^aid for no further Cpmmiffion i but obftr- 
f ing to what Part of the G^trden thofc two Mctt, 
bent their Steps, fhe feigned an Intent to callfomc 
Ilowcrs for a Nofegay^ and cunningly wandring 
that Way, flic infen/ibly transferred hericlf from 
IIow<:r to Flower, till flie arrived at that Part of 
rhe Garden where Ihe faw them take Covert, with-^ 
out giving the leaft Shadow of Sufpicion to thofe 
rhat followed us. 

In the mean time I entered that Arbour with' 
Eurinoe, and the reft of ray Train, which bc- 
caufc it frelhly Jiinted C^fario*s Memory to my 
Thoughts, prefenting many pkadng Pailages of 
our innocent Aftcdion, and had been the Scene 
of fo many delightful. Dialogues between that 
Prince and me, was particularly ii;^ear*d to my 
Choice above all the reft s bur a fad Reflexion up-*' 
on thofe fucvived Felicities, could not chufe but. 
fet fome Tears at Liberty, which troubled mj good 
Governefs to wipe away, as they crept along up- 
on my Cheeks. After I had fpent half an Hour 
upon this Employment, propped with Eurinoe's 
Arm as before, I went out again to repeat my 
Walk, when I faw Ciitie coming back with a 
lace that carried all the Marks of a Grand Afto- 
nifliment, and as great an Impatience s her Ap« 
proacb in that Manner fhook my Soul with aa 
extraordinary Emotion, and judging flie had fomie- 
thing to fay, that required no Witnefles, I doub- 
led my Pace to go meet her, with a Pretence to 
eive her my other Hand rhat was free j fhe tender- 
ly prcfled it withan Adion full of Tranfport, and 
I uw. ihe was in Combat with her own Annaze- 

mcnr^ 
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ment, and had offeced twice or thrice to rpeak> 
without being able to gee out any more Words 
than Madam. Every thing confirmed my Opini- 
on, that fhe b^d fome ftrange Things to tell me; 
and feeling fome fecret Preiiures in my Soul, that 
gave me no leCs Impatience 'to learn her Difcove- 
lies, I walked Co fau with the Help of my Sup- 
ports, as we had quickly left my Followers at a 
pretty Diftance -y and C/i/iV, after (he had turned 
iicr Head to fee if any were near en«ugh to over- 
hear us: ^ Madam, Jaid fie^ Madam, call home 
^ your banilhed Joys, Cafario is alive, C^farh 
' is in the Garden, and it was Cdfario you (aw, 

* the fame whole Voice you heard, and with 

* whom I jull now broke off in Difcourfe. 
The(e Words feized upoti my Soul with fo 

ftron^ and fiidden a Surptizal, as they wanted 
but little o{ making fioe tall in a Swoon between 
xny Womcns Arms,' and if they had not ftroogly 
held me up, I Ihould doubtlefs have betrayed 
more Weakncfs thaa 1 was willing to make kctown 
to the reft oi^ my G>mpany« For a Time'l Aood 
both mute and motionlefs, regarding Clitie with 
a languijliing Eye that feemed to lend but little 
Credit to her Words, and the violent Agitations 
of my Spirit had put me into a cold Sweat and Co 
great a Trembling, as no longer able to continue 
my Walk, I was forc*d to fit down upon a Bank 
that was near us. Experiena had acquainted the 
reft of my Women, with the Pleafure I took to 
entertain myfelf , alone with my two Favourites, 
and perceiving me . fet, thcv made a Sto^ at the 
Place where tney were, witnout approaching fur- 
ther. In the mean time, with mudx Pain, I diC- 
peU*d the Force of my Aftoniihment, and once 
jnore turning my Eyes upon the Face of C////> : 
' Ah, Clifiej fai4 1, doft thou abufe me, or arc 
" K 4 * ttott 
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thou abufcd thyfclf l* ' No, Madam, reply*d 
CUtie^ I am not abus'd, I faw C£farhy I touch- 
ed him^ I fpoke with him, I learned from his 
own Mouth the particular of his ftrange Efcapc; 
and if you pleafe, Madam, yourfelf fhall fee iand 
underdand as much before you quit the Garden.* 
But C//V/V, faid /, thofc two Men we favr arc 
black as any of the EtbiofUns^ and thou know- 
eft Cafario is fairer than thou or any other of 
the white Women that (erve me.* * That (botr 
Complexion, anfweredClitiey is only artificial, 
and C^fario with the Help of a little Water, 
will quickly take off all your Doubts with the 
black Mask from his Face in your Prefence, as 
he lately waihed the Colour from one of bis 
Hands to cure my Iticreduliry. He and bis Go- 
yernor Eteocles arc both fabled with the fame 
Liquor, which is very common among the £/^/- 
opiausi that take a Pride to be blacker than the 
Hand of Nature painted them ^ and he could 
not ihroud himfelf in a fccurer Di(gni{e from 
the Knowledge of his Enemies, who (prepoficf- 
led with a genera] Opinion of his Death, and 
blinded with his falfe Completion) have often 
pafs'd by him in the very Face of theSun wirh- 
out the leaft Sufpicibn.* • Ah ! C//7/>, cty^d 7, 
letting myfelf fall upon her v)ttbs open Armsy 
I begin to find a Likelihood of Truth in thy 
Relation } and indeed when that Man called thee 
in my Prefence, I diftinguifhed the true Tone 
ofC£fario's Voice: Great Gods, continued ly 
lifting my Hands and Eyes to Heaven^ great 
Gods, how abundant is your Goodnefs 1 
I made a Scop at thefe Words, fo diftraded, 
and tranfported with Wonder, fo divided betwixt 
Joy and Aftonilhment, as my Refemmeuts were 
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ftopc up with their own Tumult in my Heatc 
for want of Power to ezprefs them. 

Madam, I need not ftrain my weakReafon to 
dcfcribe the Excels of Gladnefs diat confufedljr 
floated in my Soul j for iinoe you have loYcd as 
well I, and the Powers above have parallerd our 
Misfortunes (b exadly, the caufe of your prefent 
Sorrows carrying (b near a Congtuity to the Gime 
I fuf&red for two Months Time, your own Ap- 
prehenfions will better inform you than any £x« 
preffions of mine, how I relilhed this Change of 
fortune. 

The Princeff Eliza fetcht a deep %h, accom- 
panied with ibmc Tears at this Paflage of C^if- 
dace's Ktbiioity and lifting her watery Eyes to 
Heaven, with a Look that fp^ke for Piiy, with 
the beft Elegance of Grief: ^ Immortal Gods,/i/if 

* Jbcy how deeply ihould I be indebted to your 

* divine Bounties, had they fuch another Favour 

* to bedow on me ! Methinks my Example, faid ' 
^ the Quten^ fhould have Strength enough to 

* confute your Defpair, and ihould deem myfelf 
^ infinitely happy» to be thelnftrument pf giving 

* a new Birth to your Hopes. Alas, refifd the 

* Parthian trincejs^ I have little Reafbn to ripen' 
*■ any fiich Conception, fuch Events as tho(e are 

* too rare to be ezpeded by mifcrable Perfons* 
At theie Words (he fell to wipe away her Tears, 
and after the Queen had aflifted her in that Em** 
oloyment, fhe tkus went on with the Thread of 
aec Difcourfe. 

When I had recovered Judgment enough to 
fetlc' my difordeted Apprehenuons in a better 
Method, I think I ask*d ClHie a hundred Que* 
ftious at a Time, and with too much hade to pro- 
cure my Satisfadion, retarded it. < Madam, y^/if 

* Jh€ at lafiy I pafTed the grea^edParc of my Time 
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* that I fiaid wirh the Prince in an Aflouifhmenc 

* equal to yours, before I could clear my Doubts 

* that he was really living ; but when my Eyes 

* and Ears had fufficiently confirmed it, I had 
? not the Confcicncc to Weep the happy News 

* any longer from your Knowledge : To you be 
'will dbubclefs render a larger Account how he 

* came by his Life, if your Majcfty now thinks 

* fit to admit it; and I left him with his Gover- 

* nor Eteocles in the Alley that runs along by the 
5 Branch of NUus^thsLi borders the Garden; I 

* believe you may pafs that Way with Secrcfy 

* enough, and fpeak to him without any Danger, 

* provided your Difcourie be not long, zad yoa 
' talk at a diftanoe, forbearing fuch pafHonate 
^ Geftures, as may give Sufpicion to thefe tbac 

* follow us. 

My hafty Joy would allotr me but little Time 
to confider C/i//Vs Propofition, and my Soul was 
ready flown before me to meet Cafarh ; but my 
fear for his Safety repre(ented the Danger in a 
greater Figure than it really carried, and ihew'd 
me fome Difficulties in that Adion, that made 
me tremble j in fine,I rcfolved to run the Hazard^ 
And after I had ardently recommended myfelf to 
the Condu£^ of Heaven, and commanded Ciitieto 
ftay with the reft of my Train, and hiikler thc^" 
nearer Approach while I talk'd with CufurU^ \ 
Advanced alone with my Governefs to tnat AUcy 
Bpon the Banks of liilu9. 

My timorous Apprehcnfion fcarce left me 
Strength enough to guide my Steps to the Place- 
was defign*d tor the Interview : But when I was 
come fo neat to dilcern him, as he walked with 
Etmicies, a chill ihuddering crept through all m^ 
Body } Afiedion, Joy, and Fear feizing'my Sool 
•c the faaaeTime, with Efifeds So violent, as they 

warned 
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wanted ixit little pf betraying themfelves and me 
wich too great a Noife. 

'Twas well CHtte prepared me for this Encoun* 
ter ; for had I met Cefario alive in the Height of 
my Defpair, it was much to be feared thai fud- 
den Surprizal would either have forced my Wcak- 

' nefsjor Tranfport, to have blabb'd the Truth. As 
I made my Approaches nearer (in fpight of his 
artificial Cooiplexion) I ea(ily reviv'd my Ac- 
quaintance with the lovely Features, witn the 
Face, motions of his Eyes, his Shape and Port, 
wherein there was (bmething (b noble as none 
could imitate. Nor had he an eaiier Task to 
contain-himfclf from falling at my Feet to ex- 

. prefs what he felt, in the proper Dialed of Pafll- 
cn, which doubtlefs was as hcad-flrong and hard 
to be kept within the Reins of Moderation as 
mine: But underftanding the Language of a Sign 
-I made him with my Hand, he kept himfclf ftill 
in his Place », and when 1 was come upon the 
other fide the Alley right againft him, I took up 
iifty Station aboue fix or feven Paces from his; 
in the mean time, Clitie (laid thole that were 
coming after above two hundred Paces "behind us, 
telling them that I was in fiich a melancholly 
-Mood that Day, as I could not endure any Com- 
^ny about me, and to that Purpofe had com- 
manded her to leave me alone with my Gover- 
*oe6 Eitnnoe, 

I had now fixt attentive Regard upon my op- 
^(ite Objed, and curioufly fceking Cafario 
through his dusky Difguifc, by the help of ihofe 
Dircdtions my Heart had gfvcn me, I eafily found 
him 5 but all I could yet fay to congratulate his 
Safety, was told him by my Eyes, was non-plufs*d, 
when the Prince, who had more Courage than L 
^ command fuch Difturbanccs, exprdSng that 
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Preface of rcfpcdt in the PrplogCie of his Looks, 
which he durl^ not ^venture to a6l in the Sight 
of Co many Obfervcrs : * You doubt. Madam, 
faU bey you fiill doubt me for the true C^Jariai 
yes. Madam, I am Cafarht and fiill alive for 
you and your royal Intercfts. Csfario drawn by 
the Hand of a miraculous Providence, from the 
brink of his Tomb, that he mijght draw you 
from Captivity and Oppreflion ^ this Life which 
the Arms of to many Enemies could not cut 
away from your Service, is come again to your , 
Feet to re-dedicate it at your Alrar, and contrive 
the Sacrifice to more Advantage, than it did in 
the ralh aflault of that laft Danger, whence the 
Gods fo ftraogely retreated it, and C^Jario ao- 
pcars before you in a Difguife that is poiSibly 
unworthy ot hisCouzage, but very neafiary to |^ 
hide and hatch his Def^n for your Service. 
So Coon as Csfario began to Ipeak, his Voice 
com pleated my Difcovery of his Perfon ; and now 
difcarding every httle Scruple that my fearful Di- 
ftrud had entertained, aRer I had beheld him- 
with an Eye, that in Past reprefented the paflio- 
nate Motions within me: ' Cafario^ faidl^ mv 

* dear C^rzV, if I have cod you coo much Bkxxi, 

* I have paid you in Tears, and ybuc Eye wiJI 
^ eadly trace the Marks of a true Grief in mjr 
' Face, which are all copied from chofc deeper ^ 
/ Imprcflions that your falfe Death baih made m 

* my Fleart. I have already learned' too mnch 
^ of that from Clitiei TCffy*dC£fariOy and thongli 

* the(e pale Proofs of your incompaiiable Goo<l- 

* nefs are a thoufand Times dearer to me, than; 

* that Life which the Hand of Heaven fnatch'd 
' back from the Jaws of Ruin j I cannot receive 

* this glorious Effed of my Fortune by fuch an 
^ luLelhgence^ dox look np on the iMJuiics hacn 

* been 
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beeu o£&r*d t^ chofe divine Beauties withouc a 
parallel Grief to the fame that infli^ed thcnrr. 
Fear not, my dear Cgfar^ I ihall quickly cleat 
up thcfeXlouds again ,\/i/W /, jincc your Life 
is redored me, and aftet the Recovery of yoir, 
the lofs of my Crown is no longer capable to 
afHid me ^ all that now lies heavy at my Hearr» 
is the fear I have for you, and I cannot confidcr 
you fo near your cruelkfb Enemies, without feel- 
ing an Inforctmcnt from my Apprehenfions to 
moderate the Senfe of my Happine(s. For the 
Gods (ake^ defarioy be dearer to yourfelf ; and 
fince by the help of Heaven you have puird 
theOppreffion or a mortal GridFfrom my Sou?, 
that had buried all my Joys in your fuppofed 
Grave ; as you love me and my Ltfe> let not 
the Negle^ of your Safety lelapfe ine to my 
former Mi&ries. Madam, I am nov refolv'd 
for your Sake, reftfd C^fario^ £nce you are 
pleated to ordain it, to fet the Guard ot greater 
Care upon my Life than ever> aod I be^ your 

^ Pardon for forcing it to leap filch a Precipice of 
Danger to fo little Purpofe, at a Time whea 
pombly it would not have ftood idle or ufelefsr 
in your Service. Indeed C afar to you haveRea.^ 
Ton, faid /, to plead Pardon for this OfTcnce $ 
for chough you had fiudied all your Life to difi^ 
oblige me, you could not have found out any- 
other Way to hurt my Heart -with fo deep a 
Difpkafure : But tell me now how Fortune coa^ 
triv*d it to keep you ftill in the World, and ift 
what manner you deceiv*d the Eyes of fo many 
thoufands that faw you (all off your Hc^fe witl^ 
oat Life, among thofe Carcailes that ftre wed the 
Field. If you pleafe. Madam, reply dC afar 19^ 
we will rather referve that Story for a Time 

^ vrhcnyou may have Liberty to allow me a longer 

• Audi* 
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' Audience, and I cannot now contra<S^ it in Co 

* narrow a Volamc, as not to give your Follaw-* 
^ ers caute to pafs a dangerous Interception upon 

* your ftay ii^this Place j^ I will only tell you, 

* that the Plot is laid, and the Engines all at 
5 Work for the Delivery and Rc-eftablifhmcnt of 

* your Perfon and Fortunes ; that four or five of 

* your beft Cities are already at our l^votion, 

* that we keep an Intelligence in Meroe itfelf, 

* and in Ihort Time ( if Heaven does not frown 
^ upon our Enter pFize) I fhaU be able to knock 
^ on all your Chains, and mount you the lofty 

* Throne of your Anceftors, by breaking the cruel 

* Ufurper*s Neck from thence. If that hope, yii^ 

* 7, can endow my Joys with any Capacity of 

* Addition, after the Affiirancc of your Safety, ic 

* muft be only for your Intetcfts, and then my 

* Content will reach Pcrfedion,when I ihafl have 

* Po^cr with myfclf to beftow a Crown u^yon 
•* you, which my Father's Intentions, and my 

* own Inclinations had always a(Ggn*d you. 

In all probability, C afar to had fram'd a be- 
coming reply to this obliging Language, when 
turning my Eye afide, I faw Tyribafus appear ac 
the Alley's end, in the Head of a numerous Train, 
icoming towards us : I was Aartled at this Ifghc 
with the ex f reams of Feat and Averfion : And no 
longer dating to venture my Cxfari$ near me: 
4 S^, faid I haflifyy Tyribafns is coming hithcrj 

* retire in time, and let me fee you here agaiu 
f thtec Days hence.' Hemademeno6ther Anfwer 
than a low Inclination with his Head, and-fteing 
«ie purftfe my walk, he turjiM with Eteochs into 
another Alley to avoid the cncoitnter of Tyrit^Mfus^ 
gikl ihofc that followed him. ' 

* The cdmentrficnt of my Soul (which break- 
ing through the difguife I intruded on it) was leaped 

up 
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up from thence into wiy looks, made me thc» 
foffer the fight o^^yribnfus with a calmer temper 
than at other times ; and though he could con- 
"ftrue.no kindnefs to himfclFin my Face, yet I 
remember that I treated him with Icfs impatience 
than ordinary j and my Cefar reviving killed the 
greateft caufeof my hatred, I reftrained that day 
a part of thofe reproaches with which I ufually 
entertained him. 

-- When I was retired to my apartment, all the 
■pcrfons that (crvedmc might eafily perceive the 
fudden change of my Humour j and rhongh my 
experience could point at none that defcrved 
my fufpicion, yet I -ftridlly forbad my Gover- 
ncfs, andC////V, to impart a Syllable of what they 
knew to any, for fear the weaknefs of (bmc 
among them fhould betray the fecret, and indeed 
it carried too great an importance to. be fafely 
trufted in many Breads 5 for thofe . two that were 
Partners in it, I knew they had discretion and 
fidelity enongh to keep it againft the crudleft 
Menaces of death, and they managed it (b pru- 
dently, as none of their Words or Adions ever 
left any hold for the leaft (iifpicion to faftenon. 

Having thus recovered my gafping joys by 
fuch an unexpeded kindnefs of Fortune, I haa 
• much ado to moderate their excefs, and I pafs'd 
a large part of the fir ft Night and the following 
Daywitn my two Confidpnts, in an eptertainmenc 
very different from thofc lamentable difcourfes 
and complaints that had fwallowed fo many of 
their Prcdeceflbrs. * Now my C^fario is not dead, 

* faid /, I will not beftow one fingle (igh upon 

* the lofs pf my Crown, fince my hopes are ftiJI 

* alive to recover it, fo long as niy Cd!far is fo,* 
' I had configned him the third Day to meet nie ip 

tbe Garden ^ chough I made ic my daily walk, 

but 
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buc I dutfl not fee him too often, for fear our 
frequent interviews iliould dired iny (cTTants to a 
dangerous airioficy. 

He came according to appointment : Our Di{^ 
courfc was irery fhort» buc tilled with interchang- 
ed vows of a never-dying afFc<flion, and darii^ 
one month and a half I thus flill faw liim twice 
a week. He always crofs'd the Nilus to the Garden 
in a little boat, and very (ecurely , for though 
he had been taken in the matter, that walk apoa 
the Bank was fo common, as none would have 
thought it ftrangc 

He employed all the times I told you of in the 
condu£l of his (ecret pra<5lices for my Deliverance^ 
at firft being utterly deditutc of Men, Vi6buais, 
Money, every thing that neccflhy required for the 
owping of an open War agaiufl Tyribafus $ at 
every Yifit he rendered me a fhort account of 
-what had palled, and by this means I underftood 
the intelligence he kept with all the boned Party 
of the Kingdom, by the Agency of Teltmacbiu 
and Drift benesy with whom he had feveral meet- 
ings by Night, and by whofe means he had drawn 
five or fix of the befl: Cities in Ethiopia to his 
Party. Every Day was witnefs to a hopeful en- 
create of his petty numbers, and he now (laid 
the (Iriking of a conCderable blow, but for a lit- 
tle better condition to make it hit Hirer. 
' In the mean time, the G)n&]ation I received 
from thefe hopes, called back the banifhed blood 
into my Cheeks, and I appeared to every Eye in as 
perfect a poflefHon of health and colour, as ever 
my Life had been acquainted with* 

Cdfarlo &w this change with inezpreilible 
contentment, but the return of this little Beauty 
that kindled them, did now more than ever en- 
rage the £Umes of Tjribafus 9 and ftiil as he felt 
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iis Paflion grow more unruly , fo he prcflcd mc 
to efpoufe him, with a more imperious importu* 
nity than before he had pradtilcd. I defended 
myfelf from his Batteries with the (ame difdaia 
of his Perfon that had (b often' repuls'd him* : 
But now he began to aflault me with an invin*. 
cible obftinacv ^ and in fine, became fo infblent, 
as one Day after he had treated me very rudely : 

* Madam, /aid be y fince 1 fee you ftilltakc aTy- 
' raunous pride to abufe the relpedl I have ihewti 
' you, and provoke me to defhoy all the Confi- 
' derations that flowed from that Tountain j I 

* muft take leave to tell you, that I will now 

* rouzc and arm that Power id my own behalf, 

* that has flumber'd fo long in the Arms of my 

* injured patience : You (hall only have eight Days 

* more to obtain a rcfolution of yourfelf to efpoufe 

* me i and if in that time you &il to overcome 

* your obftiuacy, I fhall know well enough how 

* to oblige you to it in fpight of your averfion. 

Before he departed my Chamber, he openly c6n-' 
firmed this Menace with deep Oaths in the Pre- 
fence of all his followers, which on the fuddea 
fo decrefted my Spirit, as I could not command 
Courage enougn to return him a Syllable. 

The very (ame Day I met C^fario in the Gar- 
den, who flew into fuch a fury at the relation I 
gave him of this lall pafTage, as he had much 
ado to reClrain himfclf from going to give the 
Tvrant death in the midft of a thouiand Swords, 
wnere infalhbly he would have found his own ^ 
but his Padion ( in homage to the reafons I urg- 
ed) fell at laft, by degrees, to a cooler Temper^ 
and after he had^ taken fome time to (can rhe ad- 
vice of every thought : * Tyribafiis, faid he, hzs 

* forced mc by his violence to precipitate a dcfign, 
< which is not yet ready to diiclofe, and whereof 

•the 
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* the fucccfs will not probably be fiich as I mighc 

* have promis*d myfelf, had it ftaid for a maturcr 

* birth i but of this he fhall be furc, that I will 

* either perilh with many Partners in my quarrel^ 
•or ftain the Saffron-Robes of his cxpcdVcd Hy- 

* meii^ with the black blood that is ueareft his 

* perfidious Heart. 

He faid no more, but prefently after parted 
from me, without prefixing either time gr place 
for our next meeting. I retired to my Charaber 
trembling at the threats of both the Rivals, and 
if on one fide I feared the violence of fyribafus, 
on the other I could do no lefs than ihudder ac 
the thoughts of thofe grinning dangers which C#p- 
firio was going to attempt for my relief. 

The Aguiih fit of Fear held me divers Days 
without intermiflion j during whichTyribflfus re- 
doubled my Terrors by many evident Proofs, 
that he meant his Menaces, and the publick Pre- 
parations he made for his Marriage, would not 
let me find the lead flaw in his refolmion, I 
ihould (boner have cholen to have lain alone ia 
my Grave, than received fuch a Partner in my 
Bed i but I was then reduced to fuch a wretched 
condition, as my fancy could glide at no parti- 
cular that Uy in the way to my wifhes, which 
did not rq>re(ent the Face of terrour, and I (a«r 
myfelf beueged with fo many pregnant cau{es of 
Pear, as I found it utterly impoflible to calm my 
inauietudes. 

I detain your attention too long in this trou- 
blefpme paflage, and *tis now time to lead it to 
the lated; Accident of my Life^ 

The fixth Day was already pafs*d, with a great 
part of the fucceeding Night, fincc Tyribafus dat- 
ed my fad cxpediations, when we were waked 
with a thundering noife which we heard in the 

ftrects 
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ftreets of Meroe^ that principally bent the loudcd 
clamour at the Palace- Gates, where there was 
fought a very great and furious Combat. C^r- 
firioy by means unknown to me, was come that 
Night into the City, after he had cunningly, by 
Degrees, flipt in 4000 valiant Men before him a( 
fcTeral Gates, by the Help of a (preading Intelli' 
gpnce that he kept in all Parts of the City, and 
inarching in their Van direftly to the Palace, he 
had attack'd theOut*guards, and fought it fo fuo 
ccfifuUy, as all thofe that defended the firfl Gatet 
were cut in Pieces, an4 the furious Crfario was 
already broke into the Court, where he mado 
whole Brooks of Rebels Bbod on all Sides . 

TyribafuSy whom the loud Alarm had wa-» 
ken*d, was quickly got upon his Feet, and cau** 
fing Arms, Arms to be cry'd in every Quarter, by 
that Means he called all the Guard that belonged 
CO his Perfon about him ^ a hundred Torches were 
lighted up in aa loftaut^ and being got by their 
Diredion out of his Chamber, he woukl fain hav« 
run where the Noife called him ^ but the Confu^ 
fioQ diftradled his Thoughts, and by this Time 
he heard it was come round about him ; for at 
the (ame Time that C^fkrio with zooo Men had 
opened himlelf a Pailage at the great Gate, his 
two Friends, Telemacbus and Orijlbenes-, each 
with a thoufand ac his Heels, had broke in at two 
other Gates behind, that were but {lightly guard* 
ed, and by three (everal Ways lyrihafus (aw his 
Enemies enter the Palace, putting all to the Sword 
they encountred, and (ending up a loud Cry 
where-ever they came, long live our Queen Can- 
daoe, and let the Tyrant of Ethiopia diey kill 
the Tyrant. 

TyribafuSy in fpight of all his Courage, could 
not chufc but tcemUe at thisSurprizal, but endea-. 

youring 
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vottiing CO difpcl his Amazement with as much 
Promptitude as poflibic, he ran with his Sword 
Id his Hand wiui all thofe that had taken the 
Alarm; to the Head of che great Stairs, and had 
began to defcend (bme of the firfl Steps, when he 
law the valiant Cafario all covered with Blood, 
coming up to encounter him, and having left off 
his black Mask, Tyribafus by Torch-light prc- 
(ently knew him. His Auonifhment was Urangely 
redoubled, to (ee the Dead come back fi-om their 
Graves to procure his Ruin, but his Rea(bn had 
BO Time to track that Adventure to the Fountain; 
and Ciifarto no fooner fpy'd him, but fiercely 
fpringing towards him with nought but Terror 
in bis Looks and A6tions : ' Thou mud die, Tyri' 
bafusy faid be^ Tyrant thou muft dye.* Tyri- 
'bafus was affrighted at the Menace, and though 
perhaps at anotner Time he would not have rera- 
ied Combat againft Ckomedon $ yet then finding 
his Forces too feeble to maintain it, and knowing 
befides, if he could but avoid that Encounter, and 
recover the City, his Party would fbon be the 
ftrongeft, he turned his Back upon his Rival, and 
chruuing himfelf among his Men, he ran with 
all the Hade he could make towards a Door that 
he fpy'dopen. Cefario furioufly purfiied him with 
his Sword at his Reins, and divers of his Men> 
(deliberately pawning their Lives to prcfcrve their 
MaAer*s) oppoicd his Paffage 5 and if they were 
unfortunate enough to M utider the Steel and 
Rage o(Cdfar*s Son, at Icaft they gxycTyribafiis 
Time to gain the Door, and from thence crof- 
finc the next Chamber, by a little Pair of Stairt, 
(wherewith he was well acquainted) flipping down 
without the leafl Refiflance in theCoun, and there 
mingled himfelf with, the tumultuous Throng, he 
pafs'd undifcQver'd from thence into the Streets.. 

Ia 
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In the mean time, you may cafily judge how 
ftrongly my Soul was alarm 'd, the Noife had wa- 
ked me at the firft Irruption, and my Imaginati- 
on quickly conftruing the Caufe, I ftarted out of 
vay Bedy and ran to the Window that looked in- 
to the Court, from whence, 'by the Light of di- 
vers Torches, I beheld a Pare of the Slaughter. 
I had heard as well the Cries of dying Men, as 
of thofe that caufed them, among which I ofc^n 
diftinguilhcd the Voice of C<e/ir/c. After I faw he 
had made himfelf Maflcr of the Court, I lod Sighc 
of him when he mounted the great Stairs, and I 
was painfully fuf&rine the Ignorance of what had 
bcfalleu him there, when I licard the Soldiers cr^^ 
out in fcveral Quarters of the Palace, that the Ty- 
r^^nt had faved himfelf. 

So foon as C^fario knew Tyrtbafus was got* 
intt) the City, ne did not doubt but he would 
auickly raife a Party, be(ides his {landing MiUtia, 
tJiac would out-number the Soldiers he had with 
him, and from thence concluding his Forces inca-* 
f>able to refifl: hihi upon equal Terms : After he 
iiad cleared the Palace bv the Death and Defeat of 
all chofc that kept ir, ne caufed the Gates to be 
fliut, and iet Guards upon every Paflage, re(b]- 
Ting to defend himfelf there, till the Arrival of 
ibme Supplies, that he took but a k^/f Moments to« 
range his Men in the fame Order they were to ob- 
£eryc for Defence of the Houfc, and when he had 
put every Requifite in its due Place, as well as 
thac fhort Time would permit him, he came to 
my Chamber, followed by his Governor Eteocles^ 
and twenty or thirty Soldiers befides. I trembled 
in every Part when I faw him come towards me 
covered with Blood, and was utterly unable to 
bring forth one Word, when throwing himfelf a< 
vay Feet, and embracing my knees with an Adi* 

on 
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on wholly paffionttc, he flayed a little while iu 
that Pofture, and thcnrinng again from thence: 
Madam, faid bCy we have done but half oar 
Work, the Tyrant is not dead ; but we are able 
to put your Perfon beyond the Reach of his 
Power ; be is now doubtlcrs raifing Forces in the 
City to come back and aflauh us 3 I cannot Ma- 
dam, abandon tho^ iQyal Souls, whom I have 
engaged in this Entcrprize for your Service, 
without a Ba{ene(s that I dare not be guilty of; 
and my Honour enjoins me, iinoe 1 have led 
them to this Labyrinth of Danger, to run their 
Fortune : But fbr you we have contrived a fafe 
Retreat, if yourMajefty approves it 5 I fhallon^- 
ly lead you through the Garden to a Veflel chat 
waits there, by the Banks of N/'/wx, which for- 
tified with a fufiicient Number of Men) under 
the Condu^ of my Governor Ete$cles and T>/p- 
macbusy the faithfullefl of all your Subje^s, will 
carry you to the City of Baffa^ whicn is total- 
ly at your Devotion ; it will coft you but (ix 
Hours time to go thither, where I none to kifs 
your Hands before to Morrow's Sun mail hide 
(lis Head in the Weftern Ocean. Befides, what 
I owe to my Honour, and Friends, the Confi- 
deration of your Intercfts will detain me here, 
whereby the Succour of fome additiotial Num- 
bers, who(e coming up is expelled every Hour, 
I hope to determine all your Affairs ; and tho* 
the Event of this Defign fhould fall ihort of ' 
what my Expectations promife me, I 'Ihall (Ul! 
have kfc me an infallible Way to ptcfervc my 
Life, and £ifely condndl mylelf before to Mor* 
row Night, to the City I named you. 
This was Cafario\ Proportion, which I com- 
bated with all the Arguments could be raised from 
my ladifpofition, co deferc him in To manifeft a

Danger j but he proreftcd Co folemnly, that he had 
an afliircd Means to flip the Peril when he plca- 
ihd, and favc hiitifelf, and often falling at my Fcet> 
conjured me to grant his Rcqucft with (uch un- 
deniable Reafons, as at laft my Averfion loft the 
Vid^ory ; however, I told him, that if I found 
him a Deceiver in the Promife he had made me 
to feaire himfcif, hefhould carry the Guilt of my 
Death to the other World without my Pardon. 
He led me over a great Number of dead Bodies, 
that the Slaughter had ftrewed about the Garden, 
from the Sight of which I took much Horror, 
and from thence to the Bank of Si/uSy where wc 
^ found a Boat guarded with three or four Men, 
ready to receive us : 1 ftept into it with Eteoc/es 
and Teiemachusy and a dozen of the Soldiers, 
which were all the Boat could well contain, being 
only defigncd for our Condud to a greater Veflef, 
that waited our coming at the Mouth of the Ri- 
Tcr. Of all my Maids only Clitie and two of her 
Companions attended me, the reft had been dri- 
ven by Pear to hide themfelves in (everal Corners | 
fo that we had not fecn any of them fince the 
firft Alarm 5 and of my Officers, there were only 
three or four that followed me. When I came to 
fct my Foot into the Boat, and divide my (elf 
from my dear Ckomedetty I could not forbear to 
embrace him before Co many WitnelTes 5 and when 
^ I gave him my laft Adieu, the Tears ftartedfroni 
my Eyes in great Abundance : * Cleomedon, /tf//? 

* /, be fure you remember my abode upon Earth 

* has the fame date with yours, and that you can-: 

* not laviihly neglcdt your own Life, without a 

* carelefr contempt of mine. 

* Upoti theft Words the boat went ofFfrom the 
bank) and immediately we heard a horrid noiCe 
in the Palace, from thence concluding, Tyribafus 

re* 
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returned with his Forces from the City, had re- 
newed the combat : Gods I what excefliye tottnre 
did I fufier from my timorous apprehenfions^ how 
lavifli were my yows, and what cofUy Sacrifices 
did I promife Heaven for C^fario^s latety ! Eteo" 
cleSf who ever kept himfelf near me, ftroTC with 
all the (Irength of his reafbu to came the tempcCls 
of my inquietudes, and to leflen the credit -of my 
lears, he aflured me, that 15,000 armed Meo» 
drawn from tho(e Cities, that Cafarto had (ecretly 
reconciled tp their old obedience, would at break of 
Day be ready to force the Gates of MeroCy and 
flrike a conuderable blow, for my (crYioe, and his 
Prince's (afety. 

My knowledge that Eteocles was ever juftly ac- 
counted precifely honcft, fhould not let me rcfu(e 
fbme faith to his Words ; in the mean time, under 
the condud of him and Te/emachus (a Perfbn very 
eminent among the Ethiopians for Birth and Vir- 
tue) we gently glided down that Arm of Ni/us^ 
till we arrived at the main channel where the veflcl 
waited us. ThcN/7^ brings up Ships to that place, 
of as great a bulk and burden, as any that ride 
the Ocean. We found the Ycflfel manned with 
two hundred Soldiers, and goins aboard about 
the birth of Day, we followed the current with 
all the hafte we could make, by the help of Oar 
and Canvafs. 

It was no ordinary example ofCaprichio,to (ee 
the lawful Qiieen to one of the grcateft and moft 
puidant Kingdoms in the World, erpofed in one 
finglc bottom to the mercy of fuch Men as fhc ne- 
ver knew, though befides Eteoclesy they were all 
born my Subjeds % yet this condition, narrow as 
it was, to me far Tweeter, and more fupportable» 
than to ftay dill in the power of TyribaTusy at a 
time when he was ready to abufc it in lo barba- 
rous 
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rous a manner, by the violence he intended to my 
Perfon 5 but Heaven I How remote was I to thac 
Port of repofe which I thought {bjiear me I And 
how unfortunately did I break away from one 
danger to (tep into the jaws of another, that was 
far greater and more mcrcilefs ! We had now two 
hours work to reach the City we bent at, which 
was fcatcd about ten or twelve furloi^gs from the 
bank of Ni/us, when we defcried four Ships of 
War very near us, that not only oppofed our pat 
fage, but furrounded our Vcflel on all fides, before 
we had time to think of a retreat, commanded uc 
to throw down our Arms, and yield our felvcs 
upon pain of peach. 

Eteocles and TelentMchus ( both very ftout and 
courageous) fuppofing thofe Ships were fent in 
purfuit of ours by Tyribafus^ refolved to periih 
in defence of that dear pawn Csjario had trufted 
to their hands, and without regard to the aumbcc 
of their Enemies, began to repulfe them very va- 
liantly j their rcfiftancc procured their ruine, and 
ihofc cruel Men with whom we difpured our li- 
berty, after a very obftinatc and bloody conteft, 
which cofl: the lives of many of their Companions, 
at lad they overflowed, us with an inundation of 
number, and boarding our Veflel on every fide, 
put all to the Sword without diftin<5lion. The 
ysdiSintTe/emachuSy whofe Fidclitv dcferved a bet- 
ter Deftiny, was killed with tke firft, all our 
Soldiers cut in pieces after him, only Eteocles 
ftill defended himfelf (being recoiled with his 
back againfl: the top of the Deck ) though witk 
no other hope than to {ell his Life fomething 
dearer than the reft of his Companions : When 
animated with an extraordinary Courage, and an 
eager dcfirc to prcftrve a Man, whofe grand Ser- 
vices had rendered bim fo deax to Cafarh^ I 

Vol., II. L boldly 
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boldly ftcpt into chat {cenc of danger, and de- 
manded his Life of him I took for the Captain 
of our Enemies. 

The hathskzom ZenodoruSy for fb the Pirate was 
called, having caft his Eyes upon my Vifage, and 
found fomething there that obliged him to ac« 
cord me the Life of Eteocles^ called off his Men 
from the Combat, and gave him his Life juft when 
the danger was ready to enrol him among Death's 
Captives 5 he prefently took me out of that Veflcl 
defiled with Carcalles and Blood, and caufed me 
to pafs into another of his that was next it, with 
all the Perfons that were now feft, which were 
only Eteocles and my thjee Women. 

At thcfe WotdsEIi/a regarding the Queen with 
a fixed Eye: * How, M^dsLtn^ /aid Jhe, was ic 

* then by the Pirate Zenodorus you were taken ? 

* The very fame, reflfd C an dace ^ and thjit fa- 

* mous Robber, not content to make his depreda- 

* tions by Sea, was come up the l^'ilus very far 

* into bur Provinces, where he had taken fome 

* rich prizes, and rendered himfelf the mofl re- 
*- doubted of all thofe that ever skimmed this Ocean. 

* Alas I added the fair El'ifa^ what an infinite of 

* tears has that Monger cod me? But, Madam, 

* Purfued Jhe, do not interrupt your Difcourfe, 

* you Ihall underfland when my Story comes to 

* tread the Stage, by what (ad mark I know the 

* Pirate Zertod»rus, and how near a conformity 
* . and alliance the hand of Providence has made 

* between our laft Adventures. 

• You may judge, Madam, continued the fair 

* Queen, to what a lamentable condition I found 

* myfelf reduced by this ftrange difafter. From the 
^ hands of an ambitious and amorous Man char I 

* fled, I faw myiejf fallen into the power of a piiilefs 
^ wretch, that knew neither Faith nor Honour, 

* of 
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of a Baibarian known upon all tin Sea by his 
6f ueky I and in fine, of a Monfter, from whom 
I could noc exped kfs than all the inhumanitief 
I was capable of refcnting ; This horrid fpedira* 
cle, crimfoned with the viral Hlood of all my 
Men, ftruck fr^ih Idea's of terror in my me- 
mory J and the prcfcnce of tbo(c Tygers that 
breathed nothing but murder and maflacre, might 
well have wrought the Gtme frightful efEeds up- 
on any other Spirit, though better fortified than 
mine to refift them j and indeed my Courage 
was brought (b low, as I ,let myfelf fall half 
dead upon the Deck, when the confideration of 
this laft calftmfty ahn9fl: Cct mc a fwimming 
in my own tears. 
EteocUsy though he had received fome flight 
wounds in fevo^al places, kept him(elf near my 
Peribn, and kneeling by me, fupporced my head 
upon his bolbm, while Clitie with her two Com- 
panions, were sdl fallen at my Feet, and become 
partners of my woe. Then it was that all my con- 
uancy for(boK the lifts, I detefled my unfortu- 
nate birth, and upbraided Heaven it felf with 
the cruel feries of my miferies ; a thou(and times 
did I call death to my refcue, and condemned 
my cowardife, that I did not firil tender my 
throat to the fteel of thole Barbarians that butch- 
ered our Soldiers. 

The Pirates that had long been habituated to 
(uch fpe^cles of pity, melted no more than Rocks 
at my deiblation, but their Captain found fome 
Beauty in my Face that a little fofcened his favage • 
humours, and made him capajj/e of fome fenti- 
ments of humanity. At fird my forrow had his 
filent attention s a^nd whether he was not yet mov- 
^d enough to.ezpreis any figns of compaflion, or 
thought thofe mil ezceifes of my diicf would 
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ftrikc mc dwif to his Difcourfe j he fat a pretty 
%vhilc upon a feat he had chofen, atid.faw my 
tears run from me without Co much as offering^ 
to come nearer, buc a little after he came towards 
me, and taking fome time to contemplate my Face 
before he fpoke, ar.d endeavouring to fend away 
as much nercenefs from his looks as po/Iible : 

* Fair Lady, faid bey do not afHi<Sl thy fclf Co 

* exceedingly, thy Beauty has found favour amongff 

* us, and perhaps thou art not Co unhappy as thou 
' thiukeft thy fclf. . 

I was buried fo deep in the Confideration of 
my Miferies, as it would not let me have Lei lure 
CO regard the Pirate*s Words that carried Co ' littfe 
Proportion to my Dignity, and he received nei- 
ther Anfwcr, nor fo much as one (ingle Look, that 
could let him know he was under flood. This 
gave him a Belief that I had no skill in thcGreek 
^ ongue, in which he fpoke, and therefore tranA 
lating his Words into the Ethiopian Language : 
*■ I tell thee, faid hgy v)itb a Look ibatbsd put 
' on more Mildntfs than before^ you may ceafc 

* your Laments, difmifs ail your Fears, fincc 
' you are in a Place where your Beauty has given 
*- you much Povver.*^ I knew not how to Diapc 
an Anfwer to this Difcourfe ; but Eteodesy who 
was iefs troubled than I, and therefore bad more 
Judgment at the Helm, perceiving my Perplexity, 
was willing to fpare me the Pains, and taking his 
Eyes from my Vifage where they had been long 
fafhied, to place them upon the Pirate*s : * My 

* Loidy /aid hey if you ufc thefc Advantages you 
*' have gotten upju us with Moderation, the Gods 

* will be engaged to reward your Generofity. 
^ This Lady whom you fee is my Daughter -y wc 

• * were retiring into Egypty (whence we took our 

* fird Original) from the Civil Wars that troul^ei 

* Etki9' 
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* Ethiopia^ when wc fell into youc Hands, and 
^ if we receive fuch a Treatment as out hopes en- 
^ courage us to expodl from your GoodneU ; we 

* are not of (b bafe an Extradtion, nor yet fo de- 

* fpoilcd of Fortune's FaYoots, but wc may find 

* a Way to acknowledge your Courtefy, and re-^ 
^ deem our Liberties at a contiderable Ranfbm. 

Zenodorus fmiled at Eieocles^s Words, and re- 
garding him with a difdaiBful Look : ' For thy 

* KaaComy/Mii he^ we fliaH talk at Leifurc ; but 

* for thy Daughter's, thou wik hardly find Trea- 

* fiirc enough to pay the Price of her Liberty. 

If I took (orac Satisfaction from Eteocles^sWotdSy 
-wherein he had ciuiningly difguifed my Condi- 
tion, I received no lefs Difpieafure at the Pirate's, 
which prefemly taught me to divine a large Part 
of that Mifchicf that fuddeuly fuccecded. Gods 1 
what fad Reiedions did I then make upon the 
Wiicries of njy Life -, what a ianguifliing Defcd 
of Courage did I feel to fuppofe the Difcovcry of 
this approaching Danger. 

Tiie Pirate caufed me to be taken from that 
Place, and laid upon a Bed, when (eating him^ 
felf at my Bolfter, he ftrove with his natural 
Rudenefs for the fweetcft Words he could find to 
comfort me ; but he found me Co unapt to refcnt 
his olEcious Care, as judging it would ask fomo 
Tinic to compofe ipy Inquietudes, he releafcd 
me to the Advice of my Pillow for the reft of 
that Day i He was contented my Chamber ibould 
be free to my (elf, to Eteochs and my Maids, and 
when I faw my (elf alone, with only thofc Con- 
fidents about me, I took a greater Liberty th^a 
before to pour out.my Complaints^ and £can my 
deplorable Condition. . . i 

. Eteocles endeavoured to .deceive my Sorrows, 
ahd char^ their bittere(l Pangs •with all the Conv- 
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fore that his Reafbn could arge,^ that there was 
hope left that a Ranlbm might procure iti| Free- 
dom of thoiePcrfbns whole Swonis had only been 
tfrawn by aGreedinefs of getting;, but anindifpen- 
£ble Necefiity of concealing my Name and Con- 
dition, for fear, when he Enew tne, the hope of 
a confiderabie Gain might oblige the Pirate to 
put me once more into the Hands of Tyrihafus, 
1 (aw much Probability in EteecUs's Words, and 
driving to confirm the Pirate's Opinion that I was 
his Daughter, in his Pre(en<^ I ever paid him a 
filial Reipe<a, and to make the Difgnife fit furer^ 
he always aiTumcd fome Authority ©vcr^me. 

In the- mean time> the Ships that carried us, as 
if the Winds had beceme Confederates with For- 
tune's Malice, went away with an admirable Di- 
ligence, and I faw myfelf ftill farther recoil, not 
omy from the Hopes of Liberty, but all Pofllbi- 
Hty 6f ieeine Cufario for a long Tilne, hay pro- 
bably my whole Life» whom I had abandoned in 
io manifcft a Danger ; the Remembrance of hin^ 
threw down all the Fortifications my Conflancy 
could raife to rcfift my Auguiih : And when wc 
had left thtNilus at our Backs, and began to ride 
the open Ocean at the Will of our Mafters, who 
lejeded all the Propofitions Eteocles had made 
them to fell us out Liberties ; I was ready to re- 
fign the Remains of all my Courage, and com- 
mit my Mi(eries to the fatal Cure of thofe Waters, 
to which I had my felf fo lately condemn*d ; but 
I then received a freih Addition to my Grief, that 
difplay'd a greater Horror in the Face of nay Mif- 
fortunes than ever, and the Cruelty of my Deftiny 
defired it, that the perfidious Zenodorus ihould ia 
Efle^ rcfent fomething in my Face which was ca- 
pable ro kindle his A&dtion 3 it was that taught 
him to mifprize the-Offers oi Eu$chsf and poif- 

ing 
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ing the unbridled Power he had over mc, Refpedt 
was too weak to refift the Rudenefs of his Na- 
tnrcy and conceal his Paflion, yet he fkuggled 
with himfelf to polifli his Behaviour in my Prc- 
(encc as much as poflihje, and aboarding me oat 
Day, with more Humility in his Mind than or- 
dinary : * Madam, /aid he. My Loflcs do much 

* out-weigh my Gains in this Adventure, and 

* you arc not £o much our Prifbner by the tight 

* of Arms, as I am yours by that invincible Au- 

* thority your Beauty excrcifes upon me 5 wc 

* have now changed our Condition, and I feel 
' my (elf reduced to implore your Pity, inftead 

* of that Neceffity your Thoughts may create you 

* of mine. * 

Thefe Words allaulted my Soul with a very 
fenfible Difplealure, but by the Moderation of my 
eutwafd Deportment, rcfolving to make the Ad- 
vice of Eteocks my Leflbn, for Fear of crafperat- 
ing that brutifh Spirit to Extremities againft me, 
I kept my Indignation in a fliorter Chain, than I 
had other wife done, had I fimply followed the 
Mbtives of my own Difpofition: * Ztmdorusj 

* faid /, it pofes me to conceive how my Beauty 

* Ihould keep any Power in this Eftate to which 

* you have reduced mc, fince, if it were true, that 

* it had produced fuch EfFe(5ls upon your Spirit as 

* you fpeak of, you would ihew the Proofs of 

* your Affc£tion in the Redauration of my Libet- 

* ty, upon thofe Conditions my Father has pre- 

* pos'd, which would eternally oblige me to you. 

* Abate but our Separation, reply* d the P irate ^ 

* and your Defires cannot name another Thing 

* that ihall meet my Refufal -y and indeed I did 

* not think you could have demanded your Li- 

* berty, in a Place where you arc not only free, 
* but Sovereign and abfolutc Miftrcfs, I cannoc 
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* conceive dearer Tcftimonies of Affe^ion, an^ 

* fvoered /, than fuch as will impowcr me to do 

* iha: of my own free Choice, which you can 

* only attribuce^to Captivity and Conftraint. 

Zenodorus luade me no other Aiifwer to thefc 
Words, than a Nod with his Head, which was 
cafy to be conftrucd in a right Scnfe j that he 
was far from condefcrnding to what I rcquefted. 

This was the firft open Difcovery that he made 
me of his Paflion, but after he had broke the Ice, 
he plagued me with perpetual Importunities •, I 
forbore to treat him harlhly, as niuch as pcHlbJe, 
that I might ft ill keep him in Terms of Refpcdt, 
and put by thofe Violences I had caufc to fear 
from a Man of his Condition j but (bmetimes I 
could not {b nicely obfcrve the ftrid Rules my 
Caution had impofed, nor keep ou the Mask io 
cunningly, as not to betray my Contempt of his 
Perfon, -with luch a Repugnauce, as fbrangled all 
the Hopes h^ had fofteied. 

Ten or twelve Days had added themfclves to 
the Age of Time, before he returned to trefpafs 
the Bounds of Modefty \ he tells me, that thojjgh 
he might ferve himfelf of all ihofe Advantages the 
right of Arms had given him over me, yet he 
loved me with too much Ardour and Eftimatioa 
to {cek any other than the legitimate Way of Mar- 
riage to enjoy mcj then to entice me to his Alli- 
ance, would fall a difplaying his Pdiffance, and 
vauntingly tell me, that he was not only the miglw 
tieft of all the Rovers that ranged tho{e Seas, in 
the Nqml^f of Ships that failed in (everal Squa- 
drons, \i\\^i the Command of him and his Lieu- 
tenani^,' but that the World had many (bvereign 
Princes (which if the Competition were fairly de- 
cided) would prove his inferiors for Strength a»\ii 
Riches. 

Ifomc* 
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I fomccimes made Semblance to lend Attention^ 
and Obfervance to his Words, but I could not 
long bdie myfelfj and if in fomconc Day inniy 
Adions he found Compkifancc, he could not 
chufe but mark my true-born Thoughts in a tliou- 
fand ochers> which I had no Power to 'diflemble. 
Ac lafl, he perceived I had abufed him, and thae 
thofe Flexures of CiviUry which all this Time he 
Rad forced to fwim againft the Stream of his na- 
tural Rudcuefi^ on Purpofc to^ gain my Hearr, 
had been laid out in vaiu; this Difeovcry urged 
him to chufc a more uneven Path to his Ends ; 
and one Day, after he had -wafted fome Hours in 
my Company, perceiving his Pedgns to advance 
but flowly : * Madam, J aid he. Since I fee all 

* my Civilities have been loft upon you, I have 

* henceforth decreed it to fcek fome other Means .^ 

* for my own Satisfadion 5 1 muft now therefore 

* tell you, that if you difpofe nor your(clfto lee 

* me have it bjr free Vote of your own Confenr, 

* you muft refolvc to fee me ftruggle for it with 

* more Succefs than I have done formerly. 

He accompanied this firft Menace with divers 
others of the fame MoId» that almoft ftruck me 
dead with Apprehenfion } and after that Day he 
Began to treat me with an ait more imperiouy 
and absolute, than ever his Looks had put oiy 
before. 

Then did I fee my fad Condition wound up to 
the very Excreams of Mi(cry, and I fearfully cx- 
pedcd every Moment when the Barbarian's Vio- 
lence fhould eflay to bereave me of that which 
was a thouiand Times dearer than my Life, and 
had never been attacked in all < my former Mif- 
fortunes^ 

So Coon as I faw myfelf at Liberty to talk with 
in^ Maids^ without being over-heard by the Pi-

rates : * Come, /aid J, my dear Companions in 

* Mifery, *ris Time to think of dying; Fortunc 

* had not harafled us all this Time wich fupporr- 

* able Calamities, but to obftrve a Method in her

* intended r This Honour which we, prize above 

* our Lives, is now ready to become a Prey te 

* Barbarians, if a generous Refolution does not 

* refcue it by the Hand of Death from the Shame 

* is prepared us; let us difpofe ourfelves to^ take 

* this only Antidote that is left to preserve it, and 

* fear not to make ufe of Waters or Steel to avoid" 

* an Ignominy, which is a thoufand Times worft 
? than thofe Tortures that carry the gteateft Hor- 

* lor. 

To theft Words ficceeded many others that 
^ifplay'd the unquiet Agitation of my Spirit, and 
fometimcs {though ablent and remote as he was) 
addrefling my fpeech to Crfario : ' Ah, Son of 

* Cafary ivou/d I fay^ how welcome would thy 

* Succour arrive to filencc the Threats, and ftop^ 

* the Mouth of this Danger I How deeply might- 

* eft thou oblige me in neglc^ing the Intercfts of 
*■ my Srate, to run to the Defence of my Honour ? 

* But Oh Gods I continued /, how vainly do I 

* call thee to my Afliftandfe, poflibly thou -art no 

* more in the Number of Mankind, but haft rcn* 

* dcrcd thy Spirit under the Arms of the treache- 

* rous Tyribafus^ and the Gods have laid this 

* Puniftiment upon me with the Hand of Juftice, 

* for leaving thee fb cowardly in the Mouth of » 
•■ devouring Danger for my Intcrcfts. 

Thefe Words were fuccccded with fevcral Adi- 
•ns of the fame Strain : But if my Grief received a 
violent Encrcafe from this laft Intelligence of my 
fears, it quickly mounted by large Strides to a 
greater Height, when 1 Ciw the Pirate pcrfevcre ia 

his 
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Jiis Defign, and pafs to the cruel Execution of his 
Menaces j from Hour to Hour he ftill became 
more fierce andterrible^ and ceafiug thofe Entrea- 
ties, that were the firfF Fadors of his Paffion, he 
now difcourfcd it in a more imperious Stile, deep- 
ly protefting, if I ftill refofed to render the Fort 
by T^^eaty , he would take it by AfTault. This Ex- 
tremity provoked me to tear olF my Difguife, and 
regarding him with an Eye that {poke the Spirit 
of Anger : ' Barbarian, faid /, thou may 'ft kill- 

* me if thou wilt, but thy Threats lliall never 

* fright my Confent to the leaft Satisfaction of 

* thy brmilli Appetite.* ' No, no, reply'd the 

* rrw^/ Zenodorus, you fhall not diej but fince 
^ there is no other Way to obtain my Wilhes, 

« but by putting Violence in the Place of Sweet- **^ 

* ncfs, my Refolution is irrevocable 5 when the 

* Thing is done, I Ihall eafily gain your Pardon, 

* fince I iKall only have your Anger for taking 

* that by Conqueft, which fhould have been mine 

* by Confent/ « Well, wicked Man, faid /, this- 

* unjuft Power thou ufurpeft, is yet inferior to 

* that which arms the Hand of Divinity, and if 

* thou contihueft thy <laeftablc Intentions, believe 

* it, the Gods will want no Thunder-bolts toaufh 

* thee.* The impious Wretch derided my Hopes 
of divine Adiftance; and" repeating his own wick<* 
cd Refolution, bacl^ed with deep Oaths to con- 
firm it, he fwore I fhould have but three Days 
more to refolve his Contentment, and the next 
Day, to pfovc his Words and Intentions grew u^ 
from the fame Root, he licenfcd him(elf to take 
the Liberties, which he had not prefumed before, 
and after fome obfccne Expreffions which Pudi- 
city forbids me to mention, he would have ravijTi* 
cd a Kifs from my Mouth 5 but at that rude At- 
tack, I forgpt the Weaknefs of my Sex, and furi- 
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oufly flew at his Face with fo much Violence, 15 
1 left Characters there of my Scotn and Anger, 
ill a deep Impreflion. This provokei him to ca- 
Ihier all Thoughts of Patience, and defperarery 
fweaiing he would no longer delay to execute the 
Eficds of my Fears, he had already called for 
fbmc of his Men to pull my Maids out of the 
Chamber, when by a manifeft Succour from Hea- 
ven, which then armed itfelfin my Defence, he* 
heard the Pilot cry but there was a fiirious Tem- 
ped: coming. 

The Terror he took from this Alarm, put a fud- 
den Stop to his Defi^ti, and running up upon the 
Deck to know the Truth, he faw the enraging 
Waves begin to rai(e a Battery againft his float- 
ing Fortrcls, and Heaven prepare to pour its Artil- 
lery upon him with fo blacK a Defiance, as all tbofe 
foul Thoughts that Luft had ftirred, grew cold, 
and did Homage to the Apprchcnfions of Death, 
which hurried from a Place, where his Prefcncc 
might animate his Men, to employ all their Force 
and Induftry againft the Cholcr ot the Winds. I 
may fafely avow, that at that Time the particu- 
lar Intcrefl: of my Honour made me rejoice at thic 
comtnon Calamity, and^ fc^arce liftned to the 
Language of Fear for my own, or the Ruin of tho(e 
ajbout me, fince (either by his Death or mine) ic 
promifcd me a Rcfcue from the brutifii Fury of 
Zenodorus, This made me only appear with a 
tranquil and untroubled A (ped am idft theDiforder 
ef all the reft •, and when the natural Horror of 
Death had itfelf painted in its ufual Parlour upon 
- the Face of all the Pirates, mine (by Report of thofe 
that faw me) ftill kept its ordinary Colour and 
Compofiire. 

The Storm lafted two intire Days with a great 
deal of Violence) but as ZenodarHf and bis Men 
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had gained the skill from a large Experience, how 
to make life of all Advantages when they wreftled 
with that angry Element, (b they received not all 
the Lofs that would doubtlefs have befallen others 
lefs pravStifcd in that Exercife; of four Vcflels they 
lofl: but one, and after they had difcharged the 
other three (to the Pirate's grand Regret) of fuch 
Lading as was moft weighty, they (avcd them- 
ftUcs from Shipwreck without dif-uniting ; and 
when the Storm had fpcnt its greatefl: Fury, they 
defcricd the Egyptian ShOKy with the (lately Walls 
of Alexandria » 

As yet none of them knew upon what Climate 
the Winds had tolled them j for though they were 
very near the Shore, yet the Night's Arrival, 
which had already begun to plot the departing 
Day with her purblind Shades, would not fufFcr 
their Eyes to take the Objeds withDiftindion. 

ZenodoruSy though ignorant whether this Coun- 
try held his Eriends or Enemies, was yet unwii,- 
ling to continue his Courfe in that Obfcurity, be- 
fore h^ had re-accommbded his^ fliattet*d Veflels 
which drank Water in divers Places, and by othct 
JHarms they had fuffered from the Tempcft, were 
then become incapable to maintain a farther Na** 
yigation \ he therefore ordered' his Men to let fall 
their Anchors about: a Mile from the Shore, and 
while every one played their proper Task for a 
Part of the Kighr, as his Commands dircded 
them, he came into my Chanbcr, where he had 
not been fince the Beginning of the Tempeft: My 
Blood rofe at the Sight of him, and not without 
too much Reafon, mice he came with a black 
Parpofe, to employ all his laft Satisfa<5lion. I pre- 
fently difcovered this foul Defign in his Vifage ; 
an4 ;ip^roa6hing to me with a Face that confeis'd 
the St kj of a furious J-uft: * Madam, [aid he ^ 
-v^ " * 'ci& 
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* *cis now no Time to keep your Confent in a 

* longer Sufpenfc, and I come to quench theThirft 

* of my Dcfires, from which nothing can have 

* Power to divert me j the Danger we lately e(ca- 

* pcd, for a Time retarded the Execution of mj 
*" Wilhcs, but I muft npw tell you, that all tho{c 
' which Heaven has Power to throw head-long 

* upon me, (hall not ftop my Paflage to your 
^ Enjoyment. , 

Thefc af&ighting Word* ftruck a Horror thro* 
me from Head to Foot, and wanted but littfe of 
fnatching all that AfTurance from me, which Ne- 
cefHty lays claim to on fuch an occasion 3 howe- 
ver, in that extremity I called back my Courage 
to the Combat, and judging the danger^I fhould 
run, in being returned to the hand o£ Ijnbafusy 
when the Pirate once knew my quality, could noc 
infult fo cruelly upon my Fears, as that which 
now menaced me ; I deemed it no longer rcqui- 
fice to hide a truth from Zenodorus, which in fbme 
probability might divert him from bis villainous 
Tc(blution 'y this concluded, regarding him with a 
borrowed boldneG in my looks : * ZenodoruSj 

* faid /, confider well this wicked enterprize of 

* thine, and remember that I tell thee, it is not 

* the Daughter of Eteocles thou wouldft dilho- 

* nour, but the Queen of the Ethiopians, who 

* will all be obliged to hunt thee through the 

* World, and wnce their revenge in thy ruinc 

* for the infamous violence thou offercft to their 

* Princefs. 

Thcfe Words, which (in reafbn might promife 
their wicked cffed). made not fo much as the 
Icaft dint in the Barbarian's rocky heart, and whe- 
ther he fufpeded it a fidion, or that the known- 
truth (in the brucifh traufportthat then pofleft 
bim) was oeither capable to ^ange nor defer his 

dcfigui 
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4efign, hfr^xprelled no femblance of underftand- 
ing what I laid, and in obedience to a fign he 
made tbem, his Men (cizing upon Eteocles and 
my Maids to drag them* out of the Chamber, 
without farther delay he aflaujted my honour with 
all the Forces he could make ^ my Maids and 
Eteocles made along refiftance, with their loud cries 
ftrivingtorouze the flcepingpity of Heaven, and 
flifFering themfelves to be dragged alone upon 
the Earth, flill catching at every thing they en- 
countred, as if tliey rather defired to be drawn 
in pieces by thofe wild Beafts, than abandon their 
Mifticfs in that fad extremity j and I defended 
myfclf fb (loucly againft Zenodorus, as his Face 
(in divers places) quickly put'on the bloody marks 
of my refiftance ; but at laft our defence proved 
all too weak, my Servants reduced to that ex* 
tremicy, in fpight of all their oppugnation, were- 
ready to be forced from flie Chamber, and my- 
fclf was now grown fo weak and weary, as aH 
my Forces were ready to quit the lifts, when the 
Gods fprang a fudden thought in my brcaft that 
fay*d me. I began to rcgzTdZcftodoruSy whom I 
flill held by the hair^ with a milder Eye, and 
lliucting a part of my anger from view : ' Zefith' 

* dorus, /aid /, you will reap but little fatisfadion 

* in rending that from me by violence, which 

* yoii ought to feck by fofter addrcflcs 5 I fee I 

* muft reugn royfelf to your mercy, fince all the 

* ftrength the Gods have lent me is too weak to 

* defend my honour, and I make you a promife, 

* i£ you will but quietly allow me this Night's re- 

* pofc, you fhall find no farther repugnance in 

* my will.' Zenodorus ffaid his rude hands ac 
thefe Words, and leaving me fomc leifure to take 
hreath : * Had you fpoke in this manner, y2?/V be^ 
^ be&re we came to thofe cermSy-L had granted 

* more 
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* more than you demanded, nor will I novr rc- 

* fu(c this lliort time to your dcfires -, but be furc 
« you employ it fo well to fubdue your avcrfion, 

* as to morrow I may have nothing to combat.' 
I confirmed the Promife I had made him, and 
immediately after he commanded thofe that tor- 
mented my Servants, to fet them at liberty, when 
taking bis leave for the reft of the Nigbr, he and 
his Men departed my Chamber. 

He was no fooncr gone, but I barred the Door, 
and turning towards Et codes and my Women that 
lay weeping at my Feet : * Come, come, faid /, 

* my dear Companions, no more of thofe fruit- 

* lefs Tears, 'tis time to think of dying, I have 

* tamely taken too many blows at the rude hands 

* of Fortpne, while the means to free mytclf from 

* her Cruekies were (b oft within my reach. I 

* fooled my (elf with a hope that death would ever 

* be ready at my beck, with an infallible cure for 

* my Miferies, when all other Remedies had loll 

* their Virtue, but of late I fadly felt, that Ihc 

* cannot be always at mydifpofal, nor take every 

* Alarm to come in to my refcue. Now we have 

* her again at command, without farther delay 

* let us lay hold of the fuccours Ihe offers us, 
^ and ftay no longer to fee x)urfelvcs again rcdii- 

* ad to call in vain for her afliftance. 

My Maids, wholly feeble as they were, did not 
ftrive to bandy one fingle Argument againft my 
intentions, and Clttte ( as flic that had moft cou- 
rage, and indeed moft afFedion ) undertaking to 
fpeakfor the reft: *Let us die then. Madam, y^i^^ 

* ft^fi wc are ready to wait upon you to the other 

* World, yet fliould learn to think our lives much 

* better fpcnt, if by the Shipwreck of them wc 

* could fee yours fafc aihorc.

1 tenderly embrac'd her and ber two Compa- 
nions at this generous Proof of their Affedion, 
and no longer willing to keep my Tears in hold : 
I can do no Icis than weep your Dcdiny yfaid /, 
chough I know you cannot but think it more 
pain to live at the Mercy of chcfc Pirates, than 
die with yotft Miftrefs in defence of your Ho- 
nour, which would infallibly run the ume For- 
tune with mine. Then turning towards £/f <?<:/?/, 
who filently regarded me with a Look, in which 
Grief and Pity contcfted for the upper hand. 
Eteoc/es, fatd /, if you ever fee C^fario again, 
pray tell him I prcferv'd myfclf pure and fpot- 
Itik to my death, and do me the courtefy to 
carry him this Mcflage, that it was my laft care 
to keep his Name in my memory, in ray Heart. 
No, Madam, reply d Eteocies^ I fliall never fee 
Cdfario more ; and though I have ever ty'd my 
ftrongeft Paffions to his uglit and fervice, yet 1 
know how to ufc, as I ought, the Honour he 
has done me in committing you to my cudodf 
and condud. Let us die then, Madam, fince the 
Gods will have it fo j I dare not coun(el you to 
buy your Life at the price is demanded, and I 
know, well enough h©w to die with you, fince 
I cannot pay back that (acred pawn to my 
Priiice he unluckily trufled to my hands. 
I did not much ftrain for Argument to com- 
bat the refolution of Eteoclesy but began to join 
my invention with his how to find out the prompc- 
cft and mofl: commodious way to die i they had 
left nothing in the Chamber that was fit to do 
the Feat, only the Windows were fo wide as we 
might throw ourfclvcs through them into the Sea> 
and that was the way we rnade choice of, to ap- 
ply the fatal rehef to our Mifcries y but before we 
were to atSl this laft Scene, I fclc a natural re- 

kdancc 
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ludtanccftart fome^tboughts of revenge in my Soul 
againft thofccurfcd Mifcrcants, whofeCtuelcy had 
kd us to the brink of chat Precipice ^ and know- 
ing Zenodorus's Chamber was near to mine, I took 
a Fancy that in putting fire to (bme combuftibic 
thing in my Lodging, it might j^robably caufe 
him and his detcitable Inftruments to run (bmc 
hazard of their hves. At its firft conception I im- 
parted this thought te EteocUsy who taking fomc 
time to fcan it before he would render his opinion : 
Madam, faid be at lafl, I approve your defign j. 
for befide that it fuits with tne juft hatred wc 
owe to the inhuman Wretches, it may dircft \i$^ 
a way to free ourfelves with the greater facility 
From their impious hands. Wc may eafily (cc 
fire on our Bed, with the Candle, which wilF 
quickly diftributc flames to all parts of the VclIcJ, 
and by the courtefy of this di (order, which wilf 
doubtlefs furpriic the guairds with fear and amaze- 
ment, with the help of a Ihect I intend to tyc 
to the Window, you will have Icifure enough 
to get down to the Water, and feat yourfelf up» 
on fomc of thofc loofe Planks I lee in your 
Chamber, where poflflbly the Gods placed theni 
on purpofe for your deliverance. I am fure they 
arc flrong enough to bear your weight upon the 
Water, and I intend to fwim behind you, aad 
drive it towards the Shore with all the Force I 
can raift 5 if my Eye has not cozeu'd me, wc- 
are nor far from thence, and who knows but 
Heaven may ftretch out an extraordinary Arm 
to fuccour you, and double my ftrcngth to thar 
meafure, as you may find it a (afe Convoy xo 
♦ the firmer Element ? 

I was contented to give this propofition the 
hearing, though I fcarce dcfcticd the Apparition 
of a hope to difprovc the threats of due immi- 
nent 
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ncnt danger, however I could not refift bis in- 
titaty to try the Courfc he had contrived, not 
icflile the rcfignation of myfelf to his Condu<5t> 
at a time when I thought it impollible for fate it 
fclf to reprieve me. 

The Fear left Time fliould betray bur Plot 
and us to a fuddcn Surprizal, made us haflcii 
the Execution j and Eteocles prcfently faftened the 
Sheet to the Window, and with two Planks he 
dcfigncd for our Safety, let himfelf gently Aide 
downwards, till he came at the 'Water. When I 
thought he was got down, I rcfolved to follow 
him ; But before I quitted the Ship, with the Can- 
dles that were in my Chamber, I fct Fire to the 
Bed in fcveral Places, which confifting of a Mat- 
ter that was greedy of Flame, difpers'd it in a 
Moment through all the Veflcl : 1 no fooner faw 
it was folly lighted, but catching hold of the Sheer, 
I nimbly threw myfelf oat at the Window, and 
was prcfently followed the fame Way by C////>. 
Eteocles catched me in his Arms, and giving mc 
feft Hold at the End of the Plank, he received 
ditte that was newly defcended in the fame Man- 
Bcr, and fwimming roundabout us, (ccurely pla- 
ced us roMher upon our floating Seat j he would 
have rendcr'd the fame Office to my two other 
Maids, but whether the Flame (that had already 
begun to devour the Veflfel) had affrighted their 
Ibminine Hearts, the Smoak ftifled them, or pof- 
fibly the Circumfpedtion of his Care for my Safe- 
ty, had flackencd his Regard of theirs, we faw 
tncm DO more, and I am ftill ignorant, whether 
they remained in the Power of the Pirates, or pe- 
rifhcd by Fire and Water, 

£/f«^c/w guiding his Eye and Voice by the Light 
of the inflamed Vcflel towards the Chamber, had 
often called them to come away : But when he 

faw 
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faw his Pains were loft, he re- converted his Care 
upon me, and fwimming behind ^ur Plank, drove 
it forward Co ftrangely, as in a fhorc Time wc 
had lefc a large Diftance between us and the burn* 
in^Veffel. 

In the Poftufc I us*d to fccurc my Hold upon 
the Plank, I was up to the Shoulders in Water, 
and though the Heat of the Seafbn did us thcSer- 
Yice, fo to moderate the Rigours of the liquid Ele- 
ment, as we (carce fck any Cold, and my Gar- 
ments aflifted me to bear myfelf up with the greater 
Eafe in the Water ; yet Death in all Appearance 
■was fo ready to ftrike the Blow, as if the Mife* 
rics of my Life had not IclTcn'd my Defires to pre- 
ferve it ; I think that hideous Image of Ruin wou*d 
fcave needed im> other Weapon than mine own Ap- 
prebenfion to difpatch me. 

Candacc wa^ arrived at this Part of her Story, 
when the fair Princefs who had heard iz with a 
fcrious Attention, could not chufe but interrupc 
her: * Ah, Madam, faid pp£, what is it you tell 

* me I Is it poflible fuch a Princefs as? yourfelf 

* fhould be led to the Extreams of fo deep a Mif^ 

* fortune, and the Gods fliould fubmit one of the 

* moft accompliihed, and the greateft Queens 

* upon Earth, to Perils and Calamities of this 

* Nature ? 

Candace modeft^y replied to thefe Words, and 
refuming her Narration, ilie recounted how nobly 
fhe had been fuccourcd by TyridaUs^ whofc Name 
"(he yet forbore to mention, cautious of betraying 
a Princess Secret, whofe Generofity bad fo much 
obliged her. The Continuance of her Story leads 
ller from the Shore of Alexandria^ to the Houfc 
of her Prcfervcr 5 focceeds in fequelto her meeting 
the Prince of Mauritania^ his Combat with the 
Stranger that purfued Zenodorusy the Arrival and. 

her 
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hec Difcovcry of Cajario^ her fccond Surprizal by 
t§ie Pirate ; and in fine, all that had arrived to liery 
fiuce flic entered Alexandria, and accepted the, 
Praetor's Invitation and Enterrainnient in the Palace., 
•Ac this Period efhcrStor/i the PartbianVnW' 
ccfs,%after fhc had witncflcd by many fweet Ex- 
preflcs of AfFcdlion, how fcnfibly flie felt the Blows, 
oisCandaces Fortune in the brave Recital.: ' Ma- ^ 
dam, faid p^^ as much Work as my Thoughts 
have at Home, in toiling themfelves upon my. 
ovrn difafters, my tender refcntments of yours 
has called them away from their properTask, and 
w bile yourLanguage gave me the lively draught of 
thofc perils and affiidtions you fo oft encountred, 
I fighed and trembled, as if I had been prefent- 
Jy condemned to re-ad them in my own Perfon :. 
But Gods I though our milliaps do carry a rcfem- 
blancein fbme particulars, how vaftly different is 
my Deftiny to yours ? How is the tempcft of your 
Woes allay *d with Comfort, while my hopes arc 
fplit upon a mercilcfs Rock ? Ycu may (and pofli- 
bly with lefs difficulty than your incredulous Fearg 
can allow it) recover that Crown Ufurpatiou has 
ravilhed; thePrioceyou love is living too, living 
beyond the reach of that danger you dreaded, and 
you feek one another with a probable fuaels in the 
fame Country : But, pitilefs Heavens I you call'd 
away the Darling of my Soul from the World, and 
it is not permitted me to doubt a misfortune, for 
which the Gods have not left one (ingle remedy I 
The fair £///ibath'd thefe laft Words in a Brook 
of tears, and the Queen, who was tenderly touched 
at the tender melting Rhetdrick of Grief, joining 
her Cheek to one of hers : * Come, come, my lovely 
' ^imccCsyfaidJhcy let me perfwade you to collea: 
' fome from my Example, do but ferioufly examine 
* thofe dangers in your thoughts, that Cafarh and 
'v. 'I 
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I have cfcaped, and they will.tell you the Gods 
have not put the Power out of their hands, to 
rcftore you your loflcs, in faving that Perfon 
you deplore ; He cannot be more dead in your 
opinion, than C^fario was formerly in mine 5 
and the fame Heavens that gave him me again^ 
when I thought they had placed him among 
the Stars, may have fuch another Favour in 
ftore for you, if you calmly wait it from their 
Bounties. Alas I reply'd Eliza^ how little reafbn 
have I to expcd the kindnefs of fuch a Miracle ? 
No, Madam, when 1 {hall once have guided 
your attention through the Labyrinth of my 
miferablc Life, I cannot doubt but your Judg- 
ment will tell you, that I have taken the opini* 
on of my own incurable calamity from fuch 
clear appearances as are (lampt with an impof> 
fibilicy of deceiving. Tomorrow, ifyouplcafc, 
Madam, I will give the Copy of my Misfor- 
tunes, for after thefe deep engagements to your 
generous Compaffioii, I have neither Grief nor 
weaknefs that can oblige me to hide them longer 
from you. 

Candace retorted thefe Civilities with a com- 
parative afiEedion, and they had longer continued 
this exchange of kindnefs, if the Day*s departure 
had not cloied the Dialogue, and the Confcience 
Candace made of EUfas indifpodtion had not 
baftned the Good- night 5 but they pancd with 
4 mutual Promife to meet again the next morn- 
ing, and not to fufFer a reparation by a larger 
difiance of time, fo long as they might be per- 
mitted to enjoy each other. 
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1 H E fair Queen of Ethiopia pafs'd 
' chat Night with fbme Comfotr, 
drawn from ihoCt Hopes fhe had to 
recover her beloved C^fariOy cho* 
her-Apprehenfion (after having fen 
his Safety at the Stake in Co dan» 
gcrous a Combat, whence Ihe knew he could not 
icape without Wounds) rais*d fome rational Ar- 
guments to difquict her Rcpofe. But when her 
Memory repre(cnted the defperate Extreams where- 
to the unbridled Violence of Zenotlorus had a few 
Daysiincereduc'd her, and the Fears that fed op- 
en her Quiet, fince (he left him involved 2XMerQe 
in that manifcft Danger, the over-blowing of 
thofc black Clouds could not chu{c but fhew her 
a very favourable Change in her Condition, and 
taught her for a Time to fit quietly dowxi with 
ker other ^Lofles, (ince Ihe had expelled the 
weighticft Mifchiefs from the Scale of her For- 
tunes. 

The next Day, (b foon as ihe was drefs'di ihe 
fent a Vifit to the fair Princcfs of Partbia : But 
while ihe ftaid in Expedation of an Anfwer, ihe 
iaw the bright Blifa was come herfelf to deliver 
it, and in fuch a Podure as proved all her Griefs 
too weak to din} the LuQre of her admirable 
Beauty. Candact ran to meet her with open 
Arms, and thcic two beauteous Princeflcs cx- 
chang*d their kind Enquiries of each other's 
Health, with a parallel of Grace and Majcdyj 
but they had not worn out many Minures in chdr 
fird Entertainment, when Cornelius GaiJus entered 
the Chamber to bid them Qood-morrow 5 they 
both received him with a great deal of Civility, 
and that Man prepollefs'd as he was already, with 
the Excellencies oi^one, could not fo ihut his Eyes 

upott 
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upon the Beauties of the other, as not equally to 
divide his Eulogy betwixt them, in Tcry paflionate 
Language : He dined that Day in their Company, 
aod after their Requeft, retired to execute (bme 
important Orders he had received itom Anguflus. 
The two Ladies gladly welcomed that Occadon, 
to pafs away the reft of that Day together with- 
out latermption, and Candace prefs'd with aa 
impatient Defire to learn Eiifas Adventures, could 
no longer keep her Curiodty fpeechlcfs, but wil- 
ling to wake the Remembrance of her Promilet 
-- 1 may probably forfeit my Difcretion, faidfi^e^ 

* by defiring to put you to the Pain of a ReJa- 

* tion, in an Eftate fo little capable to perform it : 

* But the Paffion I preferve for . your Intcrefis, I 

* hope may juftify my Importunity, efpecially 

* fince you may fafely claim the fame Liberty to 

* refufc the Trouble, as I have done to demand 

* it. I know no PofTibility, reply d Mlifny of 

* being importuned by any Employment that 

* may divertiie you, and my Inclinations. have al- 
' rcadv voted me yours, with too true a Paffion 

* to eftrangc the Particulars of my Life any longer 

* from your Knowledge. 
At thcfe Word^ they (eated chcmfelvcs by the 

Bed-fide, and the Princefs perceiving there were 
»onc in the Chamber but her two Women and 
C//V/e, after fhe had fet one of them Sentinel at 
the Door, with the fame Caution was ufcd the 
I^ay before, to prevent Vifitsi ihc thtis began her 
Difcourfc. 

The Tiiflory of the Princefs faifa. 

1 Ngratimdc and Cruelty arc the blackeft of all 

* Vices, and (b fbon as the Soul of a Prince has 
^cc taken their indelible Stains, all that he had 

Vot, II, 14^ ' be- 
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before of great and good, is put to flight by that 
ftrong Poifon w^ich intirely fcizes his Inclinati- 
ons, and fcarce leaves him any Ihadc or trace of 
Virtue. The farmer is oft the Child of that 
Pride, which is the Tumour of Profpcrity ; and if 
the latter does not rife from a Root in our Nature, 
it often fprings from the Womb of an irregular 
Ambition; which ufutping the Throne of the 
Will, excites all Thoughts that arc the legitimate 
Race of Rca{bn, and Ihuts the Eyes of thofe that 
are poffcflcd with this Devil, upon every Confide* 
ration, that Piety, Jufticc,.and Honour iifclf can 
rcptefent ;o their int»xicated Judgment. The 
Proofs of this Truth are but itoo confpicuous in 
our Family, and if I derive Come Glory from a 
Birth that has few Equals in the Woild, I have 
received Shame enough from the Cruelties ofhim 
that gave it, to convince me, that he has left mc 
no caufe to boaft my Extradion. 

The King Bbraausy.m^/ lather, was born with 
Qualities great enough, apd in the fitfl Bloomings 
of his Youth, had given fuch Hopes of his future 
Bravery, 'as made him pafs in the Opinion of Men 
for an equal to his generous Brother, the Prince 
Pacorusy who fell in the Flower of his Age, un- 
der the Roman Arms, a(ter he had made them 
know , by divers memorable Advantages, that 
th^y were not invincible. 

The old King Grades^ my Grandfather, afcet 
the Death of Pacorus^ ignorant of his Deftiny, 
had tranfplanted his chief Affcdion u^^on Pifraates 
(then the elded of divers Brothers) and with it 
re(ign*d the entire Management of all State-afiairs 
to his Difpofal j he had been married fbmc Years 
before, and I had already liv*d about fix or feveii, 
when his greedy Dcfire to reign aIone> and re- 
move that fear of a Rival in Ambition, aaiifported 

him 
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him to that horrible Piece of Cruelty, which 
■Report has told to the whole World ; ycu 
know it but too vfd\y.^Madnmy that the cruel 
Pbraafesy to make tljc Crown fit faft, which his 
bloody Jcaloufy told him did but tremble upon 
his Head, while fo many of his Brothers lived, 
put them all to Death •, only Tyridates the youu^- 
eft, then abfent from Court, who being fpared 
by the miftaken Piety of him that was fcnt to be 
bis anaftin, has flnce wandered from Court to 
Court begging Sandluary. again ft the inhuman 
Pcrfecutions of his Brother: ' 

The Queen, who had received this Trmh from 
the Mouth of Tj|^riV<i/^jj was yet refolvcd not to 
trouble the Stream of her Relation by inter poling 
what (he knew, and deeming it rec^uifite to keep 
the News of her Uncle, till the Clofure of her 
Story, and then impart or re{erve it as Difcretiou 
counfelled, Jhe lent a iilenc Attention to the Se- 
tjuel. 

The Cruelty ofPbraates^ purfu'd £///^, could 
not Co quench its thirO; with the Blood of his Bro^ 
thers, but the old King (h-odcs (whofe long Life 
fccai'd to tire the Expedation of his Heir) com- 
pleated the Sacrifice to his jealous Ambition, and 
loft it bv the horrid Command of his own Son. 
I conf?{s I am willing to contract the Relation of 
this unnatural Ad, in as few Words as will bare- 
ly ferve to tell it, and indeed could be content to 
leave it intirely out, if my Defign to draw you 
the perfc^ Pourtraiture ot my Life could allow 
it. 

Pbraates having thus fecur*d his Throne, by 
hewinjg down the Stock, with all the royal Bran- 
jches that grew near it, began to play the Pru- 
dent, as well as the Parricide to preferve his Ac- 
qucft ; the Terror of his Arms made a quick Di- 
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llribucion of it felf among his neighbour Prin- 
ces, and the bad Succefs of Anthony y who with a 
Part of the Roman PuifTancc brought the War in- 
to our Country, where he loft his whole Arnij, 
and with much ado fav'd himfelf by a ihameful 
Retreat, ft ruck a general Fear through all thofe 
that probably might nurfe any Thoughts of ac- 
tcmpting the Crown of Parfbia. 

In the mean Time, I was trained up by the 
Queen my Mother, whoft Inclinations were cvct 
fwcet and vcrruous, with a very difcrect Care 5 
and that good Prince fs perceiving Docility enough 
in my Spirit, forgot not to (cafon my Education 
with all other fage LefTons, that mignt frame njc 
a Difpofition fuitable to her Intentions ; her Af- 
fedions told her, that I had not play'd the Truant 
in the School of Virtue, and by the Help of that 
Blindncfs, which is the ufual Difeafe of a Parent's 
Indulgence, fancying fomc Qualities within nbe, 
which I dare not pretend to, in me ihe ftored up 
all her Love, all her Delight. 

After mc, that was thecldeft of all her Children^ 
fhc had divers others of both Sexes -, bqt the Gods 
(perhaps to puniih Tbraates^ by the Misfortunes 
of his Father's Family) cut them all off in the 
dawning of their Infancy, and of £vc or fix Bro- 
thers that fuccecded me at feveral Births, fcarcc 
one of them attained to a full Year's Age, before 
they were laid in th«ir little Sepulchred. 

The Miftiap of our Houfe rendered me more 
confidcrable, and a fhort Time after the Queen, 
though ftill in the Flower 6f her Age, going, oiver 
Child-bearing, I was Regarded by the Fartbians as 
the prefumptive Inheritrix of that weighty Crown. 
'Tis true, the King had a Baftard Son, that was 
called VonontSy but he did not behold him with 
an Eye that deigned his SucceiTion ^ and though 

he 
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he faird opt xo endeavour the gaining of a FadUon 
that might prop his Pretences, he was gencraJly 
known to be born within the Marriage of the 
King, and could therefore h^tch ho apparent 
Hope of being declared legitimare. 

I will not trifle with your Patience Co much to 
give you the account of my Infancy, but ftepping 
over the Prologue of my Life, wherein there be- 
£d me nothing memorable, I fliall only tell you 
I had worn out fourteen Years of it, when my 
Father invaded Media: The Hatred had been 
long hereditary betwixt the Kings of that Coun- 
try, and tho(c that wore the Crown of Partbia : 
And though they had taken Breaih in fbme In- 
tervals or Peace, fince the Fall of the unforruiiatc 
Anthony y. znd the coming oC Auguftus to the 
Empire, they were ftill ready to obey the Beck 
of every trivial Occafion to pick a riew Quarrel, 
which they both embraced with their old Ani- 
mofity. 

Pbraates complained, that at the Median King's 
SbHicitation, Cleopatra had murdered his Ally, 
the King of Armenia 5 and though he that did ic 
was fince dead, and his Heir ftcceeded to the 
Throne, he thought he might juftly entail his 
Revenge upon the Son, fince Fate would not 
fufFer the Father/ to ftand.the Shock of it ; and the 
new King oC Media not lefs eager than he to re- 
vive the Quarrel, whereto his young Courage was 
whetted, by divers Reafons on h!s Side, there 
broke out a cruel and bloody War betwixt them. 

The Beginnings were very doubtful, much 
Blood fpik on both Sides in divers Encounters, 
and (bme Battles, wherein Fortune fcemed to 
Aand in a Study on which Side ihe fliould lift 
her Smiles. At length, after a Year's Uncertainty, 
wherein flic had kept the Balance equal, flic ap- 
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parcnrly leant to the Parthian Party, and the 

King my Father, fwollen with (bme late Succefles, 
began to advance cowards the Heart oi Media ^ 
carrying Ruin and Defolation to all Places where 
he waved his ^nfignsj fivers Blows had beea 
given to his Advantage, the whole Frontier (ack*(i 
and devalued by his Army, and feveral Places, with 
their unfortunate Inhabitams, were made either 
Carcaflcs or Cinders by his Fire and Sword. 
In fine, the Affairs of M^ta were redoc*d la 
• a very drooping Condition i and Pbraates hotly 
purfuing his Fortune, efpccially after the gaining 
one fignal Yidory (almoft in the Bofom of their . 
Country) did now more than hope to lay them 
as low as the Hand of an entire Ruin could throw 
them. 

But at chat Time thqKiugof Mfdhy having ta« 
ken feme Wounds in the laft Fight, was forced 
fto retire, with little hope to repair his broken 
Fortunes, to his capital City, and leave the Com- 
mand of his iliattered Army to a young Capiaia 
called ^r tab any ,who (if the common Report may* 
be trufted) from an obfcure Birth, in a few Years, 
by the Condud of his prppct Virtue, was viCcn 
to the tailed Dignities, and by that Time the 
down appeared upon his Chin, had acc^uircd a 
high Reputation among the J^edi^s, 

By this Change of a Commander, Fortune rcr 
voiced to the other Side, and Artahan ramaffitig 
fome Troops wiih a marvellous Diligence, thac 
were raised to re-inforce his Army, and having 
weakened that ot the Par tbiansy by feveral Sur- 
prizes and divers Cokibats upon Parties, wherein - 
iie always carried the Advantage, in a ihortTime 
he found himfelf stble to ofrcr Pbraates Battle, 
who but a little before had made himfelf believe 
the Medians would never recover Strength noz 
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Courage enough to give him another Meeting 
the Field. 

Fhraatif, mifprifing tko(e Enemies he had 
often beaten, and now not fearing to dUvr 
Blank iii the Lottery of War,' (efpedally fince h 
Oppofer's Army was commatided by a yout 
Man without a Name in War, which he had i 
frecjuently vanquiilied, when their own King Ic 
rhctn on in Perfon) march'd to the Battle, as t 
a ceirain Vidory: But the Event confuted h 
Confidence, and chat young Captain, wbo(e R( 
fiftance he had (b lately defpifed-, difputcd th 
Vi'flory Co luckily, or rather (as they reporrc 
that fcLw his Behavioac in the Fun(^ions of hi 
Charg^) with fo mtdi gallantry of Perfon, aa 
Prudence of Condu^, as a^r he ha^ bravel; 
tugg*d with many glorious Qangers and Difficul 
ties, at lad he broke the Parthian Ranks, kiir< 
a great Ninnber upon the Place, and put the reft c< 
a total Rout. 

My want of Skill in the Art Military has oh 
liged me to fhrink this Relation to fo narrow 
Continent ^ for fhould I advgirurc to difcoutfe tti 
Particulars, 'twere to engage^in a Labyrinth wicl 
our a Clue. 

Pbraates thus beaten to the Opinion that he w; 
Boc invincible, began to confiilt his Intereft wii 
moire Ciraimfpc^ionj and rallying his (catten 
Forces, and remanding chofe to his Army he Ya 
left upon the Frontiers, he put himfelf again in 
Condition to make good his Stake, and throw t 
Dice once more in a fecond Battle* 

He had no more time for this Preparation tl 
Beceflicy ezaded*, and his gallant Enemy 
fpurring on his Vidory , appeared a few Days 
within view of his Caimp. Pbraates by this 
had pe^fedly aoleacned the Contempt of his yo^ 
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Oppofcr, and with a precifer Caution ftudied all 
the Probabilities that might dirc6l his Aim to the 
Event of the fccond Con>bat. He. might have 
made Ufe of fome local Advantages , had he 
pleas'd to defer the Battle; but his Judgment 
{canning the Difference of Retreat, told him there 
was moie^fear that his Partbians would run upon 
bis Enemies Ground, than his own; be/ides, his 
Heart was too great to refu(c the Encounter of anr 
Army that did not out-numbcc his, which con- 
£fied of a People chat he. had formerly fo often 
beaten, and fo Httle redoubted. 

The Battle was fought with a great deal of 
Cruelty and Blood-lhed, and the VvObory obfli- 
nately difputed on both Sides $ but at lafl (he de- 
clared for the Medes.i the Partbians were defeat- 
ed with a far greafct Lofs than before, and the 
King himself very thinly attended, had much ado 
to make good his perfonal Retreat to a Place of 
Safety. 

This unlucky Blow unravcird all his former 
Succefs, and recoiFd the Progrefs he had made 
in Media y which he was now forced to abandon 
in a difordered hafte, for fear the adlive Enemy 
Ihould get before him, and cut, off his Retreat, by 
blocking up the PafFages to his own Kingdom. 

Of the numerous Army that followed him in- 
to Media y he brought home but a very pitifui 
Remainder, and by this fudden Viciflitude might 
easily difcern the injoftice of that Pride which the 
tympanous Womb of Profperity difclofes. 

When he invaded Mediae he had left my Mo- 
ther and me in. a City upon our Frontier, the 
ftrougeft of all the Kingdom, and there it was 
we received him with all the Regret that was due 
to the faid Succcfs of his Affairs •, but, his ftav 
there was not long, aod, finding Neceffity preu 
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his fuddcn Retreat to the Heart of his Kingdom, 
as welJ to make new Levies there, as prevent the 
Palpitation of fuch Difbrders, as might cither be 
ftirrcd (now Fortune wrinkled her Brow) by the . 
fecret InreJUgcncc of his Enemies, or the Infide- 
lity of his own Subjeds, he left us in that City, 
and with us the greateft Part of thofe Forces that 
lemained of his laH: Defeat for our Guard. 
. The Reafon that we marched not with him, 
was deduced from his Hope of a fudden return 
with a frefKArmy, and the Opinion he had thac 
his Enemies were too much enfeebled in the laCl 
Battle, (wherein they did not buy their Advan- ~ 
(age at a cheaper Rate, than the Lofs of a great 
many Men) to be either ia Cafe or Coujage to 
invade his Territories ; but thac Thought deceived 
bim, and he bad marched but a few Days ^om 
us, when the victorious Artaban, ftrengthened 
with foxne Troops the King his Mafter had fent 
Jiim, appeared upon the Frontier, and brought a 
fear into the Fiearcs of our Partbiansy who had 
already learnt from his lad A<5tions, to lillen to 
liis N^me with Terror. 

We had yet Time enough to retire, but the 
Queen my Mother, a Princefs of a great Heart, 
trufting to the Strength of the City, and the Num- 
ber of the Men that defended it^, thought ihe 
might do the King a confiderable Service, by (lay- 
ing upon the Frontier, where her Pretence might 
preferve an untainted Fidelity in the Parthians 
Breafls, whom the Fear of our Enemies, and rhe 
Change of our Fortuncj might probably fright in- 
to Difloyalcy : Tl>is Confidecatiou madd us (la^ 
the coming, up of the M^<^x, who a few Days 
afcer ihewed^themfeives at. our Gates, and took 
away the Hope of Retreat, when we began to dsh 
lire it* 
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Theie pafled many mcfnorabie Adions in that 
Siege, wnich my. Ignorance in the Trade of Wac 
condemns ro Silence y and the Partkians^ whole 
^urap^c took a keener Edge from the Prefcnce of 
the Queen and Princefs than ordinary, behaved 
themselves in their Defence with an uocommba 
Bravery. 

The King, too late repentint^ his inconfiderate 
Defertion of us to the Mercy of that Stranj»cr, be- 
(lirred his Indudry to fend us a timely Succour, 
as well as the Diligence of his a<flive Enemy 
would permit him •, but the narrow Time they 
allowea him to perform it, enforced the Lo(s of 
all his Endeavouts, and thofe weak Supplies he 
ient tQr our rcfcue being cut in Pieces, Artaban^ 
after he had often fummoned the City in vain,, 
refolved upon a general Afiaultjxhe Queen, my 
Mother, perceiving her own Liberty, and pro- 
bably a large Part of her Hus'band's Domitiions 
depended upon the Pre(ervation of that Place, ap- 
peared in Per (on at all the Pofts of the City, ex- 
horting the Commanders,. Soldiers, and Inhabi- 
tants, to fight in Defence of their Lives and Liber- 
ties, with all the moving Language wherewith 
her proper Intereft> linked widi the .King's, could^ 
infpire her. By her Command I fl:ay*d behind ift 
the Lodging, where half dead with Fear, I ex- 
pected the Event of that threatning Storm, which 
indeed fplif our Hopes upon a Rock •, for though. 
the City was courageoufly defended, yet it was 
far more gallantly ai&uked %. and from nieTop of 
a Tower, where I was got up to fee how the Trial 
for my Liberty was like to be decided at the Bar 
ef Fortune, with mv own Eyes I faw the £ne« 
xnies General, with nis Sword in his Hand, firft 
mount our Walls, and by his brave Eiample, in- 
dicing thofe he led on to follow him, theCourtioe 
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•was quicklj^ covered with hi? Men, and him(clf 
becoms ablolute Mafter, with jhe City, of ouc 
Lives? and Liberties. ^ 

. At the firft Npifc of this Difaftcr, the Queen 
came to me, and endeavouring to moderate my 
Fears, as well as the Diforder that had then a 
little dazled her own Courage, would fuffer h'cr j 
after fhe bad lent an Ear to that horrid Noi(e thac 
tan round her Lodging, compofed of fuch lamen*^ 
table Cries and Shrieks as wbally echo in the 
Streets: of ftormed Cities, where Cruelty and Dif- 
order reign with* an unbridled Licence ^ fhe (enc 
divers oThef Servants fucceffively to t\ie Enemies 
General, with h?r Entreaty to ufe his Victory 
wirh a milder Temper, fparc the Blood of many 
innocent Pecibiis that begged their Lives by her 
Iiicerce(IioD,^de(irii^ they might hold them of 
iliis>Clemeticy» The firfl: of thcfc Meflcngers pe- 
nciled by. the indiftinguiihing Swords of our Ene- 
, jnieSy bat £ome of tholC' that followed, proving 
fo lucky ta reach die General's Prefence, and de- 
fivet their humble Embafiy, found him ready to 
accord more than they demanded. 

He pre(ently difpatched his Ordei^ through all 

the Qpaners of the City to ceafe the Slaughter, 

. and fi:nc back the (^en*s Meflengers with two 

of his principal Officers^ to a(]Rfte us in* his Be- 

* hal^' that we might (afely difmils our Fears, and 

lezped to be treated with all the'Refpe^ that wai 

due to out Condition. 

Thcfe two O/Ecers, in Obcifance to their 42c- 

^ jieral's Order, ftaid to guard us from the Soldiers 

Inlblence *, and we found thcit Authority fo prc- 

^valem, as the common People of their Army 

did not attempt fo mnch as to peep within oui 

' Lodgi^*. 
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ArtHbun carried fb great a Sway among chc 
Idtdes^ as after be had tugged wicb fbnie petty 
Difficulties, to lay the Daemon of their Fury, he 
.fubdued them to aperfed Obedience, and quietly 
recreated their precipitate Ardour from the Spoil 
and Pillage ; but it cod him a Jaige Part of the 
Day in reducing all-tkofe Diforders to the Form 
he intended, and we palTed away the fame Time 
in fuch a G^udition as yguc Thoughts jnighc ea- 
fily figure. 

' hy a fudden Revolution of. our Fonone, we 
faw ourfelves Prifoncrs to .a barbarous People, 
ivho(c Inclinations caught us to apprehend alt 
that might ihake the (louceft Courages \ and cbo* 
the Counefy of our Vaoquiiber had already over- 
come the Fear of our Lives> Captivity drags other 
Miseries along with her, that are ib hardly (uft- 
ported by Pertons of our Condition, as we would 
make noRefledion,le^l eoGlance at our wretch- 
ed Eftate, that enforced not our. Souls to Ikriiik 
lander the Oppre/Tion of too jufl Grief. 

I wept exceffively upon the Bofom of my indol- 
jrent Mother, who keeping more Conftaocy and 
Courage at the Ikim, endeavoured to drv up my 
Tears, and ftrive with aU. the -Strength of her Rea- 
ibn, togive me Comraot at the fame Time, when 
her^lf To (adly i^ded it, , 

Thus wepaded away that whole Day, and tiie 
following Night, wirhout finding any Change in 
the Order and Ceremony that was ufnally obier- 
Ted in oar Service, without fo much as docrying 
the lead A6Uou, •r over-h«aring one Syllable that 
iignified the Lofs of our Liberty. 

Before the Queen went to Bed, their came one 

from the General^ to demand her Permii&on for 

his M after to come and wait upon her on tbe 

.Aiorrow, not daring to afTumc that Libcny the 
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£iTne Dty, in Co uubcfeeming a Condition to ap<- 
|iear in her Prelence, nor willing before he knevi^ 
wiicthcr {he wouW fuffer the Vifit of a Pcrfbn, 
whom che <kie Obedience to the King his Madef 
had iufbrcd to difoblige her. 
- The Queen gathered a propitious Aueary from 
the Conctnuation of her Enemies Civilities ; and 
Boc willing to abufe them, (he remrned him this 
Anfwec, |bat he might come and fee her when he 
pleafed ,* who w^^uld be ready ce receive his Vidty 
as a worthy Suttceflbr of thofe preceding Bounties^ 
that had much more obliged, than all the Proofs 
andEfie^soFhis incomparable Valour (^hich car- 
ried their own Judification along with them) 
cotild of&nd her. 

The next Day, fo Coon as we were drefs*d, after 
^fecotid Mefiage from Artabany that enquired 
if the Queen might be feen without Importunity, 
iirentred the Chamber, where I then attended my 
tocher, followed bv the principal Commanders 
JKB bis Army, f<»r woom he ^ad begged the fame 
Permidion co fee us. . 

In that Abafemenr of our Formne, I appeared 
with aNegligfcnceofDreis ant:6efhsre, that-bare^ 
ly &fieied me to regasd that Man, as (he Fruit of 
his Virtue oUiged ^ but fo fbon as I reached him 
wtih my Eye, at. the fame Moment I fek myfelr 
cogged CO a more partieolar Attention. 

Madam,! may iafelyfay, that 1 never had feen 
any thing till then, nor, indeed, ever (ince, that 
. could boaft a Parity to him in the meanefl Part \ 
and I confcfs, at the firft View, my Expet^ation 
was fa ftrangely deceived, ;^s i look'd hke a Statue, 
-with a Face the perfed Pii5lure of Sucprizal and 
Confttiion. .His Viiage and Port ihewed the £vi- 
'deoce of fomethtng fi> great and. noble, as in fpice 
of t^c jxiaUdous Noife that can about the World of 
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Lis obfcurc Birch, 1 could not confider him ac a ]e& 
Rate, than if his Temples had been impal'd ^ith a 
Segal Diadem. He was then without Arms, and- 
his Head oncovercd, which gaive mc thegceater Li- 
cence to remark, as well as rhefparkhng Vivacity 
in his Eyes, the perfc<5l Proportioii and Kindred of 
all the Features in hisVifage*, his Complcdioa 
was neither white nor brown, and his Hair iieithec 
fair Boi blacky , (but of a Colour compofed of both) 
fell in long rings of Nature's curUng upon his 
ihoulders, with a maiyellous Decorum ^ in all the 
regards atid Uaeamqnts of his Face,, there appeared 
a natural iiercenefs, which though he then endea- 
voured in our prefenoe to keep within a cover of 
refpedl, yet he could not bide it fo handlbmel/^ 
but we faw (bmcching through thole floopings of 
his Spirit tliac fpakebim born to command ocher«». 
born to diCefteem the whole World, and chink it 
held none fit to be his Rival in glory. His ftaiare 
WAS tall, but ihaped to a perfi^ harmony ; hifr 
gefture noble^ every Adioa becoming, and all 
foajeftick. 

With the{e Advantages of Peribn that at fir{t 
^lolh furprized our refped, he apptoached ibe 
Queen } and piiuiog one knieetochc ground, with 
all the fubmiiHon fhe could hope, not only from, 
her Conqueror, but the meaneil of her mbjedsv 
he kided die lowcfl part of her Gaimeat \ he- 
Accoded me ia the fame manner 4 though we 
both oppofed that exaCs of humility, when ri£ng 
from his knee, and addreffing his Words 10 the- 
Queen with an incomparable grace^ 

*- Madam, faidbtyii I were not before a grcar 
^ Queen> and a wife Mi(befs, that ezadly knowa 
> the duty of a Servant, I would drive to exca(e 
*" what fidelity has enforcedme to do againft your 
' Subjedtsy. and a City made (acrol by youc prc^ 

* fence, 
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* fence, in obedience to the cxprcfs orders of a • 
*■ Royal Mafter, that has honoured me with em- 

*■ ploymcnt above my merit : But fince yoar Ma- 
*- jcfty is fo well acqtiain;cd with the reafens that 
<^ ple;ad my juftification, I have learned to hope,, 

* that you will nocrejed the offer of thofc refpeds 

* that arc due from a Man, whom Fortune hath 

* compelled to dirobiige you, and whom a juft 

* knowledge of what your- quality has right to, 

* readily difpofcs to render yoti all the (erviccs you^ 

* can challenge from the mod zealous,and the faith- 

* fulleft'of your own Subjects. Madam, Ifhoold 

* believe my (elf infinitely happy in a Power to 

* make you fairer offers ; but fince your know- 

* ledge tells you, how &r that way 1 m2ty juftly 

* reach mv endeavours, be pleafed. Madam, to 

* beftow (omc faith upon the protcftation* I make 

* you, to employ all the credit my ferviees have 

* given me in my Maftef ^ breaft, to recontile you 
-• to your Forturie ; he knows very well what is 
^ due to your Perfbn and Dignity, and fhall find 

* US all K> ready to fecond him in his defign to 

* clear that fcore, as in i Ihort time I hope you 
^ will find it no eafy task to difcetn thofe yott 

* now hold for Enemies, from others that Heaven 
^ obliged to a natural fubjedion, by being bora 
^ within the limits of your Dominion. 

Artehan fpakie in this manner, but with a fafhi^ 
on fb noble and (b agreeable, as the Qaeen, while 
his Difa)iir{e lafVed, abfented for (bme moments 
h^r Misfortunes from her memory, that fhe might 
lend him k more untroubled attention 5 but when 
fhe faw him arrived at a period, and (ilemly (land 
in expectation of her anfwer, making a frefli 
alfauk upon her Grief, to receive her civilities be- 
comingly, * Generous Warriour, faidjhcyyoxi: 
f cannot think it (Irange^ if we Iuiye taken ^me 
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* (ad apprehcHfions from an accident '(b rarely 

* cxamplcd by Perfons of our cxtxadioiiv to pals 
^ from a Throne to a Prison, without reloi^aBce^ 

* efpecialiy in tho(c of our Sex, that are better ao 

* quainced with the ef&<f^s of Faith than Courage, 

* were to fortify the very ^iculty of lefenting ; yet 
^ truth obliges me to tell you » that the kno\v ledge 
^ we have of your Virtue has already drawn the 

* {harped fting from our miseries s and if your 

* Ma(ter be truly worthy of Co brave a Servanc; 

* I think we (hall have little rea(bn to a£9id our- 
^ (eWeSy or fall out with Fortune for this difgracev 
^ Sir, upon the entire confidence, juiUy repofed 

* in your gallantry, I refign my Daughter and 

* myfcif into your hands, in a firm belief yon 
^ willftili treat u^with the Czmt generofity, which 

* our experience has already taQed. Since yout 

* admirable Valour did not add more beams to 

* the Beauty of your Glonr, by defeating our 
f Troops, than your G>urte(y may reap in the ccm- 

* perate ufe of your Vi^ry. \ 

This was the Queen's Anfwer, to vfhichArta^ 
ban reply *d with a great deal of refpedl, and con'* 
tenting himfelf to repeat hk offers, he deemed it 
not fit, at the firft time, to take the liberty of cn*- 
gaging in ^ longer Difcoutfe, and after he had 
made me fome protedations little diffiirenc from 
tho(e the Queen had received, with a grace thas- 
^ave me a marvellous efleem of his Per(bn, be 
left the Chamber,, not without civilly aslTing my 
Mother*s confent, that he might have leave to fre- 
quent her ptelence at fuch times , when the tender 
of his refpe^s would not incommode her. 

I cannot but avow that the garb and afpe^-of 
that grea^Man did much furprize me, and my 
Eyes read him over in Co adva^itageous a chaiad^r, 
a$ I thought the World icaicc able to ihew his 
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parallel j nor did the Queen*s opinioa fall much/ 
ihorc of mine : An4 he was no looner gone from 
us, when {ke fell upon his ptaiibs> fpeaking all ta 
his applau(es that truth and gratitude injoined her,, 
and a thoufand- times wilhing^ that the King my 
Father could-purchafe fuch- a Servant, with a part 
of hfs Dominions. But if we were well plea(ed ae 
his fir ft Viflty he took the hint of every opporru* 
nity inthofe that followed, to heighten our content, 
and ftarted no occation that he did not embrace 
with a perfe€i fatzsfadion to oblige us. 

He had refided but a few Days in the City,, 
when he received inteUigeocc, that the King my 
Father had Cent an Army agahifl him, ^under the- 
condudl of Vokgefes \ and difdaiuing to give his 
Enemy time to come up and brave him in his 
Trenches, he drew out bis Forces, and went to 
aieet him. 

But why jQbould I train my Difcourfe to an un* 
neccdary length ? Arubany after he had taken 
his leave of .the Queen and me for a few days, 
quitted the City, where he left a (Irong Garrifon, 
marcbed-towards Volegefisy prelented him Battel^, 
and fought it fo advantageoudy for his, and un- . 
luckily for the Parthian Party, that Vohgefesy with 
10,000 of his Men, were flaia upon the place, and 
the red (aved themfelves with much ado, in fome 
neighbouring Woods and Mountains that favour' 
cd their flight. 

This laft blow ftraggercd the P/iy/ib/rf» Empire^ 
and had not Artabans de(ign been oppofed by 
the iharpnefs of the feafon, and weaknefs of his 
Forces, enfeebled with fo many Combats, he 
might have marched, without re(i(lance, to the 
capital City of that Kingdom, which the noife 
of his Fortune had filled with a paonick terror | 
l^c thqu, iu too weak a coudi^oo to purfue his 

Vidlory,

Vi^lory, the Winter's rigour, that already began 
to didrefs his Array, and his Mafter*s Orders, who 
was unwilling he Rioold engage fbnher, before he 
leceived (bme (applies he intended to (end him, 
obliged bis rec)bii to the City where he Icli us. 

Never did Man bring back a modefty compa- 
rable to his, from Co great a Vi6b>ry : He gave p& 
an account of what had pafl, with abundance of 
afHidHon in his looks, and excufcd the mifchiefs 
his Honoar had inforced him to do us^ in fuch 
winnii^ Langaage, as we fonnd it impoffible to 
hate him. 

^ A few Days after, I began to perceive he re*-

fidence than before, and in all his A£lions he ef- 
fay/d to bcfjjeak me an opinion, that the World

than the peniefl occafion to ferve and pleafe me. 
Had I commQiTcd upon -this c«irriage of his with 
intered, my Conjectures could not have milled 
' the mark he aimed at •, bat as I was then young,, 
and my Spirit untrained to thofe dtfcovertes, and 
my thoughts prepoflefled with the fenfe of ouc 
Captivity, in which (though fweerned with his 
Civilities } I could not chufe but taf^e the reftraiot- 
I did not kvel my regards at a Man (b vallly 
below me, to tyt any particular remark upon his 
behaviour, which in all probability would have 
made me fly his converiation. 

One Day he came into the Qucen*s Chamber, 
and entertaining me, while my Mother was bufi- 
ed about fome difpatches- (he was to (end to the 
King ( for chat liberty was allowed her )' after the 
exchange of (bme other Difcoyt/e that begun the- 
Dialogue': 'MsLdamy faid ke, yoa would have 
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great caufe to hate me. if 1 did not (bive with 
all the ftrengch of in^iaftty to rcmoye it, and 
to the prejudice of what (my Honoiir excepted)' 
is the deaicft thing in the World to my wifhcs ;. 
I did OQt endeavour to give you (bme fefvicev 
which you "Could never receive by the fingle fuf- 
frageormy will>if that precious hbeny, which, 
for my Misfortune, more than yours, our jfuccefs 
in War has raviihed from you, depended upoi> 
my refignation, it would not remain (b long in 
another s cudody, as that—.* He ftopt (here 
at thefe Words, and confefled by a^ change of a 
look a confufion in his thoughts, which I was 
then toor innocent to obferve, ( though I had better 
intelligence from fome refledUons (ince upon thac 
pada^e) and after fome moments of (ilence, re- 
covering his fpcech: * I fay. Madam, purfuedhe^ 
' had it been iu my power to finifh this redrainc 
•^ * of yours, that throws me at the Feet of your 

* mercy for a gcmic conftrudlion, the very feme 
' Day I was To unlucky to begiti it, you ihould 
' not now regard me as the Man that has done* 
^ you the ruded injury, but as he that would gladly 
' fprinkle the purefl blood about his Heart upon 

* your Altar, to expiate his crime. It is my MiP- 

* fortune that I cannot crave that Hberty to my* 
' felf, without deceiving a leader, to whom 1 

* owe all, ^Did betraying the truft he has depofk^ 
^ cd in me, beyond the jud claim of my deterts ;. 

* not would thofc Forces, that obey me by his 
' order, do lefs than openly oppofe a deiign of 
' that najture: And in fine. Madam, my thoughts 
' can plot no fafer contrivance to releafe you froni 

' ' this edate, which I cannot look upon without 
I * fighs and.blufli£s» than the fame I had chofeiv 

* to fervc yoa. 
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I was glad to hear thcfc Words, that put mc in 
fomc" hope of liberty j and regarding Artaban 
with an afped that told him as much : * And Bp- 
' oi> what proje£kion, faid /, have you faAencd 
to rcftore us our Freedom ? Have you fent Pro- 
pofitions to the King my Father 5 and docs he 
offer Provinces and Treafures for^our Liberties? 
No, Madam, replfd Artaban, I fhall only 
dire<a my Addrefles to the King my Maftcr, and 
'tis from the afiedioH he bears me, and that 
promifed recomptnce, which his goodnefs deems 
a juft debt to the Services I have done him, thar 
I derive a hope of means to releafeyou. Vouch- 
fafe, Madam, if you plcafe, furfued be, dra'W' 
ing out a Letter from bis Pocket j and frefent- 
ing it open to my bands ^ to read here what he 
has ^onz me the honour to write me and judge 
if this Bounty does not juftly embolden mc to 
demand fomechingof a grand value ac his Royal 
Hands. 

At thcfc Word« he gave mc the Letter, whcreia 
in I read what follows.

Artaban. 

* T Should be the mofl: ingratelul of Princes,. 

' ^ ' fhould I withhold the confeffion, that I' 
owe you all, and I do not debafe my Dignity 
in publiihing, that I hold my Crown of you, 
{ince your admirable Valour catched it when it 
was falling from my head, and replatKed ie there 
by the entire ruinc of mine Enemies : I fee the 
fiountyof Hearen that pre(ented you to mc, as 
the Tutelary Daemon of Media (bU ihowcrs the 
Oime fucceis upon you in the Partbians Coun- 
try, as when you firft beat them fromxmr Thrcfli- 
oLdss and it is no groandle(s hope thar bids 
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me ezped a more puiilanc Crown from yout 
vidorious Sword than my Prcdeccflbrs left me. 
BiK» dear Artabuny what can I do to be quit 
.with you de(crcs ? And what reward will be 
high enough to meafure with your Services ? 
With a part of thofe Territories your invincible 
Arm has reftored me, demand fometbing el(e 
that carries a greater value, and though your 
defires include a large (hare of my proper Blood, 
do not fear the relufal of a King, whom the 
unparalkrd efieds of your Virtue has rendered 
inviolably yours. 

* I avow, faid /, to Artabany after I hnd^nd 
this Letter, that die Median King does ingc- 
Auoudy acknowledge what he owes you, yec I * 
mud fay too, there was little tcsSon he ihould 
have fpoke lefs to that fturpofe : And fhould he 
Aick at the price of any recompeuce, he would 
prove himfelf unworthy of thofe important Ser- 
vices you have done him. Would to Heavens, 
rep /yd Artaban 'with a fight that all Pcrfons to 
whom I have vowed Service, would accept and 
own it as your Judgment dircds them, and 
that you yourfclf ( whe^ I Qiall once be (b happy 
to make good my intentions ) would fuit your 
refentments to your own Language. You would 
wrong us to doubt, reflfd /, that either the 
Queen or myfelf do not think ourfelvcs highly; 
obliged to your noble Offices, or Ihall ever be 
tard^ in our wills to exprefs, though at the rate 
of ibmething that is deareO;, that our appre- 
henfions are neither (low nor infenfible to your 
Gcnerofity. No, Madam, added he, in lieu of 
thofc Promife you oficr (b freely, I exped a' 
lofs that in all appearance my whole Life will 
hardily repair -, however, that cold fear ihall not 
pals my defigu to pleafe you, and in a few Day» 

* you 
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* you ihall know what I ihairbe able to do for 
"* your Service. 

He then faid no more, being' obliged to join 
-with the Queen, who had newly finiJhed hcrdif- 
patchcs> ^nd begin another Difcourfc. 

Afcer his departure, I acquainted the Qoecn with 
the hopes he had given me, and as Ihe hadcaufcto 
credit the parole of fo brave a Man, (he began to 
take out Tome Icflbnsof comfort, from the opinion 
of his Virtue, and folcmnly wait thecfTcdls of his 
promife J nor did our expedations abu(e us : And 
iincc I cannot be civil with your Patience, unle(s 
I abridge a Difcourfe, that i( I untwiftcd^very 
particular, would reach to an infuffcrable length 5 
be pleafcd to know, that a few Days after, Arta' 
ban entrcd the Queen's Chamber, with the cha- 
jcadlers of a grand fatisfadlion in his Face, though 
a little interlin'd with fonie petty difpleafbrc 5 and 
when he had accofted us , * Madam, faid bey to 

* the Queen, t am come to tender the pcrfbr- 

* mance of a Promifc, that I lately paflcd to the 

* Princcft your Daughter, and to let you know 

* that I am now the happy Mafter of fomc power 

* to fcrve you, vouchlafe, purfued he, pfefent-^ 

* ing a Letter to the Queen, to perufe thisCom- 

* miffion I lately received from the King my Ma- 

* fter/ The Queen took the Letter from bis hands, 
and having opened it; read thefe Words. 

Tigranes King of the Medcs to General Artaban. 

* T Am afliamed, my ^^zArtahan, you fliould 
A * undervalue the meed of your ineftimablc 

* Valour, at the poor price of two WomcnsRan- 

* fom J and I wifh With paflion your demand 

* had taken a larger com pals, and included a part 
^ x)f my Province: Time will not be much older 

« before 
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* before I fliall fe you upon the Theatre of yoiir 

* Conqueft, where I inteud to wrangle yi^ith your 

* Moficfty, for the oiFence it hath given to myaf- 
f fedion. In the mean time, difpofe of thefe two 

* PrinccfTes, of all the Booty, and Prifoncrs that 

* are. ill your hands, with an abfblutc Authority : 

* This is my earneft defire, and when I come I 
^ ihall complain of your nicety, if I find you have 

* fcrupled to perform it. 

The Queen was infinitely. pleafed in reading 
this Lctcer5 and not able to diflemblc it ; * I never 
doubted, /aid fie to Ariabany that the Median 
King could ftumble at the defires of a Man, to 
whofe Heroick Ads he owes the prefer vation 
of his own, and the advantage he has gotten 
upon our Territories. Had the King my Huf- 
ban4 (o brave m Servant as Artaban^ I am con* 
.fidem he would think all the Kiches and Ho- 
nour in his pou^r too cheap to reward him. I 
fee our Liberty is an emi|e dependent upon your - 
will, and though your deportment has. infinite- 
ly fwcetncd the lofs of it^ the defire to unty 
reftraint i$ fo natural, efpecially in Perfons of 
our Sex and Rank, as I hope you will not think 
it ftrange, if we ask it of you, offering fuch a 
price to redeem it, as your eftimation Ihall ap- 
point. Would I fet your Liberties to fale, r^- 
fiydArtabatiy the King your Husband's Crown 
were too httle topay theRar^fom: But, Madam, 
I do not value the poflelTion of Provinces at 
that height, to compare with the Glory 1 ihall 
reap in rcndring you a Service, that may in 
fome manner repair the difplea(iire you have re- 
ceived by our Arms. Madam, you are free, 
your Liberty had the fa^le date with my power 
to pronounce it: And you are in fuit of a Ran- 
/bm, which you cannot offer again without diP- 

* obUging 
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*^ obliging 2 Man, to whom, if Heaven has not 

* given the Birth of a Prince, perhaps it has not 
^ rcfiifcd the Courage. There's none can rai(c a 

* Doubt againfl it, (re fly*d the Queen^' tenderly 

* touched •with a graceful nvonder at Artaban^ 

* Nob/enefs) and if the Gods have not yet rcach- 

* cd a Sceptre to your Hands, they have given 
^ you a Virtue prefcraWe to the Roman Empire. 

* We do not blulh to receive the Gift you ofFer 

* us from lb great a Man 5 and our Judgments 

* fhall take Advice from the vaft Difference bc- 
-* twixt him and others, to (hape our Recom- 

* pence as well by the Model of his Virtue as his 

* Obligation. I Ihall only defirc, replied Ar^ 

* tabany three Days niore of your Majefty's R«- 

* (Tdencc in the City, a Space required by Necct 

* fity, for the Preparation of Ih Equipage wor- 
^ thy CO attend you, and not irrequifite to lengthen 

the Comfort of a Man, who to ferve you, does 

* poflibly divorce his Eyes from their dcarcftOb- 
•* jed for ever. 

While he was uttering thcfc Words, I perceiv- 
ed his Face was fuddenly over-cad with the Cloud 
of Grief, but I then only apprehended it as a 
.Charader of his excellent Nature ; and the Queen, 
deceived as well as I, with the fame Opinion, 
only fuf^ered it to improve her Eftimation, and 
augment her Acknowledgment of his Goodnels. 

We prepared for our Departure, with a great 
deal of Contentment, but the Gods othcrwiic diC. 
po(cd of our Affairs J and for the firft Retnora 
CO retard our Wilhes, the next Morning my Mo- 
ther was arreftcd with a ftirious Fever j the fol- * 
lowing Days it (ucceffively encreafe^. with much 
*Violcnce, and in a few others grew enraged to 
fuch a height, as fhewed an apparent Danger of 
her Life. I wiU not fad you, Madam, with the 

Recital 
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Recital of my Grief, nor repeat the Regrets I ut- 
tered to fee her Co cruelly handled by her Malady^ 
at that Point of Time when her Health was To 
neccflary. 

1 ftirred not from her Pillow, where the ten- 
der AfFcdlion due to fo dear a Mother, almofl: 
xnclccd me into Tears for her Danger. 

Artabany whofe A Million appeared little fhort 
of mine, forgot not to urge every Shadow of a 
Reafou, that might contribute to my Comfort, 
and caufcd the Queen to be fcrvcd with as fpc- 
cious a Care, as if (he had been in Pbraates's 
Palace. 

The King my Father, with Artahan's Permi(^ 
iion, ofteii itm. to underftand her Condition, and 
I wrote him a perfedl Account of all the Paflages, 
and gave him every (ingular Particular, how the 
generous Artaban had obliged us. 

In the mean Time, Heaven was plea(cd to take 
away all the Danger, but her half conquered Ma- 
lady proved fo obftinate a Rcfiftance of Nature, 
as it coft her more than fifteen Days after the Fe- 
ver had left her, before fhe could recover Strength 
enough to quit her Bed. When my Fears were 
once over-blown, Artaban refumed his ufual Par- 
ley, with more Facility than when my Grief for- 
bad that Freedom ( but he ftiU framed his Dif* 
courfes to fuch a Fafhion, as I perceived he ecKp- 
(ed Part of his Thoughts, and was forced to do 
Violence upon himfclf to keep his Heart from his 
Tongue. 
• 1 tnen began to enterrain fome little Sufpicions 
• of the Truth, but the frelli Senfc of our Obligation 
to that Man, made me fly all Occafions to con- 
firm them, for fear of learning (bmething that 
might urge me to treat him with an uneven Brow ; 
and indeed, himfelf fought them (b coldly, as I 
Voi. IL N found 
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found uoNeceffity to disfigure the Face of my Be- 
haviour towards him. 

At laft the Queen's Approaches to Health, re- 
newed the AlTurance of our Departure 5 but our 
Deftiny dilpofed it fo, that the fame Day flie left 
her Bed, Artaban received Intelligence, that T7- 
granes was upon his march to the City with frefh 
Supplies for his Army, and three or four Days 
after we faw him arrived with a pompous and 
magnificent Equipage. 

1 know not what prophetitk D^mon taught us 
to look upon his coming at a Point of Time, as 
an unlucky Omen*. But the Queen was troubled at 
it, zn^ Artaban l^imfclf (though his Mafter re- 
ceived him with all the Carefles that his Service 
and Deferts could teach him to expert) appeared 
but little fatisfied : However, we difpoled our 
fcWes to receive him as became us, and his Vifit 
was no longer deferred than till the fecond Day 
after his Arrival. 

The Queen had then Strength enough to walk 
about the Chamber, and hoped in a fhort Time to 
endure a Litter, which enabled her with a little 
Help, to give him the Complement of a Meeting 
at the Cliamber Door ; He entered it leaning up- 
on Artaban s Arm, with a very plaufible Deport- 
ment : This Prince had a hatidfome A(pe£l, his 
Years were about fix^or feven and twenty, his Ac- 
coft very, civil, and the Converfe agreeable. He 
treated us with a great deal of Refpc^t, told the 
Queen he was come to confirm the Promi(c Ar* 
taban had made her \ that he was forry her Ma- 
lady had hindred her from gathering the Fruits 
of it, and that the Satisfadion he refented to (ee 
her in a Place where he might offer her fbme ac- 
ceptal^e Service, was moderated by the Difplea- 
fiue he took from her ludifpofition, 

The 
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The Queen rcply'd to this Difcx)urfe with a 

freat deal of Acknowlcdgmcnr, aflured liim in be- 
alf of the King her Husband, that his Gcncrofl- 
ty would gain a greater Conqueft upon him than 
his Arms, and forgot nothing that a dexterous 
and difcreet Princefs might fpeak to purpofc, at 
£uch an Encounter. 

Tigranes (laid and entertained us that whole 
Day 'y but at the next Interview, he direded his 
Language and Behaviour to me with a particular 
Addrcfs, and by the Cruelty of my Dcftiny, mi- 
{look fomethiiig in my Face that he thought was 
amiable. 

His firdExpredions were (eafoned with nought 
but common Civility, and he contented him&lf 
CO make me a Difcourfe, that might pafs for a 
Piece of Gallantry among Per(bns of any equal 
Condition 5 the (econd Day he made my Beauty 
his Theme, and fpent fome Rhetorick in Praifcs 
upon it, though he let fall no Language that im- 
ported it had made any Sculpture upon his Heart ; 
but at the third, he explained himtelf more open- 
ly, and approaching to me near a Window, while 
Artaban entertained the Queen by his Command : 

* Madam, faid be, fuch Prifoners as you are ve- 
< ry dangerous, and I fear Artaban has done me a 

* Dif^fervicc in detaining you here fo long, to make 

* an unha.ppy Pafs of my Condition into the fame 

* with yours. 

The(e Words, which I was not accuftomed to 
hear, difcompofed mc (b (Iraugely, as I wanted 
Afluranceon the fudden to ikape him an Anfwer ; 
only in letting fall my Looks to the Ground, I 
endeavoured to give him Notice that I was utter- 
ly unprepared for Difcouifes of that Nature. 'Do, 

* Maxlam, added bCy remarking my Afiions^. do, 

* turn afidc thofe bright ^yes, perhaps for Shame 

N X ^ * of 
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* of your laft Conqucfl, the Wounds they made 

* are deeper and more mortal than any of thoft 
' Swords can give that are drawn to decide our 

* Quarrel ; and believe it, the King of Partbia 

* has nothing Co powerful as they to dif-atm us, 

* or make me do Homage to his Empire. 

He faid no more, and the Intelligence he took 
from my Face, that his Words had rcfufcd me, 
made him prefcrve the reft till fome other Time, 
and addrcfs hisDifcourfe to my Mother s butthae 
Evening retiring with Artaban (as I fince under- 
ftood :) * Ah, Artaban^ faid be, what a milky 

* Path of Bcaaty is this PartbUn Princefs, and 

* how over-(cen were you, that you did not forc- 

* warn me of the Danger to behold her ! 

Artaban was troubled to hear thefe Words, 
and the jealous Conjedures he drew from thefc 
Beginnings, taught hini too well to prefage a Part 
of the Sequel j but if be was nettkd with tho(e 
Thoughts^ I was not Icfs perplexed at the Dif- 
courle his Mafter had made me ^ and the Queea 
taking Noiicc of fome Stings of Difcontent, that 
ftuck in my Yifage, prcflcd me fo earqeftly to re- 
veal the Caufc, as I was conftrained to ftrip the 
Truth of it to her knowledge. 

The next Day my Anxieties were very (enfibly 
redoubled, and Tigranes repeating his Vifit, ba- 
viue once more engaged the Queen in a Difcourfc 
with two Princes or his Lineage, acfioftcd me with 
more Confidence than before, and anticipating of 
a Part of what he had to fay by his Looks : ' I 

* kpow not, Madam, faid he, whether the King 

* your Father makes u(e of you to revenge his 

* Quarrel, but I am fure he could not impofc a 

* harder Condition upon his auellcft Enemy, 

* than the fad Eftate whereto your Beauty has rc- 

* duced me ^ and if I did not hope fome Re-* 

* drcfi 
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* drefs-from your Pity, I fliould tHink myfcif the 

* mod unfoicunace suid lod Prince chdc ever feic a 

* Pafllon. 

The Cloft of this Difcourfc was as unwelcome 
to my Ear as the Prologue •, and now no longer 
wilhng to perfonate a ftupid Infcnfibility, I ftrug- 
Jed with mylclf to return him this Anfwcr : ' The 

* King of Parthiai Refcntments, fai^ ly are cn- 

* joined by Juftice, to defign a large Part of their 

* Animofity to thofe noble Offices we have re- 

* ccired from you and your's -, and I cannot com- 

* prehend how you fhould be reducM to a Con- 

* ditioa worthy of Pity, either by his Arms or 

* mine j I know not, Tigranesy whether to die dai- 

* ly for you, will give me a good Title to be your 
' Companion J but of this I am aflured, that the 
' Charity of it can never expend itfelf upon a great- 

* er Neceffity j and if Pains and Sufferings can ac- 

* trad it, never had any Torment a better Claim 

* than mine.* This hardy Difcourle (which im- 
ply'd bjit little Refped to a Princefi, with whom 
die King's Acquaintance was not above four Days 
old) did a little anger me, and not able to didem- 
ble : ,' My prcfent Condition, faid /, enforces me 

* to that from you, which perhaps your ownDif- 

* cretion would make fomc Coufcience to fiifFer 

* Difpenfe with at another Seafon. 

Tigranes was guided by thefc Words, toob(crvc 
fuch a Difconteut upon my Br6w, as perfwadcd 
him then to give over the Purfuit of that Subjed 5 
but a few Days after he renewed the Chafe, and 
in fine, gave me plainly to underftand, that 1 was 
reduc'd to endure his Perfccutions. 

Artabany who drove a greater Inrereft in his 
Mafter's new-born Paflion than we comedlured, 
perceived it with a very (enfible Difplcamre, and- 
refolyed to employ all his Power to cue it off in 

N 3 its 
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its Infancy : The Queen quickly found herfelf able 
to endure a Litter, and perceiving it high Time 
to challenge the Promife of her Liberty, gave,No- 
ticc to Artabarty that Health would permit her to 
accept his Offer. 

Artaban^ who knew he had no lefs Reafon to 
expedite the Perfotmance than {he to demand it, 
and who could not fee us in the Power of Tigra- 
neSy without fuch Difqui^ts as refult from a timo- 
rous Jealoufy, readily difpos'd himfelf to render* 
lis that Office, and tne fame Day mov'd the King 
to confirm his Grant, whereof the EfFe<Sls had on- 
ly been retarded by the Queen's Indifpofition. 
Ti^ranes received this Popofltion from Artaban^ 
with a Face full of Trouble, and after he had ta- 
ken fome time to return his Anfwer : ' Artaban^ 

* Ja'id bey what need you make (iich Hade to prc- 
' cipicate a Bufinefs, that does not demand it? 

* The Queen of Partbia has not been ill treated 

* among us, and we (hall have tim^ enough to 

* talk of her Departure, when we miy agree to ic 

* with more Civility. 

Artaban heard thefe Words with a inortal Dif- 
pleafure, but knowing the prompt and impatient 
Humour of Tigranesy he thought it not then & 
to prefs him farther. 

After this heftay'd fome Days before he renew- 
ed his Requeft, and the King knowing his Inten- 
tion, and how his Honour was engaged, grei«r 
cautious to evade all Occafions, that might again 
betray his Ear to fuch Addreflcs i and by putting 
on a more ferious and cold Afpeft than ordinary, 
endeavours to rebate the Edge of his Importunity; 
but he deak with a Spirit, which neither Fear, 
nor all the Confidcrations of Intereft and Fortune, 
had Power to ftagger in the Profecution of what 
fo weightily concerned lii% Word and Honour, 

for 
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for which he had no fooner fecondcd our SoIIici- 
tations, but with a firm Rcfolve, to cxpofe himlclf 
to all the Hazard and Danger that could menace 
his Entcrprizc, he went to find the King in his 
Cabinet, and with a brave AfTurance in his Looks 
demanded the- Performance of his Promift, that 
referred to our Releafe. Tigranes took thefe Words 
very ill at his Hands, and he faw himfelf obh'g'd 
to reply. * Ah, Art/iban, faid he^ turning bis 
Head ajtde^ how little Care you keep to pleafe 
your Friends !* * How, Sir, faid Art ab an y wou*d 
you approve my Complacence, fhou'd I coun- 
lel you to violate the royal Word you have paf- 
(cd, and I tpo in your Behalf, to the greateft 
Princcfles in the World.* * The Word you have 
given, (replfd the Kingj nubo began to kindle 
at tbe Liberty of tbis Language) docs not en- 
gage you at all, fincc the Execution depends not 
on you, and you ihall fairly excufe and acquit 
yourfclf when you tell them, that I have chang- 
ed my Intention. Though that were enough 
to difengagc me, anfivered Artaban^ yet, Sir, 
it leaves the Debt of your Promife unpaid, and 
I am tenderly enough concerned in what touch- 
es your Honour to bppofc myfclf, with all the 
Credit I ever gained m your Thoughts, to an 
Adiou that cxpofes you to eternal Reproaches. 
It was only to you, reflyd Tigranesy that I 
paflcd my Promife j and the Knowledge of your- 
lelf and me will not let you be ignorant that I 
have Power to revoke it when I pleafe. 
Artabany who(e Courage could never bow to 
any bafe Confideration, could not tamely pocket 
Difcourfe fo full of angry Scorn j and regarding 
the King with a haughty Eye, and with that na- 
tural Fiercen^fs, that was ready to dart into his 
Looks and Adlions, when his Courage waked 

N 4 it: 
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t: * Sii ifaid be, I am not born your Subje6l, 
and it was only my unconflrained Wil]> thac 
brought me to unflieath my Svrord in your Ser- 
vice, where- with you have reaped too fruitful a 
Harveft of Profit and Glory, to treat me unjuft- 
\y with fo much Contempt and Indignity ; if 
you think the paffive Obedience that may be re- 
quired by a Sovereign frbmaSubjeft, will fcrvc 
to acquit you of your Promife, your Plea is 
not good againfl a Maiv that owes you no Alle- 
giance, and one that has done more for you, 
than aU your Medians at a Lump together. Sir, 
if you hate any Room left in your Soul for the 
Confideration of Servias, thofe I have render*d 
you may poflibly be found important enough to 
merit fomething more than what you have ac*- 
corded.* ' The Services you have done me, re^ 
fly d the King^ inflamed ixtlib Cboter, have all 
been pre-rcquiied by Degrees of Honour, mif- 
placed by my Bouncy upon you, to the Preju- 
dice of many Perfbns, that had a jufter Title 
than you to their Poffeffion j and though your 
Services be already overpaid, know lam willing 
to add another Recompence, in fufFering your 
infolent Language to pafs without a Punifhment, 
which I can as eafily infli(5i:, as you have (au* 
cily deferved it. 
Thefe Words ftrangled all the Confideration of 
Patience and Refpeit in Art ah an \ and his Rage 
had then rendered him utterly incapable of Fear, 
regarding the King with an Adion full of Dis- 
dain : ' Think not, King of the Medes^ faid bt^ 

* that I can either llirink at your Threats, or be 

* bought with thofe Benefits wherewith you up- 

* braid me : No, both the one and the other arc 

* too much below me, and fo long as I carried 

* this Sword about me (that put the Crown upou 

' your 
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* your Head, and cut you ouca Condirion to talk 

* like a Mafter upon the King of Parthias Tcrri- 
^ tories, chat a fevtr Months iince had (carce a 

* Corner of your own to fecure you) I Ihall teach 

* it to defend me againft all my Enemies i and 

* gather fairer Flowers of Dignity and Honour 

* in the wide Field of the World, than any I can 

* hope from fuch a King as you -, perhaps I may 

* carry it into Places, where it may prove, as it has 

* been ferviceable to youj and by the Adiftauce 

* of my abufed Spirit, I may one Day compel 

* you to keep your Word, or at leaft difengage 

* Bieof mine. 

At the Clofc of thefc Words he turned his Back 
upon tbe King, without paying the leaft Reve- 
rence to his Peribn, and holding his Hand upon 
the Guard of his Sword, went out of the Cham- 
ber with an AtSlion Co terrible, as of all thofe that 
were near the King, there was not a Man Co har- 
dy to oppofe his Paflage, cr had Courage enough 
to come near him. 

Tigranes remained To aftonifhed and confus'd 
at this Adventure, as he knew not where he was, 
nor had he then the Aflurancc to reply one Word, 
or call to his Guard to arrcft him j he might eafi- 
ly have taken his Life, and thofe Thoughts that 
were the cldeft Children of his Anger did vote it 
Co 5 but (bme of the chief Nobility then about him, 
that held Artaban\ Virtue in a great Veneration, 
ftept fo readily in to mediate in his Behalf, by in- 
sinuating the Memory of tho{e grand. Things he 
had done in his Service, as believing he could not 
put him to Death, without a barbarous Ingrati- 
tude, that would render him odious and dacfta- 
ble to air the Earthy he cemented himfelf to {end 
him a Command by the Captain of his Guards, 
to get him out of the City the fame Day, and ap- 

N 5 pear 
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pear no more iu his DomiBioiis upon Forfeiture 
of his Li&. 

This Sentence of Artahans Banillimcnt was 
pcrfcdly fuperfluous \ fince if the King had oflFer'd 
to have bought bis Refidence with a laige Reward, 
he would have ftaid no longer in his Service. 
He had no fooncr left the Pre fence, but he came 
to our Lodging, with all the Hafte he could make, 
for fear Delay ihould give Tigranes^ leifure to cut 
off his Paflagc to that Vifit with a Prohibition. 

He ftfuggled with himfclf before he came at us, 
,to fwectcn and fupprefs all that was terrible in 
his Looks ; yet he could not do it fo fmoothly, 
but we obferved fome Akeration there, which nei- 
ther the Grandeur of his Courage, or Rcfped, bad 
power to difguife. He had no fooner aboardcd 
us, but addrefling himfelf to the Queen, * M^-- 
dsim^faid bCi 1 am come, with unfpcakable Re- 
gret, to avow my Impuiflance 5 an ungrateful 
King, a Prince that violates his Word, and a 
Man unworthy to wear a Crown, has robb'd me 
of the Means to rcftore you your Liberty 5 and 
by the help of an injurious Difeftcem of my 
Services, and his own Honour, has unworthily 
decreed, that you remain his Prifoners, and that 
I muft live with the Shame of that Affront he 
has given me, and the Sorrow of failing to re- 
deem the Reputation that was pawn a in my 
Promifc to fcleafc you. Madam, I muft leave 
you in the Power of a King, ;hat ( bafely un- 
grateful as he is) I know will not dare to forget 
the Refpedt that is due to you 5 and I am going 
to make his Enemies amends, for the Wrongs 
I have unluckily done them in my Services to 
him, for which I carry away wirh me no 
other Regard than Shame and Repentance. If 
the King your Husband will now accept the 

' Service 
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Service of this Sword, which I drew againft him 
and his with too much Succefs, peradventurc 
it may heal the Wounds it has given, in tak ing 
back what it took away j aiid by this very Sword 
I engage myfelf, once more, belbre the Gods and 
you, to rcftore your Liberty. Madam, if my 
Soul (lays in this Clay, you need not fear a fe- 
cond failing of my Promife j I am confident I 
fhall draw you from tjie Hands of TigraneSy 
though deprived of all human Afliftance j and if 
the King of Parthia judges me worthy of any 
Employment in his Army, I do not queftion 
but quickly to fend back that ingrateful Man, to 
fcek a Refuge in the Limits that his Father Icfc 
him. I contefs, Madam, I muft ask fome time 
' to confirm you this Affiirance, and to demand 
your Pardon as I ought, for che Offences I have 
committed, by this unwillipg Abufe of your Ex- 
pedation, in a Promife that I had not Power 
enough to make good. 

Artaban^ after thcfe Words, prepared himfelf 
to take his leave of us j when the Queen (who had 
heard his Difcourfc) with Aflonilbment and Sur- 
prizal (laying him by his Arm, ' Think not, Ar- 

* taban^ Jaid Jhe^ that becaufe we fee ourfelves 

* deprived of the Hopes you have given us, we 

* can find any Caufc of Complaint againfl you, 

* 'twas my Indifpofition that only hindered the 

* EfFeds of your Goodncfs, and we are ftill tied 

* in Obligation to that noble Intent, as all the 

* Power the King my Husband has left him, is 

* too weak to requite it. Indeed wx fhall (fay 

* here with too much Regret, in being deprived 

* of that Support and Comfort we receiv'd in you ; 

* but the Profit we are like to reap, by gaining fo 

* brave a Man to our Party, whom Vidory waits 

* upon hkc a Page, gives a pleafing Relifh to this 

' recon4 
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* fccond Lofs of our Libcnics. The King of 

* PMrthia knows your Virtue to his Coft, and he 

* is not ignorant how deeply you haVe put as in 
"• your Debt : If you draw your Sword in his 

* Quarrel, you will doubtlefs find, from his juft 

* Re{entments, all that you loft by llgrants's In- 

* gratitude ; and if, as I hope it is, your Valour 

* be allotted to cut our Chains afunder, wc lliall 

* then fee ycu in fome other Place, where wc 

* can better acknowledge what we owe to your 

* Gcnerofity. 

At thcfe Words, (ceing he only returned her the 
Anfwcr of a low Reverence, ihe embraced him as 
her 6encfa<^or ^ and after he had taken his leave 
of her, approaching to me, * Madam, fatd he, 
' be pleafed to allow this Ambition of mine to 

* ferve you and youis, till the laft Moment of my 
^ Life i and if the Gods permit tliat I thrive iu 

* this Defign, do me the Grace to regard the Sue 

* ccfs with fome Bounty : But if they'decree that 

* I perilli in the Entcrprize, I hope you will he- 

* nour the Memory of a Man with a little Place 

* in ycur Thoughts, to whom the Occafion to 

* die for your Intereft was far dearer, and more 

* glorious, than the Pofleffipn of Empires. 

There was too much Paffion betrayed in thefc 
Words, and the manner wherewith he pronounced 
them, accufed his Difcretion too openly. How- 
ever, (as our Condition and his Kindnefs was then 
ballanced) I was loath to underftand them in a 
criminal Senfe j but regarding him with a Yifage 
that fpoke a great deal of Good- will, ' Go, gene- 

* tons Artaban^ fatd /, obey the Motions wherc- 

* with your good Eprtunc infpires you, and do 

* not doubt but I fball ever cheriih as great an 

* Eftccm of your Pcrfon, and as grateful a Re fcnt- 

* mcnt of your Adtions, as your own Dcfires can 

* frame ycu. jirfa* 
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Artaban*s Face confefled a great deal of Satid 
fadlion from thcfe few Words 5 and having kiflcd 
iRy Hand by rfic Qiieen's Confcnt, who made me 
a fign to give it him, he took his leave, and re- 
tired to the Chamber, where all Things were pre- 
pared for his Departure 5 and delayed bis Stay no 
longer, than the Time it would coft him to mount 
himfelf and fome of his Servants on Horfcback, 
giving order to the reft of his Equipage to follow 
him to the Place where he intended ro lodge. He 
was fo palfionatcly loved by the Officers of the 
Army, as a great Part of them offered to run his 
Fortune j but they could not gain his Confent (b 
much, as to fuffer one finglc Man to go with him 
befides his Domefticks. 

Really we fhould have ftay'd behind him with 
no Mediocrity of Grief for his Departure, if it had 
BOt been fwectned by the Cognizance we took of 
that confidetable Succour he carried to our Army 
in his fingle Pcrfon 5 the Grandeur of his Adions, 
that had got him a loud Fame among all thofe 
that loved and knew how to u(e a Sword, and 
the Things' he had done, and was like to do, to 
our Advantage : From the Advice of thefe Expe- 
riments, we took an Opinion, that taught us to 
confider him as a Man that was wholly extraor- 
dinary i and fince *tis but fit I fhould give you my 
Thoughts in their naked Innocence, 1 cannot but 
confels to you, that the marvellous Qualities of hi$ 
Pcrfon, and the grand Obligations wherewith his 
Virtue had tied us to him, had fetched him fbme 
"Wifhes in my Breaft, that had more Warmth thaa 
iifually tempers common Good-will j and could I 
have judged his Birth but approaching to any 
' Equality with mine, 1 think my Soul had preferred 
him before all the Men in the World. This was 
all the Advantage he had gain'd upon me, and 

per.

perhaps it was not (b cheap in a Pcrion of my 
Humour, but it might have given him Content 
enough, had he known it. 

The next Day after his Departure, the King of 
the Medes made us a Vifir, and accoftcd us with 
as great a Confidence, as if he had given us no 
Gaufe of Complaint againft him : He made the 
Queen very bad Excufcs for what he had done, 
and told' her, that fome important Reafons had 
pcrfuadcd him to defer thofe Intents that were 
proportioned to bur Wi flies 5 that (b fbon as he 
nad ranged his Affairs in the Order he aimed at, 
he would render a fairer Satisfadlion to our Defires, 
than ArtabaH could teach us to hope for. The 
Queen reply *d, that Ihe never had any other Pre- 
tence to that Favour, than by fuch ways as the 
World had tracked before her 5 and though Ar- 
tabarty with an Excefs of Gcnerofity, had refu/ed 
the Ranfbm fhe had offered, fhe had ever per- 
fifted'in her Dcfign to fend itliim, and Ihckncw 
the King of Partitas Difpofition too well, to be- 
lieve he would receive a Prcfent from his Ene- 
mies, unlefs Reafon made the Conditions. Tigra- 
nes returned an Anfwer that was near a-kin to bis 
former Difcourfe : But a httle after accofting me. 
Think nor, Madam, faid he, that any other 
Reafon could oblige me to an Adtion, which (if 
you place Rigour in your Judgment-feat) I 
know undergoes a heavy Cenfure, but the Im- 
poffibility that I feel to render mylelf from you 
fo fuddenly : No, Madam, either confent to 
ftay with us, or carry me with you among the 
Parthians 5 for, believe ir, the Separation from 
my Court and Liberty, will be lefs infupponablc 
than to part with you 5 nor need you afilidl: 
yourfelf to ftay with a King, that is more your. 
Prifoner than you arc his > with a King that wiil 

' fboncr 
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* fooner give up the Propriety of his Crown and 

* Life, than ruffle the fmooch Harmony of your 

* Thoughts with the lead I^ifpleafure. Where 

* will you reign with a more abfolute Sovereignty, 

* that! in a Place where Kings are your Subjeds > 

* And what Condition can your Expedation frarnc. 

* among the Parihiansy that is more advantagc- 

* ous than to have a crowned Slave to attend you ? 
• He vexed me with a Multitude of hotter Words 

to this purpofe, which I (till reply 'd to, in Terms 
that were little obliging. The following Day's' 
were employed in this manner, to prolong my 
Affli(fkion, but he always fwcctned his Perfecutions 
wi'h Refpedl j and indeed not only himfelf, but 
his whole Court (by his Example and Command) 
behaved themfelves to us with fuch a ftudied Ci- 
vility, as I could accufe him for nothing clfe but 
the Refufal of our Liberty, and the Importunity 
of his Love. 

In the mean time, Artahan advanced, by great 
Journies, to the Place where the King my Father 
refided ; and though he paflcd through an Ene- 
my's Country that he had handled very harlhly, 
he carried fiich Confidence in himfclf, as he nevet 
(b much as demanded a Convoy, nor fought any 
Caution for the Safety of his Pcrfbn : Nevcrthe- 
Je(s, as his Train was very great and magnificent 
for a private Man, he was ort examined aoout the 
Caufe of his Voyage' ; but (b foon as he declared 
that be went to find out the Kins of Parthia^ all 
the PafTagcs flew open to receive him, and the ge- 
neral Belief that he was going with Propofitions 
of Peace, got him divers Offers of a fafc Condu(^ 
a nd Guard to the Cx)urt. 

In fine, he arrived at HecatompoliSy where th« 
King was then making new Levies on all fides, 
CO regain a Condition once more to take the Field, 

and 
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and march in perfon to the Place where wc were, 
fo foon as the Scafon would fuffcr him. 

Artaban was not fo precife as to obferve the 
ordinary Formalities, that ufually precede the ad- 
naiflion of a Stranger to a Royal Prefcnce ; but *^ 
having only demanded perminion to fpeak with 
the King, he entrcd the great Chamber, where 
he faw him invironed with the principal Perfons 
of his Court. The Nobility oFhis Afpcdl and 
Garb prcfently drew the Eyes of all the afliftants 
upon him, and while they were gathering frefh 
caufes of wonder about him, he made his appro^^- 
ches to the King wich a moft becoming confi- 
dence, and having paid him the reverence that he 
believed was due : ' Sir, (aid he, I am Artaban, 
that Name is probably known to you by the da- 
mage ic has done you, and by fome Advantages 
in War, that Fortune has given me upon your 
Subjects. I have quitted the Service of an un- 
graceful King, to come and enrol myfelf in yours, 
if you be wiHing to receive me: Thediihonour 
he has done me (in refufing Liberty to the 
Qiieen your Wife, the Princcls your Daughter) 
by an infamous breach of promife, has made 
me refblve to abandon him, and bring that 
Sword to his Enemies, which has been drawn 
wich too much fucccfs in his quarrel. Sir, if 
you dare adventure a Commiffion to unfheath 
it in your Service, I Ihall forfeit a great deal of 
Confidence, if it does not unravel all his ViAo- 
rics, and do the fame Things for you againft 
him. Thus repairing your LofTes, 1 fliall take 
hold of occafion to revenge my particular In- 
jury : If you regard me as an Enemy that re- 
tarded your Conquefls, and deftroyed fb many 
Thoufands of your Subjeds, you have now the . 
Power in your Hands to punilh the Outrage it has 

^ done 
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* done you 5 but if you can bend any Thought to 
' confider me as a Man that may be ufeful to ad- 

* vance your Interefts, poffibly there wants ira 

* more than your own Confcnt to re-aflure youf 

* Eftatc, and revenge yourfelves upon your Enemies. 
Thus did the undaunted Artaban difcourfe the 

Intent of his coming 5 and the King, whofe Won- 
der, at the fird Gaze, had done Homage to the 
grand and handfome Charms of his Vi(age> and 
then improved his furprizalat the Name 01 Arta' 
hany which he had too much caufe to remember, 
could liflen to fo bold a Speech, and (b conform- 
ed to the greatnefs of his Adions that pronoun- 
ced it, without a marvellous aftoniflimentj he of- 
ten travcil'd his Eye upon him from head to foor^ 
and encountred nothing but frelh excufes- of hiS' 
admiration in his Per&n, Difcourfe and Anions. 

At firft the Name of that Artaban^ that had 
fnatch*dthe Median Crown out of his hands, and 
ihakcn his own fo rudely, as he already appre- 
hended the fair of it, began to kindle K>me re- 
sentments, and for a few moments he regarded 
I;Lim as an Enemy that had bladed.the fruit and 
glory of his Actions, by the gaining of three great 
Battles, the taking of his Towns, and the death 
of 100,00© Partbians; bat at the fame time he 
rcmcmbred, what the Queen's Letters and mine 
had mentioned of his Trearment, and the noble 
defign he had to let us at Liberty •, in fequel, he 
corifidered the franchife of Jbis Adion, and the 
grand confidence expreft by the expoftire of his 
iafery, unforced by neceffiry, to an uncertain and 
dangerous trial •, and in fine, he fell to examine 
ills own intereft, which he found was highly con- 
cerned in thegainingof a Man that dragg'd Vi do- 
ry after him, and who alone was able to change 
his deftiny. 

This 
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This laft thought got the Vidoryof allthcreft, 
and when he had calhfered the former, and clear- 
ed up thofe clouds that feemed to prefage a ftorm 
in his Vi(age, while he was yet irrefolure, he ap- 
proached Artatarf with open Arms, and giving 
him his hand with an affable and obliging look -, 

* Gallant Man, /aid hCy you are welcome, the 

* memory of your A^^ions has wiped out all the 

* injuries you have done us, ahd the knowledge 

* I have of your Valour Will not let me difdain 

* your afliftance, which I receive as a certain Omen 

* of my Vidlory and Enemies ruine ; you may fafely 

* aflure yourfelf of all tho(e Advantages with us 
*. that you forfook in Media y and poffibly you fhall 

* find we know better than they, how to render 

* what is due to your Virtue, s 

At the(e Word^ he imbrac*d him, and by his 
cxamplfc oblig*d all thofe in his prefcnce to pro- 
portion their refpedl to his high Reputation, not 
needed he take much pains to difpofc them to it, 
for they were all (b prepodefled wjth the noife 
that ran about the World of the Virtue, and the 
roofs of his Gallantry, whidi (bme of them had 
•ft to their coft, that they look'd upon him as 
a Perfbn whom the, Gods had raifed above Mor- 
tality 5 it then happened, contrary to the ufual cu- 
ftom, that thofe wholje birth or defert might feed 
u^ an ambition in their Souls to pretend to the 
higheft charges, were all willing to releafc their 
claims to him, and calmly fubmiited to the King's 
will without repining, when he gave him the com- 
mand of his Army. 

In the Soul of Phraates^ with many bad qua- 
lities, there is a mixture of fome that are good, 
and as the natural channel of his inclinations flill 
carried him to Warlike dcfigns, he always (ct a 
marvellous price upon valiant Men^ and ever 

gave 
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gave them the upper hand' of others in hisefteem, 
that were only in(iebted for dignities to their 
birth or Fortune, which they could not merit by 
their Virtue. Of this he gave a clear teftimony 
in his treatment of Artabatty whom he preleuily 
placed in fhc higheft rank of his Men of War, and 
a while after, in pre(encc of his oldeft Captain, 
gave a Commiflion to command his Army, at 
the age of twenty two Years, for he had lived 
no longer. 

There wanted not fome that criticix*d upon the 
King's facility, becaufe he did not flay for fome 
experience, before he truftcd (b weighty a charge 
(that imported no lefs. than the confervation, or 
utter ruine of his eftate) to a young Man bred 
up among his Enemies, whom only a capricious 
humour nad caufed him to abandon, and with 
whom he was not aflured that he did not yet 
hold intelligence: But Pi&r/i<iftfy had (erioufly ftudi- 
cd the generoficy, that fhined with an equal and 
continued luftre in all Artaban's Adions as none 
of thofc diftrafl:ing objedions could penetrate his 
belief, or Icflen his confidence in him. Artaban 
was very jayfu! to fee himfelf invefted with a 
Power to A6i his revenge upon the M^^/V?;; King, 
andNbelieved the Promiies of his own great heart, 
that before a Year was run through the glafs of 
time, he fhould reduce him to terms of repeu- 
rancc for the affront he had offered. 

The Wmter's rigour did yet obHgc him to make 
fome (lay with the King, which he entirely em- 
ployed in preparations neccffary for his warlike 
Expedition : But fo foon as the feafon grew mil- 
der at the Sun's approaches, his Troops com pleat, 
his Companies* full, and all things fitted for a 
march, . ne put himfelf in the Head of 10,000 
Horfc, and 30,000 Foot, and advanced againft 
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T/granes with an order, that the raoft cxpcricn 
ced Captains admired him. 

In the mean time, Tigraneshsid not ftirt'd froMl 
Nffa (chat was the City*s name where we were) 
and judging his prefencc more neceflary in a 
conquered Country than in his own, where all 
things were calm and aflured, or rather not wil- 
ing to abandon us, and indeed not daring to com- 
mit fuch a (in againd the refpeA and complacence 
<5f his af&dion, as to draw us after him hke 
Slaves into his own Provinces, he difperfed his or- 
ders through all Parts of his Dominions, to the ^ 
Troops that lay fcattercd in their fcvcral Qiiat- 
ters, to draw up thither, and with intention to 
advance his Conquefts neater the btart of Par' 
thiay he had formed the body of an Army confi- 
fting of 6o,coo Combatants. He fpake no more 
of our enlargement, and had already reje^d all 
the King my Father's Propofitions for our Ran- 
Ibm, though they proftituted very advantage- 
ous offers to his rerufal, for which he pleaded 
Co me no other excufe, than that a reparation from 
me would be fat more infupportable than the fe- 
tal divorce of Scul and Body. He paid me his 
vidts but with too much aHTiduiry, and (bating 
his condcfccnt to our enlargement, forget nothing, 
either in Language or Depottment, that might 
make him nearer approaches in his fiegc of my 
afFedion j but inftead of a fncccffivc Progress in 
his induftry, every Day was wiinefs to a more 
obdinare refiflance againfl his Batteries ; and 
though his Perfbn was hand(bme, and his quali- 
ties very commendable, yet the fallhood he fhew* 
ed (as my opinion told me) in (b bafe a revolt 
from his Word, had given me fuch a pcrfedl dif- 
gufl of all his endeavours to pleafc me, as ren- 
dred every thing difagreeable about him. The ef- 
forts 
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forts be made to combat my averdon, were al« 
ways beaten off with the lofs of labour, and 
chough the Queen my Mother often commanded 
me to humour the neceffity of our affairs, with a 
moderation of my rigour, and fometimcs to re- 
gard him with a gentler vifage, on purpofe to 
iccure his refpedl towards us, from the violence of 
defpair, I found it very difficult to fubdue my re- 
lodiance, and my obedience was never upon har- 
der fcrvicc than in this obftinate quarrel with my 
obftinacy. We had the fame officers and fer- 
vants that the King my Father left to attend us, 
and Tigranes had diminilhcd nothing in our 
Houfc, nor alter'd any thing in tenor of our Ser- 
vice, only he placed a very ftridl guard upon us, 
cfpecially fince Artabans departure, fearing ( for 
he knew his daring fpirit was apt to climb over 
the greateO: difficulties) he would make fome at- 
fcmpts to deliver us. 

Thus did the puKc of our condition beat, when 
Pame brought him news of the fartb'ian Army's 
advance, and told him that Artabany their new 
General marched at the head of it, and was then 
coming up to meet him with di{play*d Enfigns : 
Tfgranesy who knew Artaban too well to difpleafe 
him, was a little troubled at this intelligence, but 
as indeed to give him his due, he was a Man of 
Courage, he quickly recovered the ufe of his 
difcrction j and trufting in the number and va* 
lour of his Men, whlcn had been accuftomed to 
overcome, he drew his Army together to meet 
his Enemies, and refolved to lead them on in 
Per (on, apprehending it no fafety to truft the 
abilities of any of his Commanders, to cope with 
foch a General as Artaban, He then faw him- 
felf conftraincd to quit us, and believing our Per- 
(bns more (ecure in chat Place, than if he took us 

into 
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into the body of his Army, he left us there with 
a ftrong Garrifon, as well to guard us as defend 
the Place. 

In the mean time our languiflxiag Thoughts be- 
gan to hold up their Heads with more Vivacity 
than ordinary, and by the lucky Succefs of Arta-- 
^tf«'s Voyage, and the Hope that was repoied in 
his Virtue, you may eafily judge that our Wilhcs 
were mingled but with little good meaning to the 
King of Media ; and this was the Subjcd of the 
Queen's Difcourfe and mine, when Tigranes en- 
tered ouf-<^hamber to take his Leave of us : He 
was then in a Habit of War, and truly became it 
fo well, asdoubclefs the Decorum of his Mind and 
Deportment might well be confiderable to all fuch 
Perfons as were not prepoflefled with Diflikc and 
^e(entment againH: him. I remember he made a 
thoufand Bravado's in our Prefence, and denoun- 
ced as many Menaces againd Artaban, whom he 
caird the contemptible revolted, and with too con- 
fident a Cruelty defigned him for an exemplary 
Punifhment : He held us in too long a Difcourle 
to perplex your Patience with the Repctiticfti; 
and a few Moments before he parted from our Pre- 
fence, direding his particular Addrcfles to me : 
Madam, faidhey If your SoUidtations of Hea- 
ven did not bandy agaiufl me, I fhould think 
my felf already in a Pofreflion of a certain Vido- 
ry 5 but fure the Gods will not hear them, be- 
caufe they arc unjuft 5 and I fliall quickly re- 
turn witn Bays in my Hand, from the Conqueft 
of a Man that will not dare to look upon the 
Face of his offended Mader. I know I fhall 
bring home that infolent in Chains, that would 
have killed me with a cruel Separation from you 3 
but for your Sake I fhall make it my Care to 
get a gentle Yi^orj upon your Father's Subjcdb, 

* and 
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* and endeavour to fbare their Blood, bccau(e I 

* adore her that mufi: be their Miftrcfs. I am 

* obliged, replied /, to your good Intentions; 
^ but Succefs is not always fuited to our Expeda* 

* tions, and Vidory (till their Bounty removes 

* her)* lives rather in the Gods Hands than in Man's 

* Difbofal. Ah ! might it plcafe the Cune Gods, 

* anJ'weredTigranesy that the Conqueft I pretend 
I * to upon your Rigour, might not prove more 

* difHcuk to obtain \ that I had no more to do, 

* than to vanquiih thtPartbiansy with their new 
« General, to compleat my Vidory upon your 

! * Spirit, which my Fears tell me will coft me 

* many Combats, that include far more Dangers 
, * and Difficulties, than I am able to encounter 

* among your Father's Subjeds. 
He ftaid not for an Anfwer to this liifcourfe^ 

but taking his Leave of us, he went out of the 
Chamber, and departed the City tKe fame Day. 
He only advanced fome two Days march towards 
Artabany fpoiUng and devafting the Country as 
he went} and at the two Days end, having found 
an advantageous Pod to encamp his Army, he 
refolved to ftay the coming up ofhis Enemy, and 
take that Time to reft his Men and Horfes, which 
• lie martialled for the Battle in a very beautiful 
Order. 

He .waited not long for the Apprfaach of his 
Rival; for the third Day after, Artaban (who 
becayfe he was loath to harafs his Army, had 
caufed it to march butflowly) appeared, encamp- 
ed iifTiewr, and the next Dsy prefented him Battle. 

Tigranes accepted his Offer with all Sorts of Ad- 
vantages; his Army was much the ftronger in 
Number, far lefs weary than the Partbiansy and 
his Station much more commodious: But all 
thcfe Confiderac(ons were incapable to unbend 

the 
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the Refblucions of his Rival to fight him s and 
after he had ranged his Troops with a military 
Method, that got him the Admiration of all that 
beheld ity he gave the Signal to begin the Com- 
bat, and fought it with mch a mingled Skill and 
Bravery of Captain and Soldier, as after fix Hours 
bloody Difpute, wherein Tigranes (by the Con- 
fudon of his very Enemies) behaved himfcif ia 
his OiHce like a gallant Gentleman, and a good 
Commander, Vidory voted for the Parthian Par- 
ty, and declared herlelf Co entirely for them, as 
after they had dy'd all the Field in the Crimfen 
Livery of Death, and ftrcwed it with the grcat- 
cft Part of the Median Army, there remained but 
a few miferable Reliques that efcaped the tired 
GluLtony of their Enemies Swords, and their King, 
who ftay'd to fee fbme of the latefl: Scenes of that 
deplorable Tragedy, had fcarce Time to fecure his 
Perfon by a Retreat with five or Gx hundred 
Horfe (which he bad gleaned from the fcvcral 
fcattercd Troops) to the City where he left us. 
The vidlorious Artabany who after he faw his 
Enemies Backs, did all that was poflibie to ma- 
nage his Vidory with Moderation, and fpare the 
Median Blood, marched zktt Tigranes with fuch 
a winged Expedition, as he appeared within View 
of the Wally, almoft as foon as the King of Me- 
dia entered them, and eagerly defirous to block 
up the Paflages, and fo deprive him of the Means 
to carry us away \ he made his Circumvallation; 
the fame Day^ and (lopped up the Avenues ^ all 
Sides. , 

Tigranes then too late fiiw the Rock againft 
which his precipitate Pride had daihcd him, and 
deduced his Repentance for what had paded, as 
well from the Change of his Fortmie, as (bmc (ad 
Reflexions that almoft broke liim upon the Wheel 

of 
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of DeTpair : The lofs of that Battel juftificd his 
aflUdioii, but when heiaw himfelf pcfieged and 
'fliut up in z, Cicv, whence all the hope of retreat 
tf^as cat off by nis own imprudence, and thefe 
things done by 'a Man> whofe refiftance he hal 
(corned, and by a Man who a few Days befo;:e 
had taken pay in his Service, he was (Iruck with 
ib violent a Grief as all the courage he could maji;e 
had fcarce force enough to refifl it. 

You need not doubt but the Frown of his For- 
tune, and the view of his Enemies, which -v^e 
difcovcfed from our Chamber-windows, began 
to get Life again in our fwoonded hopes, and call 
home our baniftied joys •, however, the Que^a 
deemed it fit we fhould vi(it him in his af&i^ion ; 
he had not feen us fince he took his leave when 
he went the expedition, but full of rage and con- 
fufion, had confined himfelf to his Chamber, 
where maugre all the comfons his Servants coujd 
allcdgc, from what his hopes might yet lay hold 
of, he abandoned himfelf to 2^ very deiblate con- 
dition 'i neverthelefs, he knew that (b long as he 
bad us in his Power, he might capitulate when 
he pleafed, and obtain a free paflage to retreac 
into his own Country : But he looked upon that 
as a cruel remedy, and he could not conuder Ar^ 
taban as the Man that had reduced him to it, 
without a Whirl-wind of furious thoughts that 
'threw down all his Patience. 

After the Queen had fent him notice that (he 
intended him a Vific, we went at laft to his Lods- 
^g, ( for we had liberty to walk the City through, 
wnh a great number of Men at our heels, which 
tinder the honourable vizard of a train to attend 
us, were no Other than' a guard to prevent the 
ftahh of our Liberty ) where we took care in the 
compofure of our looks to fet a modeft Face upon 

Vol. IL O our 
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our Foriunc, and found bis in coo deep a melaa- 
cholly die to diflemble it ^ he bad no fooner paid 
bis Salutes to the Queen, but addreiling himfelf ta 
me: ' YourWifhes, Mzd^Lm^ faid be^ have been 
more prevalent than our Arms^ they have given 
the Vidory to mine Enemies, and the Gods as 
well as Men believed it unlawful to crols your 
will i 'tis you alone that have been the Fountain of 
my Misfortunes ^ and if that af&dion which can 
laever be ihut out from hence, unlefs my Soul 
keep it Cotnpany, had not dazled my judg^ 
ment, I had ordered my Afiairs with a greater 
caution, and the faichlefs Artaban had nevei 
forfaken my Colours to go ferve my Enemies. 
I will not fay, reply d J, that we have made 
any Vows in your Favour, £nce all forts of 
rca(bns forbid it ; but I fhall notitnjure truth co 
aflurc you, that with this Vidory the Gods have 
bcftowcd upon our Partbiansy we did not de- 
mand yourRuine at their hands, and the change 
of our Fortune ihall not forbid us the prafUce 
of all the credit we have in the King my Father, 
to moderate his animofitv, and prevail for his 
condeCcent to as gentle Conditions of Peace, as 
your own defires can \vSi\y aim at. I know 
not how to believe. Madam, unfwtrtdbe, that 
you ihould take fuch a task upon you for a 
Prince, in whom you never underuood any 
thing but Subje^bs of (corn and contempt : No, 
Madam, you have been too r^ardlcfs of my 
Spirit's repofe, to perplex yourfelf with the care 
of my Euate ; perhaps my Fortunes are not (p 
low and aawling as you apprehend them, and 
I have yet Force and Courage enough left to 
rai(c the creft of this condition, to which the in- 
fidelity of my Servant, and the loYC of my Prin- 
cc^s^ have reduced me. 

Wc 
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We exchanged (bme other Difcourre, ac the end 
of which we left him. The next Day Artabaw 
fcut him a Summons, to deliver us into hishands* 
with the of&r of a fafe retreat into his own Tec* 
ritorics y but he difdainfully rejeded his Fropofi- 
tions, and (ent back the Trumpeter with a conta- 
nielious Anfwer, that proYoked him to prepare for 
a geueral AfTault. 

Tigranes was defiroos, by a ftout refiftancC) to 
redeem the credit his error had loft, in fufFerinjg 
himfelf co be ihut up fo imprudently ^ and hu 
Dcftiny (or ours if you will) decreed his fall in- 
to the trap of a piece of iadifcretion grofler thaa 
the former. The third Day after the Siege began» 
baying learned that Artaban was bufy in contriv- 
ing (ome Engines for the Aflault, and believing 
he ihould take him unprovided, he (allied out vx 
Perfon with ieven or eisht hundred Horfe that he 
had in the City, backed with twelve hundred 
^oot, which he caufed to advance (bme Furlongs 
from the Ga^s, for a re(erve: This attempt was 
fo little expeded, as they ea(ily furprizcd the P<»r- 
tbian Out guards, ouickly charged through cho(e 
that made a di(brderly oppoficion to their pa(^ 
(age \ and Tigranes^ prided with that (ucceMul 
beginning, blindly fpurrcd on through all where 
he found the way unguarded: But Artaban no 
fopner received intelligence of what had pa(red» 
which ran from moucn to mouth, till it arrived at 
his £af» but he mounted him(elf with an admi- 
xable diligence, and taking (bme Troops of Hor(e 
"^ith him,^ that he (aw readieft for the purpo£e^ 
infkead of oppodng Jtgranes'% fury, he left him 
an ea(y padage to a farther enj^gement within his 
'Trencnes, and in the mean time with his Horfe 
took a little compafs to get between liim and the 
City ^ and leaving a part of his Men engaged in 

Ox Com-i 
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Combat againft Tigran£s*s Infant1y> he went to 
\charge the rear of his Horfe with the tcft, biit firft 
h« drew a circle of a Mtin about hikiy that CQC 
©ff all poffibility of retreat. 

The King of J^dia turning Ws Fyc^ toward 
the City, jjcrceived the FdH? he had committed, 
"But finding too late that the Malady raged beyond 
the help of a Medicine, he dc(pcrately tiircw hinr- 
■fclf into 'the midfl: of nis Enemies, and had there 
doubtlcft loft his Life in the throng, if Artahan^ 
who knew him by divers marks, ^d not cryll 
to his Men to fpiart the King j at his voic6 they 
drevf off, atid only contented thcmftlves to fur- 
round him, and their General advancing towards 
him with his Vizbrhalf up', * Render yourfclf,King 
* oitht Medesy rry'i^^f, Fortune is your Enemy. 

TIgranes prelently knew Artnban^ and inftead 
of replying, with a Fury fulf of the ftings of dc- 
fpair, made his Sword' anfwer with a bloW upon 
liis head, given with all the Fotce tlut hatred and 
•anguilli could k-vy. 

The excellent temper of the Cafque rcfiftcd the 
blow^ and the gallant Artabin's moderation was 
(6 great, as he would neither ftrike his Enemy 
again, nor (b much as permit any of his Men to 
touch him, but oppofing his Shield to Ttgranes*^ 
Sword, and prcfenting the point of )S,h ©wn to- 
•ward him, * Either render thyfilf, Kmgbf the 
*■ Idedes^ [aid he y or thou art a dead Man/ 

JlgrantSy as hotly as his fit of defpair held him^ 
*took fome fear from this Menace," and pefteiving 
himfelf inno poffibility to vatiquifh, thought itna 
ihame to give way to the mralice of his Fbrtuncj 
and fadly perceiving all remedies beyond His reach* 
after' he had taken fome moments' to ponder the 
ncceffity of yielding, at lift he prefentcd the puiti • 
mel of his Sword to Artaian. « - * ' 

Arta" 
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Artaban received ir with a grand (i}ki|iiflion>' 
but it was only to return it back to the fcabbafd,* 
not deemiug it fit to diiarm a King^ to wjiom he 
had been S> lately tied in the chains of refpe^b 
and afiedioQ'^ and. marching by his fide through 
the middle of his Men, he condadcd the Kins to 
Us own Tent, where he treated him> as if.hehac^ 
never been ingrate£ul> always^kept himfeif bare iit 
his prefcnce, and paid him his per fonaL atten- 
dance as well at Meals as in his Bed'Cbam* 
ber, as if }a(Hce had made him a Title to thad 
obiervanoe by a lawful Sovereignty. 

The next Day> & fooa as the King was awak** 
ed> he came to his Bed'fide, and demanding pern 
npiflion to fpeak his. intencions :. ^Sir, faid he4 
' withoQK perplexing your. memory with what i$ 
^pa^ or explaining the juft reafou I had to ficve 
; 7iMir(£iiemie$ agaisft you, I fhall content Jnyi^ 
^ idl. to tell you, that you ore now the King o£ 
^ Partbia's I^ifbner 5 if with fafctyof Honour I 
.could aflame the Power^ withooc hetraying thac 
important trail he has vcamred upon me, per^ 
haps I fhould quickly rekafe yoa of this diG- 

£l«i(ure : But you are not the firft King that 
as been a Captive j and to improve y6ur com* 
fort, this Misfortune has arrived co you at fuch a 
point of time, as it Ihall depend upon your will 
CO accept of an eafy remedy. You cannot hope 
that the City can hold out many Days, efpecial- 
ly being deprived of your Ma}efty*6 preiencC) 
that might encourage and oblige your Men to 
a longer Yetidrance. By this reducement, the 
Queen o£ Parthia^znd thcPrincefs her Daughter, 
will inlallibly fall into our hands ^ yet whatever 
blame I may contra^ from aKing that has leant 
tlw whole weight of his Crown upon my 
Loyalty, and fot who(e Interefts I could doubt*

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* lefs make coiidicions more advantageous : 1 <k- 

* stand no other Ranfom of your Peribn, than 
^ the Liberty of thefe two Prinoefles s command

TigraneSy who could not rationally hope for 
dch gentle Conditions, and who (aw that by an 
eiCtraordinary deference, Artaban demanded no 
more for his Ranfom than what a few Days would 
Empower him to take in (pight of all refiftance, 
fi»ring the arrival of fbme order from the King^ 
of FartbUy that might prolnbiy countermand 
theft favourable intentions ; presently aco^tied 
the Propofitton ) and though his a£fe^on hotly 
di(puted aeainft th«y)eed&ty of refigni^g me iiita 
another's hands, the impoffibility to do& the 
wounds of his faf oken Eitate, and buy his Liber- 
ty at a lower value, confuted all the arguments it 
could urge, and he immediately (cnt order to his 
Commanders in the City co draw out the Garri« 
fon, and leave us as abtolute MiQtefles there, as 
when it was firfl taken. 

His Orders were pondually obey*d, the AieiH' 
ans ottit^, the Partbians entered the Place, and 
we (aw ourfchres at the fame moment free, aod 
xeigning where we had fb lately and (b longbtcn 
Captives. 

Tigraws had likewise his Liberty reftored him« 
^d retired with his Men towards the Frontiers of 
Mtdia^ upon the Parole, and with the Convoy- 
that Artaban had given him, to cleai his padage 
through thoft parts of the Partbians Dominion, 
that lay between iiim and his M$dians. 

After 
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After his departure, the Triumphant Aruban, 

.' whofe Valour had unpinion*d our Liberty, quitted 

his Camp to give us a vifit in the City, and his 

prefence was then fat dearer and more agreeable 

than when we firft Gtw him the Year before. 

The Queen believing flic fliould not o£Pend her 
Dignity) by (looping it with a juft acknowledg- 
ment to her Prote£):or, embraced him with tears 
of joy s and if I made him Carelles that were 
Icfs familiar at leaft, I endeavoured to Q>tead my 
Face with as pleafing Looks,^ and put as obliging 
Words into my mouth, as might icrve to let him 
fee, that my apprehenjQon wa^ in no Arrears to his 
Merit. The Queen and I fell both upon th6 fub- 
jed of his admirable Valour, and the exa6fc ob- 
servance of his Word, with Elogies that proved 
Opptellions to his modefty *, the firfl: part of ouif 
Dilcourfe was woven of nought but praifes and 
thanks on our part, of Refpeft aikl Submiflion on 
Artabam*s : And afcec the Queen had amply de- 
clared him her rcfentments, and was turned from 
faim to receive fome of tbe principal Comman- 
ders among the Partbiansy that were come with 
Artaban to render their duteous Refpcdb to her 
Majefly, taking hold of that occafion : ^ You 

< have entirely captived our Faith, Generous Ar^ 
^ tdban^ /aid /, to your future Promifes, and 

* taught us to believe, that the World has no 
' dij£«ilcy capable to retard their ef&dbs : But if 

* we be indebted to the brave Performance of your 

* Word, the King of Media's Violation ot his 

< has more obh^d us, fince if he had RtiAly 

< obferved his Engagement to you in our behalf, 

< we only ihould then have thanked him for our 

* Liberty, and his ingratitude had' not bUndly 
' ^iven tts Artaban with it. Artaban '^ [aid /, 

< whofc Valour difpofes the deftiny of Empires ; 

O 4 ^ and 
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* and who from that groveling and deplorable 

* Eftatc to which he had oikc reduced it, has 

* lifted that of the Partbtans to its proper Sphere, 

* and made it fhinc agaia with the iameluftre, 

* which his invincible Arm had once fequeftred/ 
Artaban returned an Anfwer to thefe Words with 
a. fiexure of his Body as lew as my Foot^ and 
methought received them with a peculiar Air in 
his Looks, that would not have worn that Dc- 
Arudion to any other Perfon, making fo many 
Wirnedes of ail the A£lions and SyUables that 
parted from him, that the Glories he had gathered 
from the Honour of his employment in our Ser- 
vice, did far out-value ail thofe Advantages we 
had reaped fromi the e&^s of his Valour : * Ma- 
^ dam, y]ir/V iv, I could not mi(s of Succelsin (b 

* juft ah Enccrprizci and the Imerefts of fo Di- 
^ vine a Perfon as yourfelf, were too dear to the 
^ God$^ to be left to the difpofition of Men s by 

* the& invidble bk>ws they tlnick iit your C^ar- 

< rel, the King your Fathers's Arms have obGain- 

< ed the yidory> upoA the; injurious detainer of • 

* fo precious a Liberty, and 'li* your intereft in^ 

* Heaven that rebated the Points and Edges^ df 

* your Enemies Swords, agaitift which no human 

* Power is capable of refinance: *Tis to thole, 
' Madam, (ifthegain beeftimabk) and not the 
^ fauk ofTigranes^ that' you owe your Artaban^ 
*' and fuch as he is, yooace more indebted to him 

* for your(eif> than all reafon* and reientmenrs 

* that Anger» Ambition, or any other Motion 

* coukl io&r to arm in ^the Quarrel. 

He broke off* at thefe Words, with a Fear that 
his. Tongue had been too laviih, and indeed had 
I fecioudy examined them, I ihauld douhdefs 
have found out fomethiog that tafied of too xnucb 
bol^ncls* . . 

from 
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From tbac Day he fcarce wee dircontinued his 
attendance upon as, at £uch hours a$ moddty 
mighc admic him \ and his expe^ation of (bme' 
farther Orders from the Kine> to whom he had 
fent an exprefs of what bad pafted, with a. de* 
£re to know bow he would have him (leer his 
Courfe, made him a piaufible pretence for his 
aifiduity. 

In the mean time, the Convoy came back that 
he had fent to Gnard the King of Media^ and. 
the Gentleman that commanded it, prefenccd- mc' 
a Letter that T/^rtfWfj had given him at their part- 
ing, which the Queen beckened to me to receive, 
and having opened it in the pretence of her and 
Artabafiy who was then in our Chamber, I read 
thefe Words : 

TIGRANES King of the Medes, to Elifa 
Princefs of Parthia. 

* Y Have paid for your Liberty to the double lofs 
X *' 01 mine own j and the fame deftiny that 

< made you my Pri(bner for a time deaeed me 

* yours for ever: The Rigour of my fate has reni; 

* me from you, fcut 1 fhaJl i^uickly fiiperfedc the 

* decree, ani vanquifh the diftance betwixt us, 

* and you lliall fce me return in the Van of i oo,ooo 
*■ Men> to demand you of my crud Enemies that 

* made the divorce betwixt us. I (hall not enter

The Queen Hftened to this Language without 

Emotioui nor did it much uncalm the quiet x^ 

O 5 my 
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my thoughts : But Artaban heard it with a grand 
impadeiice, and eave me notice by the blood that 
baftily leaped into his Face, how deeply he thought 
him (elf concerned in the mertaces and defign of 
Tigrancs^ as well in the quality of a Lover as an 
Enemy : * Perhaps, faid he, tvitb an A Si ion 

* that exprejfed a great deal ^f Anger, He may 

* invade your Dominions to his own confiifion, 

* and the two quaUties he fpeaks of may prove 

* equally fatal to his Life and Love: That I think 
' we ihall be able to fecure ourfelves from the 

* angrieft Part of his Menaces, and if the KingV 

* Orders do but hold proportion to my hopes, ic 

* may be we Ihall give him fo hard a Task ta 

* ckfend his own Country, as will (ave him the 

* labour of bringing the Oar into yours. 

After this Day we tracked more refemmcnt 
and Animofity a^inft Jigranes^ than we had for- 
merly difcovered, and methought I read a kind 
of impatience in all his Anions to (Irangle his 
Rival's defigu of my reprizal: His behayioQr wa^ 
fiipeifcribed with fuch viable contents of mean- 
u^, as my fufpicion could no way have wanted 
iiooriOiment, but by the blindnefs of my under- 
fianding -, and chough the memory of my debt 
to what he had done for us, {hut ts^y Eyes upoo 
a part, yet 1 found ic impofGble to learn an in* 
tire ignorance of what his ill-aifiircd aini diftem- 
pered Regards, his fre(|uent Sighs and Difoourfes, 
mingled with a Fear that nature never planted inr 
bis Heart, would have forced upon an intelleA, 
chough ihortcrandihallower than mine. Thisim* 
perfed knowledge gave me a realDifpleafure, and 
though Critidfm it (elf could have found out no- 
thing in thePerfbn o£ Artaban that was not very 
amiable, and the importance of his Service bad 
made hiin yet a better title to my eftecm, than 

his 
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his outward accomplifhments coald dullenge ; 
my haughty opinion, that as that Man whofe 
birch was Co valtiy below mine own, could not 
make me the maik of his amorous Ambition, 
without the (in of Prefiimpcion againft my Qua^ 
lity, nor make me fear to be of&ndcd in that na- 
ture, that I could not ghmce a thought upon his 
boldnefs without much difquiet. 

While I floated in thefe uncertainties, inftead 
of thefe Orders we expe^bed from the King, he 
came bimlelf to Ni/2r, in Part perfwadrd to that 
Voyage by the neceffity of his Af&irs, which 
calkd him upon the Frontier, and partly by die 
dcfire he had to fee us after fo long a Captivity. 
I need not relate the order of his Arrival, nor 
trouble you with the account of every fingle 
pailage to our interview ^ let it fuffice you. Ma- 
dam, CO know, that we (bund in his Carefles, all 
chat we could hope from a better nature than 
Jiis, that all his Aaions and Difcourfe aflured us 
« of as much tendernefs as a Wife and Daughter 
could ezped : But if a Husband and a Father*s 
Love made the apparent impteffion of themfelves 
in his behaviour, he forgot not what he thought 
was due t« the grand Service that Artaban had 
done him ^ and after he had created him in the 
prefence of his chief Nobility, as a Perfbn of 
extraordinary Merit, as the Tutelar Genius of 
Parthian and as a young Mars^ whofe unlimita- 
ble Valour had propped and recruited his reeling 
Empire, he openly protefted, that he had not a 
xecompence within reach of his Power, was fit 
to meadirc with his Merit, that the Gift of a great 
Part of his Eftate would fatisfy but a Part of the 
debt that was owing ta his admirable Virtue. 
With (iich Profeffions as thefe, he daily made 
bim the Sob^ of his Difeousfc .in our Prc&nce, 

and' 
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and during his rcfideace there, be heaped more 
Honours «poa him, than either he was accu- 
ftomed CO render to themcft confiderable Perfbns 
of his Court, or the nearefl Princes of his Blood ; 
bat he was loach co (lop the currenc and career 
of his Vidories : And receiving intelligence, that 
the King of M^dia was railing Forces with a 
hafty diligence co re-invade his Dominions, he 
gave a bote to the fierce impatience of Artabany 
and adding a better Pare of thofe Trpops to his 
Army that bad followed him to Nz/^r, he Com- 
miffioned him to invade Media^ openly declatifigy 
thac he hoped for ch$t Crown by his Valour. 

Artabany whole particular I nterelb daily whec^ 
ted his afpericy againft Tigranes, gladly receired 
this Order, and prepared for his fpeedy depar- 
ture, while we did the (ame for ours, co returit 
with the King co the capital City oi Partbia. . 

The Day of our Separation arrived, and witli^ 
it the aflurance of what I had fo carefuUy fied 
the knowledge. Artfiban, who had all this time 
kept his Tongue from blabbing the Secrcets of his 
Heart, was now refolved to throw away the 
Mask) and cad the dve •, his great Heart Ihad 
hatched an opinion of nimCelf, thac made him be* 
lieve he needed neither fhake nor blufh at the 
Declaration > however, he rouxed all the Coa-> 
rage chat nature had given him to back his At' 
tempt, and preparing himfclf (as he fince con- 
fefled ) with more reiblution than ever he called 
to his affiftance, at the aflaulc of the grcateft 
danger, he came to take his leave of me, with 
a Face that diewed me the contents of (bmething 
extraordinary. 

I gave him a particular Audience in my Cham- 
ber, and when he i&w my Women withdrawn 
to fuch Di(bMiice> M.ithey cookLaotovcir-hear his

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Difcourfe : ' Madam , faid hey .if I were not noir 
to pare upon an Expcdirioii, from which my 
Return is ycc in the6o(bm of the Deity, where-* 
in I ihali poiTibly encounter Dangers, with Jaws' 
wide enough to fwaliow me, I wonid (till 
make the Con{ideration of what you are, ^an^ 
my fear to diibbHge you (a Paffion that I never 
fcit from any but yon) to keep thofc Thoughts'

flrange, if by & Powor which I find it impof^

Hold Artaban, fnid /, int crafting hu PrV' 
grefsy hold, for Heaven's fake, hold, and do 
not give me cac»ie to complain aeainfl; you s 
a&er the Injun^ion of fcv many Realons to coth- 
mend your Services, I would not prevent you 
in this manner, if I were not pr'e-pofleHed with 
a high Efieem of your Merit \ and therefore 
.fearful to ianpair.it by any Provocation of Re- 
fentment againfb you. If the Prefiiraption hf 
my Language, faid be ^ has made me criminal,' 
I will ftrive to wafli away my Fault with the' 
Blood thatl am going to fhed for your Ipte- 
teft 5 and yfhi&i I fee ;that ptoYcs too hitk to 

^ take 
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take oat the Stain, I will amend my Enemies 
Defedb with my proper Hand, if there cleaves 
Co great a Gailt to my Ofience in profciling my 
CelfyoaxSj to demand that Reparation. Do not 
arm yourCeif at this Declaration with an Anger 
that cannot be lefs than fatal to me ^ I know 
*tts fiiuky, but I know 'tis only made fo by ^the 
MeanneU of my Birth, and the weak Eftate of 
my Fortune. Madam, my Birth is noble, *tis 
all I can (ay of it, and my Fortunes ate not Ca 
low, but I hope my Sword may one Day rai(e 
them tean equal pitch wich theirs that ^openly 
pretend to the Glory of your Service. Fird, 
CouragjC and Virtue ihould lead the Way, then 
Crowns muft follow to deferve you j and. Ma- 
dam, I will feek &>r Crowns be&te I vow the 
Boldnefs to demand you ^ to that of Partbi^ 
which you are born to, I'll join the MedisH 
Diadem, and- then the Acceffion of others Ihall 
ftrengthen my Claim, which ^haps may ob* 
tain my Pardon of the King himfelf, fince he 
cannot choofe but confider, that to adore Beau* 
ty and Virtue in their fuprcmed Degree, is uni*^ 
verially common to Mankind. I fhall only 
then profefs my Boldnefi, when my Service 
fliall difpofe the King to iuffer it ^ and I will 
never plead my Caule at the Tribunal of your 
Bountjr, before I have niade them my power- 
ful AavoCites4 with this Defien, Madam, I 
kave you, but whedier criminal or innocent in 
your Thoughts, I dare not know; for becaule 
the Execution depends upon n>y Life, I wiU 
not ftay lor my Sentence from your Mouthi 
fince if you doom me to dky it will take away 
the Glory of my future Setyices. 
Artaban was as good as his Word, and finifli' 
ing his Pifcourie with a profound Reverence, he

Uver i indeed he might cafily do it, for the Con-' 
fdCion I took from his Words had rendered me 
Co unrefolved how to ihape him a Reply, as k' 
gave him more Time than he needed to avoid the 
Storm by a timely retiring. 

1 (laid in the Place where he lefir me, Grange- 
ly ftuDg with the Words he had uttered, and I 
know not how to repre(ent you mv Condition, 
ftnce I was never fo po(ed with myteif as at tbar 
prcfcnt. 

The Difference between Ariaban and me, made 
xne receive this hardy Addrefs as a monal Offence, 
and regarding myfclf as a Princefs that withRea- 
(on enough (as well in refpeA of my great and 
illadrious Anceftors, as the Puiflance and yaft Ex- 
tent of the King my Father's Dominions) mi^hc 
difpute Place with the grcateft Ladies uponEanh, 
I could not endure the thought, that a Man of fo 
mean a Defcent, who had no other Dignities but 
ivhat he held by the Tenure of bis Sword, would 
dare to paint me his Paffion, wxihout re(igning 
the Regency of my ftlf to fome angry Thoughts, 
that made me regard him as an Enemy r And yet 
the Obfcurity of Artaban^s Extra&ion could^iot 
fo darken the Remembrance of nrhat he bad done 
for the King my Father and me, nor divert my 
Remark of nis marvellous Qualities that ffained 
in their double Sphere of Mind and Body, with- 
out coafeffingto myfelf, th-: if I weighed hint 
without Partiality againft my fceptered Heir, and 
put all his great h& i^to the Bsdlance, he would 
be found but a few Grains the lighter : And I 
villnot (cruple to confefs, iince to you. Madam, 
I am this Day refblvtd none of my Thoughts 
' fhall wear a Cover, that a Perfbn fo refined from 
the common Metal of Mankiiv,d as ArtuhMn^

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had produced fomeching extraordinary^, within 
mci and' though Truth will allow me to (ay, 
that I had yet defended myfelf (com what you 
call Love, yet I could not hold up my Heart from 
leaning to fomcthing beyond Good-will.

as if I had loft all Motion, with my Head leaning 
upon one of my Hands, and my Faa covered 
with the other, with all the Signs of a melan- 
cholly War in. my Thoughts, and having before 
preeildy observed both mine and the Aoions of 
Art4Ufan at his parting, ihe quickly found the 
Difeaie, by comparing the Symptoms } however, 
defipoas by the Help of that Liberty and Privilege

I confeis the Renown of his Anions, the Price 
of his Services, and the SoUicttations of Urinoe be- 
fan to work very powerfully upon me ; and, in 
fjpight of the Reufbnce I could arm in mine own 
Dcteuce, all thefe Confiderations afurped fuch a 
Mftgiftry upon my Spirit, as, in fine, 1 fadly per- 
ceived that I was now Qo longer Miftrefs m my 
Liberty j, when aw>ke, he was always the Argu- 
Aient of my Thoughts j nay, my very Sleeps would 
not defend me from his importunate, and yet 
'agreeable Image, that was ever pre(enting itielf 
to my fickned ranqr ; and I beheld Aruban with

betrayed for the Sufferings oi Artahan^ paffio- 
nately prelled me for an Anfwer to his Letter ; (he 
faiCvLti my flying Denials all that Day without 
oveHaking them, out the following, fht contina* 
cd the Chafe fo hotly, as at laft I was wearied to 
a Yielding. A long Lud^ation with myfelf, be- 
fore I couM vanquifh my Repugnance to an Adi- 
on which my Reafea told nle delervcd a (cvcre 
Cenfure % but in fine> as if I had fubornM Rea&a 
to excufe Defire, at lafl: I believed I had found a 
Way to reconcile my Scruples to Urinoe*i Will, 
and my own Inclinations % and I thought I had 
fo nicely ftudied my Reply, as might pole aStoick 
to faflen a juft Cenfiire, or Artahan any Adyan- 
tage upon them : At laft, after a tedious Choice 
and Rejedion of Words, I made my Paper fpeafc 
in thefe Terms.

taught him to trample upon all others chat might * 
have offeied himCau(e of Difcontem. At length 
he began to think (as we are all too prone to flat- 
ter ourfelves with the Fruits of our own Wilhes) 
chat die King, io his promife of the deareft and 
jBoftpreciouf Thing he had in the World, couldi 
nMao no other -than his Daughter •, and curioufly 
poifiag the Weight and Worth of his Sjcrvices, 
he found them tall enough to over-top all others 
Howards bat that.

He fpoke much more to 
this purpofe, which I only anfwered in Uafhes, 
for all the time he ftaid after this, my fhame 
would not let me {peak in any other Language, 
and 1 found it impoffible to recover my Colour 
and Confidence, as the difcovery of it made him 
take his leave fi>oner than he intended j and he 
went out of my Chamber with hopes, that till 
then he had never conceived. 

After that Day, he direded all his A^iois to 
deliver me fo many meflages of Love, and paid 
me his re(peds in (o amiable and obHgitig a faflii* 
on ( or rather, Madam, my weakness underftood 
it (b ) as I was content to pull off the Mask of 
my af&dion : But befote I came to this Confef* 
iion, it coA him whck Days, with abundance 
of prcffing and paffionate DiUx>ur(e, whereof the 
length reJeafcs my rtpetkion : But when I had 
once vanouifhed that difficuky, he received fome 
Proofs ot my afift^n, that (hewed my indul- 
gence in a deeper Tindlure thait the dilferencse of 
our conditions would well permit ; however they 
were ftill limited by Rules, as ftraight as tlMs 
fleady hand of a vertuous refoluHoti could draw 
them ; he never obtained ftny Favour from me, 
btftdes what the Tongue and the Eye delivered, 
and 1 ftri^ly referv'd my felf to the King's Di(^ 
po(al, without whofe Confent I al«*ays adured 
him his hopes were thrown away. 

I know. Madam, that maum all my Circam- 
fpe^ion, I was yet very culpable, in not taking 
the firil; kiHdlmg^ of afic^ons, from the Com- 
mands 
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<iiaods of thoCc to whom toy Birch had fiibmittcd 
me i bat I know too« th«t 'tis no wonder if ex* 
traordinary merit produce effeAs chat are like 
chemfcives, nor need chofe heans> that have held 
the Fortrefs all their Life> s^ainft any pnny Siege^ 
be afham'd of an overtbrovf , by fuch Forces as 
Tanqoiihed me : ^ Yes^ my dear Artaban^ I lovt 
^ thee, and I ihould love thee yet much tpore 

* than myfelf, if the Gods had left thee ftill amongft 

* Men \ oouldft thou come hither again from thy 
^ ftarry habitation) thou woold*ft juitify the afiec- 

* tion I have for thee, and i cannot now difavow 
^ it with fb little ihame) as before I confefled it. 

The £iir Princefs was oonflraincd to flop the 
cunenc of her Difcouxfe, on porpofe to make way 
for another, compos'd of fbme fiigitivc Tearsr, 
that had newly broken over their Chryflal Banks 
in abundatioe % and a&er fhe had thus wept and 
£gh'd away fbme moments, wherein the fair Queen 
took occafion to fweeten ker fbrrows, with all iht 
Comfeif that her Pity could invent, fhe went on 
in this manner. 

Artabsn was ador'd among xhcPartbians^ and 
the prodigious things he had done for the inte* 
zefl of that Nation, acquired him fo much Honour 
in. the general effceem, as could notwcllbeafcrib*d 
( and fave Religion harmkf? ) uncoa mortal Perfbn^, 
efpecttlly the King who had leap'd the faiteft 
JFruits of his glorious Labours, and faw himfelf 
furely feated. by his Valour, not only in his own 
£fbte, but Mafler of one of the greatefl Kingdoms 
in Afiai opetily publifhed his impuiilanoe to pay 
what was due to fb great a Virtue. Of this he 
made a particular Decbiration the fame Day he 
. was aown*d King of Media^ after the Ceremony 
was ended, holding jiriMbatt in bis left hand : 
^ Tis of you, great man, fsid btf wth s ioud 
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* hind with the Stings of a Remorfe for expofing 

* a Man chat has To bravely obliged me^ to the 

* Cruelty of Co many Difaltcrs. But as there is 

* but a Part of Elifa flays behind him> fb he can- 

* not go away with Artaban entire and undi- 

* vided } and if he leaves me a Hearts which I 

* keep as the dcarcft Pledge that ever was pawn- 

* cd by Lover, fol have given him leave to glory 
' in the Pofie^on of that which my Dury (how 

* precife atid fevere foevcr it ought to be) could noc 

* rcfufe to his Merit, his Afie£kion and Services.. 

I breached my Sorrows with divers other Dif- 
courfes of the fame Tenour, which I cannot re- 
peat, and be dvii with yoar Patience -y and all my 
Adions were diftempered with a Grief fo violenc» 
as there were very few Eyes, in the Court too dim 
to difcovcr it. 

The next Day, after Artaban^ Departure, the 
King came into my Chamber ; and finding me 
in Bed» which I reiolved to keep for fome Days, 
on purpofe to conceal what my tel(>ralie Looks 
would have betrayed too plainly. * The audaci* 

* ous Artaban^ [aid be^ was Yeftcrday fo rafli* 

* as to demand you of me for the Salary of his 
' Services : Can it be podlble, E/ifay that you 

* fhould either know, or approve his Infolenoe ? 

Thcfe Words ftabb*d themfelves to my very 
Heart ; but unwilling to betray any Trouble in 
coo long a Scudj for an Anfwer, * Sic, f§iJ /, 

* the Services of Artaban are known unto me, 

* but I am a perfedb Stranger to his Infoknoei 
*ahd he never discovered any Thoughts to me, 

* that might juftly oflfcnd your Majclty.* * If I 
« thought, reply d Phraatcs, knitting bis Bromsy 
' that you favoured the Ambition of that pre- 

* fumpmous Man, I Ihould Toon make you know 
' the Difpleafure you have done mc* The Quoen 

* coming 
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coming in at this Paflage, intecrupted the Sequd, 
and (ecretly drove to allay the King's pa(Ik>nite 
Heat with mild and gentle Infinaations ^ Hie was 
a perfcd Lover of Artaban\ Vinuc, as fhc deem- 
ed herfelf obliged, and had been touched with a 
tender Sen(e of his DiCgrace. In fine, her Glofs 
upon the Caafe of his Difturbaiice differed much 
from the King's \ and though her Opinion point- 
ed at Something too hardy in the Attempt of Ar^ 
•fakafty yet that Reflexion could not bkmiih the 
Efleiem ihe had for him, and proved Co far from 
forcing his Deferts to the lofs of any Ground itr 
her Memory, as if his Felicity had depended up- 
on her Difpofal, ihe would not have oppoied ir. 
However, ihe openly regretted the unlucky Canfe 
of his Abfence ; and though ihe durft not con- 
demn the Refufal the King had made him, yec 
fhe made no fcrifpk to fpeak it in kis Prefence, 
that fhe was forty his Padion had forfeited the 
fbtare Seivice of fo brave a Man ^ and if he 
thought him not worthy to wear the Title of his 
Son-in-law, (he wondered he would not rather en- 
deavour to prefervc him by fome other Benefits > 
than pay the Arrears due to his Merits with In-* 
juries and Outrage. 

The King, who had yet little fce;ling of the 
fault he bad committed, could not fuddenly re- 
pent it, and repulfed all thofc that adventured eo» 
urge the neceffity of -/^rr^^ii»*s Valour, for thcde* 
fence of his Edate, with fuch thundering Words, 
and a look (b terrible, as none of them were har- 
dy enough to re-inforce their Arguments. The 
obftinacy of his humour fluck thefe Sentiments 
in his Breafl for a time, and the Profperity of his 
Affairs had Co inchatued his reafbn, as he had al- 
ready driven Artakan from the Place he held ia- 
bii niemoiy^ and fhuffled him among the com- 

r moA 
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the Male Line of the Arfacides bciag utterly ex- 
cindt, (the Prince Tyridates excepted, to whom aU 
knew Pbraates wouli never leave his Crbwn, and 
the Baflard Venoms^ Mtrhofe Pretences would be al- 
ways like himfelF, illegitimate) he would either 
be obliged to create a Gindidate for his Crown at 
home, or elfe contrad' an Alliance wit^ (bme 
neighbouring King, and fo run the hazard of mer 
tamorphofing the Parthian Liberty to a provin- 
cial Servitude, which could not be lefs than in- 
fupportable to that warUke Nation. 

When the(e popular Difcourfcs had once fgund 
tlie way to Arsaban*s Ear, they quickW matured 
his Relolution to a politive degree : In nnc, he be- 
gan to think that Delay might do him In jury, 
and concluded it unfit to flay till Time might mo- 
derate the King's Impatience to requite him, and 
the Beauty of his brave A£b had kk its Glols in 
his Memory. 

In the heat of thofe Thoughts, (after he had 
once more begg'd my Permiuiony he went one 
pay to find out the King in the Palace Garden, 
wbete he was then walking with a^rain of his 
principal Nobility about him* The King receiv'd 
him with a very aflPable Afped i and after the ex- 
change of (bme open Ducourfe before all the 
Company, at laft (as his frequent ufe had made 
It a Cuflom) he drew him afide from a parttcii* 
Jar Parley^ and to that Purpofe makine a Sign lo 
the ^eft, not to follow him, he pafled into the 
next Alley, leaning upon his Arm> and b^au to 
entertain him with indi£rent Things, ai Chance 
and Occafion offered to his Thought. . 

Artaban having allowed foipe Time to a re- 
rpedlive Attention, and ihap*d fuch Replies, as he 
knew were nioft agreeable to PbraaUs's Humour, 
at laft grew defirous to change the Thcn^ of theij: 

Dif* 
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Difcouife CO a Subject of cnore Importance, and 
chaliBg all the Fear from his Heart, might di(ccc* 
die Ms De/ign, by appearing In his Looks and 
Geftjire: * Sit y /aid be, how are your Incenci- 
tions now bent to difpofe of us ? has your Judg- 
ment voted us u(ele& for your future Service ? 
and are you content to fit quickly down, with 
the Crowns of Parfhia and Media 3 when you 
have Power enough at your Back to mafter the 

frcateft Part oi^ijia? You underftand chat the 
[ings of Capfadpeia and Celicia^ have already 
railed Forces in Tigranes"^ behalf, to wred the 
Crown of Media out of your Hands, and, in 
ottcward appearance, your Majefty takes no care 
to prevent chem. I be(eech you, Sir, ^ive us 
leave to go meet them, before they force the un- 
welcome Compliment of an hoftile Vi(it upon 
us 3 let roe once more beg che Honour and Af- 
fignation of as many Troops to my Condu£^, 
as I had fot the Conqueft ot Media \ and fuffer 
me, for yout Intercfts, to carry the War home 
to thofe Princes Doors, chat are coming beyond 
their Limits in chaie of their own Misfortune : 
Sir, I do make you a Promife of their Ruinc, 
to be paid in lefs than is requifite to take exadi 
Survey of their Provinces, and if 1 do not lay 
both thofe Crowns ai your Feet, bcfote Time 
be two Years older, blot out the Name ofArta- 
>tfff from your Memory, and call me Impoftor. 
When Artaban fpake in this Manner, the King 
regarded him with Admiration, and indruded 
by the Proofs of a fonupate Experience, how ca- 
pable he was to change his Words into Anions, 
fie liftened to the fame Language from him, as 
he would have done to an Orade, which might 
have been interpreted from another Mouth, as the 
Effedls of a vain Prefumption 5 and he had made 
You IL Q^ ufe 
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Phraatcs plainly pcrccivit^ kis numbets too 
tluo to accept the 4eiiancc, was fearful to figN 
upon fo great an inequality and drew back his Ar- 
my tt>wards our Frontier -, his Enemies improving 
their Pride and Courage at this retreat, almoft 
trod upon the heels of his Rear in their march, 
and appeared as fooa as he, upon the ancient U* 
mits otPartbia. 

The fame Tlgranes that a few months before 
( unable CO tread a foot upon hi^ own Land ) had 
^een inforced to beg the Sadttt and fuppi^rc of 
iiis Life among ftrangecs, then faw himfelf re- 
podeffed of his hereditary Throne^ and in a mote 
potent cotulition than ever, to make the Crown 
of Partbia tremble upon the head that wore it : 
in tStdi he was now in Power to give a mighty 
check to the Parthian Monarchy ; and the two 
Kings his Allies (Princes provoked by their pro- 
per Viroie, and the bruit of Pbraates* Cruelty to 
lifl: themlelves on his Enemies Party) were re- 
folved to break into his Territories, and with 
their Friends to carry on the Quarrel of DiTXoe 
Juflice, for the Bloocl he had fpilt at home with 
fo black a Cruelty. All the Courage Pf^r^iirfx had, 
could not exempt him from {haking at the threats 
of this approacning temped, and indeed he was 
in very great danger, when his Fears were uncx- 
pe<Sledly releaCed from the Rack, by a friendly Dx^ 
mon to the Fartbian Monarchy, and my parcicu* 
lar Enemy. 

Trgranes wholly vanquifhed, divefted and dri- 
ven trom all, he had ititl nourilhed the flames 
of a PaHlion that I was (b unlucky to kindle, 
and finding that it ftill blazed higher, he made 
Kis hoftile approaches to our Kingdom, bethought 
himtclf in better cafe than ever to make it pub- 
Jick to the World, and demand me of my Father 

with 
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with a Sword in -his Hand, thac Fottune had a]^ 
ready rsndet'd very dreadful co Pkraatesj he made 
this propofitioo to his two Friends, and though 
then their Spirits boikd with the beat of yi6l:ory, 
yet they were loath to refift a de&gn,/ whereof the 
accomphihment prof&red i?eace to their People, 
and Satisfadion to their Friend, the only cauie 
chat helped them on with their Armour. 

Tigr0nes confirmed by his Friend's Confent in 
this Hefblmion, and befides deiiring to fit quietly 
down with his Subje^, and tafte the fweets of 
a calm repoie which fb long had been expo^d 
to the miieties of a ctuel War, (ent two of his 
prime Nobility to Pbrsatesy with an order to de- 
mand me for their Queen, and an abfolute Power 
to conclude the Peace and Marriage. 

They could not have made this Propofition to 
nraates in more {propitious {ea(bn, and the Ter- 
rour of their Arms had sdready difpofed him to 
accept Conditions, much lefs advantageous than 
thoie they ol&red him : For be(ide$ that he had 
then the Po'wer of three great Kings to grapple 
with, which he found himfclf too feeble to re- 
fift upon equal terms, he diftrufted his People's 
Allegiance, who he knew detefted his Cruelty ;^ 
and learning from all Parts of his Varthiay that 
the moft confiderable Perfbns ihrunk away from 
the War, and openly cry'd out for Peace, his 
Jealoufy foretold a dangerous Infurredlion, if he 
cook not a Hidden care to content their longing. 

Fbraatesy in treaty with fuch thoughts as thefe, 
when the Ambafladors oiTigranes arrived, not 
only prepared their welcome, but procured them 
a favourable Audience, and at the fir ft Overture 
of their Mafter's Medage, got them a. full Ctfn- 
ceffion to all they demanded, as well in Relation 
to the Peace as Marriage. Never was affair of fo 

grand 
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grand Importance huddkd up witli (b ihort a de- 
oace.: Before the Ambafladors ceturnpd to tbeir 
Pcince, the Peace was concluded, the Articles 
figacdj and the unfortunate Ehfa deflincd as a 
Victim to he faaificed for the publick repofe. 

Tigranes diftrufting the King of Partbias Per- 
formance of Articles, infifted upon a Ratification 
of the Treaty, before he drew off his Army from 
the Frontier, believing, that while be held FSrsa" 
Us in the Chains of Fear, he might more iecurely 
tyc him to the accomplifhmeni of his Word, 
uian when he once letrcated without an Enemy 
at his heels to the Centre of his Dominions. My 
Father repreCented, that fuch a Precipitation in 
Affairs ofthat nature, would carry a v^ry fhame- 
ful condrudion, and appear to the World with 
aU the proportions of a forced K€t on his Parr, 
Dirithout the leaft guft of a liberty, that (con- 
tent rightly ftated, and reputations confidercd) 
might perform a clearer (atisKi^ion to both. 

At lad Tfgranes*s Confent (truck fail to the 
opinion of his two Royal Friends, that advi(ed 
him to render fbraates the deference he defired, 
coupling their Counfel with a Promife, that if be 
broke his Word with him, they would once more 
join their Forces to his, withaRefolutiou to mine 
him. 

All things thus concluded, and fbJemnly fworn 
on both (ides, the two Armies drew off from tbeir 
Pods and recreated s Tigranes and his two Coofins 
took the fevcral ways that led to their own Pfo- 
vinces, and PhraaPes bent his Courft to Hecntom- 
polisy where we then redded ; but he was follow- 
ed by the Ambafladors of Tigranes^ one of which, 
as Cuftom would have it, was to efpoufe me in 
thei r King's Name at the Parthian Court, and after 
the Ceremony, coudiidt roe into Media, ^ 

In 
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In the mean time I trailed on my Life in a rctj 
iok&A condition, the memory of Artaban made I 

a continual War upon my quiet; I loved him far 
dearer fince his mlgrace and abfence than evec 
before j and if at Aat dillancr he could hare tra- 
velled his Eye to the nsJced Tablet of my Hean, 
and (een how drone a guard of fayourable and 
faithful thoughts I had there placed about the 
Image of himfclf and Virrae, it could not hafC 
brought him home a feeble (atisfadion. Old time 
( that ufiully iheds poppy upon (uch refentmencs ) 
could never fhade the Eyes of mine with the lead; 
Inclination to drowzine($ ; and if before he had 
appeared whh fome Graces about him that were 
lovely, he then preiented himfelf armed at ali 
Carts with fach invincible Advantages, as left no- 
thing in Elifa's Power to give away &om him. I 
miled away a Pan of my Life in Difcoutles of 
mm with Urinoe and Csfbifa ; and they could not 
pieafe me better than by draining their Art of 
fpeakiiig well upon his Praifes, but we never dofed 
our Converie without a warm l^ilogue of Tears ; 
and (bmetimcs when tho(e were wiped away, and 
Liberty allowed it) we begun theDifcourieagain^ 
and' ended it with another Shower. You may 
judge. Madam, whether I lightly concerned my" 
leltin the wrongs he fufieced, £nce if for his 
cenfideration, I made no vows againft my own 
Party, at \ek^ I learned the News of their difireft 
without a figh, nay, and in fbme kind rejoiced 
at the bad mcceCs of our Arms, and the unlucky 
Gonfufion to which my Father bad reduced him(elt, 
by driving (b brave a Pilot as Artaban^ from the 
Helm of his Warlike Aflars. ' Had Artaban kept 

* his Command, 'U)OMld 7/^^, when Famebrougnt 

• me the News of our overthrows, Vidory would 
< never have left us, and the fame Z7/nviyr/, that

I 
undetQood the King had made me the Piice of 
his Safety, before he. vouchiafed me the leafl: no* 
tice of (uch ait Engagement, and I learned he 
had given me ^away to Tigranes at £uch a time, 
ivhea my Heart had itioie Avetfion for him, than 
any that nature had ever made of bis Sex. 

Madam, as I have already told you, he was 
a Prince handfome enough, courageous and va- 
liant, without the leaf Blcmiib of Ccuehj, 
Avarioe. or any other Vices, which bloc theLiv^es^ 
asid fully the Repute of. Princes, (at leaft, if yoa 
hace his Ingratimde to Artnban^ foe which his 
Love does make fome Apok^} and yet wbc« 
thee I derived my Anti^aehy ttom fome imdi£- 
covered caufc in. nature, or the reafons akeady 
alledged, (itice the time that I firft beheld him, 
when ray Heart was mine to difpofe of, be&re 
Art^i^im could plead any Privilege there,, I ne- 
vec admitte4.t)iekaft I»clination to his PerioDs 
hut' at fttcK 9.. time, when his^ Conapetitor had 
made fo dear a conqueft of my Wiii, I oould 
not underfland that I was proaulcd to Jl^ranti^ 
witlu^t falling into the eztreams of a Com&o* 
lc& Grief. * what,, crfdly has the King given 

* me to the greateft of hb Enemies, that would 
^ doubtlefs have (knied mc to the deareCb of his» 
' f ricnd9> aqd docs he Sacrifice his only Child tp- 
^ his People's: Kepoie, without confideriog how 

* juftly lier owiir does plead for a place Ms * 

* Thou^ts? .

The Ficrtenefs of the King's Adion, and the 
Tone of his Voice, (ent feme Fear to my Heart, 
yet they could not fe apall my Courage, but it 
recovered Strength enou^ to throw me at his 
Feet, and return him this Anfwer. 

* Sir, I was ever rcfolved to fpend my whole 
'• Life in a continued Ptadice of Obedience to all 

* yoa Ihall ^leafe to ordain me j but you know,

The next Morning there came a Command 
from the King, that I {hould make myfelf rea- 
4y co'^receive Jtgranes*s £mba£idors, who a little 
anier, being enter'd mv Chamber, they entertain Vi 
me wich.an Account or their Delegation in behalf of 
^eir Prinix, and ofier*d the firft Homage of that 
Reverence, which.they paid me as due to their So- 
vereign Q^een. 

I would not fuf&rany PafConto break loofe. in 
their Pcefince, as without doubt I had done, if I durft 
have fcjlowed the Stteani of myown Refentments,' 
but they cull*d a very flcnder Satisiadion from mf 
Lauguage and Looks i and if an impo6*d Focma- 
licy put fbme of my Words in a civil Frame, 
they came from me in a Pofture fi> viiibly con* 
ftrain*d, as they might eafily read through it the 
imall Inclination I md to become their Miftrefs : 

how- 
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however, in publick theydeein'd itnoc fictoliccnfe 
any further Inquiiirion, and the King, without 
(b much as voncbfafing any Enquiry what Blows 
I had (huck in the Combat with myfelf, caus*d 
all Things to be prepar'd for the Ceremony, to 
which I was to be led, as a Vidim to an Airar. 
' Gods! what a World of unquiet Thoughts di<! 
then tread the Mazes of my Soul i what Ezcufes 
did* I not make to the unfortunate ^rM^^^y whom 
a rigorous Conftraint had caufed me to abandon ! 
How often have I (bmmon'd Heaven to take no^- 
tioc of the Violence was offered me ! How ofi 
from the Juftificacion, have I pafTcd to a Com* 
plaint againfl him, accufing his Afledion of Apo- 
ilacy, and faifly cbargine him with inienfibiliry 
of my AfFedion, and Dilcharg^ of my lutcrcfts. 

Cepbi/a and her Mother daily endeavoured ta 
dry my Eyes, but were utterly unable to (lop theic 
Source with any Solace to my fad Heart $ and the 
Queen my Morher, whofe fweet Difpofition ever 
charged itfelf wirh a tender Care, and a dear In- 
dulgence for the Peace of my Spirit, knowing her 
Power too weak to wreftle with the King's In- 
tentions, left nothing xm-cSifd to eafe me of my 
Aneutlh, by perfwading a Refignation fo*1iis 
Will, though ihe has protefted a nundred times 
a Day, that ihe would not think it too dear a 
Rate, CO ranfbme my Repufe at the Price of her 
own, and vow*d (tx could not fee the cruel Pre* 
paration of my following Miferies, without get- 
ting all my Sighs and Sufferings by heart in ner 
<»wn Bteaii. But Fortune had notfpeut thefpight- 
folleft Mifchiefs ihe intended upon me, and ihe 
raifcd me up a freih Difafter (unforefeen by my 
Fears) that uruck me deeper than all that fore-ran 
it : And now, Madam, yon are to underftand the 
uttermdit ££[cds of Ingratitude and Cruelty.

TheCe bold Words, that openly uncovered the 
blackcft of his Crimes, fet his Rage a running like 
Wild-fire through alt the Parts of Pbraates'Body-^ 
and turning to his Guards, * Seize upon him, 

* ery^d h4^ in a Flame of Fury s let him be taken 
' dead or alive. . 

Thc(e Words had (caroe mingled them(elves 
with the Air, when Artaban was environ*d by a 
Thoufand of his Enemies ^ but though the love of 
Life was utterly expelled his Breaft, yet Revenge 
eafily got his Content to hold it at a very dear 
Rate to thofe that firft attacked him : And now he 
prefcnted the fame dreadful Sword to the Throats 
of his Oppofers, which they had often (een him 
brandifli againft their Foes in (b many Combats, 
and from which the Sun then firft beheld Vi6bory 
to be raviihed by an unequal Number. Pbraates 
their Captain was prefently thrown dead at the 
Feet of his Companions, and in a few Moments 
the forwatdeft of his Men received a Hke Pafs 
from his Sword to* follow him. Artaban then 
quitting the Care of his own Prefer vation, ruihcd 
in among them with a headlong Fury ^ and ouick- 
ly goring himfelf all over with their Blood, was 

in 
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in ao indaiic become Co cenible to the haididl of 
his Enemies, as Pbraaies himielf, though bul- 
urarked round with Thou(ands of armed Men, 
fcarce thought his Per&n (ecure behind (b many 
Bucklers. Yet at laft this prodigious Valour grew 
incapable to guard his Libeny ; and while it was 
ft ill cutting Lanes through tbofe that faced faim, 
they aflatilced him behind with better Succefs $ and 
by an Inundation of his Enemies, which poured 
chemCelves at once upon his Back, he was borne 
to the Earth, and reduad to an Eftate of making 
no more Refinance. 

By the Kin^*s Orders he was immediately 
V bound, and led before him, and Pbraaies had 
Cruelty enough to aggravate the Senfe of his MiG' 
fortunes with J^enaces and Reproaches unworthy 
of Entertainment in the Mouth or Mind of a 
K ing. Artaban retoned all his Threats with Con* 
tempt, and was.fo far from (looping to a Power 
with the lead Flexure of SubmiUion, that might 
have given or taken his Life at plcafure, as regard- 
ing him with an Eye that fpoke nothing but Oif- 
dain and Indignation : * PbraattSy Jaid bfy I 

* ihall receive the bloody ]&ndnefs of thy Com- 

* mand that dooms me to die, and prefer it (the 

* main one denied) above all the Dignities that,^ 

* Fortune has left at thy difpofal : Credit me,^ 
^ King, 'tis a uecefGtated Sacrifice for the (afety 

* of thy Son-in-law, and might concern thy own, 

* if my Refpedl to the Princefs Eiifa did not 

* guard thee from fuch Intentions. 

The King, after he had vomited fbme outra- 
geous Words againft him, that (hewed the Cruel- 
ty of his Nature, (en^himTto one of the rudeft: 
Dungeons in the City » commanded his Hands and 
Feet (hould be laden with Irons, and impo(ed 
very (Irid Precautions upon his Guards that made 
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them aoquaiAjted wjith tKe I;n,p9^un,ce of the Pri- 
ibner» and ^hc I.c^ was due to the Recovery of 
liisLibeccy. 

Tlic laft DiGftcr of 4rf^h^ fpread a ^aiige 
Atnazemex3t t^brpugh i^ Pqytbian Court 3 and 
tho(e that a lyhile befoxje |iad /ecn that great Ma4 
at the Bead. of their Aijc^ie^ dealing DeftnidtioD 
nvith a dcxtjous Hand ( a$ if )ie play*d with Vicr 
tory) among j:heir EnoDpii^^A gaining Bsittles, conr 
luring Kingdoms, and /^^ting himfelf in al) 
his Depoaotg^its, a$ if )i,e xia4 &en (ent with 9 
Commidion from Heaveti to make their Natiq?

icbarged with Ircms, exrofed to Shame, and^ i^ 
all their Judgments, pitdiied as an eminent Mari^ 
for Death to draw his i3.pw at, without /pending 
igmefecioiis Eefledionsjapon the fickly Confticor 
tion of human Fortun^^ and deploring the FaQs 
tSSo braTfi a Man with a}l that could fignalize an 
unfeigned Afflii^on. *Tis true, they found (bme- 
ching that required a Balance in the haughty Hu- 
mour and indomitable Spirit of Artaban 3 but 
when thqr tfemories glaujced upon the marvel- 
ioiis Things hie had done ior them and their Coun- 
try, rhey Knew not hoi^r to fccu(e his Confideiice, 
iince it Jtook a law^l ^it^, from the Greatnefs of 
his H«art a^d Courage, which had j^ bravely 
beairn off, and defeated Danger, that "threat ned 
Chains apd Kuin to ,4^pir Country. But if the 
Partbtans inteceded c jiemi^lyes in Art^kansVoU' 
tune, judge, Madam » in what manner I was 
iQUched at the news of this unlucky Paflage. I 
am difcoi^aged to et^erprize the Difficulty I feel 
to perforin it, apd Ihall dgfe it in as few Words 
as will ierye to^tell you, that my Gr jef fcemed v^ 
have bor|:owcd fome Darts of Death to ftrike mc, 
atid I chink (hp fuddeju Arrefi of JFate itfcif would

Mfr Sorrows were 
growa Co hestd^ftrong, as they nfily taught their 
untoward Children (my Tears) to break their 
Bounds i apd I had G) littje Power to Miiion the 
airy Wings of my Sighs, chat they broxe loofe ia 
whole Troops to carry^news of my Rcfcntincots. 
All that Day I ihttt up myfelf with Urimee and 
her Daughter, not permitting (b much as the Hght 
pf any Perfon ; all the Parts of Speech that belong-; 
fd to the Grammar of a lawfiil Grief, had. a free 
Parage through my Mooth i and if I lamented 
Artaban's Misfonanes> I complained a thou(and 
times of his ImpfudeQce9 and diecrted his defperate 
Jlefolo^Qns that loaded my Mind with more Mi» 
feiy thai) it was aUe to fnppotc. The King's 
bloody PtTpo&ion filled mc nnl of deadly Fears in 
ni; behalf, 9pd \ could not examine the Danger 
that nwoac«di his Ltf^» wichooc iafieriiig fiich 
ThcMi^bcst 10 d^our my Qoicr^ diat were (he 
n^jireft Nf ighbo^a .to Defpair.

(ador, and receive the Crown of Media. 

I was too great a SuAerer at this CercmoDT to 
bring away tlie Dcfcription. In (hort, I was tnere 
cfpouM, there oublickly aowned, (and after all 
the ordinary Formalities that ufiially wait upon 
fuch Solemnities) led back to the Palace, in an 
Eftate that coutraded Pity from aU that (kw mc, 
the King my Father excepted. 

After this Adioo, he §t\\ to confider what he 
Ihould do with Artttban \ the Revenge he beheyed 
w'as due to the anbecomine Words he had given, 
carried weight enoogh in bis Thoughts to make 
a (eeming Juftice his Aflaffine % but, befidcs the 
turbulent Motions of his Choler, he had many 
other Reafbns, and thofe of no feeble Footing in 
his, Bread, that (bllidted Artakan's Ruin. His 
£xperic;pcc of this Man's mvincible Spirir, and 
his amorous Aims at me, hatched him fbmc Gak" 
gutne Fears, that he would prove a perpetual Ague 
to himfcif and his Son-in-law •, remove Heaven 
and Eanfa to ravifh Elija (torn the Hands of 77' 
grantsy and always keep a Capacity canfiQenc 
with his Lif;^ to difquiet the two Kingdoms, as 
well by xhe help of his ofl^ded- Courage, as the 
•AlFc^on and'Authority, which his grand Anions 
liad acquired, and were likely to preftrve him 
among the M$des and Partbians. In fine, he 
thought he could not deep (ecurely, Co long as 
itich an Artaban was above ground to traverle 
iiis Designs ; and this Confideration eafily got the 
Vidory of all that refilled It to conclude his Mnr- 
-der. fiat when his Memory made frefh Oppo- 
§xioRy bfreviving the Set? ice$ that Man bad done 

him. 
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hiiii) be gave credit to a new Conceptioo, that 
he could not bring him to a Scaffold, wichooe 
deepening the Tindbire of his execrable Crimes 
to the Eye of the World, and drawing upon him- 
felf a dangerous Inaeale of his People's Hatred, 
CO whom he was already very odious. 

The Influence of thefe Reafons on bodi ^6if^ 
held him (bme Days irreblute; but at lad could 
not prevail for Armbands Pardon. In fine, he 
doftd with one Invencion, chat he thought would 
render him lefs odious than any that had trod 
their {uccefliTe Seeps through his Fancy. 

He was well acquainted with the Caufe and 
Temper of Tigranei% Rcfentments againft^rfir- 
ban 'y and, be&es the Knowledge that all the World 
had of it, he remembefd in his Propoficions of 
Peace, he demanded his Head, or Aruban dead 
or alive in his firft Article. Befides, he had under- 
ftood that, fince his Imprifonmenr, Artsbtm had 
openly protefted, Ifbt viere at fibtrty again^ he 
t»ouU ieiV/ Tigranes \ which being told to xht Me- 
dian Ambafladors, they had brought it in as a new 
Complaint ag^inft him to the King. This fprung 
him a Conceit, that he might fafefy rid himlclf of 
Artabany and tie Tigranes to him in an immor* 
ul Obligation, fending (with his SfKnife) his Ene- 
my in Chains, by his Death to facisfy for aH the 
Lodes he had earned him. 

ThisThought had no fooner madie it(clf known, 
but presently grew up to a Refblotion, and to the 
Ftrfons who were appointed to condu^b me into 
Mediay there was added a great Number of others 
to guard Artaban thither ^ but becaufe he feared 
thofe Friends that Artabar9*s Virtue had acquired

While jirtaban expK(M hmCcVin this man- 
ner, I was half drawDed in nay owaTipaiss, nrhich 
the lad Gonces^tuce of his Lapguf^, aid tbe de- 
plorable £(bue wbeiein 1 jbehcid U«P> iscw away 
fcom my Eyes in great abundaiMe i and chough 
his reproaches ofieml VK^ bm^ cftufe of excep- 
tion, I eafily pardoped all to his GrKiF, and 
ailuied myfelf they were the OS^pmf^ of a belief, 
that I had wiUingly difpos'd myielf by the Con- 
queft of all my rep^naofee, to efpouje TJ^r^net. 
If I cooU laicly £laYe tcufted my Jdlificacioiis 
vjf that Place, ^s it was then pcopkij, I had 
Quickly cored bim of his Error i and indeed, h 
UMtf ha4 hf:w thi: .Source of ^ bis Miafontmes, 
could not ow« kfi to that e^lantUian, srhom I 
tbcir QkW ready to perig> Sx my lole inteicft.

Quit, 1 befcecfc you, the 
Hope that I can ever take my Life of Tigranes^ 
or of you yourftlf, at the Rate of keeping thefe 
Eyes UQcloUd to (ee my Prince(s in my Rival's 
Poflcffioo. By this time I might have cut down 
chofe high-srown Hopes with his Life ; had I 
ftill been Nufter of my Liberty, I would not 
bafely bargain for my own with an imply'd 
Condition, to attempt his no more upon the 
guilty Penalty of Ingratitude uvi Cowardice :

weaker Courage than your's, I have borne the 
Oppre(&on of almoft as weighty Suf&rings. For* 
met Ages liave left us many Precedents of a 
hopeleU Change in Affairs as defperate as your*s ;

of your Spirit, and conform yourfelf to the Will
